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Interesting  papers  were  read.  Several  of  the  most  important  were  the  work  of 
teachers  from  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  I  may  mention  those  of  Dr.  S.  P.  Robins, 
principal  of  McGill  Normal  School,  on  *•  The  Advantages  of  Dominion  Enregistration 
of  Teachers  '*  ;  of  Mr.  J.  C.  Magnan  on  **  Patriotism  in  schools  ;'*  of  Mr.  John  Parker, 
school  inspector  of  Leeds  on  *'The  duties  of  school  inspectors;  **  of  Mr.  Truell, 
principal  of  I/achute  academy,  on  '*  The  teaching  of  French  ;**  of  Dr.  J.  M.  Harper, 
inspector  of  Protestant  superior  schools  of  Quebec  on  the  establishment  of  a  * 'Dominion 
Bureau  of  Education,  *  *  by  the  Federal  Government. 

The  latter  project,  however,  was  received  with  but  little  favor  and  the  committee 
on  resolutions  did  not  even  deem  it  expedient  to  replace  it  on  the  orders  of  the  day. 

The  same  committee  presented  at  the  last  general  meeting  of  the  convention 
different  resolutions  relative  to  the  following  subjects  : 

The  League  of  the  daughters  and  sons  of  the  Empire,  with  an  educational  pro- 
gramme, proposition  rejected. 

The  metric  system  compulsory  in  Canada,  proposition  approved. 

Circulating  libraries,  proposition  approved. 

Anti-alcoholic  teaching  in  the  schools,  proposition  approved. 

Federal  certificate  for  teachers,  proposition  referred  to  a  commission  of  the  difEerent 
provincial  superintendents  of  education. 

I  consider  it  right  to  mention  that  Mr.  Magnan  and  myself  were  received  with  the 
greatest  kindness  and  that  we  have  only  to  congratulate  ourselves  upon  our  relations 
with  the  delegates  from  the  other  provinces. 

I  desire  to  tender  my  thanks  especially  to  Dr.  MacCabe  of  Ottawa,  the  worthy 
president  of  the  association. 

I^ECTURES  TO  FEMALE  TEACHERS. 

The  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction, desiring  to  have  lectures 
given  for  the  benefit  of  the  female  lay  teachers  who  have  not  had  the  advantage  of 
following,  a  Normal  School  course,  decided  in  May  last  to  try  the  experiment  of  organ- 
izing lectures  which  were  to  be  delivered  during  the  course  of  the  summer  vacation  to 
the  female  teachers  in  the  district  of  Montreal.  The  kind  offer  'made  by  His  Grace 
Archbishop  Bruch^si  to  receive  in  a  Montreal  convent,  the  female  lay  teachers  who 
wished  to  attend  these  lectures,  greatly  facilitated  the  realization  of  the  desires  of  the 
Catholic  Committee.  It  was  accordingly  decided  that  the  lectures  should  be  organized 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  that  they  should  take  place  at  the  Mont 
Ste.  Marie  convent  graciously  offered  for  the  purpose  by  the  Sisters  of  the  Congregation 
of  Notre-Dame,  the  amount  required  to  pay  the  board  of  the  female  teachers  being 
taken  from  the  funds  of  the  Committee. 
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The  Government  g^ave  its  approval  and  the  lectures  took  plsjf  e  with  marked  success 
during  the  week  from  the  19th  to  the  23rd  August.  They  lasted  from  Monday  night  to 
Saturday  morning  and  during  four  days  experienced  professors  gave  twelve  lectures  on 
the  different  subjects  of  the  course  of  studies. 

His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Montreal  condescended  to  be  present  at  all  the  lectures 
and  his  presence  tended  t6  further  enhance  the  importance  of  the  convention  in  the 
minds  of  all  present.  To  the  subjects  treated  by  the  able  lecturers,  he  lent  the  power 
of  his  own  eloquence  and  his  remarkable  competency  in  pedagogy  imparted  the 
^atest  klat  to  the  meetings.  Five  hundred  and  thirty  female  teachers  assiduously 
followed  these  lectures  and  I  have  reason  to  hope  that  this  convention  will  produce 
excellent  results. 

It  was  the  first  gathering  of  the  kind  as  far  as  the  Catholic  female  teachers  are 
concerned.  Other  similar  meetings  will  be  held  in  different  parts  of  the  province  and 
the  Montreal  convention  seems  to  be  the  forerunner  of  a  pedagogic  movement  for  the 
whole  province,  which  will  yield  abundant  fruits  in  our  rural  districts  by  promoting 
a  wider  appreciation  of  education,  its  importance  and  its  beneficial  action  on  ideas  and 
manners. 

LABRADOR  COAST 

District  Magistrate  A.  H.  Simard,  school  inspector  of  the  County  of  Saguenay, 
was  this  year  enabled  to  extend  his  visit  to  the  Eastern  extremity  of  the  province  at 
Blanc  Sablon.  From  that  point  to  Natashquan,  he  found  a  rather  deplorable^  state  of 
things  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  establishing  schools  there  on  account  of  the  sparseness 
and  poverty  of  the  fishing  population.  He  notes  the  efforts  of  the  missionary,  abbi 
Oaudreau.  who  takes  with  him  a  lay  teacher  to  assist  him  in  spreading  the  elements 
of  education  to  some  little  extent  among  the  Catholics  of  the  Mission,  which  extends 
over  a  distance  of  three  hundred  miles. 

The  English-speaking  fishermen,  says  Mr.  Simard,  are  better  situated.  They  are 
more  numerous ;  their  church  is  richer,  and  usually  a  young  clergyman  teaches 
school  among  them. 

However,  along  the  North  Shore  proper,  the  results  are  more  satisfactory.  There 
is  a  fine  convent  at  Pointe-aux-Esquimaux,  and  Magpie,  Seven  Islands  and  Natashquan 
have  nuns  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  Berchmans,  whose  schools  have  been  attended  with 
the  most  surprising  success  both  from  the  standpoint  of  morality  and  from  that  of 
education. 

SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE 

Generally  speaking,  the  attendance  at  the  schools  is  satisfactory,  taking  into 
account  the  obstacles  encountered  by  children  in  the  country.  During  the  severe 
winter  season,  as  well  as  in  autumn  and  during  the  spring  thaws,  regular  attendance 
at  school  cannot  be  insisted  upon  and  in  this  respect  the  position  of  the  farmer's  child 
is  very  different  from  that  of  the  city  child. 
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1)2  left  to  the  Committees  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  respectively,  as  it  is 
i.nportant  that  this  should  always  be  done  in  the  distribution  of  books  to  boards  of 
school  commissioners. 

INSPECTORSHIP 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  insufficiency  of 
the  salaries  paid  to  the  school  inspectors. 

These  officials  occupy  a  position  full  of  responsibility  in  the  province.  They  are 
the  essential  intermediaries  between  the  school  boards  and  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  and  their  duties  are  numerous  and  important.  Without  their  inspection, 
the  Government  could  not  in  any  satisfactory  way  ascertain  whether  the  school  law 
is  well  observed,  whether  the  moneys  voted  by  the  Legislature  for  educational  pur- 
poses are  faithfully  and  judiciously  expended  and  whether  the  school  commissioners 
wisely  fill  the  office  entrusted  to  them. 

We  have  actually  forty-three  school  inspectors,  nine  of  whom  are  Protestant  and 
thirty-four  Roman  Catholic.  With  the  exception  of  four,  whose  salaries  for  special 
reasons  are  very  small,  not  exceeding  on  an  average  $250  each,  they  receive  an  annual 
stipend  ranging  from  $650  to  $1000. 

Their  duties  in  autumn  consist  in  delivering  during  two  consecutive  days  pedago- 
gic lectures  to  the  male  and  female  teachers  in  each  school  municipality  of  the  parish. 
Then,  from  January  to  June,  they  have  to  inspect  all  the  academies,  and  model  and 
•elementary  schools  of  their  district  and  have  to  visit  150,  165,  180  and  even  200  schools. 

To  deliver  these  lectures  and  make  these  visits,  these  inspectors  have  to  travel 
considerable  distances  :  some  700  miles,  800  miles  and  1000  miles  and  others  1200  miles, 
1500  miles,  1600  miles  and  even  2000  miles.  These  long  journeys  at  all  seasons  of  the 
year  entail  considerable  travelling  and  hotel  expenses.  These  expenses  amount  for 
each  inspector  to  from  $225  to  $350,  so  that,  deducting  this  amount  from  their  salaries, 
the  latter  represent  in  reality  only  a  remuneration  ranging  from  $45o*to  $700. 

According  to  these  figures  and  for  other  reasons  which  I  might  specify,  I  do  not 
hesitate  to  ask  that  the  salaries  of  the  inspectors  be  increased  to  enable  them  to  discharge 
their  functions  efficiently  and  regularly. 

The  work  of  inspection  calls  for  competent  and  devoted  men  and  inasmuch  as  to- 
day it  is  required  with  good  reason  that  the  inspectors  should  be  experienced  teachers, 
that  office  becomes  a  promotion  and  the  inspector  should  receive  a  remuneration  in 
keeping  with  his  work  and  his  responsibility  towards  the  government  and  the  country. 

In  a  report  which  I  had  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  honorable  members  of  the 
Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  on  my  visit  to  the  Paris 
Exhibition  in  1900,  I  said,  with  reference  to  the  inspectorship  that  in  France  the  ins- 
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pection  of  the  primary  schools  was  done  by  the  inspectors  general  of  public  instruction, 
by  the  principals  and  inspectors  of  academies,  and  by  the  inspectors  of  primary  schools^ 

Our  organization,  I  remarked,  is  not  the  same.  As  it  is,  it  does  not  possess  all 
the  efficiency  desirable.  I  believe  i.  That  each  inspector  has  too  many  schools  to  visit ; 

2.  That  this  class  of  officials  should  be  better  remunerated,  while  requiring  from  them 
in  tnm  that  they  shall  not  exercise  any  other  functions  than  those  of  inspector; 

3.  That  an  inspector  general  should  be  appointed  as  has  already  been  asked  ;  4.  That 
before  suggesting  an  increase  in  the  number  of  inspectors,  it  might  be  opportune  to 
enqaire  whether  it  would  not  be  preferable  to  divide  them  into  two  classes  ;  one  to  be 
charged  with  the  inspection  of  the  academies  and  model  schools  under  the  name  of  aca- 
demy inspectors  with  an  adequate  salary ;  and  the  other  with  the  inspection  of  the 
elementary  schools  under  the  title  of  elementary  school  inspectors  ;  5.  That  in  view  of 
the  importance  of  securing  thoroughly  competent  men  as  inspectors,  the  examinations 
of  candidates  for  the  inspectorship  should  be  more  severe  than  they  usually  have  been. 

Drawing 

I  think  it  useful  to  here  reiterate  the  remarks  I  made  in  my  report  to  the  Catholic 
Committee  on  the  teaching  of  drawing  and  on  the  professional  schools  which  should  be 
founded  in  this  province. 

I  was  forcibly  struck  with  one  thing  during  my  visit  to  the  professional  and  other 
schools  of  France.  I  mean  the  importance  attached  to  the  teaching  of  drawing  in  all 
stages  of  the  school,  from  the  infant  school  for  children  of  three  to  six  years  to  the 
classes  of  the  superior  primary  school. 

• 

At  the  Paris  Exhibition,  in  examining  the  drawings  by  pupils  of  all  categories;  I 
noted  the  excellence  of  the  methods,  their  practical  and  utilitarian  object  and  the 
particular  care  given  to  this  teaching.  The  different  countries  are  making  powerful 
efforts  to  spread  the  knowledge  of  this  art.  Belgium  hardly  yields  to  France  in  this, 
and  the  same  may  be  said  of  England  and  the  United  States  of  America.  Russia  and 
Japan  also  displayed  their  solicitude  for  the  diffusion  of  the  knowledge  of  drawing  as- 
an  essential  feature  of  their  technical  teaching.  Looking  at  the  strong  organization  of 
this  teaching  in  Europe  and  elsewhere  and  the  great  educative  value  attributed  to  it, 
there  is  reason  to  regret  that  in  our  province  we  do  not  g^ve  it  enough  attention. 

Although  included  in  the  course  of  study,  this  branch  of  teaching  produces  almost 
no  results,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  be  surprised  at  this.  In  general,  it  is  only  taught 
imperfectly  or  according  to  methods  that  are  obsolete,  and  changes  are  nbt  made  soon 
enough.  Even  in  certain  schools  of  art  and  design  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of 
Arts  and  Manufactures,  the  actual  teaching,  just  as  in  the  primary  school,  consists 
in  the  copying  of  lithographs  and  colored  prints.     Certain  professors  still  adhere  tO' 
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Now,  among  us  during  the  last  century,  in  what  did  apprenticeship  consist  in  the 
majority  of  cases  ?  It  may  be  said  even  yet  that  the  duties  of  the  apprentice  towards 
his  master  for  many  long  months  consist  of  running  messages  and  cleaning  up  ;  as  to 
the  trade,  there  is  hardly  any  question.  In  many  workshops,  the  young  man  is  likely 
to  become  disgusted  with  the  trade  instead  of  acquiring  a  taste  for  his  work ;  he  has  to 
encounter  sometimes  the  ill-will  of  his  master,  who  seems  to  see  a  competitor  in  the 
future  workman  ;  he  has  no  intellectual  equipment  other  than  that  received  in  the 
elementary  school,  and  of  books  upon  his  trade  he  posseses  none.  The  apprentice  may 
be  compared  to  a  mere  laborer  compelled  to  train  himself,  and  he  receives  from  his 
employer  only  the  most  primitive  information  and  instructions  on  the  work  he  is  called 
upon  to  perform. 

The  men  of  1791  in  France  have  been  blamed  for  suppressing  the  workmen's  gnilds 
of  that  time  without  replacing  what  was  defective  in  their  organization  by  a  better 
organization.  From  the  absolute  liberty  of  the  apprentice,  there  resulted,  itseems,grave 
abuses  to  which  an  attempt  to  apply  a  remedy  was  only  made  long  afterwards. 

As  this  same  carelessness  in  our  country  has  produced  bad  effects,  it  is  important 
to  remedy  the  abuse  by  giving  to  the  young  man  the  theoretical  and  practical  instruc- 
tion which  he  lacks  and  which  he  cannot  acquire  owing  to  the  want  of  special  schools. 

Canada  cannot  remain  in  the  background,  but  should  follow  the  example  set  by 
other  nations.  With  our  efforts  to  colonize  our  territory  and  to  attract  foreign  capital 
the  growth  of  national  industry  and  the  education  of  our  working  classes  should  gj 
hand-in-hand. 

By  the  richness  of  its  arable  soil,  its  forests  and  its  mines,  by  its  many  water 
powers  and  great  rivers,  the  province  of  Quebec  fills  a  prominent  position  in  the  Cana- 
dian Confederation.  The  owner  of  a  vast  field  for  development,  it  is  incumbent  upon  the 
province  to  give  to  its  children  intended  for  the  trades  the  special  education  which 
their  occupations  require. 

If,  within  twenty  years  especially,  the  government  of  the  province  has  deemed  it 
necessary  to  spread  among  our  farming  class  the  teaching  which  they  needed  for  culti- 
vating  the  land  with  method  and  success,  it  is  urgent  to  display  the  same  energy  in  the 
industrial  field  in  order  that  the  child  quitting  the  primary  school  may  not  be  left  to 
himself,  but  that  he  may,  if  he  so  wishes,  learn  a  trade  under  the  best  possible  condi- 
tions by  receiving  from  the  State,  through  the  foundation  of  technical  schools,  the 
assistance  which  he  can  legitimately  claim. 

I  have  the  honor  to  dose  my  remarks  by  the  publication  of  the  statistical  tables  of 
the  schools.

Sir, 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year  1 900-1 901.  t 

178  schools  were  in  operation  in  my  distridt  :  2  academies,  12  model  and  164 
elementary  schools.  169  of  these  schools  are  under  the  control  of  commissioners  or 
tmstees  and  9  are  independent. 

The  number  of  pupils  attending  these  schools  was  6,836  : 

343  in  the  academies  ; 

725  in  the  model  schools  ; 
5,678  in  the  elementary  schools  ; 


6,836,  being  an  increase  of  108  over  last  year. 
The  average  attendance  was  only  4,339  : 

271  in  the  academies  (79  per  cent)  ; 

557  in  the  model  schools  (77  per  cent)  ; 
3,511  in  the  elementary  schools  (61  per  cent)  ; 


4,339,  being  a  decrease  of  89  from  last  year. 

The  general  proportion  of  the  attendance  to  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  is  63  per 
t:ent  against  66  last  year. 

These  figures  reveal  a  pitiful  state  of  a£Fairs.     They  show  that  the  number  of 
^ildren  in  this  sedtion  of  the  country  is  increasing  and  that  attendance  at  school  is 


decreasing  in  an  alarming  manner.  As  the  use  of  improved  agricultural  implements 
which  perform  almost  all  manual  labor  is  becoming  general  in  our  country  parts,  we 
should  have  an  increasing  attendance  at  school  year  by  year,  while  the  contrary'  is  the 
case. 

This  must  be  attributed  in  the  first  place  to  the  absence  from  home  of  boys  who 
are  able  to  earn  their  livelihood  in  cities  or  abroad  while  those  who  are  old  enough  to 
go  to  school  replace  them  in  field  work ;  then  to  the  severity  of  our  winters  which 
prevents  the  children,  the  girls  especially,  from  going  to  school.  But  I  think  it  is 
chiefly  due  to  the  fact  that  people  take  no  interest  in  the  schools.  The  zeal  of  parents 
for  the  education  of  their  children  decreases  year  by  year  and  this  is  the  inevitable 
result  of  the  fact  that  education  is  becoming  more  and  more  accessible  to  everybody. 
Now  that  schools  are  every  body's  business,  nobody  pays  any  heed  to  them. 

« 

I  have  long  reflected  on  the  steps  to  be  taken  to  induce  the  parents  to  take  an 
interest  in  the  schools  and  I  have  com?  to  the  conclusion  that  they  must  be  made 
interested  pecuniarily.  The  law  that  compels  ratepayers  to  pay  a  monthly  contri- 
bution for  their  children  between  7  and  14  years  of  age,  whether  they  attend  school  or 
not,  is  a  very  wise  one  and  has  greatly  helped  to  keep  up  the  attendance  but  it  is  no 
longer  sufficient.  It  should  be  amended  so  as  to  exempt  parents  from  paying  such  con- 
tribution for  their  children  who  have  attended  school  regularly,  either  for  each  month 
or  for  each  year.  The  children  would  thus  by  their  presence  in  school  gain  what  their 
parents  would  have  to  pay  as  a  monthly  contribution  for  them.  This  should  sufBice  to 
prevent  the  majority  of  parents  from  keeping  their  children  from  class  on  futile 
pretexts. 

All  those  to  whom  I  have  spoken  of  this  have  admitted  that  such  an  amendment 
would  greatly  increase  attendance  but  they  have  called  my  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  commissioners'  funds  would  show  a  deficit  proportionate  to  such  increase.  What 
matters  such  a  deficit  provided  the  end  be  attained,  namely  :  increased  attendance  at 
school  ?  Everything  lies  in  this.  The  commissioners  would  take  steps  to  balance  their 
finances. 

I  conclude  with  the  classiticatioh  of  the  school  municipalities  in  my  district  by 
order  of  merit  as  required  by  the  regulations  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  yearly  report  on  the  schools  of  my  inspection 
district  for  the  year  1 900-1 901. 

The  district  now  contains  33  municipalities  and  180  schools :  161  elementar}%  17 
model  and  2  academies. 

« 

The  staff  of  teachers  consisted  this  year  of  210  female  teachers  :  141  with  diplo- 
mas, 23  without,  19  Sceurs  du  St-Rosaire,  22  Sisters  of  Charity  and  5  Sisters  of  the 
Good  Shepherd. 

There  are  at  present  only  five  districts  where  school  is  kept  in  a  rented  house ; 
everywhere  else  the  houses  have  been  built  specially  for  the  purpose  and  belong  to 
the  corporation. 

Unfortunately  most  of  these  houses  are  too  small  and  do  not  provide  the  space  and 
comfort  required  by  the  school  regulations  as  shown  in  the  bulletins  I  had  the  honor 
to  send  you  during  the  year. 

I  cannot  speak  favorably  of  the  school  furniture  such  as,  desks,  forms,  black- 
boards, teachers'  desks,  etc.,  for  which  I  was. obliged  to  give  in  my  bulletins  the  note 
o,  I,  or  2  instead  of  10  which  I  would  have  given  had  these  articles  been  better. 

I  am  sorry  to  be  compelled  every  year  to  return  to  this  dearth  of  school  appliances 
but  I  think  we  should  not  be  discouraged  for  I  am  convinced  that  it  is  impossible  to 
organize  even  a  medium  class  with  such  furniture. 

Fortunately  I  think  I  can  already  perceive  that  you  will  be  severe  towards  those 
municipalities  which  pay  no  heed  to  the  reports  left  by  the  inspector  after  each  of  his 
visits. 

I  gave  my  pedagogical  lectures  in  all  the  large  parishes  of  my  district  with  the 
exception  of  one  where  I  was  unable  to  do  so.  These  lectures  were  attentively  followed 
by  all  the  female  teachers  whom  I  had  invited  as  far  as  I  could.  I  may  say  that  the 
majority  of  them  endeaover  to  carry  out  the  pedagogical  principles  set  forth  in  my 
lectures.  Those  who  pretend  they  need  not  do  so  are  not  those  who  keep  the  best 
schools. 

The  model  schools  kept  by  nuns  or  female  lay  teachers  have  nearly  all  given  full 
satisfaction.  I  cannot  say  as  much  of  the  elementary  schools.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  general  state  of  public 
instrudtion  in  my  distridl  of  inspedlion  for  the  school  year  1 900-1 901. 

My.  district  now  comprises  26  school  municipalities,  and  contains  146  schools  of 
all  kinds  which  are  distributed  as  follows,  namely  :  3  independent  academies,  one 
being  at  Three  Rivers,  under  the  able  dire<ftion  of  the  Ursuline  Nuns  ;  another  at 
Yamachiche,  directed'by  the  Nuns  of  the  Congregation  de  Notre  Dame  ;  the  third  at 
Pointe  du  Lac,  by  the  Soeurs  Grises  de  la  Croix  of  Ottawa ;  3  independent  model 
schools  belonging  to  the  Soeurs  de  TAssomption  of  Nicolet ;  3  academies  under  control, 
one  being  at  Louiseville,  dire<fted  by  the  Brothers  of  Christian  Instruction,  the  other 
two,  at  Yamachiche  and  Three  Rivers,  under  the  diredtion  of  the  Brothers  of  the 
Christian  Schools  ;  9  model  schools  under  control  and  128  elementary  under  cootrol, 
three  of  which  have  been  closed  during  the  whole  year. 

Five  elementary  schools  were  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  Thus  J  have 
inspected  141  schools. 

Two  new  schools  were  opened  ^at  Grand  *M$re,  and  two  others  at  Shawinigan  Falls. 
At  St.  Paulin  village,  the  boys'  school  and  girls*  school  have  been  united. 

In  most  of  the  municipalities  of  my  distridl,  more  interest  is  taken,  than  in  the 
past  in  the  progress,  of  the  schools.  The  commissioners  are  more  zealous  and  more 
prudent  in  the  choice  of  their  teachers.  When  the  time  comes  to  engage  them,  they 
try  to  engage  teachers  who  have  made  a  good  name  for  themselves  in  teaching.  I  can 
easily  convince  myself  of  this  happy  state  of  affairs  by  the  numerous  references  I  am 
asked  for  when  the  time  comes  for  the  engagement  of  teachers.  I  also  notice  that 
there  is  more  zeal,  adlivity  and  devotedness  among  the  teachers.  I  attribute  these 
good  results  to  three  principal  causes  :  the  teachers  *  conferences,  the  bonuses  and  the 
gratuitous  delivery  of  VEnseignement primaire. 

I  always  notice  some  improvement  in  the  construction  of  school  houses.  Several 
buildings  have  been  suitably  repaired  and  four  have  been  ereifted  during  the  year ; 
one,  in  the  city  of  Three  Rivers,  a  magnificent  brick  strudlure  of  three  stories,  at  a 
cost  of  $8,000.00  ;  two  others  in  the  municipalities  of  Ste.  Flore  and  Riviere  du  Loup 
No.  2,  are  in  every  way  conformable  to  the  school  rules  and  laws  of  hygiene;  the 
fourth,  is  at  St.  S^v^re.  I  was  not  so  well  satisfied  with  the  latter;  the  commissioners 
positively  refused  to  follow  the  plans  furnished  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, under  the  pretext  that  the  building  would  cost  too  much  for  a  poor  district. 
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School  furniture  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  Benches  and  tables  have  been  made 
in  several  municipalities.  Nowhere  have  I  been  called  upon  to  accept  the  plans  for  the 
new  furniture  they  have  had  made,  as  is  required  by  article  107  of  the  Regulations  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction. 

The  secretary -treasurers  are  doing  their  utmost  to  perform  their  duties.  In  a 
good  many  municipalities  the  teachers  are  paid  regularly  at  the  end  of  each  month. 
In  other  municipalities  the  secretaries  pay  when  the  teachers  ask  for  it.  I  have  not 
had  any  complaints  from  the  teachers  on  this  score  during  the  year  just  closed. 

I  hope  that  this  report,  however  incomplete,  together  with  the  bulletins  transmit- 
ted to  you  during  the  year,  will  give  you  a  fairly  accurate  idea  of  the  progress  of 
education  in  my  district  of  inspection.

Sir, 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  state  of  the  schools  of  my  district 
for  the  year  1 900-1 901. 

The  29  different  municipalities  of  this  district  had  196  schools  under  control  and 
12  independent  schools  in  operation  this  year.  The  opening  of  four  more  schools  in 
September  next  has  been  decided  on,  and  I  may  say  that  my  district  actually  lias  200 
schools  under  control.  On  looking  back  I  see  that  in  1880,  at  the  time  of  my  appoint- 
ment, my  district,  which  then  included  the  counties  of  Nicolet  and  Yamaska,  had  only 
160  schools  under  control.  Seven  years  ago,  56  schools  were  taken  away  from  this 
district  by  the  annexation  of  six  parishes  to  the  neighboring  districts  of  inspection, 
and  there  now  remain  two  hundred  schools  to  inspect.  This  shows  in  a  marked  manner 
that  education  is  not  remaining  stationary  in  this  part  of  the  Province. 

The  schools  under  control  in  my  district  have  had  an  attendance  of  7,612  pupils, 
and  the  average  attendance  was  5,249  which  is  barely  more  than  two-thirds.      I  ought 
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to  remark  that,  in  those  parishes  where  the  inhabitants  are  as  a  rule  in  better  circum- 
stances, the  school  attendance  is  very  regular,  and  the  decrease  in  the  general  average 
attendance  is  due  to  the  yet  new  and  poor  parishes  of  my  district,  where  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  school  attendance  are  numerous. 

The  year's  progress  has  been  more  than  satisfactory,  and  the  23  out  of  196  schools 
which  did  not  give  satisfaction  form  so  small  a  proportion  that  there  is  room  for  rejoi- 
cing. All  the  teachers,  with  rare  exceptions,  have  striven  with  zeal  to  earn  the  reward 
which  the  Government  holds  in  reserve  for  them,  which  reward  is  a  great  encouragement 
to  constant  effort.  With  the  present  rewards  for  success  which  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  is  distributing  freely  to  the  teachers,  not  a  teacher  can  fail,  if  he  has  the 
will,  to  attain  success. 

The  school  houses,  save  a  few,  are  good.  There  are  some,  however,  which  are  not 
large  enough.  In  some  villages,  amongst  others  St.  Guillaume,  St.  Thomas  de  Pierre- 
ville,  St.  Fran9ois  du  Lac,  Nicolet  and  B6cancour,  in  which  the  number  of  children  is 
Tery  great,  the  class  rooms  are  not  large  enough,  and  I  think  that  the  health  of  the 
children  is  likely  to  be  endangered.  I  set  myself,  this  year,  to  work  to  improve  the 
school  furniture  which  is  not  as  a  rule  in  conformity  with  the  school  law.  It  is  difficult, 
not  to  say  impossible,  to  obtain  a  radical  change  ;  but  I  hope  in  time  to  make  everybody 
realize  the  advantage  of  conforming  to  articles  108,  109  and  114  of  the  Regulations. 

The  course  of  study  is  generally  well  followed  by  the  teachers  and  the  classifica- 
tion of  the  pupils  more  perfect.  The  pupils  now  know  to  what  year  of  the  course 
they  belong,  and  the  subjects  which  they  are  to  study  during  the  year. 

The  subjedts  of  the  course  are  taught  in  a  manner  much  more  profitable  to  the 
pupils.  Let  me  cite  amongst  others  the  teaching  of  arithmetic  which,  with  the  synop- 
tiical  fractional  tables,  furnishes  us  with  agreeable  surprises  in  the  examinations  ;  for 
it  is  not  rare  to  see  children  of  ten  years  showing  by  their  answers  that  they  perfectly 
understand  fractions. 

The  number  of  teachers  with  diplomas  tends  to  diminish  in  my  district,  especially 
in  the  county  of  Nicolet.  This  is  probably  due  to  a  large  extent  to  the  fact  that  the 
salaries  are  not  large  enough.  I  think  that  registry  offices  for  teachers  in  each  district 
of  inspection  would  be  of  great  service  both  to  the  teachers  and  to  the  commissioners. 

The  secretary-treasurers*  accounts  are  well  kept  and  the  teachers  are  paid  witli  fair 
regularity. 

The*  information  given  in  our  bulletins  of  inspection  is  so  extensive  that  I  shall 
content  m3r5elf  with  the  above  few  remarks,  hoping  that  you  will  find  them  sufficient.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year  1900-1901. 

My  district  of  inspection  comprises  23  municipalities  :  4  in  the  county  of  Nicolet, 
14  in  the  county  of  Arthabaska  and  5  in  the  county  of  Megantic. 

In  these  23  municipalities  there  are,  under  the  control  of  the  commissioners,  148 
elementary,  5  model  schools  and  2  academies.  These  schools  had  an  attendance  of 
2,939  boys  and  2,767  girls  during  the  year,  with  an  average  attendance  of  4,261  pupils. 

In  the  independant  schools  receiving  grants  there  were  191  boys  and  544  girls. 
These  schools  are  :  the  Commercial  Academy  of  Arthabaskaville,  and  the  convents  of 
Victoriaville.  St.  Ferdinand  de  Halifax,  Arthabaskaville,  St.  Alphonse  de  Thetford, 
Gentillj'  and  Stanfold. 

A  male  lay  teacher  with  a  model  school  diploma  is  teaching  in  an  independent 
school  receiving  no  grant,  in  the  village  of  Gentilly.  with  38  pupils.  So  that  the  total 
number  of  pupils  being  taught  in  the  different  educational  institutions  of  my  district  is 
6,479,  6f448  being  of  French  origin  and  31  English. 

31  English  pupils  studied  French,  and  817  French  studied  English. 

The  teaching  staff  is  composed  of  139  female  lay  teachers  with  diplomas,  22  ditto 
without  diplomas,  31  male  religious,  52  nuns,  one  male  lay  teacher  with  diploma  and 
one  without.  The  average  salary  of  female  teachers  with  diplomas  was  $105.63  ;  those 
without  diplomas  received  only  $91.15,  and  the  male  teacher  without  diploma,  $104.00. 

The  progress  made  in  most. of  the  schools  of  my  district  was  very  good.  Only  a 
few  teachers  are  to  be  found  who  have  not  yet  succeeded  in  making  a  good  classifica- 
tion of  their  pupils  :  they  are  generally  those  who  have  not  had  the  advantage  of 
attending  the  teachers*  conferences.  Grammar,  arithmetic,  history  and  geography 
especially  are  successfully  taught ;  and  I  have  excellent  reasons  for  attributing  such 
good  resnlts  to  the  conferences  in  the  first  place,  then  to  V Enseignement  primaire^ 
which  so  well  and  so  agreeably  completes  the  teaching  and  advice  given  to  the  teachers 
by  the  lecturers.  Every  one  whom  I  have  asked  has  answered  me  that  he  or  she  reads 
with  avidity,  if  I  may  so  express  myself,  each  number  and  even  each  line  of  that 
excellent  publication. 

The  bonnses  granted  by  the  government  are  also  a  powerful  stimulus  and  spirited 
teachers  do  not  fail  to  make  great  efforts  to  attain  the  honor  of  being  among  the 
number  of  those  who  are  known  as  the  best  teachers  in  the  district,  and  to  receive  a 
certain  sum  which,  certainly,  will  not  hurt  them. 

I  have  already  had  the  honor  of  drawing  your  attention  to  the  period  when  the 
conferences  should  be  held,  and  I  return  to  the  subject  this  year,  because  it  seems  to- 
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me  worth  the  trouble.  It  is  especially  at  the  opening  of  the  schools  that  we  should 
begin  to  give  the  teachers  the  advice  and  counsels  which  may  be  of  tfse  to  them 
thoughout  the  year.  Moreover,  we  could  travel  while  the  weather  is  fine  and  the 
roads  are  good. 

Nearly  all  the  teachers  seem  to  be  satisfied  with  the  way  in  which  their  salaries 
are  paid,  and  I  have  certainly  no  complaints  to  make  against  the  secretary-treasurers. 

The  parish  priests  as  ever,  are  making  laudable  and  effective  efforts  to  promote 
the  interests  of  education  in  their  parishes. 

The  school  commissioners  do  not  always  make  the  two  annual  visits  which, 
according  to  law,  they  are  bound  to  do.  Very  often,  the  parish  priest  alone  examines 
the  schools  in  the  municipalities  ;  and  the  commissioners,  who  are  so  proud  of  the 
position  they  occupy,  wait  with  remarkable  placidity  until  the  school  inspector  tells 
them  what  is  wanted  in  such  a  school,  and  what  should  be  done  in  another.  A  good 
means,  I  believe,  of  forcing  them  to  do  their  duty,  would  be  to  order  the  dismissal  of 
all  those  who  fail,  twice  running,  to  make  the  required  visits. 

Many  school  houses  are  still  too  small  to  supply  each  pupil  with  the  150  cubic 
feet  of  air  required  by  the  Regulations,  and  the  inspector's  suggestions  to  enlarge  these 
buildings  generally  remain  unheeded.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year  1 900-1901. 

In  1893-94,  the  schools  of  the  parishes  of  Ste.  Germaine,  Ste.  Justine,  Ste.  Rose  de 
Watford,  in  the  county  of  Dorchester,  were  annexed  to  those  of  the  counties  of  Belle- 
chasse  and  Montmagny  to  form  my  present  distridt.  It  contained  the  same  number  of 
municipalities  as  to-day,  28,  with  a  territory  not  yet  organized  ;  but  the  schools  have 
increased  sufficiently,  and  especially  the  pupils  studying  the  diflFerent  subjects  of  the 
course,  to  show  you  the  di£Ference  in  the  following  notes  and  table. 

I  then  had  8  schools  for  boys,  12  for  girls  and  136  mixed,  making  a  total  of  156 
schools.  In  1900-1901,  I  have  7  schools  for  boys,  12  for  girls  and  155  mixed.  Total 
174.    This  is  an  increase  of  18  schools  in  seven  years.

MUNICIPAI«ITIBS. 

My  district,  which  comprises  the  counties  of  Jacques-Cartier,  Laval,  Soulanges 
and  Vaudreuil,  has  increased  by  one  municipality  in  the  year  1 900-1901,  so  that  it  now 
numbers  67  municipalities. 

The  boundaries  of  the  new  municipality,  known  by  the  name  '*  La-Pr6sentation- 
de-la-Ste-Vierge  *',  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  new  parish  of  the  same  name, — a 
parish  formed  of  the  west  part  of  the  old  parish  of  Lachine. 

In  number  of  municipalities,  my  district  is  the  first  in  the  province. 

This  kind  of  increase,  which  does  not  seem  to  me  always  synonymous  with 
progress,  tends  to  continue.  Thus,  the  Official  Gazette,  of  the  sixth  July  last,  announ- 
ced that  on  the  first  of  the  same  month  of  July,  two  new  municipalities  had  begun  to 
exist  in  my  district :  the  municipality  of  *'  Port  Many  *',  formed  of  part  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Pran9ois-de-Sales,  in  the  county  of  Laval,  and  the  municipality  of  "  Cascades  " 
formed  of  part  of  the  parish  of  the  Cedars  or  of  St.  Joseph-de-Soulanges.

School  district. 

Erection  of  a  school  district,  the  seventh  in  the  municipality  of  St.  Lazare,  county 
of  Vaudreuil.     The  school  in  this  new  district  had  an  attendance  of  nineteen  children.

Nkw  school  house. 

The  school  house  in  the  municipality  of  C6te  Ste.  Marie  is  the  only  one  that  has 
been  rebuilt.  The  new  building  which  conforms  to  the  school  regulations,  cost 
between  fourteen  and  fifteen  hundred  dollars.  The  school  •  room  gave  about  a  hun- 
dred and  ninety  five  cubic  feet  of  air  to  each  of  the  44  pupils  who  occupied  it  during 

the  year.

These  buildings  are  given  in  my  last  annual  report,  as  well  as  in  the  special 
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reports  which  I  have  had  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  since  the  month  of  January  last. 

Therefore,  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  of  any  use  to  make  a  new  enumeration  of  them 

here. 

V 

Secretary-treasurers,  teachers,  pupils. 

As  a  rule,  the  secretary-treasurers  have  fulfilled  their  duties  honestly.  Several 
of  these  officials,  however,  it  seemed  to  me,  did  not  make  the  census  regularly  as 
required  by  article  274  of  the  school  law.  Considering  the  extreme  importance  of  this 
census,  it  seems  to  me,  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  amend  this  article  so  that  the 
secretary-treasurer  would  be  diredlly  bound  to  make  the  census,  in  the  tall  of  each 
year,  under  penalty  of  a  sufficiently  heavy  fine. 

As  you  may  have  observed  in  my  special  reports  on  each  school,  there  has  been 
hardly  any  change  from  the  year  1899- 1900  to  the  year  1 900-1 901  as  regards  the  salaries 
of  school  teachers,  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  schools,  the  age,  sex  and  origin 
of  the  latter.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  my  report  for  the  year  1900-1901,  on  the  Roman 

Catholic  schools  of  the  county  of  Ga5p£. 

My  district  of  inspection,  this  year,  comprised  45  school  municipalities  ;  a  new 
one,  St.  Majorique,  was  erected  in  the  month  of  July  last.  The  number  of  schools 
however  remained  the  same  ;  there  are  as  yet  only  loi  Roman  Catholic  schools  in  this 
large  county  of  Gasp6.  Next  year,  I  shall  have  the  pleasure  of  counting  three  or  four 
more,  for  some  municipalities  are  about  to  form  new  districts. 

Four  schools  were  not  opened  during  the  year  owing  to  the  want  of  teachers  :  one 
at  Ste.  Anne-des-Monts,    one  at  Cloridorme,  one  at  Gasp^   Bay  South  and  one  at 


Besides  the  four  above  enumerated,  five  were  in  operation  only  for  a  few  months  ; 
the  teachers  having  to  discontinue  work,  most  of  them  through  ill  health.  We  were 
unable  to  replace  them. 
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On  the  other  hand,  I  am  happy  to  say,  the  municipality  of  Douglastown  handed 
over  to  the  Nuns  of  St.  Rosaire  its  convent  and  school  No  2  ;  both  these  institutions, 
the  first  having  two  departments,  were  attended  by  144  pupils. 

Ste.  Anne-des-Monts  also  entrusted  its  model  school  to  the  same  nuns  ;  this  last 
school,  also  composed  of  two  departments,  gave  instrudtion  to  75  pupils.  In  the  autumn, 
a  pretty  convent  will  be  ready  to  open  its  doors  to  the  numerous  children  of  the  village, 
to  strangers  also;  I  hope,  for  some  have  already  been  admitted.  This  institution, 
which  is  kept  on  a  very  good  footing,  has  prepared  ten  or  twelve  young  girls  for 
teacher's  diplomas. 

The  year  1900  has  also  witnessed  improvements  and  embellishments  to  the  school 
houses  ;  six  or  seven  of  them  have  undergone  extensive  repairs.  St.  Pierre-de-Malbaie 
is  building  one  which  will  do  it  honor  ;  it  will  be  ready  for  next  September. 

Some  other  municipalities  have  renewed  their  school  furniture  ;  the  long  benches 
without  backs  and  large  unsteady  tables  have  been  replaced  by  fine  little  desks  on  iron 
stands.  I/Ct  it  not  be  thought  strange  if  there  is  little  eagerness  in  renewing  the 
school  furniture.  It  is  because  the  greater  number  of  the  municipalities  are  poor  ;  if 
they  did  not  receive  aid  from  the  government,  several  could  only  maintain  their 
schools  for  a  part  of  the  year. 

I  find  that,  from  year  to  year,  especially  since  we  have  been  holding  teachers* 
conferences  and  new  roll  books  have  made  their  appearance,  the  pupils  are  divided 
into  classes  better,  the  course  of  study  is  followed  by  a  larger  number  and  in  a  more 
satisfactory  manner.  Five  or  six  years  ago,  in  most  of  the  Gaspe  schools  only  the 
small  sized  journals  with  green  covers  were  to  be  seen.  The  teachers  who  had  not 
before  them  the  regulations  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  and  the  course  of  study, 
did  not  know  what  to  do  when  they  were  spoken  to  about  the  proper  classification  of 
the  pupils.  Something  still  remains  to  be  done  ;  nevertheless  matters  are  much  better, 
but,  so  long  as  the  teachers  are  as  scarce  as  at  present  and  so  long  as  we  are  obliged 
to  engage  those  who  have  no  diplomas,  we  shall  have  trouble  in  obtaining  good 
results. 

In  1896-97  the  schools  of  my  district  were  attended  by  3,485  pupils  ;  in  1897-98  by 
3'795t  a  good  increase.  In  1898-99  they  were  attended  by  3,790,  a  decrease  of  5  ;  I  would 
remark  that  sickness  prevailed  during  the  year.  In  1899- 1900  they  were  attended  by 
3,940,  an  increase  of  150.  In  1 900-1 901  4,052  pupils  attended  school  ;  an  increase  of 
112.     This  summary  shows  that  an  efiFort  is  being  made  to  send  the  children  to  school. 

On  looking  over  my  bulletins  of  inspection,  I  find  that  the  number  of  municipa- 
lities has  increased  by  two  in  five  years  and  the  number  of  schools  by  nine.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  on  the  schools  of  my  district  of  inspection 
for  the  school  year  1900-1901 . 

I  inspected  127  schools,  119  being  elementary  and  5  model  schools  under  control, 
and  3  independent  model  schools. 

These  schools  had  an  attendance  of  6,036  pupils  and  the  average  attendance  was 
4,149  pupils  or  68.73  P^f  cent. 

Of  this  number,  451  boys  and  534  girls  are  enrolled  in  the  3rd  year  of  the  cotirse 
of  study :

However,  in  the  elementary  schools  a  large  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  3rd 
or  4th  year  were  absent  at  the  time  of  my  visit. 

Six  schools  are  under  the  direction  of  male  religious  or  nuns  who  not  only  try  to 
give  the  pupils  a  good  religious  instruction,  but  also  teach  the  subjects  of  the  course 
of  study  with  much  success. 
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Permit  me  to  mention  Misses  Marie  L.  Daignanlt,  Amanda  Raymond  and  Corinne 
Leduc,  who  have  received  a  bonus  three  years  consecutively,  and  whom  I  thought  I 
should  debar  for  the  last  two  years,  in  order  to  encourage  the  other  teachers  to  strive 
to  gain  that  reward.  These  three  teachers  deserve  to  be  congratulated  and  also  to  have 
their  names  honorably  mentioned  in  the  general  reports. 

I  have  been  pleased  to  see  that  the  ratepayers  understand  that  the  teachers'  work 
is  not  suflSlciently  remunerated  and  they  are  making  great  sacrifices  to  increase  the 
salaries.  Accordingly,  the  average  salary  of  teachers  with  diplomas  teaching  in  the 
elementary  schools  was  $127.29  for  the  last  school  year.  This  is  not  enough  yet,  but  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  government,  in  view  of  the  poverty  of  the  population  of  the 
counties  of  Labelle  and  Argenteuil,  and  the  great  sacrifices  made  by  them  will  come  to 
their  assistance.  The  average  rate  of  the  annual  assessment  in  my  district  of  inspection 
is  1%,  and  several  municipalities  that  are  not  rich  pay  even  a  tax  of  2%,  I  think  it 
would  be  unjust  to  blame  the  commissioners  because  they  do  not  pay  their  teachers 
sufficiently.  They  ought  to  be  more  generously  remunerated,  but,  in  my  humble 
opinion,  the  balance  should  come  from  another  source.  I  regpret  to  hear  ever>"  year 
some  good  teacher  answer  me,  when  I  ask  her  if  she  will  continue  her  engagement : 
"  Oh  no  !  I  shall  teach  no  longer  here.  .  I  am  going  to  Ontario ;  teachers  get  much 
more  there.  ' ' 

L'Enseignement  Primaire  is  as  a  rule  distributed  regularly,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  English  teachers  have  not  a  translation  of  this  valuable  work,  which  would  be 
of  great  use  to  them. 

The  inspe<5tors  have  prize-books  to  distribute  among  the  most  deserving  pupils  of 
each  school  ;  this  is  a  great  encouragement  to  assiduity  particularly.  But  the  teachers 
are  exposed  to  many  annoyances.  They  run  the  risk  of  losing  their  situation  by 
pointing  out  such  or  such  a  pupil  as  worthy  of  a  prize.  In  most  instances  they  do  not 
dare  to  express  themselves,  and  the  inspedlor  is  obliged  to  reward  the  most  advanced 
pupil,  who  is  not  alwa5's  the  most  deserving. 

The  teachers  ordinarily  have  enough  education  for  teaching,  but  they  are  generally 
young  girls  without  training,  without  experience,  without  method.  Those  endowed 
with  tadl  and  energy,  succeed  in  becoming  good  teachers  after  a  few  years  practice  and 
groping,  and  with  the  help  of  the  teachers'  conferences.  They  most  frequently  abandon 
teaching  before  having  attained  some  degree  of  perfe<ftion.  I  think  it  would  be  a  good 
thing  if  the  number  of  normal  schools  were  increased  so  that  young  girls  intending  to 
teach  should  be  obliged  to  follow  a  course  of  training  in  practical  teaching.

Sir,, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  and  progress  of  the  schools  of 
my  district  of  inspection  for  the  school  year  1 900-1 901. 

On  the  whole,  upon  comparing  my  notes  with  those  of  last  year,  I  do  not  notice 
any  g^reat  change  this  year  : 

1.  In  the  state  of  the  school  houses,  dependencies  and  grounds  ; 

2.  In  the  state  of  the  furniture  and  other  school  appliances  ; 

3.  In  the  observation  of  the  course  of  study  ; 

4.  In  the  use  of  school-books. 

The  salaries  paid  to  teachers  are  not  better,  but  there  is  an  improvement,  a  very 
slight  one,  in  this  sense  that  their  salaries  have  been  paid  a  little  more  regularly. 

The  success  in  teaching  achieved  by  the  teachers  is  less  than  last  year. 

In  short,    my  district  has  neither  advanced  nor  retrograded,  it  has  remained 

stationary. 

The  direction  given  to  primary  instruction  for  several  years  past  in  the  Province 
of  Qaebec  should  be  more  definite ;  it  should  not  be  limited  to  generalities  ;  on  the 
contrary,  more  advance  has  to  be  made  in  the  live  questions  of  pedagogics.  This 
direction  of  the  authorities  is  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  teachers  in  the  Autumn 
conferences,  during  the  Spring  visits  and  through  V Enseignement  primaire. 

These  three  great  sources  of  spreading  a  knowledge  of  pedagogics  present  voids  and 
weak  points  which  must  be  remedied  without  further  delay  if  the  end  proposed  is  to  be 
attained,  if  we  wish  to  obtain  a  practical  and  positive  result  in  the  education  of  our 

children. 

After  the  lectures  of  this  year  were  finished  we  shall  have  gone  over  everything,  and 
1  may  state  without  fear  of  being  wrong  that  we  shall  have  gone  over  nothing. 

The  humain  brain  is  so  constructed  that  it  can  comprehend  only  what  it  can 
assimilate.  How  (can  we  reasonably  expect  a  perfect  carrying  out  of  the  methods 
and  proceedings  we  praise  in  our  conferences  by  means  of  a  single  lecture  of  one  hour 
upon  a  given  subject. 

In  music,  the  double  movement  on  the  piano  is  easily  explained  in  five  minutes, 
bnt  to  execute  it  gracefully  and  firmly  in  a  complicated  piece  the  pianist  must  undergo 
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hard  practice  for  years  at  serious  and  methodical   work  and  besides,    in  order  to 
succeed,  he  must  have  accurate  directions. 

The  phonic  system  of  teaching  mechanical  reading  is  also  easily  explained,  but  it 
is  another  thing  when  the  teacher  finds  herself  before  her  young  audience,  for  she 
cannot  but  meet  with  great  difficulties  in  applying  principles  which  are  not  clear  in 
her  mind.  As  the  teaching  of  reading  by  the  phonic  system  leads  directly  to  steno- 
graphy, why  not  use  this  art  for  that  important  part  of  our  course  of  study  ? 

Now,  that  stenography  is  so  widespread,  why  not  use  it  as  a  very  important  factor 
in  assisting  the  development  of  the  grand  principles  of  modem  pedagogics  ? 

Stenography  is  no  longer  an'art  onlyjuseful  for  taking  notes  ;  it  is  a  science  which, 
with  the  metagraphic  system  recently  added,  merits  the  attention  of  all  educationalists 
and  chiefly  of  those  whose  mission  is  to  direct  teaching  in  our  Province. 

Stenography  applied  to  pedagogics  can  be  of  immense  service,  not  only  in  reading, 
but  also  in  writing,  drawing,  dictation  and  geography.

'er  6o<t  of  the  lay  teachers  are  only  in  their  first  year  of  teaching,  or  at 
ed  their  school  last  year.  This  changing  about  is  at  least  as  frequent,  if 
quent  still,  among  the  members  of  religious  orders  who  teach  instruction. 
ed  even  that  certain  classes  have  changed  teachers  three  and  four  times 
i-ear. 

i  be  useless  for  me  to  repeat  that  these  changes  are  always  prejudicial  to 
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the  progress  of  the  pupils  and  very  often  are  even  the  cause  of  the  school  year  being 
completely  lost. 

The  general  result  of  the  year's  work,  in  a  large  number  of  schools,  is  less 
satisfactory  than  in  previous  years.  This  is  partly  due  :  (a)  To  the  too  frequent 
change  of  teachers ;  (b)  To  the  fact  that  too  many  teachers  have  neither  the  expe- 
rience, the  training,  the  character,  nor  the  seriousness  required  to  direct  a  class  ;  or, 
in  other  terms,  they  have  not,  on  account  of  their  age,  a  sufficiently  imposing  appear- 
ance, and  are  by  that  alone,  obliged  to  have  too  frequent  recourse  to  corporal  punish- 
ment. 

This  result  is  also  partly  due  to  the  extraordinary  severity  of  last  winter,  and  an 
epidemic  of  contagious  diseases  :  scarlet  fever,  measles,  whooping-cough,  etc.,  which 
raged  in  the  spring  in  several  municipalities  and  from  which  very  few  children 
escaped ;  finally,  to  too  frequent  absence  from  school  often  for  trivial  reasons,  and 
specially  to  the  neglect  and  refusal  of  certain  parents  to  give  their  children  the  books 
and  other  essential  school  requisites,  under  the  pretext  that  the  government  was  to 
supply  these  things  gratuitously,  aad  what  they  would  expend  for  this  purpose 
would  be  a  useless  expense  for  them. 

I  think  I  should  remark,  to  the  honor  of  a  certain  number  of  the  teachers,  that 
notwithstanding  the  difficulties  already  mentioned  and  the  little  encouragement  they 
receive  from  the  school  authorities  and  ratepayers,  they  have  nevertheless  displayed 
much  zeal  and  devotedness  and  done  every  thing  in  their  power  to  properly  perform 
the  duties  of  their  office,  and  they  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  the  little  success  of 
the  schools  they  teach. 

During  the  year  no  improvement  worthy  of  notice  has  been  made  to  the  buildings 
and  school  furniture.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  upon  the  state  of  the  schools  in  my 
district  of  inspection. 

During^  the  year  just  expired,  174  schools,  169  being  under  control  and  5  inde- 
pendent receiving  aid,  were  in  operation  The  children  in  8  distri<fts  were  deprived  of 
schools-  owing  to  the  want  of  a  teacher. 

6,162  pupils  were  enrolled  in  the  books.  This  is  a  further  decrease  of  50  to  add  to 
that  of  previous  years.  Emigration  to  the  United  States  is  the  cause  of  it.  The  average 
attendance  was  70  per  cent. 

The  teaching  was  done  by  6  men  in  religious  orders,  30  nuns,  i  male  lay  and  179 
female  lay  teachers.  The  male  lay  teacher  has  an  academy  school  diploma  from  the 
Laval  Normal  School  ;  56  teachers  have  model,  106  elementary  school  diplomas  and 
the  other  17  have  no  diploma.  Of  the  162  teachers  with  diplomas,  20  are  from  a 
normal  school,  45  from  the  Central  Board,  and  97  from  another  board.

Although  I  pay  special  attention  to  the  classification  of  pupils,  to  the  methods  and 
principal  means  to  be  employed  to  get  good  results,  I  find  that  a  large  number  do  not 
obtain  a  satisfactory  success.  Their  want  of  practice  in  teaching  is  the  cause  of  it. 
The  requirements  of  the  examination  for  diplomas,  the  free  distribution  of  VEnseigne- 
ment  Primaire  and  the  teachers'  conferences  furnish  more  theory  than  practice.     The 
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inspector's  visit,  at  which  he  has  now  to  judge  the  most  deserving  teachers  by  reason 
of  the  limited  number  of  bonuses,  does  not  allow  him  sufficient  opportunity  to  teach 
in  the  teacher's  presence. 

To  want  of  practice  must  be  added  the  bad  division  into  classes.  In  the  latter 
two  opposite  defects  are  to  be  found.  The  first  consists  of  leaving  the  pupils  too  long; 
in  the  same  class  and  the  other  in  putting  them  into  too  advanced  a  class.  The  first  is 
to  be  met  with  in  schools  under  the  direction  of  a  new|teacher  in  the  district ;  the 
second  is  to  be  found  in  schools  having  the  same  teacher  as  the  preceding  year.  In  the 
latter,  in  order  to  have  few  pupils  remaining  in  the  same  class,  nearly  all  are  made  to 
change  the  year  of  their  course  without  regard  to  their  knowledge.  Evidently  inspectors 
cannot  watch  the  schools  closely  enough.  The  only  means  to  remedy  this  would  be  to 
subdivide  each  district  of  inspection  so  as  to  allow  the  inspector  fo  make  at  least  three 
or  four  visits. 

I  should  add  that  there  are  also  several  teachers  who  do  not  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  course  of  study  and  the  instructions  of  the  inspector,  for  fear  of 
losing  their  situation.  Hardly  have  the  inspector's  lectures  been  finished  than  the 
commissioner  for  the  district  comes  to  the  school  to  give  a  counter  order.  The  poor 
teacher  has  nothing  to  do  but  to  obey  such  order  or  look  out  for  another  school  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  commissioners'  powers,  which  they  extend  greatly,  are  certainly  too  exten- 
sive already.  Before  dismissing  a  teacher  the  commissioners  should  be  bound  to  have 
the  authorization  either  of  the  majority  of  the  ratepayers  of  the  district,  of  the  parish 
priest  or  of  the  inspedlor  of  the  district.  Despite  the  provisions  of  article  143  of  the 
law  of  Public  Instruction,  the  commissioner  of  each  school  district  generally  regulates 
everything  concerning  the  district  for  which  he  was  eledled.  When  we  consider  the 
little  importance  attached  to  the  choice  of  commissioners,  we  cannot  expedt  a  better 
result. 

Salaries  are  better,  but  not  yet  high  enough  to  keep  a  large  number  of  teachers  in 
my  district  who  go  into  more  paying  districts.  The  suggestion  to  increase  salaries 
meets  with  much  opposition.  The  fact  of  my  having  advised  teachers  to  fraternize 
more,  to  agree  upon  engagements  and  not  to  oppose  one  another  has  made  me 
disliked. 

Four  new  school  houses  have  been  built :  one  at  Ste.  Anne,  one  at  Rivii^re- 
Quelle,  one  at  St.  Pac6me  and  the  other  at  St.  Pascal.  I  was  only  asked  to  accept 
the  first  two.  The  plans  for  new  school  houses  are  generally  better  followed :  but 
repairs  are  made  without  approval. 

The  school  furniture  remains  in  the  same  state. 

The  first  of  July  was  celebrated  in  my  district  by  a  general  competition  in  which 
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S7S  pupils  took  part,  of  whom  68  were  in  the  2nd  year  and  loi  in  the  3rd  year,  105 
in  the  4th  year,  72  in  the  5th  year,  32  in  the  6th  year. 

They  where  required  to  compete  in  French,  Arithmetic,  Canadian  History  and 
Geography.  The  parish  priests  kindly  undertook  the  duty  of  watching  the  pupils 
during  the  examination.     It  is  unfortunate  that  I  cannot  reward  the  most  deserving.

Twenty  two  schools  were  closed,  either  because  teachers  could  not  be  obtained,  or 
because  there  were  not  enough  children  in  the  districts  to  attend  them.

No  doubt  you  will  find  that  the  average  attendance  is  not  very  high  in  the  schools 
under  control  and  I  do  not  wish  to  deny  it.  I  will  nevertheless  point  out  to  you  the 
causes  which  affected  the  decrease  in  the  school  attendance.  They  are  as  follows  : 
sickness  (which  sometimes  raged  to  the  extent  of  an  epidemic),  inclement  weather,  the 
sen-ices  which  parents  are  sometimes  obliged  to  require  from  their  children,  and 
preparation  for  first  communion  and  confirmation. 

The  staff  of  the  various  schools  was  composed  as  follows  :

The  number  of  teachers  without  diplomas  in  the  schools  under  control  was  29 
this  year.  The  school  boards  are  compelled  to  have  recourse  to  the  services  of  these 
teachers  oftener  than  is  to  be  desired,  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of  teachers  with 
diplomas  which  is  becoming  greater  and  greater  each  year.

The  two  male  lay  teachers  who  taught  this  year  within  my  district  received  the 
following  salaries,  namely :  the  teacher  in  Asbestos  village,  $205  ;  and  the  teacher  in 
No.  5  school  in  St.  Camille,  $175.

The  rate  of  the  monthly  fees  varied  from  5  to  25  cents  a  month  per  child. 

This  shows  that  the  ratepaj^ers  in  my  district  of  inspection  are  doing  their  fair 
share  towards  supporting  the  schools  ;  nevertheless  the  teachers  are  still  underpaid. 
In  order  to  come  to  their  assistance,  I  would  therefore  immediately  ask  that  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  hasten  to  fix  the  sum  of  $100  as  the  minimum  salary  that  the 
school  boards  be  obliged  to  pay  to  each  teacher  and  that  the  government  then  pay  to 
each  teacher  personally,  as  is  done  in  New  Brunswick,  a  like  amount  of  $100,  so  as  to 
raise  every  teacher's  salary  to  at  least  $200  a  year.  This  step  is  more  urgent  than  the 
free  distribution  of  books.  If  the  government  does  not  possess  the  funds  required  for 
its  adoption,  it  would  then  be  necessary  to  create  a  dire<5t  special  tax  for  the  support 
of  the  schools  which  would  enable  the  government  to  adopt  this  measure  as  soon  as 
possible. 

The  examinations  I  have  made  the  various  schools  of  my  district  undergo  have 
resulted  as  follows  :  Excellent  in  6  schools  ;  Very  good  in  58  schools  ;  Good  in  70  and 
Inferior  in  11  schools. 

This  is  a  satisfactory  result.  (The  standing  of  1 1  schools  which  I  was  unable  to 
inspect  because  they  were  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  is  not  included  here). 

Five  new  school  houses  have  been  built  in  the  course  of  the  past  year.  Four  of 
these  houses  are  large,  well  lighted  and  provided  with  a  good  system  of  ventilation. 
The  plans  you  furnish  the  commissioners  with,  when  they  have  new  school  houses  to 
build  have  been  faithfully  followed  here.  As  for  the  fifth  house,  the  commissioners 
saw  fit  to  disregard  the  law  and  school  regulations,  as  well  as  the  plan  you  furnished 
them  and  acted  according  to  their  own  views.  The  house  they  have  had  built  is 
unhealthy  and  I  had  to  refuse  to  accept  it. 

The  necessity  of  providing  the  schools  with  comfortable  seats  and  desks  is  begin- 
ning to  be  understood  somewhat.  In  different  localities,  the  time  for  renewing  is 
anticipated.  Let  me  mention  Ham  South  where  the  furniture  has  just  been  renewed 
in  all  the  schools  ;  Stratford  where  the  furniture  must  now  have  been  renewed,  also  in 
all  the  schools.  In  other  localities  some  has  been  renewed  partly  and  it  is  intended 
to  continue  gradually  ;  such  are,  the  municipalities  of  Shifton,  Windsor,  Ham  North, 
St.    Adrien,  etc.     In  these  various  municipalities,  new  furniture  has  been  brought 
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from  the  Cowansville  factory  or  from  some  of  the  factories  of  Ontario,  and  the  furni- 
ture is  comfortable  for  the  pupils  and  comforms  in  every  way  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Regulations  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion. 

I  close  with  the  above  few  remarks  which  are  sufficient,  I  trust,  to  show  you  that 
education  is  making  some  progress  in  my  district  of  inspection  and  that  the  school 
boards  and  ratepayers  are  not  altogether  neglectful  of  the  schools.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  on  the  state  of  Education  in 
my  inspection  district  for  19001901. 

3,106  pupils  were  inscribed  on  the  daily  registers  of  the  116  elementary  schools 
which  I  have  visited  during  the  last  scholastic  year, 

The  average  daily  attendance  during  the  year  was  76  per  cent,  being  one  better 
than  for  the  year  previous.  Five  independent  schools  were  in  operation  during  the 
year,  these  are  mostly  in  unorganized  territory. 

Sixty  (60)  per  cent  of  the  teachers  in  my  district  of  inspection  hold  Normal  school 
diplomas.  It  is  now  the  policy  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  best  townships  to  engage 
.only  teachers  holding  model  diplomas.

The  school  buildings  and  out-houses  are  being  annually  improved  or  new  up  to 
<iate  buildings  erected  in  place  of  the  old  ones. 

All  the  new  buildings  are  built  after  models  and  plans  furnished  by  the  school 

inspector. 

One  new  school  municipality  has  been  added  to  my  list  of  schools.  It  is  situated 
on  the  shores  of  the  Lievre  River  and  is  to  be  known  as  High  Falls  school  municipality. 
The  ratepayers  are  largely  of  German  origin.  The  municipality  of  Mashara  is  taking 
steps  to  replace  the  old  school  house  at  Rupert  with  a  new  up  to  date  school  building. 
All  the  schools  in  the  above  township  were  taught  last  year  by  Graduates  of  McGill 
Normal  School. 

Two  local  associations  which  were  organized  three  years  ago  have  continued  their 
meetings  during  the  past  year.  The  teachers  have  taken  a  lively  interest  in  the  work 
of  these  meetings  and  much  good  has  been  the  result,  parents  and  others  interested  in 
education  have  been  made  welcome  at  all  such  meetings. 

Conferences  were  held  in  all  the  local  centers  and  in  some  of  the  remote  districts. 
I  am  pleased  to  state  that  these  conferences  were  largely  attended  by  teachers,  ratepayers 
and  pupils.  The  inspector  was  assisted  in  many  of  these  meetings  by  the  older 
teachers  and  Clergymen  of  all  denominations.  The  interest  in  school  work  is  gradually 
increasing.  New  school  houses  have  been  built  at  Kazubazua  and  River  Desert  and 
one  has  been  built  in  Lochaber. 

The  French  language  is  being  taught  in  39  of  the  elementary  schools  of  my 
inspection  district.  Hygiene  and  Scientific  temperance  lessens  in  all  of  them — Agricul- 
ture is  not  well  taken  up — ^this  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  older  teachers 
never  studied  it  themselves  and  it  has  not  been  urged  at  our  Conferences  and  Insti- 
tutes.   Forty-seven  schools  in  my  district  have  neglected  it. 

Out  ot  the  funds  furnished  by  the  Protestant  Committee  I  paid  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  teachers  attending  the  Conferences.  I  am  sorry  I  could  not  keep  such 
expenses  within  the  limit  of  seventy-five  dollars. 

Many  of  the  teachers  residing  in  the  rural  districts  are  obliged  to  hire  conveyances 
which  makes  the  travelling  expense  heavy.  In  many  instances  teachers  are  obliged  to 
be  away  from  home  two  nights,  in  order  to  attend  the  Conference. 

The  increased  poor  grant  to  remote  schools  is  being  expended  Ig^rgely  to  purchase 
equipment  for  the  schools,  which  is  much  appreciated  by  pupils  and  teachers. 

The  bonuses  which  were  again  granted  to  teachers  for  excellence  in  work,  were 
distributed  to  such  teachers  as  proved  most  deserving.  It  is  very  difl&cult  to  distinguish 
between  many  of  the  excellent  teachers  now  employed  in  my  inspectorate.  Compet- 
ition is  annually  becoming  closer  and  the  difference  in  the  standing  of  teachers  less 
marked,  consequently  many  deserving  teachers  are  disappointed.  I  would  suggest 
that  the  department  instruct  the  inspectors  to  limit  the  number  of  years  which  a 
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teacher  ehall  receive  the  bonus,  to  two,  in  same  school  and  that  merit  certificates  be 
issued  to  such  teachers  as  would  be  entitled  to  the  bonus.  The  names  of  such  teachers 
to  be  published  in  the  local  papers  and  in  the  Educational  Record, 

The  following  municipalities  may  be  classed  as  Excellent. 

Clarendon,  Bristol,  Eardley,  Onslow,  Hull-South,  Cantley,  St.  Etienne-de-Chelsea, 
Masham,  North -Wakefield,  Masham  dissent, — part  of  Ay  1  win,  Templeton,  Ste.  Ang6- 
lique.  River  Desert  only  for  misfortune  for  which  the  trustees  are  not  responsible 
might  have  come  under  the  head  of  excellent. 

The  remaining  municipalities  are  either  middling  or  bad  except  Buckingham 
which  may  be  ranked  as  good.  Buckingham  should  employ  more  Normal  trained 
teachers. 

The  Commissioners  and  Secretaries  are  usually  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their 
respedlive  duties  and  willingly  respond  to  the  suggestions  of  the  inspector.

1  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  first  report  upon  the  state  of  the  schools  in  my 
district  of  inspection  for  1 900-1 901. 

This  district,  to  which  I  was  appointed  school  inspector  on  the  i6th  January  1901, 
comprises  31  municipalities,  to  wit  :  8  in  the  county  of  Portneuf  and  23  in  Champlain 
county. 

The  school  boards  in  these  31  municipalities  had  in  operation,  this  year,  156 
schools  under  control,  which  are  divided  as  follows  ; 

2  academies  for  boys,  taught  by  men  in  religious  orders  ; 
I  model  school  for  girls  taught  by  nuns  ; 

1  model  school  for  boys  taught  by  men  in  religious  orders  : 

2  model  schools  (mixed)  taught  by  male  lay  teachers  . 
I  model  school  for  boys  taught  by  a  male  lay  teacher  ; 
4  model  schools  (mixed)  taught  by  female  lay  teachers  ; 
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I  elementary  school  for  g^ris  taught  by  a  nun  ; 

1  elementary  school  (mixed)  taught  by  nuns  ; 

2  elementary  schools  for  boys  taught  by  female  lay  teachers  ; 
141  elementary  teachers  schools  (mixed)  taught  by  female  lay  teachers. 

The  pupils  attending  these  various  institutions  are  divided  as  follows  :

say  a  total  of  7,411  with  an  average  attendance  of  77 >^  per  cent. 

In  addition  to  the  teachers  who  deserved  a  bonus  this  year  I  would  take  the  liberty 
of  mentioning  the  following  who  have  been  successful  in  teaching  :  The  Misses  Alphon- 
sine  Paquin,  Deschambault ;  No^mie  I^avoix,  Grondines  No  2  ;  Octavie  Pothier,  Ste- 
Genevi^ve-de-Batiscan ;  Marie-R6gina  Cossette,  St-Tite-Nord ;  Laura  Jacob,  Ste- 
Th$cle ;  Josephine  Lacroix,  St-Casimir ;  L^ntine  Tourigny,  Marie-Louise  Leblanc, 
Mont-Carmel ;  Virginie  Rivard,  Emilia  Bordeleau,  St-Tite  parish  ;  Marie-Anne  C6t6, 
St-Stanislas. 

Progress  in  general  is^iot  always  very  perceptible  but  I  must  say  that  my  hopes 
have  been  more  than  realized  considering  the  disadvantages  under  which  the  teachers 
labor. 

Another  obstacle  to  progress  is  certainly  want  of  professional  training  in  too  many 
of  them.  It  would  be  desirable  in  future  that  every  person  who  wishes  to  teach  should 
spend  at  least  a  year  in  a  normal  school  and  to  that  end  there  should  be  more  normal 
schools  for  girls. 

I  would  also  observe  that  as  I  was  only  appointed  in  the  middle  of  the  winter,  I 
was  unable  to  give  any  pedagogical  ledlures.     This   taken  with  the  fact  that  the 
I       commissioners  in  many  municipalities  held  no  winter  examinations  resulted   in   a 
:        falling  off  in  the  zeal  of  several  teachers. 

The  improvement  in  school  furniture  and  school  houses  is  too  slow.  The  law  and 
regulations  of  Public  Instrudtion  require  150  cubic  feet  of  air  for  each  pupil.  Well,  in 
my  district  the  commissioners  sometimes  rent  a  room  in  a  private  house  for  the  school 
and  in  that  room  each  child  has  only  thirty  or  forty  cubic  feet ;  not  a  form,  not  a  desk 
in  the  class-room  ;  all  the  scholars  sit  on  chairs  like  spe<ftators  in  a  theatre  with  this 
difference  that  the  latter,  go  to  hear  the  play  while  the  former  have  to  listen  to  the 
cryiiig  and  wailing  of  fonr  or  five  little  children  of  the  family  whose  room  has  been 
rented.    I  desire  to  call  your  particular  attention  to  these  rented  schools  which  are  not 
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In  conclnsion,  I  beg  to  recommend  to  your  kind  consideration  the  municipalities  of 
St.  Gilbert,  St.  Narcisse,  St.  Adolphe  which  are  unable  to  keep  up  their  schools 
without  the  supplementary  aid  given  to  poor  municipalities.

By  giving  two  or  three  volumes  every  year  to  the  same  school  it  would  in  tttn 
years  have  a  library  of  from  25  to  30  volumes  besides  VEnseignement  pritnaire  of  every 
year.  This  is  certainly  deserving  of  the  consideration  of  the  authorities. 

The  male  and  female  religious  teachers  of  my  district  vie  with  one  another  in  zeal 
and  devotedness  for  the  many  children  confided  to  their  care  and  give  them,  with 
solid  and  practical  instruction,  a  good  Christian  education. 

Most  of  the  parish  priests  also  do  their  share  nobly.  In  fact  many  of  them  take 
an  active  interest  in  their  schools  and  visit  them  regularly.  I  cannot  refrain  from 
expressing  my  admiration  for  Rev.  C.  Poulin,  parish  priest  of  Chelsea,  who  not  only 
visits  the  schools  of  his  parish  every  month,  but  is  also  a  member  of  the  school  board 
and  spares  no  effort  to  have  the  school  houses  improved  and  the  teachers'  salaries 
raised,  the  average  thereof  being  $156.80.  He  likewise  endeavors  to  have  the  teachers 
supplied  with  everything  they  need  to  enable  them  to  teach  properly. 

All  my  male  lay  teachers,  with  one  exception,  likewise  deserve  great  praise  for  the 
ability  and  zeal  they  display  daily  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  It  is  regrettable 
that  these  good  servants  are  not  better  paid.  Some  of  the  female  lay  teachers  display 
the  same  zeal  and  ability  ;  but  too  many  of  them,  unfortunately,  seem  to  care  more  for 
their  embroidery  than  their  pupils  and  only  teach  while  awaiting  something  better. 

You  have  no  doubt  observed  that  the  average  attendance  this  year  leaves  somewhat 
to  be  desired.  This  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  many  diseases  of  all  kinds  that 
prevailed  in  my  district  ;  also  to  some  extent  to  the  negligence  of  some  parents  who  on 
the  slightest  grounds  keep  their  children  at  home  on  the  pretext  of  extra  work  in  the 
house  or  in  the  field  and  thereby  make  them  lose  valuable  time. 

The  pedagogical  lectures  continue  to  do  much  good.  I  hope  they  will  not  be  done 
away  with,  for  the  teach*irs  in  our  schools  will  always  need  advice  because  they  change 
so  often  and  it  is  important  that  the  young  ones  should  be  at  once  put  in  the  right 
path  and  be  guided  step  by  step  to  enable  them  to  proceed  safely  and  with  dignity. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  oiV Enseignement  primaire  which  the  Government  gene- 
rously sends  free  of  charge  to  the  teachers.  It  is  an  inexhaustible  mine  of  good  advice, 
good  methods  and  valuable  information.  I  deeply  regret  that  there  is  no  English  edition 
for  our  teachers  who  cannot  read  French. 

I  endeavor  to  distribute  as  fairly  as  possible  the  bonuses  granted  to  successful 
teachers.  Nevertheless,  when  two  teachers  are  nearly  of  equal  merit  I  adopt  the  rule  of 
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Mr  L.-A.  GUAY.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  1900- 1901. 

189  educational  institutions  of  every  kind  were  in  operation  this  year,  namely  : 
I  classical  college,  i  juvenate,  i  industrial  school,  7  academies,  13  model  and  166 
elementary  schools. 

The  last  three  categories  of  institutions  include  240  departments,  which  have  all 
been  inspected  with  the  exception  of  one  independent  elementary  school. 

12  independent  schools  (7  academies,  5  being  for  girls,  one  for  boys  and  one 
mixed,  i  model  school  for  girls  and  4  elementary  schools  mixed)  had  968  pupils  with 
an  average  attendance  of  90  per  cent.  Of  these  pupils  209  were  in  the  ist  year  ;  169 
in  the  2nd  ;  174  in  the  3rd  ;  145  in  the  4th  ;  91  in  the  5th  ;  81  in  the  6th  ;  57  in  the 
7th  and  42  in  the  8th. 

The  attendance  of  174  schools  under  control  was  7,022  pupils  as  follows:  ist 
year,  3,092  ;  2nd  1,943  ;  3rd  1,286;  4th  496  :  5th  163  ;  6th  38  ;  7th  4.  The  averag^e 
attendance  was  63  per  cent,  which  was  satisfactory. 

From  the  above  statistics,  it  follows  that  the  total  number  of  pupils  of  the  spools 
under  control  and  independent  was  7,990,  of  whom  7,688  (3,683  boys  and  4,005  girls) 
were  French  Canadians,  and  302  (125  boys  and  177  girls)  were  of  English  extxadHon. 
Of  the  latter  229  studied  French  and  of  the  former  1,879  studied  English. 

Compared  with  last  year,  the  number  of  pupils  this  year  has  decreased  by  20.  I 
cannot  say  to  what  this  is  due. 

24  men  in  religious  orders,  59  nuns,  3  male  teachers  and  170  female  teachers  coax> 
prise  the  teaching  body  of  my  inspedlorate.  , 

42  lay  teachers  have  model  school  diplomas,  no  elementary  school  diplomas  and 
25  have  none  ;  14  have  diplomas  from  Laval  Normal,  36  from  the  Central  Board,  and 
102  from  different  former  boards. 

With  regard  to  the  length  of  service,  34  are  in  their  first  year  of  teaching,  63  Iiave 
taught  from  2  to  5  years,  47  from  5  to  10,  12  from  10  to  15,  8  from  15  to  20  and  13-  for 
over  20  years. 

The  average  salary  was  $88.86  in  the  elementary  schools,  and  $124.05  in  the  model 
schools.     This  needs  no  comment. 

The  Reverend  Clercs  de  St.  Viateur  teach  in  the  college  and  model  school  of  Irauzon 
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Tilla^ ;  the  Reverend  Marist  Brothers  teach  the  Levis  javenate,  the  college  of  St. 
Romuald  (Etchemin)  and  three  elementary  schools  in  the  town  of  Levis. 

The  Nuns  of  the  Congregation  tanght  in  the  St.  Romnald  convent  (Etchemin)  ; 
the  Sisters  of  Charity  in  the  convents  of  Levis,  St.  Nicolas  and  St.  Anselme  and  in  the 
model  school  in  Bienville  ;  the  nuns  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  the  convent  of  St.  Isidore 
and  the  Sdnirs  du  Perpetuel  Secours  in  the  model  school  of  St.  Henri. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  all  these  institutions,  so  taught,  are  upon  an  excellent 
footing.  The  teaching  is  according  to  method  and  is  done  with  intelligence.  Their 
efforts  are  nearly  always  crowned  with  success. 

In  justice,  I  can  say  as  much  for  some  of  the  lay  teachers  who  deserve  the 
greatest  praise  for  the  ability  and  management  they  display  ;  but,  unfortunately , 
they  are  few  ;  for  I  still  remark  that  teaching  is  not  sufficiently  intuitive  nor  practical, 
that  the  classification  of  pupils  is  defective  and  the  course  of  study  is  not  followed.  I 
attribute  this  state  of  afEairs  to  the  frequent  change  of  teachers,  many  of  whom  are  only 
beginners. 

The  institutions  whose  duty  it  is  to  prepare  candidates  for  diplomas  should  apply 
themselves  more  to  imparting  to  their  pupils  the  knowledge  indispensable  to  teachers 
who,  very  often,  owing  to  their  weakness  on  these  three  points  (intuitive  and  practical 
teaching,  classification  and  the  course  of  study),  only  obtain  an  inferior  note. 

I  find,  nevertheless,  that,  as  a  rule,  the  teachers  are  very  willing,  that  they  try  to 
put  into  practice  the  information  and  advice  given  them  in  the  teachers*  conferences 
in  which  they  take  a  lively  interest ;  but,  if  several  do  not  succeed  in'giving  satisfac- 
tion, it  is  due  to  lack  of  capacity,  to  the  little  encouragement  they  receive,  to  the 
repeated  absence  of  the  pupils  and,  especially,  to  the  absolute  want  of  school  supplies, 
rather  than  to  any  voluntary  neglect  on  their  part. 

It  must  also  be  acknowledged  that  the  subject  of  free  books  has  been  for  the  last 
two  years  a  pretty  serious  obstacle  to  the  children's  advancement.  The  teachers  did 
not  dare  to  have  the  parents  bear  the  expense  of  buying  the  necessary  books,  as  the 
same  might  be  set  aside  at  any  day,  and  they  delayed,  in  the  hope  of  receiving  the 
books  in  question  ;  this  considerably  hindered  progress.  Now  that  the  question  has 
been  decided,  let  us  hope  that  things  will  go  on  better. 

As  a  rule,  the  commissioners  take  very  little  interest  in  their  schools,  unless  it  be 
from  a  pecuniary  standpoint ;  as  regards  intellectual  and  moral  fpoints  and  hygiene 
of  the  schools,  these  are  much  neglected.  Many  never  visit  their  schools  and  take  no 
steps  to  promote  the  cause  of  education  in  any  way. 
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Some,  it  is  true,  not  feeling  themselves  qualified  to  judge  of  a  teacher's  worth  and 
the  management  of  a  school,  are  guided  by  the  inspector's  observations  and  act  accord- 
ingly, which  somewhat  remedies  the  evil  ;  but  their  presence  at  the  regular  examina- 
tions, a  timely  word,  a  little  picture  distributed  upon  the  occasion  would  have  a 
wonderful  effect  both  upon  the  teachers  and  the  pupils. 

With  the  exception  of  two  or  three,  the  secretary-treasurers  keep  their  books  well. 
The  only  complaint  that  can  be  made,  at  Ipast  for  some  of  them,  is  that  they  do  not 
collect  the  school  tax  regularly  enough  and,  consequently,  do  not  pay  the  teachers 
monthly. 

On  the  whole,  taking  into  account  the  circumstances,  I  have  reason  to  be  satisfied 
with  the  results.  Although  slow,  there  has  been  progress,  especially  from  an  intellectual 
point  of  view. 

If  the  following  table,  when  compared  with  last  year's,  shows  the  contrary*,  it  is 
because  on  my  first  visit  to  this  district,  I  was  a  little  too  indulgent.  This  year,  I  think, 
I  have  given  the  exact  note  upon  the  state  of  the  schools  under  my  supervision. 

As  to  the  grounds  and  furniture,  my  bulletins  have  informed  you  sufficiently  that 
all,  or  nearly  so,  leave  more  or  less  to  be  desired.

By  the  erection  of  the  new  municipality  of  Ste.  Anne  de  Noue,  my  district  of 
inspection  this  year  comprises  159  schools,  divided  as  follows  :  i  academy,  16  model 
schools  and  142  elementary  schools.  One,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Marcel,  was  closed 
during  the  whole  year. 

Several  of  these  schools  are  on  a  very  good  footing,  but  in  too  many  progress  is 
still  inferior  or  nil.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  scholastic  ^rttf  1900-01. 
Since  my  last  report  my  district  of  inspection  has  been  divided  so  that  I  am  iidieved 
of  more  than  one  third  of  my  former  work  and  one  half  of  the  salary.  My  inspectorate 
formerly  included  the  counties  of  Gasp6  and  Bonaventure,  whereas  now  it  includes 
Gasp6  and  three  townships  in  Bonaventure.  These  three  townships  comprise  6  differ- 
ent school  municipalities  and  9  schools.  My  mileage  in  order  to  visit  all  the  schools 
once  is  296,  and  this  has  to  be  done  by  horse  as  there  is  no  railway. 

In  October  two  conferences  for  teachers  were  held,  one  at  Gasp4  Basin  and  the 
other  at  New-Carlisle.  The  attendance  and  interest  taken  by  the  teachers  were  very 
encouraging.  We  were  much  indebted  to  Inspector  Parker  for  coming  down  and  con- 
ducting these  conferences.  His  addresses  to  the  teachers  were  very  practical  and  sug- 
gestive, and  so  helpful  to  them  in  their  work,  to  which  they  returned  with  renewed 
enthusiasm.  Public  meetings  were  held  in  the  evening  at  both  places.  At  Gasp4 
Basin  Dr  Liddell,  of  New- York,  gave  an  interesting  lecture  on  education  in  China  and 
Japan. 

During  the  second  half  of  the  school  year  I  visited  and  carefully  examined  the 
schools.  I  have  forwarded  to  the  Department  bulletins  of  inspection  for  each  school. 

There  are  18  school  boards  in  my  district,  14  of  which  are  attentive,  but  the  others 
rather  negligent  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  Commissioners  do  not  visit  the 
schools  as  by  law  required.  I  examined  the  books  and  found  them,  with  a  few  excep- 
tions, well  kept  and  duly  audited.  The  average  rate  of  taxes  in  the  whole  district  is 
$0.61 1  per  hundred  :  the  maximum  being  $1.25,  and  minimum  $0.40. 

The  average  rate  of  school  fees  is  13)^  cts.  per  month  ;  the  maximum  being  30 
cts,  and  minimum  5  cts. 

The  increased  aid  from  the  Poor  Municipality  Fund  is  much  appreciated  in  this 
remote  district,  and  is  being  utilized  in  improving  school  apparatus  and  fufniture.  So 
that,  if  this  aid  is  continued,  I  trust  soon  to  see  the  schools  much  better  furnished 
than  in  past  years. 

A  new  and  commodious  school  house  has  been  built  in  the  municipality  of  Grande 
Gr^ve,  and  one  is  in  course  of  erection  at  Roseville.  At  Perc6  and  New  Carlisle  the 
school  rooms  have  been  completely  renovated  and  made  Very  comfortable. 

Of  the  teachers,  4  have  model  school  diplomas,  3  from  McGill  Normal,  and  i  from 
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Central  Board;  23  have  elementary  school  diplomas,  5  from  McGill,  17  from  Central 
Board ;  4  have  no  diplomas.  The  average  salary  for  model  school  teachers  is  $275.00, 
and  for  elementary  $157.60.  The  teachers,  as  a  rule,  are  deserving  of  much  praise  for 
tamest  hard  work.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  upon  the  state  of  the  schools  in  my 
inspectorate  for  the  year  1 900-1 901. 

In  spite  of  the  severity  and  length  of  the  winter  and  influenza  which  raged  to  the 
extent  of  an  epidemic  for  three  months,  the  average  attendance  at  school  was  greater 
than  I  expected,  although  somewhat  less  than  usual.  The  year's  progress  has  been 
satisfactory. 

For  several  years  we  have  given,  in  the  shape  of  conferences,  real  lessons  in 
pedagogy  which  have  produced  fairly  good  results ;  teaching  is  less  theoretical  and 
much  more  practical ;  nevertheless,  in  my  official  visit,  I  noticed  with  regret  that  the 
pupils  of  the  first  year  are  not  well  prepared ;  a  little  reading  and  religious  instruc- 
tion constitute  the  chief  care  of  the  teachers,  especially  those  who  are  beginning  to

;  teachers  in  elementary  schools,   164  ;  average  salary  $103.75.     Teachers 

jlomas,  30,  of  which  number  1 1  are  only  assistant-teachers, 

en  head  teachers  without  diplomas  in  schools  under  control !  This  is  too 
ire  ;  nevertheless,  I  foresee  a  further  increase  if  means  be  not  taken  to  insure 
hers  salary  proportionate  to  their  important  duties  ;  to  this  defeift  must  be 
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added  the  very  little  interest  taken  by  too  many  school  commissioners  in  primary 
instruction  and  the  premature  leaving  school  by  the  pupils  ;  I  find  that  the  ordinary 
limit  of  the  ages  of  children  in  our  country  schools  is  12  years,  that  is  to  say,  the  age 
for  first  communion ;  once  this  step  taken,  the  ranks  are  rapidly  depleted.  The 
parents,  as  a  rule,  take  their  children  away  too  soon  ;  it  is  an  injustice  to  them  and  the 
surest  means  of  discouraging  the  most  devoted  teacher. 

Before  concluding,  let  me  give  the  names  of  the  teachers  who  cannot  compete 
for  the  bonuses  and  who  have,  nevertheless,  distinguished  themselves  in  teaching  and 
obsen-ing  the  course  of  study  :  Misses  E.  Gagnon,  Eva  C6t6,  Anna  Lefond,  R.  A. 
3Iarier.  M.  Lauzi^re,  M.  J.  Monfet,  S.  Phelan,  E.  Gagn^,  C.  Devins,  V.  AUard,  M.  I^. 
Richard,  L.  Valcourt,  D.  Beaudoin,  M.  Dumaine  and  Constantina  Masson. 

The  inspection  bulletins  I  have  sent  you  during  the  year  and  the  above  few  remarks 
will  suffice,  I  trust,  to  make  you  acquainted  with  the  state  of  primary  education  in  my 

district. 

(10  poiniB  are  av>arded/or  each  of  the  following.) 
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1  call  yottr  attention  once  more  to  the  pitiable  state  of  the  school  furniture  in  nearly 
all  the  schools  of  my  district.  I  have  made  strong  representations,  both  verbally  and 
in  writing,  to  the  local  authorities,  to  induce  them  to  provide  their  schools  with  seats 
and  tables  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  health  and  good  order  ;  you  have,  on  your 
part,  instructed  the  school  boards  to  submit  their  models  to  you  and  to  observe  the 
regulations  governing  the  matter.  Unfortunately,  nobody,  with  the  exception  of  a 
single  municipality,  has  taken  any  notice  of  my  advice  nor  of  your  orders  ;  the  pur- 
chase of  suitable  furniture  is  considered  an  extravagance,  a  costly  whim,  a  useless 
expense. 

In  my  reports  for  1882-83,  1883-84,  and  1884-85  (it  does  not  date  from  yesterday,  as 
you  see)  I  made  the  same  complaints  for  my  former  district ;  twenty  years  afterwards, 
Mr.  Hubert,  who  replaced  me  there,  finds  with  regret  that  the  furniture  in  most  of  the 
schools  is  fearful  and  the  consequent  bad  effects  are  not  understood. 

To  put  an  end  to  this  sad  state  of  affairs  I  humbly  suggest  : 

1st.  The  regulating  of  the  construction  of  seats  and  desks,  by  means  of  accurate, 
complete  and  detailed  plans  and  descriptions,  with  figures  and  models,  as  well  as  a 
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table  of  proportion  according  to  the  size  of  the  pupils  and  explanations  of  the  manner 
of  taking  the  different  measures  ;  then  the  absolute  refusal  of  any  furniture  contrar}* 
to  such  descriptions. 

2nd.  In  the  event  of  the  school  boards  refusing  or  neglecting  to  furnish  their 
schools  with  approved  furniture,  the  purchase  of  such  furniture  by  the  superintendent 
or  the  inspector,  out  of  the  grant  to  the  municipality. 

The  heating  of  the  school  rooms,  in  my  district,  is  at  the  cost  of  the  teachers.  It 
would  be  superfluous  to  speak  of  the  effect  of  such  a  system,  and  I  venture  to 
express  the  hope  that  it  will  be  put  a  stop  to  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  elementary  schools  of  my  district  have  an  attendance  of  12 14  pupils  under 
seven  years  of  age.  Few  school  rooms  have  the  required  space  and  appliances  for 
insuring  to  these  youngsters  a  supportable  existence,  and  thus  premature  attendance 
at  school  seems  to  me  a  mistake  from  every  point  of  view.  It  would  not  be  a  bad 
plan  to  fix  the  school  age  at  six,  or  better  at  seven  years. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  the  same  schools  we  only  find  115  pupils  from  12  to  14 
years  old.  Nine-tenths  of  the  children  leave  school  at  an  age  when  education  begins 
to  be  of  a  useful,  practical  and  serious  character  for  them,  and  a  few  years  later  they 
do  not  even  know  how  to  read  or  write. 

We  have  now,  ver>'^  fortunately,  a  course  of  studies,  conferences,  a  methodical, 
well  defined  and  well  organized  system  of  direction  ;  only  the  local  school  authorities 
are  hardly  equal  to  these  reforms,  and  the  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  year  are 
conducted  in  a  very  different  way  from  that  prescribed  by  pedagogical  science  to-da}\ 
Misunderstandings  and  false  impressions  often  result  as  to  the  real  value  of  instruc- 
tion. To  say  what  I  think,  is  that  such  examinations  held  by  persons  who  are  not  in 
the  profession  do  not  exist  anywhere  else  than  in  our  province,  and  with  the  numerous 
reforms  effected  for  some  time,  they  seem  to  me,  a  veritable  anachronism.  Would  it 
not  be  preferable  to  compel  the  school  commissioners  to  be  present  at  the  examina- 
tion held  by  the  inspector  ?  Their  presence  would  dispel  many  doubts  and  prejudices.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1 900-1 901. 

In  the  city  of  Montreal  there  are  11  elementary  schools  under  control,  containing 
201 1  pupils  and  7  independent  elementary  schools  having  2137  pupils. 

These  elementary  schools  are  under  the  direction  of  37  Sisters  of  Providence,  20 
Gray  Nuns,  10  Sisters  of  La  Congregation  de  N.-D.,  8  male  and  24  female  lay  teachers 
with  diplomas,  3  male  and  8  female  lay  teachers  without  diplomas  ;  6  of  the  latter  teach. 
in  the  independent  schools. 

30  model  schools  under  control  having  15,098  pupils  and  11  independent  model 
schools  with  3,657  pupils. 

The  model  schools  are  taught  by  179  Sisters  of  La  Congregation  de  N.-D.,  31  Sceurs 
de  Ste-Croix,  10  Sceurs  des  S.S.  N.N.  de  J^sus  Marie,  9  Sisters  of  Providence,  84 
Brothers  of  the  Christian  Schools,  15  Marist  Brothers,  79  male  lay  teachers  with 
diplomas,  42  female  lay  teachers  with  diplomas,  (teaching  in  the  independent  schools) 
and  5  female  lay  teachers  without  diplomas,  4  of  whom  teach  in  the  schools  under 
control. 

There  are  i  academy  under  control  having  468  pupils  and  10  independent  academies 
having  2344  pupils. 

These  academies  are  under  the  direction  of  74  Sisters  of  La  Congregation  de  N.-D., 
35  Sisters  of  Providence,  30  Ladies  of  the  Sacred  Heart,  21  Nuns  of  the  Good  Shepherd 
and  42  Brothers  of  the  Christian  schools,  16  male  lay  teachers  with  diplomas  and 
5  male  lay  teachers  without  diplomas,  one  being  a  teacher  of  drawing  in  the  Roman 
Catholic  Commercial  Academy  and  the  other  four  teaching  in  the  independent  schools. 

In  Hochelaga  county  there  are  41  elementary  schools  under  control  having  4,299 
pupils,  and  4  independent  schools  having  1,263  pupils. 

These  elementary  schools  are  under  the  direction  of  17  Clercs  de  St.  Viateur,  15 
Fibres  de  Ste.  Croix,  12  Brothers  of  Christian  Instruction,  3  Brothers  of  Christian 
Schools,  3  Fr^res  de  la  Charite,  2  Fr^res  de  St.  Gabriel,  12  sceurs  des  SS.NN.  de  J^sus- 
Marie,  8  Sisters  of  la  Congregation  de  N.-D.,  8  Sceurs  de  Ste.  Croix,  7  Sisters  of  Pro- 
vidence, 7  Sisters  of  Ste.  Anne,  6  Grey  Nuns,  i  male  lay  teacher  with  diploma,  24 
female  lay  teachers  with  diplomas,  4  male  and  8  female  lay  teachers  without  diplomas.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  schools  in  this  inspectorate  for 
the  year  1900-01. 

In  following  the  programme  adopted  by  the  Protestant  inspectors  at  their  recent 
conference  in  Quebec,  I  would  say  that  this  district  of  inspection  extends  from  St. 
Regis,  the  western  extremity  of  the  county  of  Huntingdon  to  the  western  shore  of 
Missisquoi  bay,  a  distance  of  about  eighty -six  miles,  with  an  average  breadth  of  at 
least  sixteen  miles,  and  comprises  the  Protestant  schools  of  the  county  of  Huntingdon  ; 
those  of  St.  Malachie  d'Ormstown,  Howick,  St.  Chrysostdme,  Ste.  Clotilde  and  Ste. 
Martine  in  the  county  of  Chateauguay  ;  those  of  Valleyfield,  (though  in  the  meantime 
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under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools)  the  town  of  Beauharnois^ 
St.  Louis  de  Gonzague  and  St.  Etienne  in  the  county  of  Beauharnois  ;  those  .of  St. 
Bernard  de  LacoUe  in  the  county  of  St.  Johns  ;  and  those  of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  George 
de  Clarenceville  in  the  county  of  Missisquoi.  To  visit  the  Protestant  schools  in  this 
territory  once  involves  the  necessity  of  travelling  not  less  than  twelve  hundred  miles 
at  an  expense  of  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Four  conferences  were  held  :  three  of  which  were  fairly  successful,  but  the  fourth 
was  a  complete  failure  caused  by  the  condition  of  the  roads  and  sickness.  Forty-five 
teachers  presented  themselves  and  seemed  to  appreciate  the  discussion  of  the  subjects 
which  were  :  Elementary  arithmetic,  elementary  English  including  composition  and 
letter-writing,  school  management,  object  lessons  and  questions.  At  Clarenceville  Mr. 
L.  H.  Bennett,  teacher  of  the  Manual  Training  School,  Knowlton,  greatly  enhanced 
the  interest  of  the  meetings  by  addressing  the  teachers  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  public 
meeting  in  the  evening,  illustrating  his  lectures  by  models  of  the  art.  Inspedlor  Taylor, 
Principal  Adams,  and  the  resident  clergymen  rendered  valuable  services.  At  Hemming- 
ford  the  Revs.  Messrs.  Lackty  and  Lee  took  an  active  part  in  the  meetings  ;  at  Howick 
Miss.  Nolan  undertook  the  subject  of  English  and  treated  it  in  an  admirable  manner  ; 
and  at  Franklin  we  continued  in  session  till  noon  when  sudden  illness  obliged  us  to 
stop.  It  was  the  intention  to  hold  two  more — one  at  Ormstown  and  the  other  at 
Huntingdon — but  the  lateness  of  the  season  combined  with  other  circumstances 
prevented. 

According  to  my  usual  custom  the  most  of  the  schools  were  visited  twice  :  the 
first  time  in  a  cursory  manner,  merely  observing  how  the  schools  were  conducted,  and 
giving  such  instructions  as  were  found  to  be  necessary ;  during  the  last  half-year  all 
the  schools  found  in  operation  were  carefully  examined  and  the  results  reported  to  the 
Education  Department  by  bulletins  and  to  the  school  boards  by  special  reports. 
Altogether,  one  hundred  and  forty-six  visits  were  made  to  the  schools  under  control. 
Of  the  schools  found  closed  at  the  time  of  visit  there  was  3ome  difficulty  in  one  muni- 
cipality to  get  the  attendance  owing  to  the  school  journals  having  not  been  returned 
to  the  secretary  treasurer. 

There  are  nineteen  school  boards  in  this  inspectorate  besides  those  of  the  acade- 
mies and  the  Indian  school. 

Many  of  them  are  making  commendable  improvements  while  others  are  standing 
still,  or  falling  behind.  The  latter  seem  to  attach  greater  importance  to  the  reduction 
of  taxes  than  they  do  to  the  health,  comfort  and  education  of  the  children.  But  even 
the  best  have  still  much  to  do,  while  the  school  house  and  schools  premises  are  infe- 
rior to  the  home  and  its  surrounding  in  accommodation,  comfort  and  neatness ;  and 
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while  the  teachers  are  inadequately  paid.   Six  boards  failed  to  visit  their  schools  ;  and 
one  failed  to  conform  with  the  law  regarding  the  school  year. 

Teachers : — In  schools  under  control,  one  male  with  a  salary  of  $200,  and  93  fe- 
males with  an  average  salary  of  $168.  7  model  school  diplomas  from  M.  G.  N.  S.  and 
21  from  the  Boards  ;  32  elementary  from  M.  G.  N.  S.,  and  34  from  Central  Board.  The 
teacher  of  the  Indian  school  at  St.  Regis  gets  a  salary  of  $350,  and  she  holds  a  profes- 
sional certificate  from  P.  E.  Island. 

With  very  few  exceptions  the  teachers  were  diligent  and  painstaking  conducting 
their  schools  intelligently  and  orderly,  but  they  were  not  equally  successful  because 
their  advantages  and 'the  material  to  work  on  were  dissimilar.  Irregular  attendance  is 
one  of  the  great  disadvantages  the  teachers  had  to  contend  with.  I  have  the  most  im- 
plicit confidence  in  our  teachers,  and  have  no  fear  of  their  success  under  ordinary,  not 
to  say  favourable,  circumstances. 

The  schools  marked  **  Excellent  **  in  the  bulletins  are  not  quite  so  numerous  as 
they  were  last  year  because  many  of  the  more  advanced  pupils  have  left ;  but  those 
marked  '*  good  '*  are  more  numerous ;  and  as  many  of  them  as  have  obtained  fifty 
marks  and  over  are  classified  with  the  excellent ;  and  the  teachers  are  accordingly 
recommended  for  bonuses.

Pupils  :  —  In  schools  under  control,  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty- four 
pupils  attended,  with  a  daily  average  of  1353  or  63  per  cent.  I  regret  to  find  the  attend- 
ance annually  diminishing  while,  according  to  the  census  given  by  the  secretary 
treasurers  381  children  of  school  age  in  the  inspectorate  never  darkened  the  school 
door.  The  poor  Indians  are  in  a  worse  plight,  only  61  out  of  606  children  under  15  year 
of  age  attended  school.  Perhaps  the  secretary  treasurers  of  those  municipalities  in 
which  the  attendance  is  greater  than  the  given  census,  can  explain.   (See  Table)  I  do 
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not  wish  to  make  any  recommendations  to  the  Government  because  I  believe  that, 
under  the  existing^School  I^aw  and  Regulations,  teachers,  inspectors  and  school  boards, 
were  they  keenly  alive  to  their  responsabilities,  could  easily  eflFect  great  improvement 
not  merely  in  regard  to  attendance,  but  also  in  all  other  things  out  of  joint  about  the 
schools. 

School  boards  .'Ten  hosLTds  kept  their  schools  open  for  lo  months,  three  for  9 
months,  five  for  8  months,  and  one  for  7  months  during  the  past  year.  All  but  one 
conduct  their  schools  regularly  as  far  as  the  school  year  is  concerned.  The  exception 
generally  takes  parts  of  two  scholastic  years  to  make  up  the  eight  months'  teaching 
which  is  frequently  broken  up  by  one  or  two  vacations. 

The  most  of  the  school  houses  with  their  furniture  and  equipments  are  passable,  but 
many  of  the  grounds  are  neglected.  Fourteen  schools  have  not  yet  been  furnished  with 
modern  and  improved  desks.  All  the  municipalities  received  the  Government  map  of 
the  Province,  but  for  some  reason  the  school  board,  of  one  municipality  returned  theirs. 
I  hope  they  have  reconsidered  it. 

The  school  board  of  Hinchinbrooke  has  remodeled  and  doubled  the  accommodation 
of  their  school  at  Athelstan.  Two  teachers  were  employed  there  since  New  year's.  It 
is  gratifying  to  observe  the  interest  they  take  in  their  schools  and  schoolhouses. 
Only  three  boards  had  no  arrears  of  school  taxes  and  fees.  To  their  credit  we  shall 
name  them  :  Dundee,  St.  Etienne  and  St.  Anicet.  The  arrears  of  the  other  school 
municipalities  ranged  from  $20.96  to  $851.32.  It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  strike  the  line 
between  those  that  are  attentive  and  those  that  are  negligent.  Suppose  we  take  those 
who  did  not  officially  visit  their  schools,  who  allowed  arrears  to  accumulate  and  who 
have  not  properly  furnished  and  equipped  their  schools,  nor  adequately  paid  their 
teachers,  and  say  that  they  were  negligent,  then  but  few  can  be  said  to  be  attentive. 

Secretary  treasurers.  — The  authorized  books  of  accounts  are  almost  invariably 
used,  are  generally  neatly  and  carefully  kept,  and  with  two  exception  were  audited  by 
competent  persons.  The  secretary  treasurer  in  the  case  of  the  exceptions  presented  a 
statement  which  was  accepted  by  the  interested  boards  in  lieu  of  an  audit.  The 
success  of  the  municipality  depends  largely  on  the  ability,  tact  and  zeal  of  the  secre- 
tary treasurer.  He  knows  the  condition  of  the  schools,  and  what  things  are  required 
to  have  them  properly  equipped.  In  short,  the  schools  of  a  municipality  bear  the 
impress  of  the  secretary  treasurer's  character  more  than  that  of  the  school  boards. 
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The  inspector  has  some  funds  on  hand  re  conferences.

Sir, 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  for  the  past  year  1900-01. 
With  a  view  to  making  our  reports  of  more  interest  and  of  greater  value  to  the  public, 
it  was  decided  at  the  conference  of  the  English  School  inspectors,  that  our  reports  to 
your  Department  should  follow  a  common  outline  and  enumerate  the  needs  of  our 
inspeiflorates  under  the  same  general  headings,  which  I  shall  endeavor  to  follow, 
herein. 

Territory. — The  area  of  this  inspectorate  embraces  the  11  counties  of  Argenteuil, 
Two  Mountains,  Terrebonne,  L'Assomption,  Montcalm,  Joliette,  Vaudreuil,  Soulanges, 
Chambly,  Jacques-Cartier,  Hochelaga  and  the  city  of  Montreal.  There  are  in  this 
widely  extended  field  132  rural  Protestant  elementary  schools  of  which  about  one 
half  are  in  Argenteuil. 

Mileage. — Owing  to  the  mountains  in  the  northern  half  of  these  counties,  the 
rivers  in  the  southern  portion,  and  the  scattered  Protestant  communities  throughout 
the  whole  territory,  I  found  it  necessary  to  travel,  last  year,  by  horse  and  train,  2575 
miles,  being  on  an  average  20  miles  per  scho6l. 

Expense. — Without  including  horse  keep,  or  "  wear  and  tear  '*  on  outfit,  the  cost 
of  doing  the  work  for  the  past  year  amounts  to  $150,  which  may  be  accepted  as  the 
lowest  possible  cost,  since  it  is  a  personal  expense  paid  by  the  inspector  out  of  his 
salary  for  the  year. 
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Con/ere?ues.— According  to  instructions,  I  held  ii  teachers'  conferences  in  the 
first  half  of  the  year,  which  were  attended  by  85  per  cent  of  the  teachers.  Those  who 
missed  the  conference  work  were  able  with  few  exceptions  to  give  a  valid  reason  for 
absence.  To  these  teachers  I  sent  the  seven  sheets  of  suggestions  given  to  those  at 
the  conferences.  These  suggestions  referred  to  the  best  methods  of  teaching  each 
subject  and  gave  other  items  of  information  necessarj*^  to  the  teacher  in  the  performance 
of  her  work.  At  each  conference  the  subjects  treated  were,  English,  Arithmetic. 
Model  I^esson,  School  Management,  and  minor  topics  of  general  interest  often  intro- 
duced by  the  teachers  themselves.  I  may  add  that  while  these  conferences  require 
less  time  on  the  road  they  imply  much  more  study  and  preparation,  since  it  was  much 
easier  formerly  to  visit  each  school  and  ask  the  pupils  for  information  than  it  is  to 
gather  the  teachers  together  and  impart  information  of  value  to  them.  It  is  in  this  I 
rejoice  for  we  have  now  a  grand  opportunity  of  helping  forward  the  interests  of  educa- 
tion by  securing  fuller  co-operation  from  the  teaching  staff.  In  this  respect  I  am  happy 
to  assure  you,  that  our  teachers,  with  very  few  exceptions,  endeavor  to  carry  out 
faithfully  the  instructions  they  receive,  and  that  the  results  show  a  manifest  improve- 
ment in  many  schools.  It  is  of  interest  to  your  Department  to  know  that,  universally, 
the  teachers  are  outspoken  in  favour  of  the  conferences  as  compared  with  a  first  visit 
of  inspection,  also  that  they  are  grateful  to  the  government  for  bearing  their  expenses 
in  attending  these  conferences.  You  will  find  inclosed  a  full  statement  of  these 
expenses  and  vouchers  for  the  same,  also  a  cheque  for  the  unused  balance  of  allowance. 

Inspection, — On  account  of  the  roughness  of  the  country  and  the  long  distances 
pupils  have  to  go  to  school,  many  of  the  schools  are  in  operation  from  May  or  June 
until  November  or  December.  It  becomes  necessary,  therefore,  for  me  to  accommodate 
myself  to  the  necessities  of  the  case  and  visit  these  schools  in  the  autumn  of  each 
year,  but  the  great  majority  of  the  schools  begin  the  year  in  September  or  October  and 
continue  until  May  or  June.  These  are  all  inspedted  during  the  second  half  of  the 
year  and  reported  in  the  regular  forms  to  the  Department.  I  have  succeeded  in  visiting 
each  school  in  operation,  and  some  not  in  operation,  during  the  past  year,  spending 
on  in  average  2  hrs.  48  min.  in  each  school. 

School  boards  : — There  are  61  school  boards  in  charge  of  the  132  schools  of  this 
inspectorate.  Of  this  number  24  have  visited  their  schools,  and  37  have  neglected  this 
important  duty.  Nothing  helps  to  encourage  a  teacher  and  her  pupils  more  than  a 
friendly  visit  from  the  school  board  and  all  boards  should  endeavour  to  complj-  in  this 
respect. 

There  are  42  school  boards  that  regularly  audit  their  books  of  account,  9  do  so 
irregularly  and  10  fail  to  do  so  at  all. 

The  accounts  are  kept  in  the  regular,   authorized  form  by   29  boards,   and  in 
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unauthorized  form  by  28,  while  those  of  Montreal,  Westmount,  St.  Henry  and  Cote 
St.  Louis  are  kept  in  proper  form  in  regular  books. 

Surety  bonds  are  given  by  54  secretaries,  while  7  secretaries  have  given  no  sureties 
at  all.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  there  is  much  opportunity  still  for  confusion, 
annoyance  and  loss. 

Taxation,  etc,  : — The  annual  rate  of  taxation  for  the  past  year  has  been  from  7c.  to 
$1.30  per  $100.00,  while  the  average  rate  per  $100.00  has  been  41c.  Forty-two  munici- 
palities levy  50C.'  or  less,  and  39  levy  from  50  upward  to  $1.30.  Of  this  latter  number 
13  le\T  75c.  or  more. 

To  this  outlay  must  be  added  the  amount  raised  in  fees,  which  ranges  from  5  to 
50c.  per  month,  the  average  being  24c.  per  month  per  pupil.  From  these  figures  it  will 
be  observed,  that  the  rate-payers,  on  an  average  reckoning,  make  a  fair  attempt  to 
snpport  education  in  their  midst.  In  those  cases,  however,  where  the  rate  exceeds  $1.00 
per  Si 00.00,  the  valuation  is  not  full  and  no  fee,  or  the  minimum,  is  levied  each  year. 
It  may  be  comforting  to  other  municipalities,  that  call  themselves  *  *  struggling  ' ',  to 
know  that  in  the  town  of  Lachute  we  pay  70c.  per  $100.00  on  a  full  valuation  to  main- 
tain our  Academy  and  pay  liberal  monthly  fees  besides,  nor  would  we  be  without  our 
school  for  double  the  rate  of  taxation.  What  people  will  pay  for  they  can  generally 
obtain. 

School  population. — The  census  returns,  as  taken  by  the  secretary-treasurers  for 
the  past  year,  give  a  total  of  4581  school  children  from  5  to  16  years  of  age,  of  which  3667 
were  reported  on  the  school  rolls,  while  the  average  daily  attendance  at  school  was 
2^47  pupils.  This  gives  an  average  daily  percentage  for  the  whole  possible  number  of 
children  of  52%,  and  for  those  actually  enrolled  of  6^%,  That  is  48  pupils  out  of  each 
hundred  were  absent,  on  an  average,  daily,  from  school  during  the  past  year,  or  in 
another  form  914  pupils  did  not  enrol  at  school  during  1900-01.  Of  course,  these  have 
had  some  education,  yet  not  enought  to  be  of  much  value  in  the  calls  of  citizenship. 
Space  will  not  permit  me,  herein,  to  enter  into  the  many  causes  and  suggested  remedies, 
which  I  would  enumerate,  many  of  which  I  have  formerly  given  in  my  annual  reports 
to  the  Department. 

« 

Schoolkouses. — Of  the  132  schools  in  this  field  78  are  in  a  very  satisfa<5lory  condi- 
tion. Of  this  number  25  new  schools  have  been  eredled  during  the  last  9  years,  and  5 
more  are  going  up  for  use  in  September.  These  five  are  in  the  municipalities  of  St. 
Andrews,  Wentworth,  St.  Gabriel,  Shawbridge,  Joliette  and  Outremont.  New  schools 
are  contemplated  in  Harrington  No.  i,  Coteau,  Ste.  Jerusalem,  Ste.  Marthe,  Arundel, 
and  Chatham  No.  2.  There  are,  therefore,  the  5  new  schools  being  eredled  and  the  7 
c-mtem plated  to  be  dedudted  from  the  54  unsatisfactory  buildings  of  last  year,  which 
^\:il  make  90  suitable  schools,  of  which  37  will  be  quite  new  and  modern. 
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In  98  schools  modern  seats  are  provided,  in  a  few  others  suitable  house  made  seats 
obtain,  but  in  about  30  others  the  seats  and  teachers'  desks  are  not  at  all  satisfadlory. 
Good  blackboards  are  now  the  rule  and  most  schools  are  possessed  of  a  fair  supply  of 
maps.  As  far  as  the  teacher  is  concerned  the  schoolrooms  are  clean  and  attradtive  and 
are  made  as  homelike  as  possible  by  extra  decorations.  Most  floors  are  now  scrubbed 
regularly,  many  stoves  and  pipes  are  nicely  polished,  and  nearly  all  windows  are 
provided  with  shades  and  adomed  with  flowers  in  the  autumn  and  spring. 

The  most  urgent  defect  in  the  rural  schools  is  their  imperfect  ventilation.  When 
the  floors  are  not  regularly  scrubbed,  and  the  room  is  only  ventilated  at  intermissions, 
an  hour  and  a  half  must  be  passed  in  the  same  volume  of  atmosphere,  which  is  used 
and  re-used  many  times  during  a  session.  While  scientists  are  seeking  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  human  defectiveness  in  many  ways,  I  am  of  the  opinion,  that  much 
harm  is  being  done  by  the  want  of  fresh  air  in  the  country  schools^ 

There  are  12  schools  in  which  the  air  space  does  not  exceed  80  or  90  cubic  feet  per 
pupil,  little  more  than  that  contained  in  a  common  rough  box  coffin  !  One  of  these 
buildings  18  x  18  x  9  ft.  contains  37  pupils,  of  which  24  girls  were  seated  on  5  benches 
6  feet  long.  How  much  progress  should  be  looked  for  in  such  circumstances  ?  This 
is  my  worst  picture  and  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  these  old  relics  of  pioneer  days 
are  fast  giving  place  to  better  buildings. 

Premises. — In  a  few  places  the  grounds  are  well -cared  for  and  adomed  with  trees 
and  plots  of  flowers.  Seats  are  provided  under  the  trees  for  the  pupils,  and  opportu- 
nities for  several  games  are  afforded.  In  the  great  majority,  however,  the  play  ground 
is  the  most  worthless  corner  in  the  community,  unprotected  and  unadorned  in  any 
manner  whatever.  It  sometimes  seems  a  hopeless  task  to  ever  secure  for  the  pupils 
of  our  schools  their  simplest  rights,  yet  the  tide  is  turning  and  better  times  are  ahead. 

Teaching  staff, — Of  the  teachers  in  the  rural  schools  52  held  diplomas  from  McGill 
Normal  School,  26  model,  the  remainder  holding  Central  Board  diplomas,  excepting 
10  who  were  employed  on  permits.  A  year  ago  there  were  no  permits  in  use  in  this 
inspectorate  and  the  less  such  teachers  are  employed  the  better  for  education.  With 
few  exceptions  the  teachers  have  adhered  to  the  course  of  study  and  outlined  their 
work  by  a  time-table  neatly  framed. 

The  discipline,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  has  been  of  a  high  order  and  only  two  or 
three  cases  of  trouble  have  arisen  during  the  year.  In  this  respect  our  teachers  are 
very  successful. 

I  send  you  as  follows  a  list  of  those  teachers,  who  have  been  most  successful  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  and  I  recommend  them  for  a  share  in  the  bonus  funds.

General, — I  would  that  I  had  space  to  enumerate  the  many  improvements,  large 
and  small,  that  have  taken  place  during  the  past  12  months,  or  are  promised  for  the 
ensuing  year,  but  I  fear  this  report  has  already  grown  too  long  and  I  must  bring  it  to 
a  close.  In  doing  so  permit  me  to  assure  you,  that  much  good  has  been  done  by  the 
'•teachers'  conferences'*,  the  increased  **  supplementary  grants '*  to  poor  munici- 
palities, the  *•  bonuses  to  teachers  "  and  that  the  decision  of  your  Department  to  devote 
the  prize  book  money,  hereafter,  to  the  purchase  of  apparatus  and  to  spend  $2000.  in 
the  purchase  of  a  suitable  dictionary  for  each  public  school  will  be  received  by  the 
people  as  a  practical  and  wise  expenditure  of  the  public  funds.  The  maps  of  the  pro- 
vince, distributed  last  year,  have  been  received  in  most  schools  and  are  very  useful  and 
much  appreciated. 

I  am  of  opinion,  however,  that  there  yet  remains  one  further  object,  which  your 
Department  should  seek  to  accomplish,  an  object  which  it  has  adlually  begun,  namely, 
to  provide  a  '*  Reference  Library  "  for  the  schools  of  each  municipality.  In  my  last 
report  I  urged  the  necessity  of  such  provision  being  made  and  I  would  respectfully 
repeat,  "  that  good  work  is  impossible  until  such  books  of  reference  are  provided." 
The  new  dictionary  this  year  will  make  a  fine  beginning.  Next  we  need  an  encyclo- 
paedia in  each  municipality,  centrally  situated,  so  that  the  teachers  may  consult  it 
whenever  they  desire,  as  outlined  in  my  last  report.  Then  should  follow  books  of 
reference  in  history,  poetry,  geography,  simpler  science,  &c.  I  have  heard  my  teachers 
lament  at  our  conferences  the  fact,  that  they  had  no  books  of  reference  and  with  a  sigh 
exclaim,  "  where  shall  we  get  such  information  ?  '*  My  reply  was,  that  aid  was  likely 
to  come  sooner  or  later  from  the  co-operation  of  your  Department  with  the  school 
boards.  In  the  meantime  each  teacher  must  continue  to  gather  such  information 
wherever  she  can,  like  the  honey  bee. 

City  Schools,  — Hitherto,  I  have  spoken  only  of  rural  schools  and  their  needs,  I 
shall  now  mention  those  of  Montreal,  Westmount  and  St.  Henry.  Compared  w^ith  our 
country  schools  these  are  in  a  most  enviable  position,  yet  even  they  have  needs  peculiar 
to  themselves,  which  are  being  supplied  from  year  to  year.  The  work  in  these  schools 
is  excellent,  yet,  with  competent  supervision,  it  continues  to  improve. 
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The  following  table  may  prove  of  interest.

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I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year  1 900-1 901. 

In  the  26  municipalities  of  my  distridl  of  inspection  there  were  148  schools  under 
control  and  7  independent  schools  in  operation. 

These  155  schools  had  an  attendance  of  5,193  pupils '  and  tne  average"  attendance 
was  70  per  cent. 

Although  the  salaries  paid  to  the  teachers  in  the  various  schools  are  still  xtxy 
small,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  they  have  been  increased  in  several  municipalities.  In 
some  places  the  increase  has  been  10  per  cent. 

A  good  many  teachers  understood  that  in  order  to  attain  success,  they  must  study 
much,  search  by  reading  for  the  thoughts  of  pedagogues  of  the  highest  authority,  as 
well  as  their  advice  and  examples. 

Miss  Mary  King  of  the  municipalit}*  of  Ste.  Agathe  No.  i,  Miss  Antonia  Chan- 
donnet  of  the  municipality  of  Ste.  Em^lie  and  Miss  Belzemire  Lalibert^  of  the  munici- 
pality of  Ste.  Croix  treated  different  pedagogical  subje<?ts  with  much  success  at  the 
conferences  of  last  fall  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that,  next  fall,  their  example  will 
be  followed  by  a  large  number.  I  think  that,  in  order  to  benefit  by  the  teachers'  con- 
ferences, an  active  part  must  be  taken  therein. 

I  hope  that  before  long  teachers'  libraries  will  be  established  in  the  different 
municipalities  of  the  province  of  Quebec  in  which  the  teachers  will  find  the  energy  and 
enlightenment  they  need  to  accomplish  their  numerous  and  important  duties. 

Local  geography  has  been  very  well  taught  in  most  of  the  schools.  This  is 
perhaps  the  subject  in  which  progress  has  been  most  noticeable.  I  have  remarked  in 
many  schools  maps  of  the  county  of  Lotbini^re  or  M^gantjc,  as  well  as  maps  showing: 
the  different  ranges  of  the  parish  where  the  school  was  situated.  These  maps  have 
been  copied  by  the  teachers  from  those  I  drew  mj^self  in  the  course  of  the  conferences. 

School  furniture  and  ventilation  leaves  somewhat  to  be  desired  everj^where.  I 
have  talked  to  the  school  commissioners  on  this  subject  and  next  year  I  shall  give  you 
the  names  of  the  municipalities  where  no  notice  has  been  taken  of  my  remarks.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  state  of  the  schools  in  my  distrid 
of  inspection,  for  the  school  year  1900-1901. 

Although  seriously  ill  during  the  whole  year,  I  have  been  able  to  visit  twelve 
schools  and  examine  the  pupils  attending  them. 

Among  these  twelve  schools,  four  deserve  special  mention.  They  are  firstly,  No  4 
of  St.  Pierre  de  TBtang  du  Nord  ;  secondly,  No  4  of  Aubert ;  thirdly,  No  i  of  St. 
Pierre  de  I'Etang  du  Nord  and  lastly  No  3  of  Aubert. 

These  four  schools  had  an  attendance,  the  first  of  86  pupils,  the  second  of  63,  the 
third  of  100  and  the  last  of  96  pupils,  being  a  total  of  345.  Nevertheless,  it  was  in 
these  overcrowded  schools  that  the  greatest  progress  was  obtained  during  the  year. 

« 

The  teachers  of  these  schools  must  have  worked  very  hard  to  obtain  such  happy 
results. 

The  average  salary  paid  to  school  teachers  in  each  municipality  of  my  district  is 
as  follows  : 

Aubert,  $145.00  ;  House  Harbour,  $142.66  ;  St.  Pierre  de  TEtang  du  Nord,  $138.00. 

Upon  comparing  the  number  of  children  attending  school,  895,  with  the  number 
of  children  of  school  age,  1,474,  I  find  that  there  are  still  579  children  who  do  not  go 
to  school ;  hence,  the  necessity  of  building  additional  school  houses  in  order  to  give 
these  children  the  same  advantages  as  the  other  children  of  my  district,  to  which  they 
are  fully  entitled. 

I  hope  that,  in  a  short  time,  in  House  Harbour  municipality,  we  shall  have  a  model 
school  for  boys  ;  the  need  of  such  a  school,  is  likewise  felt  in  the  other  municipalities 
of  my  district,  but,  as  it  is  wise  to  begin  at  the  beginning,  these  municipalities  should 
first  possess  a  sufl&cient  number  of  elementary  schools. 

The  convent  of  the  sisters  of  I^a  Congregation  N.-D.  at  House  Harbour,  continues, 
as  in  the  past  to  give  a  solid  and  careful  education  to  the  young  girls  of  the  whole  of 
my  distridl.     This  convent  renders  great  service  in  preparing  candidates  for  teaching. 

I  could  not,  during  the  year,  hold  the  teachers*  conferences,  as  the  school  law 
requires.     A  constant  asthma  of  45  years  standing  gives  me  no  respite.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1900-01. 

My  district  of  inspection  comprises  the  counties  of  Megan  tic,  Beauce,  Levis,  Dor- 
chester, Lotbini^re,  Quebec,  Portneuf,  Wolfe,  Quebec  City,  and  the  municipalities  of 
Winslow,  Whitton,  Hampden,  Marston,  Lingwick,  Bury,  and  West  Burjr  in  the  county 
of  Compton. 

In  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties,  I  had  to  travel  more  than  2,000  miles.  The 
travelling  expenses  in  connedlion  therewith  amounted  to  $200.00.  Pedagogical  Con- 
ferences were  held  in  ten  important  centres.  The  topics  discussed  were  school  organiza- 
tion, discipline  and  management,  and  the  best  methods  of  teaching  Canadian  History, 
Scripture  and  Geography.  All  questions  relating  to  school  work  that  were  placed  in 
the  **  Question  Box  **  were  answered  by  your  inspector  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge 
and  ability.     These  meetings  were  attended  by  more  than  90%  of  the  teachers  who 
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manifested  great  interest  in  the  proceedings  and  paid  strict  attention  to  all  that  was 
said  in  relation  to  their  work  in  the  school  room. 

During  the  month  of  October,  in  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  visited  the 
Gasp^  coast  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  Reverend  Inspectors  Kerr  and  Sutherland 
in  this  work. 
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There  are  52  School  Boards  in  my  district ;  29  Boards  of  Trustees,  and  23  Boards 
of  Commissioners.  Of  these,  we  may  classify  42  as  attentive  to  their  duties,  and  10  as 
negligent. 

All  schools  that  were  in  operation  were  visited  during  the  year.  Several  schools 
were  found  closed  either  on  account  of  sickness  or  temporary  absence  of  the  teacher. 

As  a  general  rule,  the  books  of  the  secretary  treasurers  are  well  kept,  though  in 
some  cases  not  in  accordance  with  the  authorized  form.  With  one  or  two  exceptions 
the  books  have  been  audited  yearly. 

The  rate  of  taxation  varies  from  two  mills  to  ten  mills  on  the  dollar.  The 
monthly  fees  are  from  five  cents  to  fifty  cents  per  pupil. 

»About  60%  of  the  schools  are  well  supplied  with  apparatus  for  teaching  purposes. 
Each  year  sees  a  marked  improvement  in  this  line.  I  regret  that  I  cannot  sa^'  as 
much  for  the  school  premises.  In  many  cases  the  school  grounds  receive  but  little 
care  and  attention,  consequently  they  are  not  in  a  proper  condition. 

In  my  distridl,  there  are  125  Protestant  Elementary  Schools,  and  2  High  Schools 
which  I  have  to  visit,  inspe<5t,  and  report  upon.  Ten  schools,  from  divers  causes, 
were  not  in  operation  during  the  year. 

There  were  in  attendance  at  the  117  schools  which  were  in  operation  2498  pupils — 
1288  boys,  and  12 10  girls. 

The  average  attendance  was  6451J.  The  elementary  schools  were  taught  by  127 
teachers,  of  whom  23  were  graduates  of  McGill  Normal  School — 6  model  school  diplo- 
mas and  17  elementary  ;  75  held  diplomas  from  the  Central  Board — viz  :  i  academy; 
14  model  school ;  and  60  elementary  diplomas.  16  were  granted  perfuission  to  teach 
one  term  before  entering  the  Normal  School,  and  13  were  teaching  without  your  per- 
mission, without  diploma  or  certificate  of  any  kind. 

The  subjedls  in  the  Course  of  Study  which  receive  the  least  attention  on  the  part 
of  the  teachers  are  French,  Object  Lessons,  Music  and  Physical  Exercises.  The  other 
subjects  are  well  taught ;  and  the  classification  and  discipline,  as  a  general  rule,  are 
good.     The  teachers  are  doing  their  work  faithfully  and  well. 
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The  bonuses  granted  yearly  to  the  most  successful  teachers  serve  as  a  stimulus  to 
all.  A  spirit  of  friendly  rivalry  is  developed  and  each  teacher  is  desirous  of  doing  the 
best  work  possible  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  the  bonus. 

I  have  classified  the  municipalities  according  to  regulation.

Middling .— Winslow,  Whitton,  St.  Romuald,  St.  Gabriel-West,  Thetford,  Weedon, 
Halifax,  St.  Pierre-Baptist,  Nelson,  West-Bury,  Black-Lake,  West-Frampton,  St.  Ma- 
lachie,  Beauport,  St.  Patricks,  Somerset,  Ditchfield,  St.  Jean-Chrysostome,  St.  Ignace, 
St.  Christine,  Cranboume,  St.  Giles,  Leeds-Bast,  Ste.  Foye. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  five  new  school  houses  have  been  built  during  the 
year,  and  that  many  municipalities  have  improved  the  condition  of  their  school  houses 
by  throwing  out  the  antiquated  wooden  desks  and  providing  modem  desks  and  better 
apparatus. 

The  increased  grant  from  the  Poor  Municipality  Fund  given  upon  recommendation 
of  the  inspector  has  been  extremely  helpful  in  many  instances. 

School  Boards  are  desirous  of  carrying  out  the  suggestions  of  the  inspector  in  order 
that  they  may  receive  a  share  of  this  grant  which  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of 
apparatus,  equipment,  or  to  extend  the  length  of  the  term  ;  consequently,  there  is  a 
marked  activity  in  many  municipalities,  and  as  a  result,  the  schools  are  better  equipped, 
the  teachers  are  in  a  position  to  do  better  work,  the  pupils  make  more  progress,  and 
the  work  of  education  advances. 

On  behalf  of  these  School  Boards  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  this  assistance  which 
has  proved  so  beneficial,  and  at  the  same  time  I  would  thank  you,  on  behalf  of  the 
teachers  who  received  a  bonus  in  recognition  of  their  services  in  the  cause  of  education. 

I  take  this  opportujiity  to  thank  the  School  Boards  that  have  so  promptly  carried 
nto  effcdl  my  recommendations — the  secretary-treasurers  for  the  statistics  and  other 
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information  so  cheerfully  given — the  teachers  who  have  endeavored  to  put  into  practice 
the  hints  and  suggestions  given  at  the  Conferences — the  clergymen,  and  all  others  who 
have  so  kindly  and  efficiently  assisted  me  at  the  public  meetings  in  behalf  of  Education.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  state  of  the  schools  in  my  district 
of  inspection,  for  the  school  year  1 900-1 901. 

As  you  may  have  seen  by  my  bulletins  of  inspection,  the  schools  of  my  district 
are  far  from  being  all  in  a  good  state  ;  the  remarks  I  have  made  in  this  connection  to 
the  school  commissioners  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  have  already  had  an 
effect,  for  the  commissioners  have  told  me  that  they  will  do  their  utmost  to  make  the 
schools  comfortable  in  every  way.  I  also  wrote  in  the  journals  all  the  remarks  you 
instructed  me  to  make.  Like  the  commissioners  whom  I  saw  personally  I  hope  that 
those  to  whom  I  have  written  will*  follow  their  example.  I  require  no  other  proof 
than  that  being  now  shown  by  the  commissioners  of  the  town  of  St.  J^r6me,  who  upon 
my  report,  have  decided  to  enlarge  their  magnificent  college. 

While  I  am  speaking  of  the  north,  permit  me  to  tell  you  that  every  where  an  effort 
is  being  made  to  give  education  td  all  the  children. 

Ste.  Marguerite,  which  had  only  3  schools  in  operation  last  year,  has  now  6,  all 
kept  on  a  fairly  good  footing.  Next  year,  Ste.  Agathe  will  have  a  model  school  for 
boys  only.  This  is  a  roomy  and  very  comfortable  school  and  it  really  is  an  honor  to 
this  progressive  parish.  The  commissioners  have  decided  upon  rebuilding,  within  the 
next  five  years,  all  their  rural  schools,  to  the  number  of  6. 

In  the  county  of  Two  Mountains,  the  building  of  schools  is  generally  being  fairly 
well  done  ;  nevertheless,  the  authorities  are  taking  steps  to  make  it  better. 

I  ought,  however,  to  except  St.  Columban  whose  population  is  too  poor  to  rebuild 
a  suitable  school  house.     There,  the  teacher  is  engaged  by  the  month,  and  after  six 
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months,  often  less,  the  school  is  closed  for  want  of  funds — ^that  is  what  is  most  needed 
there.  This  municipality  may  with  advantage  be  placed  upon  the  list  of  poor  munici- 
palities, for  it  needs  a  supplementary  grant  to  have  a  somewhat  passable  school  open 
for  t«n  months  a  year,  as  everywhere  else.  The  tax  is  nevertheless  one  per  cent  and 
the  ratepayers  cannot  pay  any  more. 

I  h#t>e,  to  have  the  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say,  next  year,  that  throughout  my 
district,  something  has  been  done  to  repair  the  schools  and  furniture,  without  men- 
tioning other  repairs  to  be  made  about  which  I  have  spoken  to  the  commissioners. 

The  number  of  teachers  without  diplomas  is  diminishing  year  by  year  and  so  much 
the  better.  The  commissioners  and  ratepayers  understand  that  their  pockets  and  the 
advancement  of  their  children  are  interested  in  the  engagement  of  qualified  teachers. 

I  have  solemnly  warned  the  teachers  to  return  VEnseiguement  primaire  to  the 
secretary  at  the  end  of  each  year.  After  it  as  been  bound,  the  volume  becomes  the 
property  of  the  school  and  not  of  the  teacher,  as  too  often  occurs  unfortunately. 

If  I  am  satisfied  with  the  general  result  of  the  examination  (nearly  everywhere 
the  same)  I  have  made  the  pupils  of  my  district  undergo,  it  is  due,  in  great  measure, 
to  the  pedagogical  lectures  I  gave  last  year  which  were  attended  by  a  much  larger 
member  of  teachers  (125)  that  in  the  previous  year  (98).  I  hope  that  this  progress 
will  continue  for  the  greater  good  of  primary  instruction. 

At  the  time  of  my  visits  in  1900,  I  found  only  ten  schools  where  the  pupils  had 
exercise  books  ;  this  year  there  are  not  more  than  ten  schools  unprovided  with  them. 

I  carefully  examine  each  of  these  exercise  books  and  in  showing  their  importance, 
I  make  remarks  to  which  several  teachers  pay  g^eat  attention. 

I  have  142  schools  to  inspect  divided  as  follows  : 

Academies 7 

Model  Schools 8 

Elementary  Schools 127 

They  ranked  as  follows  : 

Academies  : — Excellent  5  ;  Very  good  2. 

Model  Schools  : — ^Excellent  6  ;  Fair  2. 

Elementary  Schools  .-—Excellent  11  ;  Very  good  22  ;  Good  47  ;  Fair  28  ;  Inferior  19. 

The  classification  of  pupils  is  generally  good. 

The  teachers  are  satisfied  with  the  way  in  which  their  modest  salary  is  paid. 

The  secretary-treasurers'  accounts  are  well  kept  but  not  all  audited.

Sir, 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1 900-1 901. 

I  have  reason  to  be  satified  with  the  progress  made  in  the  schools  of  my  district 
during  the  year  just  past. 

As  a  rule,  the  new  teachers  seem  to  me  better  prepared  than  in  the  past,  the 
course  of  study  is  more  familiar  to  them,  consequently  the  classification  of  pupils  is 
better  done. 

In  my  visits  to  the  schools,  I  impressed  upon  the  teachers  the  necessity,  if  they 
wished  for  the  advancement  of  the  children  under  their  charge,  of  their  making  their 
tasks  easy  for  the  children,  and  their  stay  in  school  agreeable  and  to  that  end,  making 
instruction  attractive  by  preparing  the  subject  well,  explaining  each  lesson  before 
assigning  it  for  study,  rewarding  them  for  their  intelligent  work  by  amusing  and 
instructive  stories ;  completely  avoiding,  if  possible,  corporal  punishment. 

I  have  likewise  impressed  upon  the  school  boards  the  necessity  of  procuring  a 
suitable  school  room  for  the  pupils,  of  a  size  proportioned  to  their  number,  airy  and 
clean ;  furniture  of  graduated  height  proportioned  to  their  size,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  latest  models. 

I  trust  that  these  remarks,  endorsed  as  they  have  been  by  you,  will  induce  the 
school  commissioners  to  grant  what  I  have  been  asking,  for  a  number  of  years.

Sir, 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  general  state  of  the  schools  of  my 
district  for  the  school  year  1 900-1 901. 

147  schools  were  in  operation  last  year,  distributed  as  follows  :  4  academies,  29 . 
mDdeland  114  elementary  schools;  of  this  number,  9  were  independent,  3  of  which 
were  academies,  4  model  and  2  elementary  schools. 

These  schools  had  an  attendance  of  6,871  pupils,  3,228  boys  and  3,643  girls,  with 
aa  absolute  average  attendance  of  5,193,  that  is  about  75  per  cent. 

In  order  to  give  a  general  idea  of  the  degree  of  progress  made  by  the  pupils, 
attending  the  different  schools,  I  think  I  should  give  the  classification  made  accord- 
ing to  the  official  course  of  study,  which  is  as  follows  :  ist  year  pupils,  2,823  ;  2nd 
year.  1,864;  3rd  year.  1,024;  4th  year,  622  ;  5th  year,  304;  6th  year.  145;  7th  year, 
'^2 :  8th  year,  37.     *  , 

The  teaching  staff  is  composed  of  218  teachers,  69  being  nuns  of  various  orders,  3 
Marist  Brothers  and  146  female  lay  teachers ;  among  the  latter,  one  bas  an  academy 
diploma,  66  model,  67  elementary  school  diplomas  and  12  have  no  diploma. 

Three  new  municipalities  were  formed  last  year,  which  raises  the  number  to  35  ; 
these  are  St.  Alban  (village)  and  St.  I^onard  de  Port  Maurice,  in  the  county  of  Port- 
neuf  and  Trait-Carr6-de-Cl\arlesbourg,  in  the  county  of  Quebec. 

A  house  was  built  in  St  Catherine,  district  No  5,  to  replace  the  old  one  which  had 
become  altogether  unsuitable  for  the  purpose,  and  two  others  were  being  built  last 
June  at  St.  Leonard,  which  will  have  four  schools  in  operation  next  year.  I  should 
also  mention  that  the  Beauport  School  Board  has  had  considerable  repairs  done  to  its 
school  house  in  distridt  No  5,  which  had  become  urgent,  and  which  have  made  of  it 
one  of  the  most  comfortable  and  finest  in  the  municipality. 

I  think  I  ought  to  give  you  a  summary  of  the  work  done  in  my  district  since  my 
appointment  as  school  inspector,  which  dates  chiefly  from  the  last  ten  years  only.  38 
honses  have  been  built,  of  which  7  for  model  and  31  for  elementary  schools  ;  in 
addition  10  others  have  been  repaired. 

In  spite  of  that,  I  have  to  acknowledge  that  there  still  remains  much  to  be  done 
in  thisconne<5tion,  for  most  of  them  leave  much  to  be  desired,  being  generally  cold  and 
Wly  kept.     The  class  rooms  are  usually  too  small  and  badly  aired  and  nearly  always 
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provided  with  furniture  in  bad  condition  and  often  insufficient  in  quantity.  After  that 
it  is  not  very  astonishing  that  there  are  many  children  who  show  great  repugnance 
towards  school  where  they  sufFer  in  every  way,  which  is  well  calculated  to  increase  the 
natural  apathy  they  have  for  study.  Nevertheless,  as  you  must  have  been  convinced 
by  my  previous  reports,  there  are  municipalities  which  know  how  to  make  the  necessary 
sacrifices  both  for  the  improvement  of  the  buildings  and  school  furniture,  and  who 
supply  their  children  with  all  that  is  necessary  to  enable  them  to  follow  the  course  of 
study  with  regard  to  their  degree  of  advancement. 

Everything  is  not  perfedt,  far  from  it,  but  there  is  certainly  progress  and  in  spite 
.of  the  little  that  movement  continues  to  gain,  I  am  fully  convinced  that  in  a  few  years. 
a  great  change  will  take  place  in  many  respe<5ls. 

What  leads  me  to  believe  in  a  happy  result  in  the  future  is  that  the  school  laws 
and  regulations  are  more  respected  and  better  observed  than  in  the  past.  Today  I 
notice  with  pleasure  that  earnest  efforts  are  being  made  to  conform  to  the  law  requiring^ 
teachers  to  be  paid  at  the  end  of  each  month.  In  this  respect,  I  ought  to  remark  to 
you  that  ordinarilj''  it  is  the  richest  municipalities  w^hich  are  the  worst  pay. 

The  average  salary  remained  the  same  as  the  previous  year.  I  ought  to  say,  to 
the  credit  of  those  who  taught  last  year,  that  all,  with  the  exception  of  fifteen,  showed 
great  zeal,  activity  and  devotedness  in  the  fulfilment  of  their  duties.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1 900-1 901. 


I  have,  this  year,  in  my  district  of  inspection  40  municipalities,  18  in  the  county 
of  Shefford,  13  in  Missisquoi  county  and  9  in  Brome.     The  erection  of  St.  Cajetan  de 
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Patton  diminishes  the  number  of  municipalities  in  Brome  county  by  two,  since  three 
municipalities  have  been  united  in  one  to  form  this  new  Roman  Catholic  municipality. 
In  Missisquoi,  the  increase  is  due  to  the  erection  of  the  new  municipality  of  Stan- 
bridge  East,  a  dismemberment  of  the  town  of  Bedford. 

I  have  had  i66  schools  this  year  which  may  be  classified  as  follows  :

The  decrease  is  due  to  the  following  causes :  two  schools  remained  closed  at  Ely- 
South  because  in  one  district  the  school  had  been  condemned  and  in  the  other  there 
were  not  enough  children  ;  a  school  remained  closed  in  each  of  the  municipalities  of 
Ste.  Croix  de  Dunham,  St.  Cajetan  de  Potton,  Roxton,  St.  Fran9ois-Xavier  de 
Shefford,  owing  to  there  not  being  enough  children  :  emigration  to  the  United  States 
was  the  cause  of  this.  On  the  other  hand  a  new  school  was  opened  in  the  parish  of 
Granby. 

As  last  year,  I  held  a  competition  examination  for  the  third  and  fourth  year  pupils 
in  all  the  schools  of  my  district  of  inspection  and  I  am  pleased  to  find  marked  progress. 
Teachers  have  understood  the  spirit,  the  reasons  and  the  advantages  of  this  competi- 
tion better  and  have  prepared  their  pupils  better  for  it ;  classification  was  better  and, 
in  general,  second  year  pupils  were  not  presented  to  me  as  third  year  pupils.  In 
previous  years,  before  the  teachers 'conferences,  it  very  of  ten  happened  that  certain 
teachers,  in  order  to  let  the  parents  see  that  their  children  were  making  rapid  advance- 
ment, put  them  into  a  class  beyond  their  capacity  ;  but  now,  if  they  do  not  wish  to 
rank  very  low  in  the  competition,  classification  must  be  perfect. 

I  had  supposed  that  with  the  system  of  competitions,  the  report  of  which  I  give  at 
the  teachers'  conferences,  I  would  obtain  a  good  and  even  a  very  good  classification  of 
the  pupils. 

As  you  must  have  seen,  I  have  had  159  schools  under  control  to  inspect  this  year : 
the  teaching  in  which  was  done  by  9  male  religious,  16  nuns,  133  female  lay  teachers 
with  diplomas  and  16  without  diplomas  ;  16  assistant  teachers  were  employed  in  addi- 
tion, 4  having  diplomas  and  12  without. 

In  my  distridl  of  inspection  every  year  several  teachers  are  needed  and  unfortuna- 
tely young  girls  of  fifteen,  sixteen  and  seventeen  years  have  to  be  employed  who  do 
not  possess  the  required  capacity :  this  is  the  more  certain  that  in  most  instances 
these  young  girls  are  those  who  have  failed  to  pass  the  examination  before  the  board 
of  examiners. 
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What  can  be  done  to  prevent  this  ?  The  young  teachers  in  Quebec  and  Montreal 
^re  not  willing  to  engage  for  the  small  salary  offered. 

As  long  as  the  teachers  salaries*  are  not  raised  to  a  somewhat  suitable  amount, 
'^^thtr  than  the  salaries  of  servants  and  girls  employed  in  the  fadtories,  progress  in 
^^e  schools  will  not  exceed  a  certain  limit.  True  we  have  several  good  schools,  but 
^ae  majority  are  not  what  they  should  be  ;  they  are  often  classified  as  good  but  this  is 
'Owing  to  certain  special  circumstances. 

The  government  must  therefore  take  the  necessary  steps  to  make  teaching  a  career, 

^  P'X>Iession,so  as  to  retain  all  good  teachers  who  love  education,  who  devote  themselves 

^^y  and  soul  to  it,  and  who  wish  to  give  their  life  to  it,  but  who  are  forced  to  renounce 

^^  t>ecause  they  see  no  future  in  it.     A  special  committee  should  be  appointed  to  study 

^  laws  of  other  countries  governing  this  particular  point  so  as  to  adopt  a  measure 

^^*^,    while  safeguarding  the  rights  of  citizens,  would  improve  the  teachers*  lot.

^Stfep  farther  :  either  fix  a  minimum,  or  have  the  teachers  paid  by  the  government, 

^Vich  would  itself  collect  the  taxes  from  the  ratepayers. 

Of  the  137  teachers  with  diplomas  who  have  taught  this  year  in  my  inspection 
district,  one  has  taught  for  29  years,  one  25  years,  one  24  years,  one  19  years,  one  17, 
•one  16,  two  15,  one  14,  two  13,  six  12,  four  11.  four  10,  ten  9,  nine  8,  four  7,  twelve  (6, 
fi^e  5,  twentj'-three  4,  eighteen  3,  fifteen  2  and  seventeen  for  i  year.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  schools  of  the  counties  of  Chicou- 
timi  and  Iiake  St.  John,  for  the  year  1 900-1901. 

M3'  inspection  district,  this  year,  comprises  38  municipalities,  21  being  in  Lake 
St.  John  and  17  in  Chicoutimi  county. 

During  the  school  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  June  last,  168  schools  of  all  kinds 
were  in  operation  ;  5  remained  closed  :  3  in  Lake  St.  John  and  2  in  Chicoutimi  county. 
Total  of  all  institutions,  173. 

Chicoutimi  County. 

1.  60  elementary  schools  under  control.  Attendance  1,995  pupils  and  average 
attendance  1,201. 

2.  7  model  schools,  having  743  pupils,  with  a  daily  attendance  of  532. 

3.  An  academy  for  girls  or  a  convent  under  the  intelligent  control  of  the  Ladies  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  with  an  attendance  of  150  pupils. 

4.  The  Chicoutimi  seminary,  an  independent  institution,  had  227  pupils  enrolled. 

The  educational  institutions  of  all  kinds  of  the  county  of  Chicoutimi  had  3,115 
pupils  during  the  year  with  an  average  attendance  of  2,069. 

Lake  St.  John  county. 

1.  89  elementary  schools,  with  2,657  pupils  and  an  average  attendance  of  1,718.    * 

2.  8  model  schools  and  the  academy  for  boys  at  Roberval ;  899  pupils  and  daily 
attendance,  662. 

3.  The  academy  of  the  Ursulines  at  Lake  St.  John  had  an  attendance  of  232 
pupils. 

These  various  institutions  of  Lake  St.  John  had  an  attendance  of  3,788  pupils 
with  an  average  of  2,575. 

The  grand  total  of  pupils  of  Lake  St.  John  and  Chicoutimi  was  therefore  6,903 ; 
average  attendance  4,644.  There  was  a  decrease  of  9  pupils  only  upon  last  year,  in 
spite  of  the  suspension  of  work  in  the  shanties  of  St.  Alexis  de  la  Grande  Baie, 
which  forced  a  considerable  number  of  families  to  seek  subsistence  elsewhere.  This, 
which  is  due  to  uncontrollable  circumstances  is  not  alarming  ;  on  the  whole,  there 
has  been  manifest  progress ;  the  number  oigood  schools  increases  yearly  ;  the  teachers 
strive  incessantly  to  improve  their  methods  of  teaching  in  order  to  make  themselves 
equal  to  the  noble  and  useful  mission  of  educating  youth. 
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I  attribute  this  perfecfting  of  the  methods  of  teaching  on  the  part  of  the  teachers 
of  my  inspection  district  to  the  excellent  pedagogical  magazine  *'  VEnseigfiement 
primaire  ",  edited  by  Mr.  C.  J.  Magnan,  to  the  bonuses  awarded  to  the  most  deserving 
teachers  and  to  the  attendance  at  the  teachers'  conferences. 


These  conferences  have  the  good  eflFe<5l  of  establishing  bonds  of  good  will  among 
the  teachers  and  the  exchange  of  the  knowledge  acquired  \iy  the  practice  of  teaching 
in  the  neighboring  localities ;  of  giving  them  a  more  profound  acquaintance  with 
their  duties ;  of  developing  healthy  emulation  limongst  them,  and  of  increasing  the 
amount  of  their  pedagogical  knowledge.  Finally,  the  conferences  produce  an  abun- 
dance of  fruitful  results. 


The  school  appliances  have  been  greatly  improved  in  a  large  number  of  munici- 
palities ;  desks  are  purchased  of  a  more  appropriate  size  and  form  and  modern  seats  in 
conformity  with  the  rules  of  hygiene.  Several  houses  have  been  repaired  ;  even 
St.  Fulgence,  a  small  and  poor  municipality,  has  built  a  pretty  model  school  of  brick 
according  to  the  plans  furnished  by  the  department. 


Progress  continues  to  be  made  in  reading,  arithmetic  and  writing  ;  the  Ahem 
copy-books  have  been  introduced  into  nearly  all  the  schools. 


The  manual  on  agriculture  by  the  Brothers  is  also  in  use  in  all  the  schools  of  my 
inspecflorate  ;  the  children  love  this  work,  as  their  daily  occupations  are  therein  set 
forth  in  a  way  which  is  at  once  both  theoretical  and  pradlical.  The  parents  in  general 
now  better  understand  the  importance  of  instruction  in  this  subjedl. 


Bookkeeping,  this  year,  figures,  in  a  large  number  of  elementary  schools,  thanks 
to  the  lectures  given  on  this  branch  last  year.  I  consider  the  teaching  of  this  subject 
very  useful  ;  in  every  condition  of  life  account  must  be  kept  of  the  revenues  and 
expenses,  of  the  profits  and  loss  ;  tradesmen  and  farmers,  like  merchants  and  workmen, 
require  it  ;  the  little  the  children  will  learn  of  it  in  an  elementary  school  will  be  of 
invaluable  service  to  them  in  life.  ' 


Linear  drawing,  according  to  Smith's  Method,  figures  to  advantage  upon  the 
course  of  study  in  nearly  all  the  schools  ;  the  fourth  year  pupils  do  exercises  in  com- 
position :  letters,  stories  and  descriptions  upon  subjects  within  their  capacity. 

I  have  given  a  subject  in  each  school  for  composition.  There  are  also  daily 
exercise  books  which  helped  me  to  better  calculate  the  advance  made. 
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The  Seminary  at  Chicoutimi  had  an  attendance  of  227  pupils  ;  the  convent  15a 
and  the  four  elementary  schools  of  the  town  of  Chicoutimi  514  pupils.  Few  places  are 
as  well  provided  as  our  town  is  with  regard  to  educational  institutions.  The  commis- 
sioners of  the  town  of  Chicontimi,  who  have  the  advancement  of  the  education  of  their 
children  so  much  at  heart,  have  lately  decided  to  again  entrust  the  instruction  of  the 
boys  to  the  care  of  the  Marist  Brothers. 

The  Seminary  of  Chicoutimi  which,  each  year,  acquires  new  claims  to  the  confi- 
dence of  families,  by  the  complete  instruction  the  pupils  receive  there,  continues  to 
adopt  the  most  modem  improvements  and  to  secure  for  the  pupils  all  the  comfort  to  be 
found  in  the  most  celebrated  institutions  of  the  same  kind. 

The  convent  of  Chicoutimi  is  kept  by  the  Indies  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  who 
edacate  the  young  girls  under  their  charge  with  intelligence  and  great  pains. 

The  academy  for  girls  at  Roberval,  Lake  St.  John,  is  still  entrusted  to  the  Ursuline 
nuns  whose  ability  and  zeal  are  evidenced  by  the  remarkable  success  of  their  pupils. 

The  Protestant  school  of  Chicoutimi  has  been  kept  on  a  good  footing.  The  teacher 
is  the  Reverend  J.  L.  Campbell. 

The  independent  model  school  of  St.  J6r6me,  Lake  St.  John,  taught  for  several 
years  by  Mr.  Charles  P.  Renaud,  numbers  19  pupils,  whose  progress  testifies  to  the 
teacher's  zeal  and  ability. 

The  model  school  of  H^bertville,  Lake  St.  John,  each  year  supplies  excellent 
teachers  who  ably  manage  the  schools  entrusted  to  them.  This  school  is  taught  by 
the  Sceurs  du  St.  Rosaire  of  Rimouski,  who  give  full  satisfaction  wherever  they  go. 

The  other  elementary  and  model  schools  of  my  inspection  district,  with  a  few 
exceptions,  have  made  satisfactory  progress  during  the  year  just  closed.  I  classify 
the  success  obtained  as  follows :  Excellent,  8 :  Very  goody  36 ;  Good,  76  ;  Fair,  30  ; 
Inferior,  15. 

I  should  mention  the  small  remuneration  paid  to  the  teachers  although,  in  the 
parishes  of  Jonqui^res,  Ste.  Anne,  St.  Alphonse,  the  salaries  have  been  raised  to 
|8o.oo  in  the  elementary  schools  ; — and  in  the  parish  of  Chicoutimi,  besides  the  $80.00 
ordinarily  paid,  the  commissioners  have  decided  in  the  future  to  grant  a  reward  of 
$5.00  to  those  making  the  greatest  progress.  I  hope  that  the  salary  will  soon  be 
raised  to  |ioo.oo ; — in  several  model  schools  also  the  salary  has  been  increased. 

The  secretary-treasurers  as  a  rule  keep  their  books  well. 

Permit  me  to  offer  you  my  sincere  congratulations  upon  the  honor  so  worthly 


deserved  which  the  French  government  has  just  conferred  npon  you  by  making  yoi 
officier  de  I' instruction  publique. 

Allow  me  also  to  cordially  thank  you  for  the  mention  you  were  kind  enough  b

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  on  the  inspection  of  the  schools  in  the 
county  of  Saguenay  for  1 900-1 901.  I  have  made  this  report  as  brief  as  possible  in 
accordance  with  your  instructions. 

I  went  this  year  as  far  as  Blanc -Sablon  the  eastern  extremity  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec  and  of  my  district  of  inspection. 
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From  Natashquan  to  Blanc-Sablon  I  found  a  rather  deplorable  state  of  affairs  in 
connection  with  elementary  education  from  the  standpoint  of  the  French  Canadian 
race.  This  section  of  the  population  is  very  sparse  and  poor  and  this  prevents  their 
having  suitable  schools  notwithstanding  the  willingness  of  the  missionary.  Never- 
theless, through  the  aid  of  the  Bishop  of  Chicoutimi,  everything  materially  possible 
has  been  done.  The  zealous  missionary,  Abbi  Gaudreau  has  always  been  accompanied 
by  a  lay  schoolmaster  who  helped  him  to  diffuse  the  elements  of  education  to  a  slight 
extent  amongst  the  Catholics  and  the  same  system  will  be  followed  next  year.  The 
mission  however  covers  a  length  of  three  hundred  miles  and  this  explains  ever>'thing. 

The  English  speaking  fishermen  along  the  coast  are  better  off.  As  they  are  more 
numerous  and  their  church  is  richer,  they  have  sufficient  schools.  As  a  rule  a  j-oung 
clergyman  teaches.  • 

On  the  North  Shore  proper  the  results  are  very  satisfactory.  In  addition  to 
Esquimaux  Point  which  has  a  fine  convent  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  three  of  the 
principal  places  :  Magpie,  Seven  Islands  and  Natashguan,  have  nuns  of  St.  Jean  Berch- 
mans  who  have  met  with  astonishing  success  both  as  regards  morality  and  instruction. 
I  hope  these  good  and  courageous  teachers  will  shortly  have  new  schools  in  various 
places  and  thus  the  trouble  hitherto  experienced  in  procuring  competent  teachers  for 
these  distant  regions  will  be  overcome. 

The  western  part  of  the  county  of  Saguenay  is  now  provided  with  everything 
needed  for  educational  purposes.  I  have  much  pleasure  in  specially  mentioning  the 
inhabitants  of  Tadousac  for  the  zeal  they  have  displayed  in  putting  their  schools  on 
the  best  possible  footing. 

The  municipality  of  Anse  St.  Jean  has  still  too  many  teachers  without  diplomas. 
But,  at  my  last  inspection,  I  noticed  with  pleasure  that  there  were  no  arrears  of  school 
taxes  and  this  enables  the  corporation  to  secure  the  services  of  teachers  with  diplomas.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  to  you  my  first  report  as  inspector  of  schools. 

My  inspectorate  includes  the  Protestant  schools  in  the  western  portion  of  the 
cDunty  of  Bonaventure  extending  from  the  western  border  of  New  Carlisle  to  Matape- 
dia.  The  number  of  schools  is  30  counting  the  model  school  in  New  Richmond  as  2, 
which  it  really  is  having  two  rooms,  two  teachers  and  a  large  attendance. 

The  number  of  municipalities  is  ten,  three  of  which  have  only  one  school  each, 
while  one  has  eleven  schools  counting  the  model  school  as  above. 

The  distance  from  Hamilton  school,  near  New  Carlisle  in  the  east  to  the  upper 
schools  in  Matapedia  and  St.  Laurent,  in  the  west,  is  about  104  miles. 

My  first  duty  of  holding  Educational  Conferences  with  the  teachers  was  turned 
from  being  a  rather  difficult  task  to  begin  with  to  an  enjoyable  exercise  by  the  very 
welcome  and  helpful  visit  of  Inspector  Parker  ;  who  delivered  lectures  and  conducted 
conferences  in  a  way  most  pleasant  and    encouraging   both    to  the  teachers   and 

myself. 

On  account  of  this  task  being  made  so  easy  I  felt  able  to  visit  the  schools  within ' 
my  bounds  in  the  beginning  of  winter  as  well  as  in  the  spring.  The  number  of  schools 
which  I  found  open  at  the  earlier  period  was  21,  of  which  I  inspected  20.  Some  of 
these  were  closed  during  the  winter  and  an  equal  number  opened  so  that  in  the  spring 
the  number  in  operation  was  the  same.  The  number  of  schools  open,  all  or  part  of  the 
school  year,  was  27  and  the  number  of  inspection  visits  42. 

The  number  of  teachers  engaged  in  these  schools  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period 
fas  28.  Of  these  8  had  no  diploma.  The  reason  given  for  the  employing  of  these  was, 
hat  the  schools  could  be  kept  open  only  for  a  part  of  the  year  and  that  teachers  having 
liplomas  were  not  willing  to  engage  for  broken  terms. 

It  seems  to  me  that  grants  from  the  Poor  Municipality  Fund  may,  in  some  cases, 
le  used  to  encourage  weak  districts  to  keep  their  schools  open  for  the  full  term  and  to 
ngage  only  certified  teachers. 

The  teachers  in  a  large  proportion  of  these  schools  expressed  regret,  that  regularity 
>f  attendance  and  continuous  progress,  were  seriously  interfered  with  by  the  prevalence 
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of  measles  among  their  families  for  a  considerable  portion  of  the  year.  Notwithstanding 
this  drawback  it  was  obvious  that  good  work  was  being  done  in  nearly  all  the  schools, 
especially  the  larger  ones. 

I  can  speak  with  much  satisfaction  of  the  high  character  and  other  qualifications 
of  the  young  women  who,  as  teachers,  are  training  our  young  people.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  in  many  districts  the  population  is  not  large  enough  to  make  the  schools 
interesting  and  to  give  the  teachers  full  employment. 

The  usual  salary  with  us,  is  150  or  160  dollars  for  the  school  year.  One  teacher 
receives  as  much  as  305  dollars,  while  those  engaged  for  only  a  part  of  the  year, 
receive  10  or  12  dollars  per  month. 

The  recently  provided  map  of  the  province  of  Quebec  is  now  in  all  our  schools. 

English  grammar  is  always  a  dry  and  difficult  subject  for  young  people  to  study. 

It  should  be  made  as  brief  and  plain  as  possible.     But  the  authors  of  our  school 

grammars  for  some  years  past  seem  to  have  been  vieing  with  each  other  in  making  the 

stuQy  as  complicated  and  bewildering  as  ever  increasing  classifications  and  definitions 

can  make  it.     Let  there  be  a  return  to  simplicity.     Give  us  only  as  many  rules  and 

classes  as  can  be  turned  to  practical  use  by  common  people  in  speaking  and  writing 

common  language.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools  in  my  district  fo 
the  school  year  1 900-1 901. 

It  is  my  duty  to  inform  you  that  I  was  prevented  by  illness  from  visiting  all  thi 
schools  within  my  jurisdiction.  Notwithstanding  the  two  months  leave  of  absence  yoi 
were  good  enough  to  give  me  in  the  months  of  February  and  March,  by  my  physician^ 
advice  I  did  not  resume  my  interrupted  visits  until  the  month  of  May  last. 

The  statistics  of  the  schools  not  visited  which  I  send  you  have  been  taken  from  thi 
reports  sent  me  by  the  teachers. 
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The  number  of  municipalities  in  my  district  is  24,  viz  :  20  in  the  county  of  Beauce  ; 
3  in  Megantic  and  i  in  Dorchester. 

During  the  year  202  schools  of  all  kinds  were  in  operation,  viz  : 

1.  189  subsidized  elementary  schools  under  control ; 

2.  One  independent  non-subsidized  elementary  school  (school  of  L'CEuvre  Patrio- 
iquq  at  Tring  Junction  in  the  parish  of  St.  FrM^ric. 

3.  Five  subsidized  model  schools  under  control. 

4.  Two  independent  model  schools  taught  by  the  Sceurs  de  J^sus-Marie  in  St. 
Francis  and  the  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  St.  George. 

5.  Five  independent  academies  ;  two  for  boys  and  three  for  girls. 

These  various  institutions  were  attended  by  7,705  pupils  with  an  average  attend- 

ncfc  of  5,246.

2.  Model  schools  : — 392  boys,  344  girls  ; 

3.  Academies  : — 247  boys,  332  girls.

I  note  with  pleasure  that  there  is  an  increased  enrolment  of  655  pupils  in  the 
riotts  schools  and  an  increase  of  460  in  the  average  attendance. 

The  number  of  teachers  without  diplomas  is  far  to  great  in  several  municipalities, 
s  commissioners  did  not  open  many  of  their  classes  until  the  end  of  September  or 
m  the  month  of  October,  because  they  were  unable  to  secure  teachers  with  diplomas. 
veral  young  g^rls  who  taught  this  year  presented  themselves  before  the  board  last 
^  and  were  unable  to  obtain  diplomas.     If  they  were  allowed  to  undergo  another 
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•examination  on  the  subjects  in  which  they  failed  they  might  obtain  diplomas.  I 
observed  that  most  of  them  teach  for  one  year  and  present  themselves  only  the 
following  year. 

The  result  of  the  year  is  fairly  satisfactory  on  the  whole.  Instruction  is  more 
practical  in  most  of  the  subjects  of  the  course. 

Several  school  houses  were  built  last  year  in  the  municipalities  of  St.  George. 
St.  Victor,  St.  Elz^ar  and  St.  Th6ophile.  These  houses  are  suitable  and  meet  the 
wants  of  the  districts  in  which  they  are  built. 

The  school  furniture  is  defective  in  many  respects ;  nevertheless,  I  noticed  a  sliglt 
improvement  in  some  municipalities. 

l^' Enseignement  Primaire  which  is  distributed  free  of  charge  to  the  teachers  has 
been  bound  in  four  or  five  municipalities  only,  notwithstanding  the  notices  sentjby  the 
Department  and  myself. 

The  secretary -treasurers  perform  their  duties  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  manner  but 
the  taxes  are  collected  too  slowly,  consequently  the  teachers  are  not  paid  monthly. 

I  trust  that  these  few  remarks  with  the  bulletins  I  have  sent  you  will  suffice  to 
make  you  acquainted  with  the  working  of  the  school  law  in  the  district  which  has 
been  under  my  charge  since  November  1887. 

In  addition  to  the  teachers  who  have  deserved  bonuses  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  naii 
the  following  who  are  deserving  of  special  mention  for  the  success  they  have  obtained 
in  teaching  :  Misses  Rose- Anna  Doyle,  Alvine  Morin,  Anna  Loubier,  Delia  Routhier, 
C^lestine  Gosselin,  Emma  Doyer,  Virginie  Binet,  Victoire  Lalibert^. 

I  conclude  with  a  request  for  a  suppltmentary  grant  to  the  following  munici- 
palities :  Leeds  Bast,  St.  S^v^rin,  St.  Antoine  de  Pontbriand,  St.  G^d^on  de  Marlow, 
St.  Th6ophile,  St.  Zacharie,  St.  Prosper  de  Watford,  St.  Methode  d'Adstock,  Sacr6- 
Coeur  de  Marie  and  St.  Martin.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1 900-1 901  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Instmction. 
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I  have  under  my  care  all  of  the  Protestant  schools  of  the  counties  of  Brome,  Rou- 
ville,  and  Iberville  and  all  of  the  Protestant  schools  of  Missisquoi  county  except  those 
of  St.  Thomas  and  Clarenceville. 

Also  in  the  county  of  Shefford  I  have  the  schools  of  the  Township  of  Shefford  and 
Granby  and  the  parish  of  St.  Alphonse  de  Granby. 

In  the  county  of  St.  Johns  I  have  the  parish  of  St.  Blaise. 

I  have  thus  all  qf  three  counties  and  portions  of  three  others.  In  attending  to  this 
work  including  the  Teachers'  Conferences  I  travel  with  horse  and  conveyance  about 
three  thousand  miles.    In  which  my  expenses  are  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

During  the  year,  I  held  12  Teachers'  Conferences  beside  one  in  Clarenceville  in 
union  with  Inspector  McGregor.  Mr.  Lindley  H.  Bennet  MacDonald,  director  of 
Manual  Training  assisted  at  12  institutes. 

Considering  the  unfavorable  weather  in  which  some  of  these  institutes  were  held 
the  attendance  was  very  good  and  the  interest  manifested  very  satisfactory. 

The  subjects  taken  up  by  me  were  Arithmetic,  English  Grammar,  Composition, 
moral  Instruction  and  school  management.  Mr.  Bennett  gave  lectures  on  Manual 
training. 

During  the  year  I  have  made  visits  to  all  of  the  schools  of  my  inspectorate,  though 
12  of  those  in  operation  during  the  year  were  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  This  was 
due  to  lack  of  conformity  to  the  School  year.  I  have  now  only  two  municipalities 
which  fail  to  conform  to  the  school  year. 

I  found  125  schools  in  operation  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  To  some  of  the  12  tem- 
porarily closed  I  went  twice  but  failed  to  find  them  open  at  either  time. 

In  addition  to  the  137  in  operation  during  the  year  there  are  17  more  school 
districts,  not  yet  abolished,  some  of  which  may  soon  reopen  ;  and  a  few  of  those  open 
during  the  year  may  also  be  closed  next  year  through  lack  of  pupils. 

I  have  27  School  Boards  in  which  13  may  be  reported  as  attentive  and  14  more 
or  less  negligent. 

At  only  one  Teachers'  Institute  was  the  local  Board  unrepresented. 

In  16  municipalities  some  official  visits  have  been  made  by  some  member  or 
members  of  the  School  Board. 

In  1 1  municipalities  no  such  visits  have  been  attempted.

The  books  of  23  municipalities  have  been  regularly  audited. 

In  case  of  two  no  audit  has  been  made.     And  of  the  remaining  two  one  has  not 
been  audited  for  three  years  and  the  other  is  audited  by  the  Trustees  themselves. 

Two  Secretary-Treasurers  have  no  surety-bond. 

In  my  inspectorate  the  n\inimum  rate  of  taxation  is  one  mill  on  the  dollar  of 
valuation,  and  the  maximum  is  five  mills.     The  average  is  three  mills. 

In  two  municipalities  where  the  rate  is  high  the  boards  have  neglected  to  levy 
any  monthly  school  fees  ;  but  consider  all  provided  for  in  the  general  tax. 

The  minimum  monthly  fee  charged  is  5  cents  and  the  maximum  is  40  cents.  The 
general  average  is  15  cents. 

An  encouraging  improvement  has  been  made  in  many  localities  in  relation  to 
school  furniture,  apparatus  and  the  keeping  of  the  premises. 

In  the  137  schools  in  my  territory  in  operation  there  were  2,575  pupils  enrolled 
with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  1,643.  Hence  the  percentage  of  daily  attendance 
to  the  total  number  enrolled  is  nearly  64.  Of  the  teachers  employed,  3  holding 
diplomas  taught  in  2  schools  each,  the  terms  being  short.  Hence  they  are  twice 
entered. 

Model  School  Diplomas,  15  ;  Elementary,  98.  i  had  a  Permit,  23  taught  without 
any  **  Permit  "  and  of  these  10  were  employed  by  one  municipality. 

Of  those  who  hold  diplomas  9  had  taken  them  from  the  old  Board  before  1887. 
Si  were  taken  from  the  Central  Board  and  23  from  the  McGill  Normal  School.  Gene- 
rally, the  discipline  in  the  schools,  is  good.  The  premises  are  better  kept  and  the 
saccess  attained  is  encouraging.  The  Government  bonuses  have  had  a  stimulating 
effect  upon  those  engaged  in  teaching. 

The  honor  is  much  prized  as  well  as  the  financial  aid. 

The  general  classification  has  not  changed  much  since  last  year  except  in  the  case 
of  Brome  Township  which  has  earned  a  higher  place  in  thepist  than  that  attained  last 
year. 

The  Brome  Board  has  passed  a  resolution  raising  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  in 
each  of  their  20  schools  two  dollars  a  month  for  the  next  year. 

Dictionaries  are  much  needed  in  many  schools  in  my  inspectorate.  A  few  years 
ago  the  Honorable  Sydney  A.  Fisher  supplied  dictionaries  to  all  the  schools  of  Brome 
county  in  which  efforts  were  put  forth  towards  improvement  of  the  school  buildings 
and  grounds.     During  the  past  year  some  schools  in  poor  localities  have  been  supplied 
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with  dictionaries  and  maps  through  the  aid  given  from  the  Poor  Municipality  Fund. 
The  increased  grants  from  this  source  have  been  of  gieat  advantage  to  the  struggling 
municipalities. 

One  municipality  has  a  property  valuation  of  only  $12,000  and  it  is  estimated  that 
the  total  real  estate  could  not  be  sold  for  as  much  as  the  valuation.  The  soil  is  light 
and  not  very  productive.  For  such  necessitous  cases  the  increase  in  the  Poor  Munici- 
pality  Fund  is  a  very  g^reat  benefit. 

In  Brome  county  there  is  no  municipality  drawing  from  this  Fund.  During  the 
year  there  have  been  (in  Brome  county)  3  more  schools  in  operation  than  in  the  previous 
year.  There  are  now  7 1 .  In  Missisquoi  county  there  is  one  more  making  39.  The 
number  of  pupils  attending  school  in  Missisquoi  county  has  increased,  as  they  now 
number  683  instead  of  556  as  in  the  previous  year.  Several  Boards  are  actively  consi- 
dering the  question  of  consolidation  of  the  schools  and  conveying  pupils  to  a  central 
school.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  my  thirty-second  annual  report  on  the  state  of 
education  in  my  district  of  inspection  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1901. 

I  have  already  forwarded  to  your  department  a  report  of  each  particular  school 
and  as  these  new  bulletins  require  us  to  furnish  much  more  information  than  was 
contained  in  the  old  forms,  there  remains  little  to  be  added  in  this  report. 

My  district  as  usual  comprises  seventeen  municipalities.  Nine  in  the  county  of 
Stanstead  and  eight  in  the  county  of  Compton. 

I  have  not  included  in  this  number  the  incorporated  towns  or  villages  where 
there  are  no  elementary  schools  separate  from  the  superior  schools,  such  as  Magog 
Beebe-Plain,  Cookshire,  Sawyerville  and  Compton.  I  report  one  elementary  schoo 
in  Coaticook.  This  is  now  a  fairly  good  school.  The  building  has  this  year  been 
extensively  repaired  so  as  to  be  somewhat  in  keeping  with  the  excellent  new  academ? 
that  is  at  present  being  built  in  the  town. 
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There  is  also  an  Elementary  School  within  the  limits  of  the  village  of  Waterville. 
This  school  is  situated  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  Model  School  and  has  a  very 
small  attendance. 

There  appears  to  be  an  increased  tendency  for  pupils  to  leave  the  Elementary 
Schools  at  an  earlier  age  than  formerly  for  the  purpose  of  attending  the  Model  Schools 
and  academies. 

The  cause  of  this  movement  is  not  the  inefficiency  of  the  Elementary  Schools  so 
mnch  as  the  inducements  held  out  by  Superior  Schools  to  get  as  large  an  attendance 
as  possible.  This  fact,  however,  accounts  to  some  extent  at  least  for  the  decreased 
attendance  at  our  Elementary  Schools,  a  decrease  which  is  very  noticeable  from  year 
to  vear. 

Teachers'  Conferences  were  held  in  the  larger  municipalities  with  the  exception 
of  Compton  and  Eaton.  The  meetings  at  these  places  had  to  be  abandoned  owing  to 
the  bad  condition  of  the  roads  at  the  time  appointed.  It  is  my  intention  to  hold  those 
conferences  at  an  earlier  date  this  year  so  as  to  avoid  snow  storms. 

I  had  very  much  pleasure  in  destributing  bonuses  last  year  to  the  following 
teachers  for  marked  success  in  their  work. 

I  may  say  that  those  bonuses  are  very  much  appreciated  by  the  teachers  who 
receive  them  and  trust  thev  will  be  continued. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  successful  teachers  :  Misses  Avyette  Bryant,  Apple 
<^rove,  Eva-B.  Andrews,  Sand-Hill  ;  Annie  LeBaron,  Ayer's  Flat,  Katie  McCutcheon, 
Compton  ;  Florence  Hopkins,  Coaticook  ;  Cora  Percival,  Sawyerville  ;  Maiy  Bailey, 
New-Mexico  ;  Mary  Andrews,  Hereford  ;  Edith  Longfellow,  Flanders  ;  Mr.  W3mian 
Davis,  Heatbton  ;  Misses  Eva  Planche,  Newport  ;  Sadie  Little,  Stanstead  ;  Georgia 
Wheeler,  Ives  ;  Ida  Davis,  Ayer's  Flat  :  Alice  Fuller,  North-Hatley  ;  Cora  Rowell, 
Compton. 

The  supplementary  grants  given  to  poor  municipalities  have  been  thankfully 
received  and  have  been  expended  as  recommended.  The  school  commissioners  and 
ratepayers  as  well  realise  that  these  grants  are  not  given  to  lighten  taxation  but  to 
assist  in  procuring  the  most  essential  requisites  for  our  schools. 

As  a  result,  in  the  municipalities  where  this  grant  has  been  paid,  the  schools  are 
now  well  supplied  with  maps,  globes,  charts,  &c.,  that  for  a  long  time  had  been  much 
needed. 

Judging  from  the  results  to  be  seen  in  my  district  I  tbink  the  amount  set  apart  as 
a  supplementary  grant  to  poor  municipalities  has  been  well  spent. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  custom  (at  one  time  so  prevalent)  of  holding 
summer  schools  has  almost  entirely  been  abandoned. 

The  rule  in  all  the  larger  municipalities  is  for  the  schools  to  open  in  September 
and  remain  closed  during  the  months  of  July  and  August. 
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The  plan  of  centralizing  schools  has  been  discussed  by  several  Boards  of  School 
Commissioners,  but  owing  to  vigorous  opposition  from  ratepayers  affected  by  such  a 
change  nothing  has  yet  been  accomplished. 

It  is  very,  desirable,  however  that  this  method  should  be  adopted  in  many  parts  oi 
my  district. 

The  following  is  a  classification  of  the  municipalities  according  to  Reg.  13  of  the 
Protestant  Committee  based  on  the  following  points. 

I.  The  length  and  arrangement  of  the  school  year.  2.  The  condition  of  school 
houses,  closets  and  grounds.  3.  The  supply  of  apparatus,  black  boards,  authorized 
school,  journals,  etc.  4.  The  use  of  the  Course  of  study.  5.  The  use  of  a  uniform  series 
of  authorized  text  books.  6.  The  salaries  of  teachers  and  the  method  of  payment. 

Excellent : — Dixville,  Rock  Island. 

Good  :  —  Coaticook,  Slanstead  Plain,  Hatley,  Eaton,  Newport,  East  Clifton, 
Clifton,  Waterville,  Stanstead,  Bamston,  Compton. 

Pair  : — Magog,  Hereford  (diss),  Barford  (diss),  Auckland. 

I  have  not  forwarded  any  statistical  table  this  year  as  I  understand  the  statistics 
are  to  be  compiled  from  the  bulletins  forwarded  by  the  inspectors.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  upon  the  schools  of  my  district  of 
inspection  for  the  year  1900-1901. 

Progress  in  general  is  very  good,  save  a  few  exceptions.  This  progress  is  clearly 
recognized  to  be  due  to  the  teachers*  conferences,  VEnseignement  primaire  and  the 
bonuses. 

Most  of  the  teachers  have  profited  by  the  good  advice  given  at  the  conferences 
which  are  greatly  approved  of,  I  repeat  it  again  this  year,  by  the  clergy  in  general 
and  the  ratepayers.  I  greatly  encourage  the  presence  at  these  lectures  of  the  young 
girls  preparing  for  diplomas  ;  it  is  a  preparation  for  teaching. 

1^^ Enseis^nement  primaire^  which  the  teachers  use  every  day,  renders  them 
immense  service  by  repeating  the  lectures  which  have  been  explained  to  them,  and 
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by  giving  several  chosen  and  appropriate  tasks  for  children  of  different  capacity. 
Thus,  arithmetic  and  grammar  are  better  reasoned  ont  and  understood  than  in  the 
past ;  geography  and  history  are  taught  in  a  more  intelligent  and  more  practical  man- 
ner than  a  few  years  ago. 

^pThe  bonuses,  by  the  emulation  they  create  among  the  teachers,  contribute  greatly 
to  the  good  results  noticed  in  the  schools  where  there  are  teachers  whose  heart  is  in 
their  calling. 

In  the  districts  where  the  parents  take  their  children  away  immediately  after  firs 
communion,  where  the  children  hardly  attend  school  and  where  the  parents  do  not 
sapply  the  necessaries,  progrees  is,  it  can  be  well  understood,  slower  and  even  leaves 
much  to  be  desired. 

The  commissioners  of  several  municipalities  display  much  zeal  and  devotedness  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties.  Nevertheless,  there  $u%  some  who  still  neglect  to 
hold  the  examinations  required  by  law.  After  the  recommendations  I  have  made 
to  them  this  year,  I  hope  that  they  will  be  more  punctual  in  the  future. 

The  parish  priests  alwa3rs  visit  their  schools  with  the  greatest  regularity.  Most 
of  them  make  a  duty  of  accompanying  the  commissioners  at  the  examination  at  the 
end  of  the  year  ;  by  this  means,  they  render  immense  service  to  the  cause  of  public 
instmi^ion.  The  preparation  for  this  examination  which  stimulates  the  teachers  also 
is  of  great  use  to  the  children. 

The  superior  schools  are  always  on  a  good  footing,  specially  our  three  academies. 
The  convents  under  the  direction  of  the  Sisters  of  La  Congregation  de  Notre  Dame  and 
the  Sisters  of  Charity,  are  highly  appreciated  by  families  and  the  friends  of  education. 
The  pupils,  after  distinguishing  themselves  by  their  application,  work  and  good 
condndt,  obtain  good  results  in  the  examination  for  teachers*  diplomas.  Several 
teachers  also  prepare  young  girls  for  diplomas  who  successfully  undergo  their  exam- 
ination before  the  Central  Board.  ' 

I  found  with  regret  that,  in  several  school  houses,  cleanliness  leaves  much  to  be 
desired ;  to  preserve  the  health  of  children  and  teachers,  the  school  commissioners 
onght  to  keep  the  school  houses  in  a  cleaner  and  healthier  condition. 

The  school  furniture  is  not  improving  quickly  either  ;  there  is  some  neglect  in  this 
respect,  a  little  more  could  be  done  in  several  localities.  I  hope  that  the  remarks  I 
have  made  on  this  subject  will  be  effective. 

Several  municipalities  cannot  maintain  all  their  schools  without  the  supple- 
mentary grant  to  poor  municipalities.  I  specially  recommend  the  following  :  Calli^res, 
DeSalles,  St.  Placide.  Petite  Riviere,  St.  Hilarion,  St.  Urbain,  He  aux  Coudres,  St. 
Sim^n  and  St.  PidMe.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  schools  of  my  distri<!t  for  the  year 
1900-1901. 

If  it  be  taken  into  consideration  that  I  have  already  forwarded  you  a  bulletin  of 
over  eight  pages,  upon  each  of  my  schools,  the  usefulness  of  this  report  becomes  some- 
what problematic.    I  shall  therefore  make  only  a  few  remarks  : 
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City  op  Quebec  Schools. 

The  schools  taught  by  the  Brothers  of  the  Christian  Schools,  by  the  Brothers  of 
Saint  Vincent  de  Paul,  the  Marist  Brothers,  for  bo}^,  and  by  the  reverend  Sisters  of 
Charity,  of  the  Congregation  and  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  for  girls,  are  on  a  very  good 

footing. 

In  these  institutions,  it  is  sought  not  merely  to  adorn  the  intelledl  with  necessary 
and  agreeable  knowledge,  but  in  addition,  to  instil  good  sentiments,  and  to  give 
to  the  will  that  energy  which  is  indispensable  for  the  maintenance  of  courage  in  the 
struggles  of  life  ;  the  children 's  minds  and  souls  are  constantly  considered.  To  attain 
this  end,  no  work  seems  too  hard  for  them,  and  their  zeal  is  ever  increasing,  instead  of 
diminishing  ;  this  is  the  impression  that  my  visits  during  the  year  have  given  me.  I 
am  happy  to  bear  public  testimony  in  favor  of  these  persons,  who  are  distinguished  by 
their  persistent  zeal,  by  their  humility  and  other  virtues. 

Most  of  the  buildings  in  which  our  religious  communities  teach  are  very  good  ; 
nevertheless,  as  the  number  of  pupils  has  increased  very  rapidly,  some  of  the  institu- 
tions cannot  provide  comfortable  accommodation  for  the  pupils  attending  them. 

At  the  present  time,  the  building  which  seems  to  me  to  be  most  in  need  of  enlarge- 
ment is  that  occupied  by  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  on  St.  John  Street.  In  the  class 
rooms,  there  are  one  hundred  and  ten  and  a  hundred  and  twelve  pupils  ;  this  is  far 
too  many,  and  I  hope  that  there  will  be  an  improvement  before  long. 

Besides  the  schools  I  have  just  spoken  of,  there  are  still,  in  the  city  of  Quebec, 
several  elementary  schools  which  are  in  a  pitiable  condition. — In  a  special  report,  last 
year,  I  informed  you  of  the  state  of  these  schools.  I  have  not  the  pleasure  of  reporting 
that  there  has  been  any  improvement.  , 

I  can  classify  the  following  schools  as  fair  :  those  on  Marie  de  1  Incarnation  street, 
47  Carillon  street, J378  St.  John  street,  St.  Luc,  Kirouac,  Sauvageau  and  Colomb  streets, 
290  Richardson  street ;  but  the  following  are  in  an  intolerable  condition  :  238  Hermine 
street,  64  Latourelle  street,  57  Richardson  street,  32  St.  Patrick  street,  3  d'Artigny 
street,  and  a  few  others  which  are  hardly  any  better. 

Without  a  doubt,  the  health  of  the  children  is  greatly  exposed  in  these  schools, 
and  it  seems  to  me  impossible  to  grant  any  further  delay  for  making  the  changes 
which  are  most  urgently  needed. 

Two  religious  communities  have  taught  in  the  country  schools  of  my  district :  the 
S«urs  du  St.  Cceur  de  Marie,  in  St.  Roch  North,  and  the  Soeurs  du  St.  Rosaire,  in 
Stt.  Anne  de  Beaupr^  ;  they  give  great  satisfaction. 

Many  female  lay  teachers  display  great  zeal  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and 
you  will  find  Jthe  note  given  in  each  instance,  in  my  bulletins  ;  but  as  this  note  is 
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given  with  other  notes  upon  the  school  appliances,  as  required  by  article  15,  only  those 
who  see  the  bulletin  can  know  the  value  of  the  appliances  and  that  of  the  teacher.  For 
instance,  I  suppose  the  appliances  get  the  note  i,  that  is  to  say  bad,  and  the  teacher 
the  note  9,  the  average  will  be  5,  which  corresponds  to  inferior  ;  taking  the  other  way, 
we  would  have  9  for  the  appliances  and  i  for  success  obtained  in  teaching,  the  average 
would  again  be  5.  This  system  should  be  changed,  for  it  does  not  do  justice  ;  perhaps  it 
would  be  better  to  separate  what  the  commissioners  are  responsible  for  from  what  lies 
with  the  teacher. 

Most  of  the  secretary -treasurers  only  keep  an  assessment  roll  and  a  cash  book ; 
these  books  are  well  kept. 

Needless  to  say  that  the  sal«iries  are  exceedingly  low  and  in  certain  municipalities 
there  is  still  a  tendency  to  go  lower.  Thus  at  St.  Pierre,  Island  of  Orleans,  Miss 
Marie  Rousseau,  a  talented  and  very  zealous  teacher  who  taught  the  model  school, 
was  dismissed  and  replaced  by  another  who  asked  $10.00  less ;  Miss  Rousseau  was 
paid  only  $150.00. 

In  general,  we  have  intelligent  teachers  who  do  not  hesitate  to  sacrifice  their 
health  for  a  cause,  which  is  a  very  grand  one  no  doubt,  but  the  insignificant  remune- 
ration of  which  will  not  allow  them  to  continue  long  in  the  career.  Again,  it  is 
alarming  to  see  how  numerous  is  the  class  of  those  who,  after  a  few  years  of  teaching, 
ask  for  a  few  dollars  from  the  pension  fund  for  the  remainder  of  their  existence. 

In  1899  alone,  40  new  pensions  were  granted,  and  at  the  present  time  there  are 
576  pensioners  whose  pensions  amount  together  to  $41,553.00. 

In  spite  of  everything,  the  general  result  may  be  said  to  be  satisfactory  enough, 
but  we  have  not  succeeded  and  shall  never  succeed, — without  better  pay,  to  enable  us 
to  retain  teachers  of  real  merit  in  the  profession, — in  training  that  virile  and  strong 
generation,  so  well  described  by  the  poet :  **  To  be  a  man,  is  not  to  be  twenty  five, 
thirty  or  forty  years  of  age,  to  be  strong  and  tall,  to  wear  a  beard  and  moustache ; 
it  is  not  even  to  be  married,  the  father  of  a  family,  to  be  a  land-owner,  to  have  a 
profession,  a  calling,  to  be  engaged  in  business,  or  a  trade,  to  pay  taxes  and  vote  at 
the  elections.     Oh  no  !    To  be  a  man  is  much  more  than  that :  it  is  to  be  somebody,'' 

"To  be  somebody,  that  is,  to  be  of  some  use  in  the  surroundings  in  which 
Providence  has  placed  us ;  in  the  eyes  of  God  firstly,  and  then  before  men. 

"  To  be  somebody,  is  to  comnland  others,  by  example  still  more  than  by  deeds, 
but  above  all,  it  is  to  be  able  to  command  onesself. 

* '  A  man,  is  a  conscience,  a  proud  conscience,  following  a  straight  path,  bending 
before  no  other  master  but  duty.

To  be  a  man  is  to  love  God  and  country ;  to  be  useful  to  all  within  one's  power ; 
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to  be  straightforward  in  speech  ;  to  hold  the  property  of  others  as  sacred ;  to  have 
a  love  for  work,  to  be  enthusiastic  in  a  great  cause,  to  love  the  beautiful  and  good  in 
all  its  forms  or  formulas/' 

How  can  we  hope  to  attain  this  fine  ideal  in  the  present  state  of  affairs  ? 

No  important  change  having  taken  place,  last  year's  classification  remains  the 
same.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Jacques-Cartier  Normal  School  for  the 
year  1900-1901. 

The  weight  of  the  responsibility  for  the  year  ended  the  30th  June  last,  did  not  lie 
with  me.  In  fact,  the  school  year  was  pracftically  finished  on  the  15th  May.  At  that 
date  death  put  a  stop  to  the  long  and  fruitful  labors  of  the  lamented  Abbi  Verreau  ; 
and  a  few  days  after  that  mournful  event,  I  was  temporarily  appointed  to  superintend 
the  school. 

I  cannot,  therefore,  present  a  report  as  complete  as  you  might  wish  for. 

You  do  not  expect  of  me  either,  an  appreciation  of  the  characfter  of  the  eminent 
man  who  has  been  taken  from  us.  This  ought  to  be  left  for  the  next  report,  when  his 
successor  will  be  officially  appointed. 

It  also  seems  to  me  premature  to  speak  of  the  valuable  articles  which  the  Normal 
school  will  no  doubt  inherit,  by  the  will  of  its  deceased  principal. 

The  examinations  at  the  close  of  the  year  have  been  generally  very  satisfactory, 
especially  in  the  normal  school  for  girls. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  older  professors  of  the  normal  school,  particularly  to 
Mr.  J.  O.  Cassegrain,  for  the  eminent  services  they  have  rendered  in  the  difficult 
circumstances  in  which  I  was  placed. 

Last  year,  two  classes  were  opened  in  the  Normal  school  for  girls  :  the  academy 
class  and  a  class  for  English  pupils  belonging  to  different  grades.  In  consequence,, 
the  teachers  were  increased  by  two  nuns. 

A  hundred  and  thirteen  pupils  were  admitted  to  the  classes,  namely  : 

60  male  pupil  teachers  ; 
53  female  pupil  teachers. 

The  department  of  male  pupil  teachers  was  divided  as  follows  : 

7  in  the  academy  course. 

9  in  the  model  course. 
17  in  the  elementary  course, 
27  in  the  preparatory  class, 
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Of  this  number  21  have  received  diplomas  : 

2  for  academy ; 

9  for  model  school ; 
10  elementary  school. 

The  department  of  female  pupil  teachers  was  divided  as  follows  : 

3  in  the  academy  course  ; 
18  in  the  model  course  ; 

27  in  the  elementary  course  ; 
5  in  the  preparatory  class. 

Of  this  number  41  obtained  diplomas  : 

3  for  academy  ; 
15  for  model  school ; 

23  for  elementary  school. 

In  all,  62  obtained  diplomas  : 

5  for  academy ; 

24  for  model  school ; 

33  for  elementary  school. 

The  model  schools  annexed  had  an  attendance  of  256  children,  150  boys,  106  girls. 

The  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  school  has  thus  a£Forded  instruction  to  369  pupils. 

More  than  one  half  of  the  pupil  teachers  who  obtained  their  diplomas  in  the  month 
-of  June  are  now  teaching.  The  demands  for  teachers  were  so  numerous  at  the  end  of 
the  year  that  10  with  diplomas  who  had  not  yet  taught  obtained  emplo3rment. 

It  may  thus  be  hoped  that  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  in  spite  of  the  trial  through 
which  it  has  passed  owing  to  the  death  of  him  who  had  been  its  director  since  1857, 
will  again  see  prosperous  days.

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HcGILL  NOBKAL  SCHOOL 

Sir, 

During  the  forty-fifth  annttal  session  of  the  McGill  Normal  School,  one  hundred 
and  thirty-two  teachers-in-training  were  admitted  by  the  Central  Board  of  Examiners 
to  the  several  courses  of  the  McGill  Normal  School,  five  being  men,  and  one  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  women.  Of  these,  nine  were  enrolled  in  the  Academy  Class,  forty- 
seven  in  the  Model  School  Class,  two  in  the  Kindergarten  Class  and  forty-six  in  the 
Advanced  Elementary  Class.  The  remaining  twenty-eight  entered  at  the  close  of  the 
Christmas  vacation  for  the  four  months'  course  of  training  now  provided  for  such 
persons  as  pass  the  second  grade  academy  examinations  of  the  province,  and  are 
deemed  qualified  in  non-professional  subjects  to  undertake  the  exacting  duties  of 
elementary  school  teachers. 

For  the  examination  of  these  teachers-in-training  between  fifty  and  sixty  exami- 
nation papers  were  prepared  under  the  supervision  of  the  Central  Board  of  Examiners, 
aggregating  about  five  hundred  and  fifty  questions,  to  which  over  eighteen  thousand 
answers  were  furnished  by  our  students.  These  answers  were  read  and  valued  by  the 
staff  of  the  Normal  School,  and  reported  to  the  Central  Board  together  with  at  least  six 
independent  reports  on  the  ability  of  each  teacher-in -training  to  control  classes  of 
children  and  to  impart  to  them  instruction.  The  Central  Board  of  Examiners  having 
canvassed  these  returns  at  three  anxious  sessions  and  discussed  the  record  of  each 
teacher,  presented  to  you  for  diplomas  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  persons  whom 
we  must  henceforth  designate  trained  teachers.  Eleven  academy  diplomas,  forty-one 
model  school  diplomas,  two  kindergarten  diplomas,  forty-two  advanced  elementary 
diplomas,  and  thirty -one  elementary  diplomas  constitute  the  total  named,  one  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  diplomas. 

Including  the  diplomas  this  year  conferred,  the  McGill  Normal  School  since  its 
inauguration  in  1857  has  issued  three  thousand  four  hundred  and  six  diplomas,  three 
hundred  and  fifteen  being  academy  diplomas,  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine  model,  eighteen  kindergarten,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-five 
advanced  elementary  and  ninety-nine  elementary  diplomas.  These  diplomas  have 
been  distributed  among  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy-three  persons. 

This  year  We  add  one  hundred  persons  to  the  ranks  of  qualified  Protestant 
teachers.  These  are  not  enough  to  supply  the  vacancies  that  occur.  The  teachers 
employed  in  the  Protestant  elementary  schools,  model  schools  and  academies  are  in 
round  numbers  one  thousand  four  hundred.  If  teachers  engaged  in  teaching  as  a  life 
work,  it  might  be  hoped  that  on  the  average  each  teacher  would  serve  for  fourteen 
years.  But  our  teachers  do  not  look  forward  to  life  consecration  to  this  high  service 
of  training  boys  and  girls  into  capable  and  trusty  men  and  women,  The  average 
woman,  beginning  to  teach  at  twenty  years  of  age,  hopes  before  she  is  twenty-five  to 
cease  teaching  the  children  of  other  women  ;  and  the  average  man  who  begins  to 
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teach  does  so  only  as  a  stepping  stone  by  which  he  intends  to  pass  on  to  something- 
more  remunerative  and  better  esteemed  than  the  work  of  education.  To  the  best  of 
my  knowledge  and  belief  the  average  official  life  of  the  trained  teacher  in  this  province 
does  not  exceed  the  half  of  fourteen  years.  If  this  be  true, — other  conditions  of 
educational  service  remaining  unchanged, — this  Normal  School  should  furnish  annu- 
ally two  hundred  teachers  to  supply  the  vacancies  due  to  the  triple  effect  of  death, 
marriage  and  diversion  to  other  employments. 

• 

But  must  present  conditions  of  educational  service  continue  ?     Exclusive  of  the 
cities  of  Montreal  and  Quebec  there  are  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four  elementarj*  Pro- 
testant schools  in  this  province,  the  daily  average  attendance  is  twenty  thousand  and 
forty-nine  pupils,  barely  sixteen  pupils  per  school.     In  twenty-two  counties  of  the 
sixty-five  counties  reported  in  the  Report  of  Public  Instruction  for  last  year,  the  cities 
of  Montreal,  Quebec  and  Three  Rivers  are  here  omitted,  in  twenty -two  counties  there 
are  no  Protestant  elementary  schools.     In  fourteen  of  the  remaining  counties  the 
average  daily  attendance  in  each  Protestant  school  does  not  reach  thirteen  pupils  ;  in 
seven  of  them  it  does  not  reach  ten.  Remembering  that  these  averages  are  the  averages 
of  all  the  Protestant  schools  of  the  counties  referred  to,  we  may  be  sure  that  very  many 
schools  are  kept  open  only  by  extreme  sacrifices  on  the  part  of  the  people,  who  are 
determined  that  their  children  shall  be  educated.     How^  can  they  afford  to  pay  the 
salaries  of  trained  teachers  ?     There  must  be  concentration  of  schools.     Provision  has 
been  made  by  recent  legislation  for  the  daily  conversance  of  pupils  to  school  from 
distances  too  great  for  them  to  walk.     This  provision  should  be  used  to  the  utmost  for 
the  suppression  of  weak,  struggling  schools  by  uniting  them  with-  others.     Some  of 
the  weakest  of  these  schools,  however,  are  entirely  isolated  from  other  schools  of  the 
same  faith.     The  provision  just  described  cannot  avail  for  them.     In  their  cases,  had  I 
the  power,  I  would  keep  such  schools  open  but  for  a  fraction  of  the  year,  under  skilful 
teachers  who  should  move  from  school  to  school,  as  might  be  best ;  for  every  educa- 
tionist knows  that  three  months'  instruction  in  the  year  by  a  competent  teacher  is  far 
more  effective,  both  for  the  imparting  of  knowledge  and  for  the  development  of  power, 
than  twelve  months*  listless,  contradictory  and  confusing  ministration  by  an  incompe- 
tent pretender.     I  should  set  each  such  teacher  free  from  the  exactions  of  a  provincial 
course,  free  to  teach  the  four  essentials  ;  speaking,  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic. 
So  would  I  open  the  gates  of  the  temple  of  knowledge  to  these  scattered  pupils  ;  I 
would  unfold  the  priceless  treasures  of  books ;  and  then  I  would  entrust  them  and 
their  share  of  the  destiny  of  our  common  country  to  the  providential  mercies  of  Him 
who  has  wrought  into  every  human  soul  a  divine  thirst  for  knowledge  and  an  insatiable 
craving  for  achievement.     If  such  concentration  of  Protestant  schools  were  effected, 
the  anticipated  growth  of  the  Normal  School  might  be  expected  to  supply  a  sufficient 
number  of  trained  teachers  to  meet  the  demand. 

I  refer  to  these  points  because  we  are  at  a  momentous  crisis  in  our  Protestant 
education  in  this  province.     I  do  not  utter  all  my  thought.     I  shall  be  content  if  I 
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help  to  awaken  public  anxiety,  thoughtful  consideration  of  our  educational  position 
and  earnest  and  united  eflFort  wisely  directed  to  win  success  in  adverse  circumstances. 
The  number  of  Protestant  teachers  tends  to  diminution;  We  must  arrest  this  tendency, 
and  we  must  see  that  those  who  continue  to  serve  shall  become  more  efficient  and  shall 
be  more  efficiently  employed. 

Two  movements  in  education  in  this  province  are  very  significant ;  in  relation  to 
the  supply  of  Protestant  teachers  they  are  of  antagonistic  tendency.  First,  the  Prot- 
estant Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  has  asked  the  government  of 
the  province,  out  of  the  amount  devoted  to  Protestant  education  from  the  sum  placed 
for  educational  purposes  at  the  diredl  disposal  of  the  government,  to  appropriate  in 
bursaries  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  annually  to  encourage  students  to  enter  the 
elementary  class  of  the  Normal  School.  At  the  present  moment  bursaries  are  available 
to  aid  teachers  who  have  taken  Model  School  diplomas,  Kindergarten  diplomas,  and 
Advanced  Elementary  diplomas ;  but  there  are  none  for  those  who  take  Elementary 
diplomas.     I  hope  that  the  government  will  be  able  to  accede  to  this  request. 

Secondly,  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  has 
decided  to  introduce  an  additional  year  in  the  curriculum  of  the  superior  schools. 
This  additional  year  is  not  superposed  upon  the  course  as  it  has  been,  it  is  interposed 
at  the  junction  of  the  model  school  and  academy  courses.  The  effect  on  candidates 
for  admission  to  the  Normal  School  will  be  to  postpone  their  entrance  for  a  year.  I 
confess  that  in  view  of  the  scant  supply  of  teachers  I  view  this  new  departure  with 
grave  apprehension.  The  eflPect  on  the  Normal  School,  I  fear,  will  be  a  diminution  of 
the  number  of  teachers-in -training :  the  effect  on  Protestant  education  in  the  province 
will  be  a  serious  falling  off  in  the  supply  of  teachers  immediately  available.  Before 
1898  the  Model  Schools  of  the  province  prepared  pupils  to  enter  the  Normal  School ; 
such  persons  as  presented  certificates  of  having  passed  the  third  grade  Model  exami- 
nation were  admitted  to  the  lowest  class  of  the  Normal  School  without  further  exami> 
nation.  The  regulations  passed  March  1898  provided  that  all  candidates  for  admission 
to  the  Normal  School  must  have  passed  the  second  grade  academy  examination.  The 
regulation  just  passed  refuses  admission  to  the  Normal  School  until  an  examination 
equivalent  to  that  of  the  former  third  grade  academy  has  been  taken.  I  fear  our 
schools  are  not  ready  for  this  change.  Too  many  obstacles  bar  the  way  that  leads 
from  the  scholar's  bench  to  the  teacher's  desk. 

Another  grave  problem  which  causes  me  much  anxiety,  is  the  abandonment  of 
teaching  by  men.  No  one  can  appreciate  more  highly  than  I  the  services  rendered  to 
education  by  women  ;  but  among  the  lessons  that  I  have  learned  in  my  fifty-three 
years  of  teaching  is  this  that  boys  and  girls  differ  widely  in  their  relation  to  education, 
and  that  men  no  less  than  women,  cultured  men  no  less  than  refined  women,  are 
needed  as  teachers. 
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In  closing  it  is  my  duty— a  pleasant  duty — ^to  express  my  thanks  to  those  under 
whom  I  serve  ;  to  yourself  as  the  official  head  of  our  educational  system  and  the  donor ' 
of  a  gold  medal  and  a  prize  in  books  ;  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  ;  to  the 
Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  ;  to  the  Normal  School 
Committee  and  to  its  Chairman,  Principal  Peterson,  for  their  considerate  guidance  and 
hearty  support ;  to  the  Protestant  School  Commissioners  of  this  City  for  many 
courtesies  and  for  substantial  aid  ;  to  those  who  from  outside  our  staff  have  helped  us, 
especially  ministers  of  the  gospel,  the  Venerable  Archdeacon  Evans,  the  Reverend 
James  Fleck  and  the  Reverend  David  Winter  who  have  every  week  ministered  spiri- 
tually as  well  as  intellectually  to  our  teachers-in-training,  and  to  Mr.  Parmelee, 
English  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  not  only  for  the  valuable 
prize  he  annually  bestows,  but  for  the  course  of  lectures  on  School  Law  which  he  has 
delivered  during  the  past  year.*  I  heartily  thank  my  colleagues  of  the  teaching  staff 
for  their  loyalty  to  the  interests  of  the  Nor^nal  School,  and  the  teachers-in-training  for 
that  good  conduct  and  application  to  duty  which  have  much  lightened  the  burdens  of. 
administration. 

To  the  munificence  of  Sir  William  C.  Macdonald  we  owe  the  establishment  of  a 
centre  of  manual  training  in  this  institution  during  the  past  year.  One  of  the  most 
interesting  fundlions  of  the  year  was  the  formal  inauguration  of  the  classes  in  handi- 
craft by  their  Excellencies  the  Governor  General  and  Lady  Minto  who  most  courteously 
received  our  acknowledgements  of  the  honour  done  us,  and  expressed  their  satisfaction 
at  the  institution  of  a  course  of  training  in  sloyd  and  in  wood-carving  participated  in 
by  boys  and  girls  of  the  Model  Schools,  by  some  teachers-in-training  and  by  many 
teachers  of  the  City  schools.  It  is  a  very  pleasant  duty  to  acknowledge  publicly  our 
great  indebtedness  to  Professor  Robertson,  the  eminently  able  diredlor  of  the  work  of 
manual  training  under  the  Sir  William  C.  Macdonald  endowment,  and  to  bear  witness 
to  the  skill  of  the  instructors  in  this  subject  Mr.  Johansson  and  Mr.  Gyton. 

Not  only  in  wood-working  and  modelling  have  new  classes  been  opened  in  the 
Normal  School  during  the  past  year,  but  in  cooking,  sewing  and  the  cutting  out  of 
garments.  Instru<ftion  in  physics  has  also  been  provided  with  excellent  results  under 
the  guidance  of  Dr.  Barnes.  I  should  also  here  report  that  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  Dr.  Reid  has  been  happily  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Williams  as 
instructor  in  P  hysiology  and  Hygiene. 

The  thanks  of  the  united  Normal  School,  both  instructors  and  teachers-in-training 
are  tendered  to  the  government  of  the  province  for  the  improved  appearance  of  the 
building  and  grounds,  and  for  the  substitution  of  iron  pillarn  in  the  assembly  hall  for 
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the  wooden  pillars  that  were  beginning  to  show  signs  of  collapse  tinder  the  weight  of 
the  roof.  It  shall  be  our  constant  aim  to  justify  by  diligent  and  wise  endeavour  the 
confidence  reposed  in  us.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  ray  report  on  the  condition  and  working  of  I^val 
Nonnal  School  during  the  year  1900-1901. 

We  had  300  pupils  divided  as  follows : 

75  female  pupil  teachers  and  160  girls  attending  the  annexed  school ;  30  male 
pupil  teachers  and  35  boys  attending  the  annexed  school. 

Seventy  one  female  pupil  teachers  obtained  diplomas :  51  model  and  20  elementary 

school. 

* 

Seventeen  male  pupil  teachers  obtained  diplomas  :  13  model  and  4  elementary 
school 

This  small  proportion  of  male  pupil  teachers  with  diplomas  is  due  to  the  late  date 
of  re-opening  the  classes,  which  occurred  in  January  only. 

Were  it  not  for  persistent  work  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  and  additional  labor  on 
the  pait  of  the  professors,  the  number  of  fortunate  ones  would  have  been  much 

smaller. 

I  have  therefore  but  praise  to  award  to  the  pupils  for  their  conduct  and  to  the 
professors  for  their  zeal. 

Moreover  the  jmre  country  air  and  the  exercise  which  the  pupils  can  take  on  the 
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fine  property  acquired  by  the  Government  for  the  Normal  School,  have  kept  the  pupils 
in  good  health  notwithstanding  their  hard  work  and  a  marked  diminution  in  their 
holidays. 

The  Government  is  good  enough  to  continue  its  favors  by  having  an  annex 
built  this  year  which  will  be  sufficient  to  lodge  fifty  boarders.  This  building,  which 
will  be  finished  in  September  next,  will  be  entirely  devoted  to  the  daily  exercises  of 
tbe  pupil  teachers.  I  am  happy  to  seize  this  opportunity,  to  express  the  sincere 
gratitude  of  Laval  Normal  School  to  the  Provincial  Government.

The  issue  and  sale  of  debentures  to  the  amount  of  $100,000.00  authorized  by  the  act  63 
Victoria  chapter  99 ; 

The  building  of  the  Meilleur  school  in  the  parish  of  St.  Eus^be  ; 

The  building  of  the  Chauveau  school  in  the  parish  of  St.  Qabriel ; 

The  repairing  and  enlarging  of  the  Ste.  Marie  School ; 

MEILLEUR  SCHOOL. 

This  is  a  handsome  three  story  stone  building  erected  on  a  lot  115  x  215  feet,  on  the 
comer  of  FuUum  and  Amity  street  in  the  parish  of  St.  Eus^be.  It  contains  11  spacious 
class-rooms,  perfectly  lighted  and  ventilated,  capable  of  containing  600  pupils  ;  the  base- 
ment is  a  laige  room  which  will  be  used  as  a  play-room  for  the  pupils  and  for  the  distri- 
bution of  prizes. 

It  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Frbres  du  Saeri-CoBur, 

CHAUVEAU  SCHOOL. 

This  school  is  being  built  at  the  comer  of  Manufacturs'  and  Laprairie  streets  on  a 
lot  150  X  192  feet  in  the  parish  of  St.  Gabriel,  Point  St.  Charles.  The  school  building  \b 
82  X  58  feet,  the  basement  is  of  stone  and  two  upper  storeys  of  brick  ;  in  the  basement  are 
a  play-room,  the  keeper's  lodgings  and  the  heating  apparatus.  The  class-rooms  provide 
the  space  and  light  required  by  the  laws  of  hygiene  and  are  capable  of  containing  500 
pupils. 

As  this  school  it  an  annex  of  the  St.  Gabriel  School  it  will  be  under  the  direction 
of  the  Brothers  of  the  Christian  Schools. 

ST.  MAEY'S  SCHOOL. 

This  school  on  the  comer  of  Craig  and  Visitation  streets  was  enlarged  and  the  interior 
made  over  again  ;  it  now  contains  9  classes  on  two  fiats  which  can  contain  400  pupils. 

This  school  is  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  P.  J.  Leitch,  principal  and  of  lay-professon. 
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A  glance  at  the  following  financial  statement  will  show  that  on  the  80th  June  last, 
there  remained  in  the  bank  a  sum  of  $31,454^9,  applicable  to  capital  for  the  completion  of 
the  Chauveau  school,  and  its  furniture,  as  well  as  the  furniture  of  Meilleur  school,  and  a 
portion  of  the  Montcalm  and  St.  Mary's  schools. 

The  balance  $25,214.80  applicable  to  revenue  is  made  up  the  reimbursement  of  the 
advance  made  to  capital  and  of  the  excess  of  receipts  over  expenditure  during  the  year 

1899-1900. 

By  comparing  the  receipts  and  expenditure  for  the  year  ending  80th  June  1901  we 

find : 

Keceipts $283,210.55 

Expenditure 228,098.19 

Leaving  a  real  surplus  of. $  5,112.34 

of  ordinary  receipts  over  ordinary  expenditure  for  the  year  1900-1901. 

The  sale  of  the  debentures  realized  the  sum  of  $104,500  which  was  expended  as  shown 
in  the  capital  account  below.

AUTUMN  SESSION  1900. 


SUHng  of  the  12th.  September  1900 
(Forenoon.) 

Present :  Honorable  Gr^d^on  Ouimet,  Chairman  pro  tem. ;  the  Archbishops  of  Ottawa 
and  Montreal ;  the  Bishops  of  Rimouski,  Sherbrooke,  Three  Rivers,  Druzipara,  representing 
the  Bishop  of  St.  Hyacinthe,  Tubuna,  representing^;  the  Bishop  of  Nicolet,  J.  C.  K.  La- 
i^amme,  representing  the  Bishop  of  Pembroke ;  Honorable  Judge  F.  Langelier ;  The  Hono- 
rable Messrs  H.  Archambault  and  J.  £.  Robidoux,  Messrs  P.  S.  Murphy  and  M.  T. 
Steoson. 

Moved  by  the  Archbishop  of  Ottawa,  seconded  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Langelier,  that 
the  Honorable  Mr.  Ouimet  do  take  the  chair. 

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  de  Cazes,  Mr.  J.  N.  Miller  was  instructed  to  act  as  secretary  at 
this  session  of  the  Committee. 

The  Order-in-council  was  read  appointing  the  Honorable  J.  E.  Robidoux  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  in  the  place  of  the  late  Doctor  J.  L.  Leprohon. 

Letters  were  read  from  the  Bishops  of  St.  Hyacinthe,  Pembroke,  and  Nicolet  appoint- 
ing delegates  for  this  session  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee : 

The  Bishop  of  St.  Hyacinthe  appointing  the  coadjutor  Bishop  of  Druzipara  ; 

The  Bishop  of  Pembroke,  appointing  Mgr.  J.  C.  K.  Laflamme ;  the  Bishop  of  Nicolet 
appointing  the  coadjutor  Bishop  of  Tubuna. 

The  minutes  of  last  session  were  adopted. 

The  Archbishop  of  Montreal,  seconded  by  the  Honorable  H.  Archambault,  moved  and 
it  was  resolved : 

"  That  this  committee  express  their  sincere  regret  at  the  loss  they  have  experienced 
tnrough  the  death  of  Doctor  Leprohon,  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  for 
several  years,  and  who,  under  every  circumstance,  showed  so  great  devotion  to  the 
cause  of  education." 

The  suh-committee  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion on  class-books,  after  holding  a  special  sitting  on  the  8th  August  1900'  to  examine  a 
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work  entitled  :  "  Mon  premier  livre,"  edited  by  Messrs.  G.  J.  Mftgnan  and  J.  Ahem,  for 
the  government  of  the  Proyinoe  of  Quebec,  at  which  were  present  -.  Mgr.  Blais,  in  the 
chair,  Mgr.  Emard,  Honorable  Messrs.  F.  Langelier  and  G^dton  Ouimet,  reported  as 
follows : 

"  The  sub-committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  book  intituled :  *'  Mon  premier  livre/^ 
prepared  by  Messrs.  Magnan  and  Ahem,  is  worthy  of  being  recommended  to  the  approval 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee,  as  well  as  the  few  changes  suggested  by  the  sub-com- 
mittee and  agreed  to  by  the  authors/' 

(Signed)         "  f  Andri^  Albert, 

"  Bi^op  of  St.  Grermain  de  Rimouski." 

The  report  was  adopted,  but  the  Committee  drew  the  Government's  attention  to  the 
fact  that  several  of  the  engravings  of  the  book  should  be  improved,  replaced  or  removed. 

The  sub-committee  on  class-books  presented  the  following  report  of  its  sitting  of  the 
11th  September  1900,  ^at  which  were  present :  Mgr  Blais,  chairman ;  Honorable  Messrs  F. 
Langelier  and  6.  Ouimetand  Mr.  P.  S.  Murphy  : 

1.  "  This  sub-committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  "  Canadian  Catholic  Reading 
Books,''  submitted  for  their  approval,  are  excellent  books  but  they  are  not  superior  to 
those  upon  the  same  subject  already  approved  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee,  and 
which  are  still  on  the  list  of  books  approved  by  it. 

"  For  this  reason,  the  sub-committee  do.  not  deem  advisable  to  recommend  their 
approval." 

2.  "  The  members  of  the  sub-committee  competent  to  appreciate  a  book  upon 
law  are  of  opinion  that  Mr.  Bernard's  *'  Manuel  de  Droit  commercial  "  is  worthy  of  the 
praise  bestowed  upon  it  by  the  jurisconsults  who  have  examined  it,  but  as  law  is  not 
included  among  the  subjects  to  be  taught  in  the  schools  under  the  control  of  ih%  Roman 
Catholic  Committee,  this  sub-committee  cannot  recommend  its  approval." 

This  report  was  adopted. 

As  the  sub-committee  upon  the  question  of  instruction  in  pedagogics  for  teachers  were 
not  prepared  to  make  a  complete  report  at  this  session  of  the  Committee,  they  asked  for 
authorization  to  meet,again  as  soon  they  could  get  the  additional  supplementary  information 
required.  This  request  was  granted,  and  Mr.  Stenson  was  asked  to  fix  a  date  at  which 
the  sub-committee  would  meet  again. 

The  following  report  of  the  sub-committee  on  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the 
inspectorship  of  Roman  Catholic  schools,  was  read  and  adopted. 

Seventeenth  meeting  of  the  committee  on  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  ins. 
pectorship  of  Roman  Catholic  Schools,  held  at  Laval  Normal  School,  on  the  29th,  30th  and 
31  St  August  1900. 

Present :  Abbi  Verreau,  Abbi  Rouleau,  Messrs.  F.  X.  Drouin  and  John  Abem.  Mr. 
Paul  de  Cazes,  secretary. 
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Id  the  absence  of  the  chairman,  Abbi  Verreau  wad  called  to  the  chair.

On  their  general  knowledge  of  the  English  language,  the  candidates  obtained  the 
following  notes :  Mr.  Z.  Baulne,  satisfactory  ;  A.  Boivip,  satisfactary  ;  L.  Legault,  very 
satidfactory  ;  H.  Nansot,  satisfactory,  and  J.  P.  Thibault,  very  satisfactory. 

In  this  examination  Messrs.  Z.  Baulne,  H.  Nansot  and  J.  P.  Thibault  fulfilled  the 
reqairements  of  article  12  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the 
Council  of  Public  Instruction  to  entitle  them  to  the  office  of  school  inspector. 

As  for  Messrs.  A.  Boivin  and  L.  Legault  they  are  not  entitled  to  such  position  having 
obtained  notes  inferior  to  5 ;  the  former  in  composition,  pedagogics  and  arithmetic ;  and 
the  latter,  in  composition  and  pedagogics. 

Abb^  Verreau,  seconded  by  Mr.  John  Ahem  moved  : 

"  That  as  it  is  necessary  that  the  examinations  should  be  carefully  conducted  ; 

"  Be  it  resolved  that  the  examiners  shall  meet  on  the  day  previous  to  the  examination, 
to  choose  and  discuss  the  questions,  provided  that  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  do 
authorize  the  i^ecessary  outlay. 

''  That  wb«reas  the  candidates  undergo  only  two  written  trials  in  English,  and  as  this 
examinatkm  caaanot  show  thai  the  'candidates  are  capable  of  inspecting  exclusively  English 
ediools; 
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"  It  be  resolved :  1.  To  have  the  same  the  candidates  applying  for  it  undergo  a  special 
examination  by  sending  them  the  papers  concerning  the  same ; 

2.  To  mention  such  special  qualification  in  the  certificate  granted  to  the  candidates." 

At  the  request  of  the  Koman  Catholic  Central  Board  of  Examiners,  it  was  resolved, 
upon  motion  of  Honorable  Mr.  Langelier,  seconded  by  Mgr.  Laflamme : 

l.'^That  article  31  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of 
Public  Instruction  be  amended  by  replacing  the  words :  "  without  extra  payment  **  at  the 
end  of  the  said  article,  by  the  following  :  "  upon  payment  to  the  secretary  of  one  dollar  if 
he  presents  himself  again  for  the  examination  for  an  elementary  school  diploma ;  of  one 
dollar  and  a  half  if  he  presents  himself  again  for  the  examination  for  a  model  school  diplcnia 
and  of  two  dollars  if  he  presents  himself  again  for  the  examination  for  an  academy  diploma ; '' 

2.  "  Tliat  article  56  of  the  said  Regulations  be  replaced  by  the  following  : ''  If  the  candi- 
date be  not  admitted  at  the  first  trial,  he  may  present  himself  at  the  next  examination  on 
payment  of  one  dollar  for  an  elementary  diploma,  one  dollar  and  a  half  for  a  model  school 
diploma  and  two  dollars  for  an  academy  diploma ;  but  the  sum  paid  shall  not  be  returned 
to  him  in  any  event." 

The  Committee  do  not  think  they  should  change  the  programme  for  the  elementary 
school  diploma  with  respect  to  bookkeeping. 

Sitting  of  the  12th  September  1900. 
(Afternoon). 

Present:  Honorable  6.  Ouimet,  chairman  pro  tern;  the  Archbishops  of  Ottawa  and 
Montreal;  the  Bishops  of  Rimouski,  Chicoutimi,  Valley  field,  Sherbrooke,  Three  Rivers, 
Druzipara  and  Tubuna ;  Mgr.  J.  C.  K.  Laflamme ;  Honorable  Messrs  F.  Langelier  and  H. 
Archambault ;  Messrs  P.  S.  Murphy,  H.  R.  Gray,  M.  T.  Stenson  and  L.  Gouin. 

The  report  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Central  Board  of  Examiners,  and  a  letter  from  Mgr. 
Laflamme,  chairman  of  the  same,  respecting  the  remuneration  to  be  granted  to  members 
of  such  board  for  their  work,  having  been  read,  on  motion  of  Honorable  Mr.  Langelier, 
seconded  by  Mgi.  Laflamme,  it  was  resolved:  ''That  the  committee  recommend  the 
payment,  out  of  the  unexpended  funds  appropriated  to  Roman  Catholics,  the  deficit  of 
three  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  ($375.00)  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Central  Board  of  Examiners  and  pray  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  autho- 
rize the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to  pay  the  said  bum  out  of  the  said 
funds." 

A  letter  was  read  by  which  Mr.  Ludger  Lucier  tendered  his  resignation   as  school 
inspector  and  at  the  same  time  asked  for  a  bonus  equal  to  six  months'  salary. 

The  Archbishop  of  Rimouski  moved,  seconded  by  the  Bishop  of  Druzipara,  and  it  was 
resolved : 
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"  That,  considering  the  services  rendered  to  the  cause  of  Public  Instruction  by  Mr. 
Lucier,  as  school  inspector  for  thirty-four  yeairs  and  a  half  in  the  district  of  inspection  of 
the  county  of  Bonaventurei  with  great  labour  and  numerous  difficulties  caused  by  the  dis- 
taoces  to  be  overcome  and  the  roads  to  by  travelled  over,  his  application  for  a  bonus  equal 
to  six  months  salary,  beginning  from  the  1st  of  September  instant,  be  recommended  to  the 
Honorable  Executive  Council  of  the  Province  by  the  members  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction." 

The  Committee  approved  the  list  of  teachers  submitted  by  the  school  inspectors  for  the 
bonuses  awarded  by  the  Government. 

The  corporation  of  the  Montreal  Polytechnic  school  having  asked  that  a  special  per- 
manent grant  of  two  thousand  dollars  be  made  to  it  by  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  it 
was  resolved  :  That  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  would  with  pleasure  grant  the  request  of 
the  Polytechnic  School  if  the  funds  at  its  disposal  allowed  it  to  do  so,  for  they  consider  this 
^hool  a  national  institution  which  should  be  kept  up  at  any  price,  but  they  regret  their 
inability  to  do  so  because  the  funds  have  already  been  completely  exhausted  by  the  grants 
to  institutions  and  schools  of  superior  education. 

At  the  request  of  the  principal  of  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School,  the  committee 
recommended  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council ;  1.  That  the  reverend  Sisters  St. 
Exup^re  and  St.  Mildred  be  appointed  teachers  in  the  Montreal  Normal  school  for  girls,  the 
former  for  the  academy  class,  and  the  latter  to  teach  Englibh  ; 

2.  That  Mr.  Zephirin  Baulne,  teacher  at  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School,  be 
appointed  a  regular  professor  in  such  institution,  with  the  salary  he  at  present  receives. 

Sef  ing  the  provisions  of  article  76  of  the  School  Law,  the  committee  did  not  deem 
advisable  to  take  into  consideration  the  application  of  Inspectors  Chabot  and  Dubeau  for 
an  increase  of  salary. 

The  committee  authorized  the  following  educational  institutions  to  assume  the  title  of 
academy  :  the  Victoriaville  Model  School  for  boys,  in  the  county  ot  Arthabaska ;  St.  Jean 
TEvangeliste  Model  School,  Centre  street,  Montreal;  Roberval  Model  School  for  boys, 
county  of  Lake  St.  John  and  Cap  St.  Ignace  convent,  in  the  county  of  Montmagny.  The 
title  of  model  school  was  also  granted  to  the  schools  of  the  East  and  South  Wards  of  the 
city  of  Sherbrooke,  to  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  school  at  St.  Hyacinthe,  to  school  No.  1  of 
St.  F^Iicien,  Lake  St.  John  county. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the  arrears  of  grants  kept  back  from  the  school 
municipality  of  Ste.  Germaine  du  Lac  Etchemin,  Dorchester  county,  be  paid  to  it,  less  ten 
per  cent  on  the  amount  of  the  pame. 

The  committee  not  having  any  funds  at  their  disposal  for  the  construction  of  school 
hooJBes  could  not  grant  the  petition  of  the  commissioners  of  Milles  Vaches. 

The  committee  commenced  the  distribution  of  the  Superior  Education  Fund.

R.  Gray,  M.  P.  Stenson,  Alphbnse  Pelletier. 

The  committee  continued  the  distribution  of  the  Superior  Education  Fund. 

After  discussion,  Honorable  Mr.  Chapais,  seconded  by  the  Archbishop  of  Quebec, 
moved : 

"  That  the  report  of  Ste.. Anne's  College  having  been  laid  before  this  committee  and 
been  deemed  satisfactory,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  forty  six  dollars  and  twenty  five 
cents  ($846.25),  the  amount  of  the  ordinary  grant,  be  awarded  to  such  institution  for  the 
year  1699-1900. 

This  motion  was  adopted,  Honorable  Judge  Langeli^r  dissenting. 

Mr.  L.  Gouin  moved,  seconded  by  Honorable  Mr.  Archambault : 

'^  That  this  committee  recommend  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to  pay 
the  school  commisbioners  of  the  municipality  of  Ste.  Genevieve  No.  1,  Jacques-Cart ier 
county,  the  grant  of  $43.84  towards  the  model  school  for  boys  of  that  municipality  for  the 
school  year  1898-1899,  provided  that  such  municipality  send  a  copy  of  the  report  that  the 
secretary-treasurer  of  the  said  municipality  says  he  sent  to  the  Superintendent  at  the  time 
required  by  Law." 

This  motion  was  adopted,  Honorable  Mr.  Langelier  dissenting. 

Sitting  of  the  IZth  September  1900. 
(Afternoon). 

Present : — Honorable  Mr.  Ouimet,  chairman  pro  tem,  the  Archbishops  of  Quebec  and 
Montreal :  the  Bishops  of  Rimouski,  Chicoutimi,  Valleyfield,  Sherbrooke,  Three  Rivers, 
Druzipara  and  Tubuna;  Mgr  J.  C.  K.  Laflamme,  Honorable  Messrs.  F.  Langelier,  H. 
Archambault,  llis.  Chapais,  J.  '£.  Robidoux  L.  Gouin,  and  Messrs.  P.  S.  Murphy,  H.  R. 
Gray,  and  Alphonse  Pelletier. 

The  committee  completed  the  distribution  of  the  Superior  Education  Fund,  and  so  as 
not  to  exceed  the  amount  placed  at  their  disposal,  they  authorized  the  Superintendent  to 
make  a  proportionate  reduction  upon  the  grants  exceeding  $25.00  which  had  just  been  made 
to  institutions  of  superior  education. 

The  attention  of  the  committee  having  been  drawn  to  the  neglect  of  school  ins- 
pectors',Molleur  and  Demers  to  carry  out  their  duties,  they  recommended  to  the  Superin- 
tendent to  inform  the  Government  of  the  same. 

The  committee  distributed  the  Poor  Municipalities*  Fund  then  recommended  that 
the  distribution  lists  be  submitted  to  the  approval  of  the  Government,  according  to  law. 
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Upon  the  suggestion  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Ouimet,  the  committee  granted  the  sum  of 
125.00  to  Mr.  J.  N.  Miller  for  his  services  as  secretary  at  this  session. 

The  committee  then  adjourned.

Letters  were  read  from  the  Archbishop  of  Quebec,the  Bishops  of  St.  Hyacin the, Nicolet, 
Sherbrooke,  and  Three  Rivers,  appointing  delegates  in  their  stead,  to  attend  this  session. 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  : 

The  Archbishop  of  Quebec  appointing  Mgr.  Marois  Vicar-General ;  the  Bishop  of 
St.  Hyacinthe  appointing  his  coadjutor  Bishop  of  Druzipara ;  the  Bishop  of  Nicolet,  Abb6 
Douville,  superior  of  the  College  of  Nicolet ;  the  Bishop  of  Sherbrooke,  Mgr.  H.  O.  Chali- 
foux,  Vicar-General;  the  Bishop  of  Three-Rivers,  the  Very  Revd.  H.  Baril,  Vicar-General. 

The  minutes  of  last  session  were  read  and  adopted. 

The  Superintendent  submitted  his  report  respecting  his  trip  to  the  Paris  exhibition. 

The  sub-conamittee  on  class-books  made  the  following  report  of  their  session  of  the  7th 
May  instant  (1901)  at  which  the  following  were  present:  Mgr.  Blais,  in  the  chair,  Mgr. 
B^,  Mgr.  Emard,  Honorable  F.  Langelier,  Honorable  G.  Ouimet,  Mr.  Murphy  and  the 
Saperintendent. 

"1.   Mr.  Bernard's  "Manuel  de  droit  constitutionnel  et  administratis  is  an  able 
▼ork  which  cannot  fail  to  be  useful  in  institutions  where  the  subject  matter  is  taught,  but 
u  instruction  in  law  is  not  under  the  control  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee,  this  sub- 
committee cannot  recommend  the  approval  of  this  book ; 

"  2.  The  book  intituled  "  La  bonne  m^nag^re  ''  not  being  a  school  book,  this  sub- 
committee do  not  consider  it  their  duty  to  recommend  its  approval ; 

"  3.  In  view  of  the  want  of  sufficient  information,  this  sub-committee  think  it  should 
not  recommend  the  approval  of  Miss  Elise  B.  Larivi^re's  "  Tableau  mSIeur ;  " 
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The  Committee  deferred  the  examination  of  the  communiciitions  respecting  iiupecton 
Demers  and  Molleur  to  the  next  sitting. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  payment  of  the  grant  to  the  model  Bchool  of  ibe 
municipality  of  Portage  du  Fort,  for  the  year  189^1900. 

The  Committee  did  not  see  fit  to  recommend  the  payment  of  the  grant  to  the  Academjr 
of  I'Islet  for  the  year  1899-1900. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  payment  of  the  grants  for  the.year  1899  asked  for  out 
of  the  Fuhlic  school  funds  for  the  school  municipalities  of  Ste.  Anne  du  Bout  de  ITle,  Ste. 
Anne  de  Bellevue  and  Senneville,  in  Jacques  Cartier  county,  less  ten  per  cent  retained. 

The  Committee  then  adjourned.

On  which  day  the  regular  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Protestant  Committee  of  tbc 
Clouncil  of  Public  Instruction  was  held.

Quebec  ;  Samuel  Finley,  Esq. ;  H.  B.  Ames,  Esq.,  B.  A. ;  Principal  Wm.  Peterson,  M-A^ 
LL.D. ;  W.  S.  Maclaren,  Esq. ;  W.  J.  WatU,  Esq.,  Q.C.,  M  P.P. ;  Gavin  J.  Walker,  Esq. ;  0 
L.  Cotton,  Esq.,  M.D.,  M.P.P.;  the  Rev.  E.  I.  Rexfoid,  B.A.;  Principal  S.  P.  Robins,  LLD, 
D.C.L. ;  John  Why te,  Esq. ;  James  Dunbar,  Q.C.,  D.C.L. ;  E.  W.  Arthy,  Esq. 

An  apology  from  Justice  Lynch  for  enforced  absence  was  read. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Reverend  Dr.  Shaw. 

The  Chairman  feelingly  alluded  to  the  dark  cloud  of  sorrow  under  which  the  Cominit 
tee  met  in  view  of  the  death  of  the  Hon.  F.  Marchand,  Premier  of  the  Province,  ao 
submitted  the  following  resolution,  which  was  seconded  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Quebec,  An 
unanimously  carried  : 

"  Resolved. — That  we  hereby  record  our  expression  of  profound  grief  in  view  of  ih 
recent  death  of  our  honored  and  beloved  Premier,  the  late  Hon.  F.  G.  Marchand.  We  me« 
at  this  time  with  a  consciousness  of  deep  sadness,  because  of  the  fact  that  our  Pro  vine 
has  lost  one  of  its  most  worthy  and  esteemed  statesmen,  a  man  w^hose  i>olitical  career  wa 
without  blemish,  and  who  served  his  country  with  diligence,  ability,  fidelity  and  honouj 
We  record  with  satisfaction  the  fact  that  in  matters  affecting  education  he  showed  a  mo^ 
broad  minded  spirit  and  every  respect  for  the  rights  and  'interests  of  the  ProtesUfl 
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minority,  so  by  hia  words  and  example  inculcating  the  spirit  of  harmony  which  must  be 
maintained  in  this  Province  as  a  guarantee  of  its  peace  and  prosperity. 

"  We  beg  to  assure  Madame  Marchand,  and  his  family,  of  our  deepest  sympathy  with 
them  in  their  sad  bereavement,  while  we  know  that  the  darkness  of  their  sorrow  is  relieved 
by  the  assurance  and  certain  hope  afforded  by  our  common  Christian  faith,  in  which  the 
departed  so  consistently  lived  and  died." 

It  was  ordered  that  a  copy  of  the  above  be  sent  to  Madame  Marchand. 

Moved  by  Rev.  Elson  I.  Rexford,  seconded  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Quebec,  and  unani. 
inously  resolved : — 

"  That  this  Ck>mmittee  desires  to  place  on  record  its  deep  sense  of  the  loss  which  the 
cause  of  education  in  this  Province  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  the  late  Venerable 
Archdeacon  Lindsay,  M.A.,  who  for  many  years  was  an  honored  member  of  this  Committee. 
Connected  with  public  educational  work  in  this  Province  from  its  first  organization,  he 
watched  with  peculiar  inteiest  the  gradual  development  of  an  educational  system,  in 
connection  with  which  he  had  rendered  valuable  service. ' 

"  That  this  Committe  drsire  to  express  its  high  appreciation  of  his  sterling  qualities 
aa  a  Christian  gentleman,  who  while  holding  definite  opinions  of  his  own,  had  a  generous 
regard  for  the  rights  and  opinions  of  others,  and  to  convey  to  the  members  of  the  family 
a.n  expression  of  sincere  sympathy  with  them  in  their  bereavement^'^ 

The  minutes  of  the  last  two  meetings  were  read  and  confirmed,  and  the  Secretary 
reported  upon  the  state  of  business  arising  therefrom. 

The  application  for  the  raising  of  Magog  Model  School  to  the  rank  of  an  Academy  was 
considered,  after  which  it  was  unanimously  resolved  "  That  the  request  of  the  Magog  Model 
School,  to  be  elevated  to  the  Academy  grade,  be  not  now  entertained,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  this  school  has  not  fulfilled  the  conditions  required  of  academies  by  this  Committee." 

The  annual  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools  was  read,  received  and  referred 
to  a  sub-committee  consisting  of  Rev.  Dr.  Shaw,  Dr.  Robins  and  Rev.  E.  I.  Rexford,  who 
vrere  requested  to  have  it  printed  in  whole  or  in  part  for  distribution. 

A  memorial  from  Bishop's  College  in  reference  to  the  distribution  of  the  superior 
education  funds,  was  submitted. 

<0T  The  report  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  the  distribution  of  Superior  Education  Funds  was 
submitted  and  adopted  in  the  following  form  : — 

Your  sub-committee  begs  to  report  that  it  held  two  sessions  yesterday  for  the  purpose 
of  examining  the  tabulated  returns  of  the  June  examinations  prepared  by  the  Inspector  of 
superior  schools  and  of  arranging  a  scheme  for  the  distribution  of  grants  for  submission 
to  this  Committee.  The  following  members  were  present  at  both  sessions,  vis  :— Rev.  Dr. 
Shaw,  Alderman,  H.  B.  Ames,  Superintendent  E.  W.  Arthy  and  Elson  I.  Rexford.  Your 
6ubHK>mmittee  also  had  the  valuable  assistance  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  and  of 
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the  Inspector  of  superior  schools.  The  latter  reported  that  he  had  prepared  the  estimates 
and  tabulated  returns  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  issued  for  his  guidance. 
The  work  of  your  Sub-Committee  was  greatly  facilitated  by  the  convenient  form  and 
systematic  arrangement  of  these  returns.  In  its  deliberations  your  sub-committee  took 
cognizance  of  a  memorial  from  the  authorities  of  the  University  of  Bishop's  College,  and 
was  pleased  to  be  able  to  recommend  compliance  with  the  prayer  of  the  petition. 

Your  sub-committee  had  under  its  consideration  several  special  cases,  and  in  this 
connection  desires  to  recommend  (1)  that  the  school  boards  at  Aylmer,  Three  Rivera, 
Bedford,  St.  John's,  Como  and  Mystic  be  informed  that  these  schools  will  require  to  present 
more  satisfactory  returns  if  the  grants  are  to  be  continued ;  (2)  that  the  schools  at  Earthier 
be  placed  on  the  special  list  for  this  year  and  that  the  authorities  be  informed  that  in 
future  the  grant  will  be  less  than  the  amount  raised  in  the  municipality  by  taxation  for 
school  purposes ;  (3)  that  the  special  grant  hitherto  given  to  Haldimand  be  transferred  to 
Gdsp6  Basin  for  the  future ;  and  (4)  that  the  school  at  Hull  receive  the  same  grant  as  last 
year. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Department  reported  the  amounts  available  for  distribution  as 
follows : —

Your  sub-committee  recommends  (1)  that  one-half  of  the  Marriage  License  Fees  be 
distributed  among  the  elementary  schools  of  poor  municipalities ;  and  (2)  that  the  other 
half  be  given  to  institutions  of  superior  education,  and  that  the  grants  to  the  two  univer- 
sities be  the  same  as  last  year,  namely  : —

University  of  Bishop's  College 1,125  OO

From  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of  superior  schools  it  appears  that  there  are  twentv- 
two  academies  and  three  special  schools  entitled  to  rank  on  the  academy  list.  Your  sub- 
committee recommends  that  the  first  fifteen  academies  and  the  three  special  schooh 
receive  a  basal  grant  of  two  hundred  dollars  each,  and  that  the  basal  graut  of  the  last  seven 
be  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each. 

Your  sub-committee  recommends  that  the  forty  model  schools  reported  receive  a  ba^al 
grant  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and  that  Paspebiac,  New  Richmond,  Gasp^  Basin,  Chicoutimi, 
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Berthier  be  placed  od  the  special  list  of  model  schools  with  a  grant  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  Hull  with  a  grant  of  one  hundred  and  seven  dollars,  and  Arundel  and  Fort  Coulonge 
with  a  grant  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

In  distributing  the  equipment  grant  a  maximum  of  1,100  marks  is  assigned  for  the 
points  taken  into  consideration  for  this  grant  by  the  Inspector  of  superior  schools.  Your 
sub-committee  recommends  that  schools  gaining  1,000  marks  receive  $50,  900  marks  $40, 
800  marks  $25,  and  700  marks  $15.  Your  sub-committee  recommends  that  the  amount 
available  for  bonus  grants,  after  providing  for  th^  basal  and  the  equipment  grants  be 
distributed  in  two  sections,  as  follows : — In  the  case  of  the  first  fifteen  academies,  one 
section  in  proportion  to  the  grand  total  of  marks,  taking  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  as 
the  maximum  grant,  and  one  section  in  proportion  to  the  average  percentage,  taking  forty 
dollars  for  perfect  percentage.  In  the  case  of  the  model  schools,  a  similar  plan  is  recom- 
mended, taking  fifty  dollars  and  ten  dollars  for  the  two  sections. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Inspector  of  superior  schools  your  sub-com- 
mittee recommends  that  in  future  special  credit  be  given  to  schools  retaining  their  teachers 
lor  three  years.

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The  Rev.  E.  I.  Rexford  introduced  bis  motion  'regarding  the  extension  of  the  course  of 
study  in  superior  schools.  After  discussion  the  question  was  referred  to  a  subH^ommittee 
with  the  request  that  a  tentative  course  of  study  be  prepared  for  consideration  at  the^ 
November  meeting.  The  sub-committee  consists  of  the  Rev.  E.  I.  Rexford,  convener ;  Dr. 
Cotton,  Air.  Hasten,  Prof.  Kneeland  and  Mr.  Arthy. 

On  application  of  Principal  Peterson,  it  was  resolved  to  contribute  1500.00  towarda  the 
expenses  of  the  A.  A.  examinations. 

The  Secietary  read  a  report  regarding  the  opening  of  manual  training  classes  in 
Waterloo  and  Knowlton  Academies  and  in  McGill  Normal  School  under  the  McDonald 
benefaction.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  convey  to  Sir  Wm.  McDonald  an  expression 
of  the  committee's  appreciation  of  the  value  to  education  and  to  the  country  of  such  work 
as  he  has  been  the  means  of  extending. 

The  Secretary  read  a  report  concerning  school  decoration  and  placed  upon  the  table 
certain  publishers'  catalogues.  Dr.  Peterson  was  requested  to  select  a  number  of  pictures 
for  the  Secretary  to  order  as  samples  from  the  Art  for  Schools  Association. 

A  sub-committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  Mr.  Arthy,  Dr.  Robins,  Dr.  Cotton  and 
Mr.  Maclaren  to  report  upon  the  question  of  preparing  a  regulation  under  which  diplomas 
or  admission  to  the  Normal  School  may  be  refused  to  candidates  who  suffer  under  such 
physical  defects  as  seriously  to  diminish  their  usefulness  as  teachers. 

Moved  by  Prof.  Kiieeland,  seconded  by  Dr.  Robins  and 

Resolved, — ^That  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of  superior  schools  concerning  academy 
work  in  model  schools  along  with  the  petition  of  Mr.  McBumey  and  others,  be  reff  rred  to 
a  sub-committee  consisting  of  Dr.  Robins,  Mr.  Arthy  and  the  mover  (convener),  for  a  report 
to  be  presented  at  the  February  meeting  of  this  Committee,  and  that  this  sub-committee 
be  also  requested  at  the  same  time  to  report  upon  the  question  of  the  conditions  under 
which  schools  may  assume  the  status  of  superior  schools. 

Petitions  from  various  (3)  local  branches  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  were  read,  and  a  sub- 
committee consisting  of  Dr.  Shaw,  Mr.  Rexford  and  Alderman  Ames  was  requested  to 
draw  up  a  statement  for  transmission  to  interested  persons  in  order  to  show  the  position  of 
the  Protestant  Committee  in  regard  to  the  teaching  of  temperance  and  hygiene  in  our 
schools. 

It  was  resolved  that  hereafter  all  applications  on  this  Committee  for  diplomas  be 
submitted  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Central  Board  of  Examiners  for  report  before  submission 
to  this  Committee. 

The  Superintendent  submitted  the  annual  reports  of  the  Inspectors  of  common  Fchools, 
which  were  laid  upon  the  table. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Honeyman,  respecting  his  salary  as  temporary  headmaster  of  the 
Boys'.  Model  School,  was  read,  when  it  was  resolved,  that  he  should  receive  salary  for  eight 
months  in  all. 

Inspector  Oilman's  account  for  $21.80  was  accepted  for  special  expenses  comiected  with 
teachers'  conferences. 
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The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  received  for  depoBit  to  the  credit  of  the  Committee 
the  sum  of  $2, 185.02  aa  the  balance  due  for  Protestant  education  to  January  Ist,  1900,  on  the 
t3(),000  grant.  Prof.  Kneeland  and  Messrs.  Walker,  Whyteand  Maclaren  were  appointed  aa 
a  sub-committee  to  submit  suggestions  for  the  expenditure  of  this  sum  of  money. 

Mr.  Arthy  submitted  a  report  on  behalf  of  the  supervisors  of  the  June  examinations* 
irhich  was  received  and  adopted. 

« 

The  report  on  charts  for  the  teaching  of  morals  was  presented  by  the  Chairman  and 

adopted. 

The  sab-committee  on  "  Flag  Day  "  submitted  a  report  which  was  received  and  referred 
to  Dr.  Peterson,  Alderman  Ames,  Dr.  Robins  and  Mr.  Arthy,  in  order  to  give  the  matter 
further  consideration. 

The  sub-committee  on  Text-Books  reported  progress. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Lynch  presented  his  resignation  as  member  of  the  Committee^ 
because  of  his  inability  to  give  the  necessary  time  for  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  such. 
After  it  was  known  that  Judge  Lynch 's  decision  was  final,  the  resignation  was  accepted  with 

regret. 

By  unanimous  resolution  the  Hon.  H.  Thos.  Duffy,  B.  A.,  Q.  C,  M.  P.  P.,  was  elected  to 
fill  the  vacancy. 

It  was  decided  to  postpone  the  election  of  an  additional  associate  member  till  a 
^bsequent  meeting. 

The  Secretary  reported  the  number  of  diplomas  issued,  and  the  number  of  admissions 
to  the  Normal  School,  during  the  past  year. 

It  having  been  pointed  out  that  the  A.  A.  course  of  study  had  been  modified  since  its 
approval  by  the  Committee  at  the  May  meeting.  Principal  Peterson  said  that  the  A.  A. 
Board  would  set  optional  papers  where  necessary,  especially  in  Books  I.  and  11.  of  Caesar's 
Gallic  Wars. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  submitted  to  the  Committee  all  correspondence 
^th  the  Rev.  T.  B.  Jeakins  and  with  the  Hon.  the  Attorney -General  of  the  Province  since 
the  issue  of  the  Superintendent's  judgment  in  the  Waterloo  investigation.  This  correspon* 
<ieDce  was  read,  as  was  also  a  letter  from  Mr.  Jeakins  to  the  Committee.  On  motion  of  Dr. 
I^'onbar,  seconded  by  Mr.  Maclaren,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  Mr.  Jeakins  be  informed 
that  hia  letters  disclose  absolutely  no  reason  for  re-opening  the  investigation. 

Moved  by  Prof.  Kneeland,  seconded  by  Mr.  Masten,  that  the  Protestant  Inspectors  of 
elementary  and  superior  schools  be  required  henceforth  during  the  month  of  April,  annually  » 
^^  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  a 
statement  showing  (a)  the  name  in  full  of  all  teachers  employed  during  the  scholastic  year 
ID  their  inspectorates  ;  (6)  the  diploma  held  by  each  teacher ;  (c)  the  Board  or  Normal 
^hool  granting  such  diploma ;   {d)  the  number  of  years  each  teacher  has  taught  since 
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receiving  his  diploma,  and  {e)  the  number  of  yean  which  each  has  taught  continuously  ii^ 
his  present  position. 

A  letter  from  Inspector  Kerr  having  been  read  respecting  the  division  of  the  Ga«p4 
district  of  inspection,  it  was  resolved  that  the  County  of  Bonaventure  form  the  western 
district  and  the  Ck)unty  of  Gasp6  the  eastern  district.  The  Secretary  was  instiucted  to  ask 
the  approval  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  according  to  law. 

Certain  text-books,  which  were  submitted  by  Mr.  Briggs  and  Mr.  Benouf,  were  referred 
to  the  text-book  sub-committee  for  report. 

The  rough  minutes  were  read,  and  the  meeting  adjourned  to  the  last  Friday  of  November^ 
unless  called  earlier  by  the  Chairman.

The  Secretary  read  an  official  letter  announcing  the  reelection  of  E.  W.  Arthy,  Esq.,  a^ 
teachers'  representative  upon  the  Committee  for  the  current  year. 

Letters  from  Madame  Marchand  and  Mrs.  Lindsay  were  read  in  acknowledgment  of  ihe 
resolutions  of  condolence  which  were  passed  at  the  last  meeting. 

The  report  of  the  sub-committee  on  the  extension  of  the  course  of  study  was  read  and 
adopted,  and  Dr.  Peterson  was  added  to  the  sub-committee.  The  sub-committee  was  Ins-i 
truoted  to  prepare  a  circular  letter  to  school  boards,  the  letter  to  be  sent  in  the  name  of  thei 
Committee.

(1)  At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Teachers'  Convention  a  report  of  a  Committee  of 
Head  Teachers  was  received  and  adopted  approving  of  the  general  principle  of  addinfl 
another  year  to  the  course  and  recommending  that  this  be  done  by  encouraging  pupils  to 
take  two  years  after  passing  their  preliminary  examinations  before  going  up  for  the  final 
A.  A.  examinations. 

• 

(2)  Early  in  November  a  circular  letter  was  sent  to  the  Principal  of  each  academj 
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drawing  his  attention  to  the  action  taken  by  the  Protestant  Committee  and  by  the  Teach- 
en'  Afisociation  in  reference  to  the  extension  of  the  course  of  study  and  asking  for  repres- 
entations and  suggestions.  Replies  were  received  from  eight  academies,  all  of  which 
approved  of  the  proposed  ^tension  to  the  course. 

(3)  These  eight  institutions,  together  with  four  academies  represented  on  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Teachers'  Association,  make  twelve  of  our  most  important  academies  in  favor 
of  the  general  principle  of  adding  another  year  to  the  course,  although  they  differ  as  to 
the  best  way  of  reaching  this  result. 

(4).  Your  sub-bommittee  has  carefully  considered  the  suggestions  received  from  the 
Heada  of  academies  and  the  present  requirements  of  the  course  of  study,  and  it  is  of 
opinion  that  the  best  results  will  be  obtained  by  providing  for  three  Academy  Grades  after 
Grade  III.  Model. 

(5).  Your  sub-committee,  therefore,  submits  the  following  outline  of  suggestions  for 
the  extension  of  the  coune  of  study,  with  the  request  that  it  be  considered  and  referred 
back  to  the  sub-committee  for  further  report  at  the  February  meeting.

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The  Secretary  read  a  report  of  his  visit  to  the  manual  training  claEses  of  KnowltoD 
Academy,  and  laid  upon  the  table  samples  of  pictures  which  had  been  purchased  from  the 
Art  for  Schools  Association. 

The  sub-committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  statement  cqncerning  the  teaching  of 
temperance  and  hygiene  reported  progress,  as  did  the  sub-committee  concerning  admissioDS 
to  the  Normal  School  of  persons  who  suffer  from  physical  disabilities,  and  the  sub-com- 
mittee on  the  expenditure  of  the  ^2,185.02  received  to  balance  the  $50,000  grant  to  January 
1,  1900.  All  the  sub-committees  were  continued,  and  Mr.  Arthy  was  added  to  the  la&t 
named  sub-committee. 

The  sub-commiltee  on  flag  day  filed  a  report  which  recommended  that  where  flags  are 
provided  for  the  use  of  schools  they  be  flown  on  great  national  holidays,  such  as  King's 
Birthday,  Dominion  Day,  and  Thanksgiving  Day ;  and  that  they  be  flown  on  other  days  at 
discretion.  As  regards  the  publications  submitted  it  was  recommended  that  no  action  be 
taken  in  the  matter.    The  report  was  adopted. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  School  Board  of  Haldimand,  appealing  for  a  continuation 
of  aid  from  the  superior  education  fund  as  a  special  model  school.  Although  the  grounds 
upon  which  the  appeal  was  based  were  not  submitted  as  conclusive,  the  Committee  resoked 
to  grant  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  this  year. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Foster  Brown  re  text-books,  and  after  discussion  it  \i^ 
moved  by  Alderman  Ames,  seconded  by  Mr.  Walker,  and 

Resolved, — "  That  the  question  raised  by  Mr.  W.  Foster  Brown  in  his  letter  to  this 
Committee,  under  date  of  November  19, 1900,  be  referred  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  with  a  view  of  obtaining  a  legal  opinion  regarding  the  same." 

Moved  by  Mr.  Arthy,  seconded  by  Professor  Kneeland,  and 

Resolved^ — "  That  all  regulations  of  this  Committee  in  relation  to  text^books  be  referred 
for  revision  and  report  to  the  sub-committee  on  text-books."

Moved  by  Professor  Kneeland,  seconded  by  the  Beverend  E.  I.  Rexford,  and 

Resolved^ — "  That  the  report  be  received  and  adopted,  and  that  the  sub-committee  be 
instructed  to  examine  Halleck's  History  of  English  Literature,  and  report  at  the  Februaiy 
meeting  of  this  Committee." 

The  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools  was  presented,  along  with  a  dige§t 
prepared  by  the  Chairman.

The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Reverend  A.  T.  Love. 

Apologies  for  absence  were  read  from  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Quebec,  Mr.  Dunbar  and  Mr.

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  eoniirmed. 

It  was  unanimously  resolved — "  That  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of 
Public  Instruction,  at  its  first  meeting  held  since  the  death  of  the  late  Queen  Victoria, 
desires  to  associate  itself  with  the  expressions  of  profound  sorrow  which  have  gone  forth 
from  all  parts  of  the  Empire,  and  indeed  of  the  whole  world,  in  connection  with  this  great 
national  loss.  The  lute  Queen's  personal  virtues  endeared  her  to  her  whole  people,  who 
rejoice  even  in  their  sorrow  that  her  long  and  illustrious  reign  should  have  witnessed  such 
compicuous  progress  in  every  direction.  Education  is  only  one  of  the  many  interests 
which  has  made  notable  advances  during  the  Victoria  Era.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Com- 
mittee, which  hereby  resolves  acconlingly,  that  the  memory  of  the  late  Queen  shall  be 
perpetuated  in  all  the  schools  of  the  Province,  by  arranging  that  the  celebration  of  Empire 
Day  shall  be  henceforth  transferred  from  the  23r.d  of  May  to  the  24th,  being  Her  Late 
Majesty's  Birthday." 

It  was  moved  by  Professor  Kneeland,  seconded  by  Mr.  Masten,  that  a'sub-committee, 
coniiating  of  the  mover,  Mr.  Arthy,  and  Reverend  E.  I.  Rexford,  be  appointed  to  recom- 
mend a  board  of  assistant  examiners  for  the  June  examinations,  to  suggest  such  amend- 
ments to  the  regulations  governing  these  examinations  as  may  seem  necessary,  to  report 
at  the  May  meeting,  and  that  a  similar  sub-committee  be  appointed  annually  at  the 
Pebniary  meeting  of  the  Protestant  Committee  instead  of  the  snb-committet  provided  for 
ia  the  resolution  of  February  24th,  1899.

Moved  by  Dr.  Peterson,  seconded  by  Mr.  -^rthy,  and 

Resolved^ — "  That  a  standing  sub* committee  be  appointed,  consisting  of  the  members 
of  this  Committee,  who  are  also  members  of  the  Central  Board  of  Examiners,  to  which 
shall  be  referred  as  they  occur,  applications  for  recognition  of  extra-provincial  diplomasi 
and  other  applications  requiring  special  consideration.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  thesub- 
-committee  to  prepare  cases  and  report  from  time  to  time  to  this  Committee,  for  the 
purpose  of  enabling  it  to  determine  what  examinations,  if  any,  each  candidate  must 
undergo,  and  what  grade  of  diploma  he  shall  receive.    Dr.  Robins  convener.'' 

The  Chairman,  Dr.  Shaw,  submitted  an  analysis  of  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of 
Superior  Schools,  which  was  received,  and  the  following  reference  regarding  pictures  of  the 
Queen  and  King  was  ordered  to  be  entered  in  the  minutes  : — "  I  notice  the  Bulletin  of 
Inspection  asks,  "  Have  you  a  picture  of  the  Queen  in  your  school  ?  '' 

''It  is  very  gratifying  that  this  question  receives  uniformly  an  (affirmative  answer. 
However,  I  presume  that  not  even  the  transcendent  virtues  of  Her  Gracious  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  which  have  commanded  the  admiration  of  the  world,  should  interfere  with 
the  manifestation  of  our  loyal  devotion  to  our  liege  lord,  King  Edward  VIL,  by  similar 
deference  to  him.  I  therefore  advise  that  the  bulletin  be  changed  and  the  enquiry  here- 
after shall  be  '  Have  you  a  picture  of  the  Eling  m  your  school  ? '  At  the  same  time  it  is 
hoped  and  expected  that  the  picture  of  the  Queen  shall  everywhere  be  retained  in  our 
school  buildings.  I  further  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for  the  supply  to  our 
schools  of  suitable  pictures  of  His  Most  Gracious  Majesty  King  Edward  VH." 

It  was  resolved  that  the  authorities  of  Mystic  Model  School  be  notified  that  the  school 
will  not  be  retained  on  the  superior  list  after  the  close  of  the  present  year. 

The  Reverend  E.  I.  Rexford,  convener  of  the  sub-committee  on  the  course  of  study, 
submitte  i  a  report  with  a  proposed  scheme,  and  a  table  of  time-limits  for  the  several  sub- 
jects of  each  grade. 

After  discussion,  clause  by  clause,  the  report  was  received  and  its  several  recommen- 
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d&tions  were  adopted  on  motion  of  the  Reverend  £.  I.  Rexford  and  Dr.  Cotton.  The  recom- 
mendatiuns  just  referred  to  follow,  with  the  course  of  study  and  time-limits,  namely  : 

1.  That  the  entrance  to  the  McGill  Normal  School  shall  he  from  grade  2  and  grade  3 
academy  as  at  present. 

2.  That  the  preliminary  examinations  shall,  for  the  future,  consist  of  dictation,  gram- 
mar, composition,  English  history  1485-1900,  and  arithmetic,  and  shall  he  taken  in  grade  1 


3.  That  the  scheme  for  the  distribution  of  the  school  time  proposed  for  the  general 
^aidanoe  of  teachers  be  adopted  and  issued. 

4.  That  the  proposed  scheme  for  the  extension  of  the  course  of  study  submitted  be 
adopted.

5.  That  the  sub-committee  be  continued  with  instructions  (a)  to  fix  a  maximum  num- 
ber of  znarks  for  each  grade ;  (6)  to  prepare  a  series  ofsuggestions  concerning  the  extended 
course  of  study ;  and  (c)  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  concerning. 
the  course  of  study,  and  to  report  at  the  May  meeting  of  the  Committee. 
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words,  **  School  Boards  havinfi:  adopted  a  list  of  text-books  after  the  quadrennial  revision,! 
accordance  with  the  provieions  of  this  article,  shall  not  replace  one  book  by  anoiheT,  diiiii 
the  quadrennium,  without  the  express  permission  of  the  Protestant  Conunittee  of  tl 
Council  of  Public  Instruction.

Moved  by  Professor  Kneeland,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  E.  I.  Bezford,  that  the  Secreti 
of  the  Protestant  Committee  be  instructed  to  procure  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  a  a 
of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  cause  to  be  marked  thereon  plainly,  in  red  and  blue,! 
location  of  every  academy,  model  school  and  special  school  with  academy  or  model  scb 
rank. — Carried. 

The  petition  of  Mr.  McBumey  and  others,  asking  that  the  marks  of  pupils  in  acade 
grades  should  be  counted  in  the  ranking  of  model  schools,  was  submitted  with  the  re 
of  the  sub-committee  thereon.  The  report,  which  was  adopted,  recommended  that 
petition  be  not  granted  for  the  following  reasons  : 


1.  In  the  opinion  of  your  sub-committee,  teachers  who  hold  no  higher  diploma  tl 
that  for  a  model  school,  are  not  competent,  as  a  rule,  to  take  up  the  work  of  grades 
8  academy,  with  success. 

2.  Your  sub-committee  also  are  of  the  opinion,  that  the  work  of  the  model  grades  s 
that  any  one  teacher  can  properly  do ;  hence  any  attempt  to  do  that  of  the  academy  gn 
in  addition,  must  result  in  injury  to  those  in  the  model  grades. 

Your  sub-committee  further  recommend  that  elementary  and  model  schools  be 
permitted  to  take  up  the  work  of  grades  not  belonging  to  these  schools,  without  theexi 
sanction  of  the  Protestant  Committee,  and  that  the  fnUowing  conditions  be  laid  dow 
guide  the  Committee  in  dealing  with  any  request  to  be  permitted  to  do  work  not  legit 
tely  belonging  to  a  school  of  any  grade  ; — 

Jiny  school  desiring  to  do  work  belonging  exclusively  to  a  higher  grade,  must  fnx 
evidence  (a)  that  it  is  not  less  than  ten  miles  from  a  school  already  established,  of  a  g 
in  which  such  work  is  permitted,  and  (6)  that  the  school  seeking  permission  to  do 
higher  work,  is  equipped  with  a  sufficient  number  of  duly  qualified  teachers  to  do  the  ^ 
in  an  efficient  manner,  or  (c)  that  the  only  schools  of  a  higher  grade  within  ten  miles  I 
school  equipped  according  to  requirements  of  clause  6,  are  not  doing  the  work  of  the  bi 
grades  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  In  case  permission  to  do  the  work  of  higher  grad 
given  under  the  provisions  of  clause  c,  it  is  recommended  that  the  grant,  to  the  8Up< 
school  in  question,  be  withheld. 

It  is  a  further  recommendation  of  your  sub-committee  that  no  school  of  a  lower  d 
be  permitted  to  assume  the  status  of  one  of  a  higher  grade  until  the  Protestant  Comni 
are  furnished  with  evidence  (1)  that  the  requirements  of  clause  a  and  b  bave  been  com 
with,  or  (2)  that  the  requirements  of  clause  c  have  been  complie  I  with,  or  (3)  that 
(Irmand  for  accommodation  cannot  be  met  by  the  schools  alre^vdy  established. 
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Communications  were  read  from  the  Gopp,  CSlark  Ck>mpany,  Toronto,  and  Mr.  E.  M. 
leooo/,  Mootreal,  aaking-  that  certain  text-booka  be  authorized.  It  was  resolved  that  the 
oob  in  question  be  submitted  to  the  text-book  eommittee  for  report. 

The  rough  minutes  having  been  read,  the  0}mmittee  adjourned  to  meet  again  on 
friday,  May  17th  next,  or  earlier,  on  the  call  of  the  Chairman.

iDite  of  one,  who,  in  the  history  of  our  native  land  has  become  a  recognized  authority  ; 
<o  offer  a  tribute  of  profound  sympathy  with  his  persorml  friends  in  their  sorrow  at  the 
^f  an  amiable  and  much  respected  friend,  whose  faithfulness  in  duty  has  been  a 
ioiial  inspiration  to  his  co-labourers." 

A  letter  from  Mr.  C.  S.  Holiday  was  read,  when  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  Rexford,  seconded 
fr.  Arthy,  and 

Beiolved^ — **  That  the  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools  be  instructed  to  prepare  an  altern- 
i  paper  in  French  for  Grade  11  Academy  on  the  Progressive  French  Reader,  Part  II, 
&rft  seventy  pages." 

Kr.  J.  A.  Nicholson's  application  for  a  special  paper  in  French  for  one  pupil  was  not 
itained, 

TDe  Secretary  was  instructed  to  say,  in  reply  to  an  enquiry  from  Mystic,  that  owing 
« small  number  of  model  school  pupils  now  and  for  some  years  attending  the  Mystic 
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model  school,  and  considering  the  proximity  of  Bedford  academy,  the  Commitee  thinks  it 
best,  in  the  general  interests,  to  remove  the  Mystic  school  from  the  model  school  list. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Dewar  was  read  asking  for  the  payment  of  a  grant  of  150.00  to 
Chelsea,  which  lapsed  in  1898.  The  Oommiitee  resolved  that  in  the  circumstancefl  the 
payment  could  not  be  made. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  £.  W.  Arthy  regarding  text-books,  and  one  from  Inspector  Parker 
respecting  teachers'  diplomas,  were  read  and  laid  on  the  table. 

Letters  from  the  Messrs.  Grafton  and  from  Mr.  Renouf,  asking  for  the  authorization  of 
certain  text-books,  were  read  and  referred  to  the  sub-conmiittee  on  text-books. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Whyte,  seconded  by  Mr.  Walker,  and 

Resolved, — "  That  the  Secretary  of  the  different  municipalities  obtain  from  the  teachert 
the  date  of  the  visits  of  the  Inspectors  and  the  length  of  time  spent  in  the  school,  and  that 
the  Secretaries  communicate  the  same  to  the  Department  with  their  reports. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  there  was  a  vacancy  on  the  Frotiestant  Central  Board  of 
Examiners  in  consequence  of  the  departure  to  England  of  the  Kev.  Dr.  Adams.  It  was 
Resolved,  —  "  That  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  be  requested  to  confirm  the 
recommendation,  hereby  made,  of  John  W.  McOuat,  B.  A.,  of  Lachute,  to  fill  the  vacaccr 
just  mentioned.'' 

The  Secretary  asked  for  an  interpretation  of  the  resolution  of  the  February  meeting  in 
regard  to  the  examination  to  be  provided  in  the  Normal  School  for  such  pupils  as  wish  to 
take  the  grade  II  academy  examination  in  order  to  enter  the  Normal  Schoal. 

It  was  declared  that  after  this  current  year  all  pupils  must  take  grade  II  examinatioQ 
in  the  Normal  School  or  elsewhere,  and  that  the  special  certificates  from  certain  schools  in 
Montreal  shall  not  thereafter  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  this  examination. 

The  Secretary  laid  on  the  table :  (a)  A  map  marking  the  site  of  each  superior  schocl 
in  the  Province,  (b)  A  catalogue  of  specimen  text-books  now  on  file  in  the  Department, 
(c)  A  list  of  Protestant  teachers  with  a  statement  of  the  length  of  their  services  in  their 
present  positions,  and  in  the  Province,  respectively. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  the  catalogue  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Text-Book 
Committee  for  his  information,  and  to  send  him  samples  of  any  books  mentioned  therein, 
should  he  desire  them  for  examination. 

The  Secretary  was  further  directed  to  lay  on  the  table,  at  each  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee, a  list  of  such  specimen  copies  as  may  be  added  to  the  present  collection,  in  order 
that  the  Committee  may  ask  for  the  examination  of  any  book  that  it  may  seem  desirable 
to  adopt. 

Bell's  Latin  Course,  already  received,  is  to  be  examined  by  the  Text-Book  Committee 

A  letter  from  Mr.  M.  Hutchinson,  K.  C,  was  read.  The  Committee  resolved,—"  Tbit 
sinee  the  question  raised  therein  as  to  the  permission  to  issue  debentures  for  school  pQ^ 
poses  relates  by  law  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  lieutenant- 
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Goveinor  in  Gbnnoil,  the  Committee  does  not  judge  it  expedient  to  make  any  recommen- 
dation in  regard  theieto,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  time  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Committee  does  not  give  opportunity  for  a  full  consideration  of  such' questions." 

A  statement  was  read  hy  the  Secretary,  showing  that  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
luB  bad  been  paid  to  the  Committee  by  the  Government  on  the  21st  of  June,  1900,  in  order 
to  remanerate  him  for  additional  work  done  in  connection  with  the  revision  of  the  school 
law  during  the  past  few  years.    It  was  resolved  that  the  said  sum  be  transferred  to  the 

Secretary. 

The  Rev.  £.  I.  Bexford  read  the  report  of  the  sub-committee  on  the  course  of  study, 
vhich,  after  being  considered,  clause  by  clause,  was  adopted. 

Professor  Kneeland  read  the  report  of  the  sub-committee  of  June  examinations,  which 
was  adopted,  and  reported  on  behalf  of  the  sub-committee  concerning  bursaries  for  candi- 
dates for  elementary  diplomas  as  follows : 

(1)  That  fifty  bursaries  of  120  00  each  be  provided,  of  which  ten  shall  be  reserved  for 
distribution  by  the  authorities  of  the  McGill  Normal  School. 

(2)  That  of  the  remaining  forty  bursaries,  five  be  allotted  to  each  of  the  Piotestant 
Inspectorates  of  the  Province,  save  that  for  the  counties  of  Gasp^  and  Bonaventure,  there 
shall  be  five  allotted  to  both. 

(3)  That  candidates  shall  not  be  residents  of  Montreal  or  its  suburbs. 

(4)  That  they  shall  have  furnished  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Protestant  Committee,before 
the  May  meeting  thereof,  a  statement  from  the  head  of  the  school,  endorsed  by  the  Ins- 
pector of  Superior  Schools  or  by  the  Inspector  of  Common  Schools  in  Gasp^  and  Bona- 
Teoiure,  that  the  candidates  for  the  bursary  are  naturally  fitted  for  the  work  of  teachers  and 
are  in  good  health.  This  condition  may  be  waived  in  the  distribution  of  the  ten  reserved 
baraaries  above  mentioned. 

(5)  That  a  suh-committee  appointed  at  the  May  meeting,  annually  select  from  the 
QQmber  of  applicants  from  each  inspectorate  those  whose  cases  appear  to  them  the  most 
deserving,  and  report  to  the  Protestant  Committee  at  the  September  meeting.  This  sub- 
committee shall  have  power  to  adjudge  such  bursaries  as  may  not  be  awarded  in  one  or 
more  Inspectorates,  to  such  surplus  candidates  from  other  Inspectorates,  as  may  appear  to 
them  most  deserving. 

(6)  That  in  esse  any  candidate  entitled  to  a  bursary  under  the  above  regulations 
should  elect  to  enter  the  advanced  elementary  school  class  of  the  Normal  School,  his  bur- 
sary gball  be  augmented  from  the  funds  of  the  McGill  Normal  School,  by  a  sum  sufficient 
to  render  it  equal  to  the  bursary  paid  to  members  of  that  class. 

(7)  That  these  bursaries  be  paid  by  the  Principal  of  the  McGill  Normal  School  under 
the  game  regulations  as  govern  the  payment  of  bursaries  to  those  holding  advanced 
elementary  and  model  school  diplomas  as  far  as  these  are  applicable  ;  and  to  this  end  that 
the  gum  appropriated  be  credited  to,  and  deposited  in  the  Bank  with  the  Bursary  Fund  of 
the  McGill  Normal  School. 

Tbe  sub-committee  on  text-books  reported  in  favor  of  authorizing  Renouf 's  Easy 
Exercises  in  English,  a  book  designed  to  precede  West's  Smaller  Grammar,  and  Grafton's 
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New  Elementary  Geography  which  is  designed  to  precede  The  New  Canadian  Greograpbf 
The  latter  book  is  to  receive  authorization  only  on  condition  that  it  be  made  fully  satis- 
factory to  the  sub-committee.    The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Shaw  reported  on  behalf  of  the  sub-committee  on  the  elamination  of 
documents  submitted  by  applicants  for  diplomas  upon  extra-provincial  dii^omas.  The 
report  was  adopted  as  read. 

The  examination  papers  for  June,  prepared  by  the  Inspector  of  Superior  ^Schools,  was 
laid  on  the  table,  when  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  Why  te,  seconded  by  Mr.  Walker  and 

Besolved, — "  That  the  examination  papers  laid  on  the  table  to-day  by  the  Inspector  of 
Superior  Schools  be  referred  to  a  special  sub-committee  consisting  of  Mr.  Arthy,  Professor 
Kneeland  and  the  Bev.  E.  I.  Rexford,  to  confer  with  Dr.  Harper  concerning  some  changes 
to  be  made  in  compliance  with  the  report  submitted  to  this  Committee  last  September  by 
the  supervisors. 

The  list  of  deputy  examiners  as  prepared  and  submitted  by  the  Inspector  of  Superior 
Schools  was  approved,  and  his  interim  report  upon  nine  academies  and  thirteen  model 
schools,  which  have  been  visited  since  the  February  meeting,  was  laid  on  the  table  after 
the  reading  of  the  Chairman's  summary.

In  obedience  to  article  59  of  the  regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee  of  the 
Council  of  Public  Instruction,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  fourth  report  on  the 
operations  of  the  Central  Board  of  Catholic  Examiners. 

The  examinations  took  place  this  year  on  the  26th.  27th.  28th.  and  29th.  June  at 
the  various  places  specified  in  article  27  of  the  regulations. 

Out  of  1,584  candidates  who  were  ac^itted  to  examination  after  strict  compliance 
with  the  prescriptions  contained  in  ihe  regulation  of  the  Catholic  Committee,  1567 
came  before  the  Board.  There  were  consequently  17  absent.  The  number  of  candi- 
dates was  24  less  than  in  the  previous  year.   They  were  divided  as  follows  :

Total         1,584 
941  were  successful,  as  follows  : 

556  for  elementary  school  diploma. 
367  for  model

Besides  the  absent  626  were  unsuccessful  as  follows  : 

390  for  elementary  school  diploma. 
234  for  model 
2  for  academy 

This  gives  the  following  percentage  :  for  elementary  school  diploma  41  and  four 
fifths  per  cent  were  rejected  and  58  and  one  fifth  per  cent  were  admitted  ;  for  the  model 
school  diploma  40  per  cent  were  rejected  and  60  per  cent  were  admitted  ;  for  the  aca- 
demy diploma  10  per  cent  were  rejected  and  90  per  cent  admitted.    This  result  is  about    . 
the  same  as  last  year. 

The  general  notes  of  the  examination  for  each  branch  of  the  programme  may  be 
summarized  as  follows  : 

Dictation :  middling  on  the  whole ;  Writing  indifferent  except  the  copies  of  the 
candidates  who  passed  their  examination  at  Ste  Anne  des  Monts,  St  Hyacinthe  and 
House  Harbor ;  Geography  still  indifferent^  but  better  than  last  year  ;  French  Gram- 
mar, more  than  good  in  all  grades;  Elementary  French  composition,  improvement 
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over  last  year  but  the  general  note  does  not  go  beyond  good ;  Model  French  Com- 
position, indifferent;  Literary  Precepts,  very  good  on  the  whole;  Political  and  admi- 
nistrative system  of  Canada,  still  indifferent ;  Pedagogy,  elementary  grade  indifferent, 
but  in  the  model  and  academy  grades,  good  on  the  whole ;  English  reading,  French 
reading,  Sacred  History,  very  good ;  History  of  Canada,  elementary  grade,  mii' 
dlingy  model  and  academy  grade,  very  good;  History  of  France,  good;  English 
history  good  ;  History  of  the  United  States,  good;  Ancient  and  Roman  history,  go(Kl; 
Arithmetic,  model,  more  than  good;  elementary,  middling ;  Book-keeping,  model, 
very  good^  elementary,  middling ;  Qtomittry  good ;  School  law  and  regulations,  very 
poor;  Decorum,  very  good ;  Hygiene  very  good;  Ag^culture,  good ;  Philosophy. 
almost  very  good;  Algebra,  good;  Geology  and  Cosmography  good;  Botany  and 
Physics,  indifferent ;  drawing  very  poor  on  the  whole. 

As  regards  drawing  the  Board  are  of  opinion  that  this  will  always  be  the  case  so 
long  as  the  teachers  and  pupils  are  not  provided  with  a  modem  method  adopted  to  the 
peculiar  requirements  of  our  province,  to  our  teaching  staff  and  school  system,  accord- 
ing to  which  Drawing  might  be  taught  in  a  rational  manner.  If  this  be  not  done,  it 
would  be  almost  as  well  to  strike  Drawing  from  the  list  of  obligatory  subjects. 

On  the  30th  and  3irst  July  last,  that  it  to  say  one  month  after  the  date  of  the 
examinations,  the  Central  Board  assembled  for  the  conferring  of  the  diplomas  and  on 
the  12th  August  the  secretary  had  already  prepared  and  sent  out  all  the  diplomas 
awarded  as  well  as  the  notices  to  unsuccessful  candidates.  This  I  consider  a  proof 
that  the  Board  has  again  performed  its  extensive  labors  with  all  possible  diligence. 

You  will  find  annexed  *  to  this  report  a  list  of  the  successful  candidates  with  the 
degree  of  diploma  awarded  them,  the  note  obtained  and  the  place  where  they  passed 
their  examination. 

Although  "the  number  of  persons  who  presented  themselves  for  examination  is 
somewhat  smaller  than  last  year,  the  Board's  receipts  from  this  source  are  slightly 
higher,  say  $4ii58  against  $4,082  last  year,  but  the  expenses  have  increased  somewhat 
considerably  because,  with  the  view  of  securing  more  eflFective  supervision  than  in  the 
past,  the  Board  thought  proper  to  increase  the  number  of  deputy  examiners,  so  that 
it  has  a  deficit  of  $325  or  $50  less  than  last  year.  In  this  connection  I  beg  to  call  your 
attention  to  a  letter  written  you  by  Mgr.  J,  C.  K.  Laflamme,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Central  Board. 

Thanks  to  the  amendments  made  by  the  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  0! 

Public  Instruction  to  articles  31  and  56  of  the  regulations  the  Board  trusts  that  in  the 
future  its  ordinary  receipts  will  be  sufficient  to  cover  its  expenses.

I  have  the  honor  to  fort^rard  you  my  annual  report  for  the  scholastic  year 
1901-2,  ending  on  the  30th  June  last,  in  order  that  it  may  be  laid  before  the 
I^egislature. 

Both  Committees  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  continue  carefully  to 
carry  out  the  important  work  entrusted  to  them,  regretting  however,  that  they  are 
unable  to  do  more  through  want  of  means.  In  tact,  the  sums  voted  annually 
by  the  Legislature  for  public  schools  being  always  the  same,  in  spite  of  the 
increase  of  population  and  in  the  number  of  schools,  it  follows  that  the  grants 
made  to  each  municipality  decrease  in  proportion  and  render  diflScult  any  really 
desirable  improvement. 

Although  progress  is  not  so  promptly  effected  as  could  be  desired,  the  people 
generally  are  animated  with  the  desire  for  instruction  and  th«^  voluminous 
correspondence  of  my  department  shows  that  there  is  an  improvement  in  this 
sense  in  the  heart  of  our  country.  Sometimes  gieat  sacrifices  are  made  to  erect 
new  schools,  and  the  thinly  populated  parishes,  cut  out  of  the  thick  forest,  are 
not  the  most  backward  in  the  diffusion  of  knowledge 

The  total  number  of  schools  in  the  province  is  6,07 8_  and  these  have  an 
attendance  of  333,431  children. 

The  average  attendance  was  74.25  per  cent. 

There  is  a  school  for  every  271  inhabitants  and  an  average  attendance  of  55 
pupils  per  school. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  commercial  school  which  some  of  the  Catholic 
classical  colleges  provide  tends  to  increase.  It  was  2,354  last  year,  an  increase 
of  184  over  the  previous  year. 

In  the  classical  course  in  the  same  institutions,  the  number  of  pupils  only 
decreased  by  three,  having  been  3742. 

In  these  educational  institutions  the  average  attendance  was  93.48  per  cent.

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PEDAGOGICAL  CONFERENCES 


A  large  convention  took  place,  last  summer,  in  Quebec,  of  the  Romaa 
Catholic  teachers  of  the  archdiocese.  Organized  on  the  same  plan  as  that  whicli 
was  held  in  Montreal,  in  the  previous  year,  it  was  equally  successful.  The 
applications  for  admission  exceeded  fifteen  hundred,  and  only  one  half  of  this 
number  could  be  accomodated.  J 

The  Ursuline  nuns,  who  kindly  consented  to  lodge  in  their  convent  as  large 
a  number  of  female  teachers  as  possible,  showed  a  praiseworthy  zeal  and  devoled- 
ness.  They  spared  no  pains  to  serve  the  cause  of  education,  and  the  ladies  who 
were  their  guests  will  not  soon  forget  the  kiadness  and  eagerness  of  the  nuns  to 
make  their  stay  in  the  convent  as  agreeable  as  possible. 

The  Roman  Catholic  Committee  wish  to  continue  this  series  of  conventions 
in  the  various  dioceses  of  the  province.  It  has  expressed  its  intention  to  hole 
four  other  diocesan  conventions  next  summer,  and  four  others  in  1904,  so  aaiu 
give  all  parts  of  the  province  as  soon  as  possible  the  benefit  of  these  teacherB' 
conventions. 

.  The  decision  of  the  Committee  in  this  respect  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Government's  consideration. 

NORMAL   SCHOOLS 


In  1902,  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction 
recommended  to  the  Government  the  founding  of  four  new  Catholic  normal 
schools  for  girls.  It  expressed  the  wish  that  such  schools  be  established  respec- 
tively at  Rimouski,  Sherbrooke,  Chicoutimi  and  Hull. 

The  two  normal  schools  for  girls,  Laval  and  Jacques  Cartier,  are  not  sufficiec: 
for  the  requirements  of  the  province  and  Principal  Rouleau,   in  his  report,  says 
''  The  applications   for  admission  to  Laval  normal  school   are  increasing  every 
year.     I  can  admit  only  a  quarter  of  the  applicants." 

I  have  already  several  times  pointed  out  the  importance  of  establishing 
Catholic  normal  schools  for  girls,  so  as  to  properly  train  those  who  wish  t»' 
obtain  diplomas  for  teaching.  To-day,  out  of  4,233  Catholic  female  lay-teacherN 
only  224  hold  diplomas  from  a  normal  school ;  the  other  4,009  hold  diplomai 
from  a  board  of  examiners. 
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Last  year,  our  Catholic  normal  schools,  including  the  annexed  schools, 
gave  instruction  to  658  pupils.    Of  this  number,  there  were  208  pupil  teachers. 

In  McOill  normal  school,  in  the  month  of  September,  1901,  116  pupils  were 
enrolled,  of  whom  6  were  male  pupil  teachers,  and  110  female  pupil  teachers. 
The  total  enrolment,  during  the  year,  was  168  pupils. 

Revd.  Abbe  Dubois,  principal  of  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School,  finds  that 
tfio  rules  adopted  in  May,  1901,  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  regarding 
the  obtaining  of  diplomas,  have  produced  excellent  results.  The  new  method 
oDstitutes  a  kind  of  graduating,  and  in  addition  to  the  advantage,  which,  he 
=.iy3,  it  lias  of  giving, greater  value  to  the  diplomas  from  normal  schools,  these 
regulations  also  stimulate  the  pupils  and  oblige  them  to  review  all  their  year's 
studies.''

The  new  annex  which  the  Government  has  had  added  to  the  building  it 
Houglit  for  the  Laval  Normal  School  is  now  completed.  It  is,  as  the  principal 
^11  vs.  a  fine  building  70  x  60  feet  being  three  stories  above  the  basement.  The 
'.  part ments  are  sufficiently  large  and  well  lighted.  The  first  half  of  the  first 
.t..>rv  of  the  old  building  has  been  converted  into  a  temporary  chapel,  which  is 
rufiicient  for  pr  sent  needs.  Through  lack  of  special  apace  for  them,  the  articles 
in  tlie  museum  lave  had  to  be  placed  in  cup-boards  in  various  parts  of  the  build- 
iiig.       Moreover,  there  is  no  room  for  the  academic  meetings. 

AGRICULTURE   IN   THE  SCHOOLS 


In  the  normal  schools,  a  theoretical  course  of  agriculture  is  given  for  the 
•onefit  of  the  pupils  who  intend  to  adopt  the  profession  of  school-teaching. 

The  Jacques  Cartier  normal  schoDl  is  the  only  one  having  for  the  use  of  the 

i-upil-teachers  sufficiently  spacious  grounds  to  allow  of  the  professor  utilizing 

*hem  to    give  some  practical  lessons  in   horticulture.    The  other  schools    are 

C\^prived  of  this  advantage,  and,  when  the  Government  establishes  new  normal 

schools,  it  would  be  important  to  require  the  possession  by  each  institution  of  a 

garden    or  experimental  field  of  sufficient  dimensions  to  enable  the  pupils  to 

acquire  some  useful  notions  of  agriculture. 

In  order  to  give  more  practical  development  to  the  agricultural  course  in 
<'uestion  and  to  further  impress  the  pupil-teachers  with  the  importance  of  agri- 
cultural teaching  in  the  elementary  school,  I  have  arranged  with  the  principals 
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qf  the  normal  schools  to  have  some  supplementary  lessons  given  in  those  ingti- 
tutions  by  experienced  agricultural  lecturers. 

For  this  purpose,  I  applied  to  the  Honorable  A.  Turgeon,  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  who,  with  an  amount  of  good  will  for  which  I  am  exceediugly 
grateful,  allowed  me  to  utilize  the  services  of  the  lecturers  attached  to  his 
department,  Dr  Grignon,  Mr.  A.  0.  Dallaire,  and  Mr.  J.  A.  Dresser.  In  the  course 
of  the  spring,  these  gentlemen  will  give  lectures  in  the  Laval,  McGill  and 
Jacques  Cartier  normal  schools,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  many  years  will  not 
pass  over  before  this  supplementary  instruction  shall,  through  the  medium  of 
the  teachers  taking  advantage  of  it,  exercise  a  beneficent  influence  on  the 
xmng  generation  of  our  farmers. 

It  is — in  my  opinion — important  to  give  to  agricultural  teaching  in  our  rural 
schools  more  particular  and  intelligent  attention  than  heretofore. 

As  the  soil  is  the  foundation  of  the  public  wealth,  the  duty  of  parents  is  to 
have  their  children,  boys  and  girls,  educated  in  keeping  with  the  works  which 
will  be  their  future  occupation  and  which  are  calculated  to  imbue  them  with  a 
special  love  for  agriculture.  From  their  earliest  school  years,  it  is  important  also 
to  know  how  to  direct  the  thoughts  and  tastes  of  children  towards  farm  work. 
It  is  the  business  of  the  schools  to  develop  and  strengthen  the  seeds  of  agricultural 
education  sown  in  the  mind  of  the  child  at  the  paternal  home  and  if,  in  a  general 
way,  the  teacher,  after  imparting  to  the  pupil  the  essential  features  of  our  ele- 
mentary coarse,  could  send  him  back  to  his  family  in  a  fitter  position  to  follow 
his  father's  calling,  both  the  individual  and  the  country  would  be  greatly 
benefitted. 

Unquestionably,  the  elementary  school  cannot  be  an  agricultural  school, 
but  the  teacher,  male  or  female,  who  enters  into  the  spirit  of  the  programme  of 
studies,  can,  in  the  course  of  weekly  association  with  the  pupils,  instal  into 
them  certain  notions  that  are  indispensable  to  the  proper  tillage  of  the  soil. 

This  end  may  be  attained  by  speaking  to  them  of  the  happiness  and  health- 
fulness  of  rural  life,  the  noble  independence  of  the  farmer  and  the  beneficial 
influence  of  that  career  upon  the  family  manners  and  spirit. 

In  or^er  to  impart  to  school  teaching  the  agricultural  tinge  which  it  does 
not  possess  at  present,  the  programme  of  studies  must  be  remodelled  by  sim* 
plifying  it,  that  is  to  say,  by  compiling  a  double  programme,  one  for  the  chil- 
dren of  the  towns  and  the  other  for  the  children  of  the  country,  as  the  needs  of 
these  two  classes  of  pupils  are  not  altogether  the  same.  I  do  not  mean  to  say 
that,  in  city  schools,  the  oral  teaching  of  agriculture  as  it  obtains  to-day  should 
be  suppressed. 
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The  education  given  to  farmers'  children  should  not  be  of  a  nature  to  cause 
them  to  covet  banking  or  commercial  positions.  On  the  contrary,  their  educa- 
tion  should  be  such  as  will  tend  to  keep  them  on  the  paternal  acres  and  to  pre* 
pare  them  to  some  extent  for  becoming  intelligent  farmers. 

The  number  of  young  people,  who,  through  disgust  for  the  paternal  calling, 
have  deserted  the  healthful  life  of  the  farm  to  seek,  very  often  in  foreign  lands, 
a  factitious  prosperity  in  the  commercial  or  industrial  centres,  can  never  be 
estimated.  But  such  disastrous  resalts  might  have  been,  at  least  partially 
obviated,  had  a  suitable  direction  been  given  to  their  early  education. 

With  the  better  understanding  which  we  possess  to-day  of  the  value  of  a 
well  tilled  farm  as  a  source  of  competencv  for  its  owners,  and  knowing  as  we  do 
by  the  trade  statistics  that  the  exportation  of  products  of  our  soil  to  foreign  coun- 
tries is  largely  on  the  increase,  we  should  provide  the  children  of  our  rural 
parishes  with  an  education  suited  to  their  surroundings  and  to  the  development 
in  them  from  their  tenderest  years,  of  the  taste  for  agriculture. 

The  concern  of  the  public  authorities  should  also  extend  to  the  supplement- 
ary education  that  should  be  most  suitably  given  to  the  young  daughters  of 
iaimers  on  reaching  the  age  of  fourteen  to  fifteen  years. 

In  our  cities,  the  institutions  of  higher  education  for  girla  generally  meet  the 
wants  of  urban  society.  Frequently,  too,  they  even  give  a  course  of  domestic 
economy,  which  might  be  envied  by  school  mistresses  in  the  country.  But  does 
Bot  the  education  given  by  our  rural  academies  and  model  schools  resemble  too 
much  in  certain  respects  that  which  is  more  adapted  to  the  cities  ?  Would  it 
not  be  a  very  usefuU  thing  to  establish,  in  some  of  our  large  schools  for  girls  or 
nllage  convents,  a  house-keeping  class  which  would  be  a  complement  to  the 
regular  course  of  studies  ? 

In  this  special  course  of  a  year  or  two's  duration,  the  young  girl  would 
learn  the  art  of  cooking  in  keeping  with  her  position  in  life  and  her  surroundings, 
together  with  house-keeping,  the  care  of  the  household  linen,  sewing  and  laun- 
drying.  She  would  also  receive  lessons  in  the  care  of  poultry  and  of  the  dairy; 
she  would  study  agricultural  bookee[»ing,  kitchen-gardening  and  the  cultivation 
of  flowers-  And,  at  need,  there  might  be  added  lessons  in  the  elements  of  agri- 
cultural chemistry. 

Such  a  course  would  be  of  greater  value  than  the  study  of  certain  subjects 
on  the  usual  programme,  the  importance  of  which  is  open  to  question,  and 
would  above  all  be  worth  more  than  the  costly  and  unfruitful  study  of  the  piano 
^hich  unfortunately  is  so  universal,  and  would  better  prepare  our  young  village 
maidens  to  become  excellent   wives  for  our  farmers^ 
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I  am  happy,  however,  to  state  that,  in  some  of  our  convents  in  the  country, 
the  initiative  has  already  been  taken  either  spontaneously  or  at  the  suggestion 
of  competent  authority-  A  portion  of  this  eminently  practical  instruction  is 
given  in  a  certain  number  of  institutions.  I  may  specially  mention  the  lessons 
in  dress-cutting  and  dress-making,  which  are  honored  features  in  some  insti- 
tutions. 

Yet  these  institutions  have  like  all  the  others  to  contend  with  the  difficulties 
presented  by  the  extra  work  in  preparing  for  the  examinations  for  teachers' 
certificates.  What  would  it  be  if  the  ambition  of  parents  instead  of  seeking  to 
make  of  their  daughters  artisteB  or  temporary  school  teachers  for  the  sake  of  a 
poor  salary  or  an  often  problematical  marriage,  were  satisfied  to  assure  their 
future  by  preparing  them  to  become  ideal  house-keepers  ? 

PR0TB8TANT   SCHOOLS. 


A  change  is  manifesting  itself  in  the  situation  as  regards  the  Protestant 
schools,  which  is  not. without  arousing  the  anxiety  of  those  whom  it  concerns.  In 
sonie  counties,  chiefly  in  the  Eastern  Townships,  the  census  of  1901,  compared 
with  that  of  1891,  shows  pretty  considerable  differences.  With  the  tendency  of 
the  English-speaking  population  to  concentrate  in  the  large  centres  or  to  emigrate 
to  the  West,  property  is  changing  hands  more  and  more  frequently  and  the 
English-speaking  farmer  is  being  replaced  by  the  French-speaking  tiller  of  the 
soil.  The  result  is  that  the  Protestant  schools  are  no  longer  sustained  except 
by  a  rather  limited  population. 

Last  year,  in  forty-five  Protestant  schools,  the  figure  of  the  average  attend- 
ance was  less  than  five  pupils  and  in  one  hundred  and  ten  others  from  six  to  ten 
pupils. 

The  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  is  striving  to 
remedy  the  drawbacks  resulting  from  this  displacement  of  population.  Three 
years  ago,  I  addressed  a  circular  to  the  English  speaking  school  boards  to  advise 
them  to  take  advantage  of  the  section  of  the  law  which  permits  of  the  conveyance 
of  the  children  to  school  at  the  expense  of  the  municipality.  This  system  is 
practised  with  advantage — it  is  said — in  the  New-England  States. 

In  view  of  the  state  of  affairs  which  I  note.  Sir  William  McDonald,  of  Mon- 
treal, with  a  generosity  which  does  him  honor,  has  resolved  to  try  the  experiment 
of  a  plan  of  school  concentration  and  has  entrusted  Professor  James*  Robertson, 
with  the  task  of  putting  it  into  execution.  During  three  years.  Sir  William  will 
pay  out  of  his  own  pocket  the  expenses  occasioned  by  the  operation  of  the  sys- 
tem and  this  experiment  will— I  am  sure — be  watched  with  a  great  deal  of  inte- 
rest by  all  who  are  concerned  for  the  cause  of  education. 


It  is  now  nearly  three  years  since  Sir  William  McDonald  desired  also  as  an 
experiment  to  favor  the  establishment  of  manual  training  classes  in  several  of 
the  Protestant  primary  schools.  He  supplied  the  tools  and  the  necessary  outfit, 
besides  paying  the  salaries  of  the  teachers.  Bedford,  Knowlton,  Waterloo, 
Montreal  and  Westmount  are  the  places  which  were  selected  by  him  for  the 
experiment  and  the  results  obtained  appear  to  be  satisfactory. 

Next  summer,  the  interested  school  boards  will  be  called  upon  to  decide 
whether  they  will  continue,  at  their  own  cost,  this  altogether  special  branch  of 
education. 

This  benefactor  of  the  Protestant  schools  intends  to  try  again,  at  his  own 
expense,  a  third  experiment,  whereby  it  is  proposed  to  provide  with  a  garden 
each  of  five  schools  in  a  determinate  school  division.  To  each  pupil  of  these 
school  will  be  assigned  a  piece  of  ground,  which  he  will  himself  cultivate  and 
frhich  will  serve  for  his  own  observations.  A  special  teacher  will  visit  these 
achools  to  give  the  children  lessons  in  *'  nature  study." 

This  teacher  will  be  Mr.  Geo.  D,  Puller,  B.A.,  who  followed  a  special  course 
at  the  University  of  Chicago  and  at  Cornell,  and  the  county  of  Brome  will  enjoy 
the  advantage  of  profiting  by  this  act  of  generosity  on  the  part  of  Sir  William. 

A  last  remark : 

A  few  years  ago,  there  were  practically  employed  in  the  English  schools 
only  female  teachers  holding  diplomas.  But  for  some  time  past,  I  have  been 
forced  by  circumstances  to  permit  the  engagement  of  a  pretty  large  number  of 
persons  without  diplomas. 

The  cause  of  this  scarcity  of  competent  female  teachers  is  attributed  to  the 
poor  salaries  paid  to  the  actual  teachers  and  to  the  facility  with  which  young 
girls  now  obtain  lucrative  employment  in  commercial  houses  or  in  the  offices 
of  the  liberal  professions  and  the  business  agencies. 

It  is  therefore  greatly  to  be  desired  that  the  school  boards  in  general  should 
increase  the  salaries  of  their  male  and  female  teachers,  in  order  to  attach  them 
to  their  work  and  to  enable  them  to  remain  in  the  noble  vocation  of  teaching. 
The  public  interest  demands  this. 

I  conclude  with  the  observation  that  the  directions  in  which  it  is  important 
to  make  progress  as  promptly  as  possible  are  : 

1.  The  establishment  of  new  girls'  normal  schools  for  the  Catholics ; 

2.  The  establishment  of  technical  schools  for  the  education  of  those  who 
mtend  to  devote  themselves  to  industry  ; 
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3.  The  iikcreafie  of  the  grant  to  the  publie  schoolfl. 

4.  The  creation  of  a  more  thorough  inspection  of  the  schools  by  ixnprorlng. 
the  position  of  the  school  inspectors. 

5.  The  free  distribution  to  the  primary  sekools  of  a^map  of  tbe  Oox&iniMk  ef 

Canada. 

6.  The  iree  distribution  to  the^ame  soboofa  of  a«yiiop1aeal  taUe-of  the  history 
of  Canada.

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I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year  1901-02. 

This  year  there  were  181  schools  in  operation  in  ray  district :  2  academies, 
14  model  and  165  elementary  schools.  Nine  of  these  :  1  academy,  4  model  and 
4  eiementary  schools  are  independent.  All  the  others  are  under  the  control  of 
curninissioners.  The  total  number  of  pupils  enrolled  was  6,889  and  the  average 
artendance  was  4,460. 

Nothing  worthy  of  mention  in  connection  with  schools  occurred  in  my 
district.  The  schools  above  mentioned  were  open  all  the  time  with  the  exception 
of  a  few,  which  had  to  be  closed  for  a  while  owing  to  contagious  diseases.  The 
progress  made  was  not  as  great  as  might  have  been  desired  but  it  is  satisfactory 
oniler  the  circumstances. 

The  two  chief  obstacles  to  progress  in  the  schools  are  the  insufficient  salaries 
paid  to  the  teachers  and  the  small  amount  granted  to  the  municipalities  by  the 
government.  The  former  is  a  direct  obstacle  to  education  and  the  latter  to 
niHterial  progress.  So  long  as  our  teachers  are  paid  salaries  lower  than  the  wages 
"f  the  humblest  servant  we  can  never  hope  to  get  proper  teachers,  and,  except 
iu  very  few  instances  any  true  progress  is  impossible  without  such  teachers.  So 
i.ng  as  the  government  does  not  give  more  liberal  assistance  to  municipalities 
ve  shall  experience  great  difficulty  in  improving  the  school  houses  and  the 
^:Lool  furniture  and  appliances  generally.  People  do  not  like  to  tax  themselves 
Atid  the  school  commissioners  are  also  rate-payers.  The  only  thing  that  induces 
them  to  make  some  improvements  is  the  fear  of  losing  the  grant  and  they 
'-' r^aider  these  urgent  improvements  as  hardly  necessary.  If  they  are  asked  for 
Something  expensive  such  as  rebuilding  a  school  house  or  getting  new  furniture 
they  laugh  at  us  an  i  at  the  grant  which  they  consider  too  small.  They  find 
that  tlie  departaient  exacts  a  great  deal  in  return  for  what  it  gives  and  manage 


the  school  as  they  think  best.  Are  they  wrong  in  this  when  they  look  merely 
upon  the  financial  side  of  the  question  ?  The  government  control  over  the  schools 
is  nevertheless  very  slight. 

Below  I  give  the  classification  of  municipalities  by  order  of  merit.

•..less  if  the  teacher  strives  to  follow  the  course  of  study  more  or  less  closely,  if  she 

.-e«  only  the  primer,  the  catechism  and  Le  Devoir  du  Chretien  (they  are  approved 

•<>k> )  if  the  secretary  pays  the  teachers  punctually,  the  success  achieved,  consi- 
.^  ring  all  these  trying  circumstances,  is  still  middling.  High  figures  must  he 
.'wii  if  one  wants  to  be  fair  and  these  figures  added  together  lead  to  the 
'  Atif  that  the  school  is  on  a  fair  footing  and  even  that  it  does  not  leave  much  to 
-.  desired,  while  the  contrary  is  the  case.  At  all  event«»,  these  tables  do  neither 
:  id  nor  harm  in  the  municipalities,  for  the  school  commissioners  never  see 
..-.'11,  and  were  ihey  to  see  them  it  would  make  no  difference. 

Last  year,  there  were  180  schools  open  in  my  district,  this  year  there  were  only 
'"^:  this  diminution  is  due  to  the  want  of  teachers  and  sometmies  to  the  too 
i^rAl  number  of  pupils  attending  them. 

T  have  again  had,  like  last  year,  23  teachers  teaching  without  diplomas. 

Two   very  good  school  houses  have  been  built  this  year :  one  at  St.  Fabien 

'A  the  other  at  St.  Benoit  Labre  d'Amqui.  P^verywhere  else,  they  have  remained 

'  'hej^  always  have  been  much  too  small,  cold,  badly  ventilated,  rain  and  snow 

liuiiC  entrance  in  bad  weather.    And  what  can  be  said  of  the  furniture  in  them 

..  i  the  closets  near  them.  They  are  abominable  and  should  not  be  tolerated  for 

r^oinent-   This  is  the  greatest  evil  in  our  schools. 

A  regrettable  want  also  exists  in  the  organization  of  our  schools  which  I 
civ^»  already  noted  m  my  previous  reports  ;  it  is  the  need  of  a  small  library  for 
.0  U5e  of  the  teacher,  a  few  good  books  which  might  enlarge  the  sphere  of  her 
rin^Tiedge  and  put  her  in  a  position  to  benefit  her  pupils.  I  am  of  opinion  that 
.*--  co-^t  of  the  books  the  inspector  gives  as  prizes  to  the  pupils  might  be  very 
.»•  .litablv  used  for  the  purchase  of  these  small  libraries.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  working  of  the  schools 
of  ray  inspection  district  for  the  scholastic  year  1901-02. 

My  inspection  district  comprises  tlie  twenty-three  school  municipalities  of 
tiie  counties  of  Maskinong6  and  St-Maurice,  that  of  the  city  of  Three  Rivers  and 
those  of  Grand'Mfere  and  Ste  Flore,  in  the  county  of  Cham  plain  ;  also  the  dissen- 
\m\t  municipality  of  Ste  Ursule,  making  twenty-seven  in  all. 

This  year  these  municipalities  had  142  schools  in  operation  under  control  ; 
'^  being  academies,  6  model  schools  and  133  elementary  schools.  These  latter 
-  hools  were  taught  by  32  male  religious  and  26  nuns,  4  male  lay  teachers  with 
^vriificates,  114  female  lay  teachers  with  certificates  and  28  without.  With  the 
exception  ot  13,  the  latter  acted  as  under  teachers. 

The  total  teaching  staff  therefore  numbered  204. 

The  female  teachers  as  a  rule  seemed  to  me  better  trained  than  in  the  past ; 
tliey  were  more  familiar  with  the  course  of  study,  and  consequently  the  children 
AT-re  belter  classified. 

I  alway.^  find  that  some  progress  is  being  made  in  the  school  buildings - 
>everal  houses  were  suitably  repaired  and  four  were  built  during  the  year  :  one 
in  the  town  of  Grand'M&re,  a  splendid  four  story  brick  building  ;  three  others  in 
the  municipalities  of  Maskinonge,  Ste.  Flore  and  St.  Boniface  of  Shawinigun,  all 
being  in  accoriance  with  the  school  regulations  and  the  requirement?  of 
hygiene. 

The  furniture  and  ventilation  are  somewhat  defective  pretty  nearly  every- 
where. I  called  the  attention  of  the  school  commissioners  to  these  point*  and 
next  year  I  will  give  you  the  names  of  the  municipalities  where  my  remarks  are 
not  heeded. 

The  secretary-treasurers  do  their  best  to  perform  their  duties.  In  a  good 
many  municipalities  the  teachers  are  paid  regularly  at  the  end  of  each  month. 
In  others  the  secretary- treasurers  pay  the  teachers  when  the  latter  request  them 
to  do  so. 

I  trust  that  this  report,  incomplete  as  it  is,  will,  with  the  bulletins  I  sent  yoa 
during  the  year  give  you  a  good  idea  of  the  progress  of  education  in  my  district* 
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I  annex  hereto  the  table  of  classification  of  the  school  municipahties  by 
order  of  merit,  in  conformity  with  paragraph  15  of  article  16  of  the  Rules  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  schools  of  my  district  for  the 
.Jiolastic  year  1901-02. 

This  district  comprise.^  this  year,  198  schools  under  control  and  12  indepen- 
ieiit  schools  ;  these  were  attended  by  8,119  children  and  the  average  attendance 
.ras  6,024,  say  74  per  cent. 

These  pupils  are  classified  as  follows :  3,432  first  year  ;  2,232,  second  year ; 
1.4  iS  third  year;  699  fourth  year;  207  fifth  year;  94  sixth'year ;  31  seventh  year 
Mi 'I  ♦i  eighth  year. 

The  progress  made  during  the  year  has,  on  the  whole,  been  very  satisfactory 
:.:.tl  has  Deen  inferior  or  null  in  twenty-one  schools  only. 

Six  school  houses  were  rebuilt  and  three  others  underwent  considerable 
1-1  airs-  I  accepted  only  four  of  these  houses,  not  being  satisfied  with  the  others. 
"^  •Die  still  remain  which  are  not  sufficiently  large  or  are  in  a  defective  condition. 
l.ie  chief  reform  or  improvement  to  be  effected  is  in  theschool  furniture  which  is 
::'nerally  defective.  The  regulations  of  the  month  of  May,  sanctioned  in  June 
l;-t,  come  at  the  right  time  and  it  will  be  easy  to  obtain  the  desired  iniprove- 
L«rutr?   in   view  of  the  jn'osperous  times  we  are  now  having. 

I  consider  that  now  or  never  is  the  time  if  we  wish  to  replace  defective 
ic^.«»ol  furniture.  Many  schools  in  my  district  have  onl}'  one  black  board  which 
k  ^uen  too  small  and  nearly  always  badly  painted.  It  is  well  known,  nevertheless 
that  a  large  black  board  is  indispensable  and  that,  without  it,  the  sacrifices  made 
ky  the  rate- payers  are  frequently  useless  or  nearly  so. 

Tlie  amendment  to  the  regulations  requiring  the  inspector  to  wait  until  his 
Kuril  home  to  report  to  the  secretary  on  the  condition  of  the  schools  is  most 
m  licious.  By  this  means  reports  will  be  more  complete  and  more  accurate.  The 
ieiters  sent  by  the  Department  to  the  school  corporations  after  the  inspector's 
t;M3rts  are  sent  in,  ordering  them  to  decide  upon  the  reforms  that  are  considered 
leces^ary  will  certainly  have  a  good  effect.  It  is  the  best  way  to  make  our 
iifjte<"tion  more  fruitful  in  results. 

Xlie  school  year  which  begins  on  the  first  Monday  of  September  and  ends 
ft  tlie  30th  June  is  shortened  in  an  alarming  manner  in  some  municipalities.  The 
ft. mi  nations  are  begun  on  the  20th  June  and  the  schools  are  closed  even  when 
ke  inspector  has  not  yet  paid  his  visit.  This  haste  in  holding  the  examinations 
ft  1  closing  the  school  before  the  end  of  the  year  is  blameworthy.  Two  months 
lr«^  a  long  enough  holiday  for  young  children  w'ho  forget  a  portion  of  what  they 
liive  learned  during  the  year. 
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During  my  twenty-two  yeiirs  experience  as  an  inspector,  I  have  observed 
that  the  month  of  January  never  counts  for  much  as  a  school  month  because  the 
attendance  at  that  time  is  very  small.  During  that  month,  the  severest  of  the 
winter,  the  children  who  are  badly  clothed,  who  live  far  from  the  school  and 
who  are  conveyed  there  in  vehicles  at  irregular  intervals  are  generally  absent. 
Since  two  months  holidays  are  necessary,  would  it  not  be  better  to  have  two 
vacations  of  a  month  each :  the  first  from  the  15th  July  to  the  l^th  August  and 
the  second  from  the  30th  December  to  the  30th  January  ? 

Of  course  this  suggestion  does  not.  in  any  wise  apply  to  communities  and 
independent  schools.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1901-02. 


The  number  of  municlDalities  is  the  same  as  last  year,  viz  :  28  ;  but  I  have 
two  schools  more,  making  a  total  of  176. 

The  lay  as  well  as  the  religious  teachers  in  my  district  have  as  a  rule,  per- 
formed their  duties  well.  Those  in  the  superior  schools  have  been  very  successfuL 

There  are  Btill  many  schools  taught  by  young  and  inexperienced  girls 
who  have  no  professional  training  and  these  schools  are  not  as  progressive  as 
they  should  be.  But  this  depends  more  upon  the  commissioners^  who  engage  the 
first  person  who  comes  to  them  provided  they  do  not  pay  too  much. 
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During  the  paat  year  two  municipalities  refused  to  comply  with  the  school 
law  and  regulations:  one  with  reference  to  the  monthly  contribution  and  the 
other  with  reference  to  the  removal  and  replacing  of  a  school  house.  The  latter 
difficulty  is  not  yet  settled. 

Most  of  the  secretary  treasurers  perform  their  duties  faithfully  but  there  is 
one  who  is  very  r^migs  and  whom  the  commissioners  should  remove  at  once. 
I  consider  him  the  most  negligent  of  all  men.  Such  a  state  of  things  shows 
beyond  a  doubt  that  our  r,ural  populations  do  not  submit  willingly  to  competent 
authority.  Some  person  will  say  :  ''  I  am  a  school  commissioner  ;  Iwishthhigs 
to  be  done  in  such  or  such  a  manner.  We  hav<3  always  lived  that  way  and  are 
not  yet  dead.  I  am  right  and  T  insist  on  this.  "  Such  reasoning  is  lamentably 
weak. 

Ten  good  school  houses  were  built  last  year  according  to  plans  and  specifi- 
cations approved  by  your  department  :  three  in  St.  Charles  ;  three  in  St.  Raphael ; 
one  in  St.  Michel  ;  one  in  N,  D.  Auxiliatrice  de  Buckland  ;  one  in  Ste.  Germaine 
and  another  in  St.  Ner6e.  Several  others  are  being  built  during  the  present 
vacation.  • 

Seven  schools  were  provided  with  desks  having  two  seats,  conformable  in  all 
respects  to  the  school  regulations.  This  rebuilding  of  school  houses  and  renewal 
of  furniture  shews  that  the  commissioners  and  rate- payers  are  becoming  alive  to 
the  necessity  of  having  good  school  houses  and  furniture  for  their  children. 

Four  female  lay  teachers  only  were  unable  to  attend  the  pedagogical  lectures 
last  autumn.  I  was  well  pleased  with  the  attendance  and  have  found  that  the 
teachers  understand  better  and  better  how  important  these  lectures  are  and  the 
pupils  benefit  by  their  knowledge. 

I  am  satisfied  with  the  new  bulletins  but  they  impose  additional  work  on 
the  inspector  because  it  is  necessary  to  write  out  the  reports  to  the  municipalities 
and  those  of  each  school  three  times.  The  blank  form  for  the  classification  of  the 
schools  in  a  municipality  by  order  of  merit  should  correspond  to  that  of  the 
bulletins. 

The  following  is  the  classification  of  the  school  municipalities,  by  order  of 
merit,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  15  of  article  16  of  the  Rules  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Committee  of  Public  Instruction  : 
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The  following  statement  shows  the  difference  in  the  points  obtained  during 
th^f  vear  in  the  classification  of  municipalities,  by  order  of  merit,  and  the  deter- 
milling  causes  thereof  :

My  district  comprises  the  counties  of  Jacques-Cartier,  Vaudreuil,  Soulanges 
and  Laval.    It  contains  69  municipalities,  140  districts,  126  elementary,  27  mode 
schools  and  4  academies.  There  are  also  two  classical  colleges  whose  statistics  we 
have  noi  included  in  this  report :  the  St.  Laurent  and  Rigaud  colleges. 

10  schools  were  taught  by  40  male  religious. 

Eight  Brothers  of  Christian  Schools  teach  one  of  these  schools  ;  six  Maris 
Brothers  teach  another  ;  seven  Clercs  de  St   Viateur  a  third ;  eight  Freres  de  Ste 
Croix  teach  three,  five  Brothers  of  Christian  Doctrine  teach  two  and  five  Brothers 
of  St  Gabriel  teach  the  two  others. 

15  JBchools  are  taught  by  142  nuns  :  three  by  sixteen  Sisters  of  La  Congregation 
de  Notre- Dame  ;  six  by  seventy  five  Sisters  of  Ste.  Anne  ;  four  by  forty  three 
'Sisters  of  Ste.  Croix  and  twj  by  ei^ht  Sisters  of  Providence. 

16  male  lay  teachers,  all  with  diploma?,  teach  in  13  schools  with  an  average 
salary  of  $276.00. 

117  female  lay  teachers  with  diplomas  teach  in  as  many  schools ;  their 
average  salary  is  $148.00. 

All  the  male  lay  teachers  have  diplomas. 

The  number  of  female  lay  teachers  without  diplomas  is  23  ;  their  average 
salary  is  $82.00.  Only  3  of  these  teach i*rs  are  in  charge  of  elementary  schools  ; 
the  20  others  are  employed  either  in  boarding  schools  to  teach  English  and 
music  or  in  model  and  elementary  schools  where  the  number  of  pupils  necessi- 
tates the  employment  of  more  than  one  teacher.

There  has  been  an  increase  of  two  municipaiities  over  last  year  :  the  muni- 
cipality of  CaFcade?,  in  the  county  of  Soulanges,  and  that  of  Port-Many,  in  ih*^ 
county  of  Laval.  The  former  was  a  part  of  district  No.  3  of  the  municipality  o: 
the  Cedar?,*the  other  of  district  No  4  of  the  municipality  of  St.  Francois  de  Sn. -. 

There  is  one  new  district  constituting  the  new  municipality  of  Cascade?.  T!  ? 
school  was  attended  by  57  pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  42.  The  schc >• 
board  purchased  a  private  house  and* converted  it  into  a  school  house.  The  cliiv- 
room  which  I  ordered  to  be  enlarged  gives  about  85  cubic  feet  per  pupil.  Tie 
height  between  the  floor  and  the  ceiling  is  10  feet. 

Last  summer  the  school  commissioners  of  Coteau  landing  built  a  tiu'.' 
school  house.  The  class  room  is  40  x  27  x  10  feet ;  it  is  lighted  by  8  window^ 
and  three  glazed  doors  two  of*  which  open  into  the  cloak  rooms.  This  house  c-t 
over  $3,000.00  and  is  a  credit  to  the  commissioners  and  the  municipality  gei.'- 
rally.  The  furniture,  including  the  platform  and  desks  for  the  teacher,  the  pujii 
seats  and  desks,  blackboards,  etc.,  is  excellent.     The  desks  have  two  seats.  * 

The  boys'  model  school  in  the  village  of  Ste.  Rose  was  considerably  eniarco- 
and  repaired.  The  three  class-rooms  are  spacious,  well  lighted  and  supji'.it  I 
with  very  good  furniture. 

The  five  rural  districts  of  the  municipality  of  Poinle  Claire  are  now  provi'l:  I 
with  good  school  house=.  The  last  one  was  built  in  1900.  Until  ahour  t-  i 
years  ago  school  was  taught  in  rented  houses  in  these  districts. 

The  municipality  of  Cote  St.  Remi  of  Pointe  Claire  which,  previous  : 
1897,  was  district  No.  3  of  Pointe  Claire,  built  a  good  school  house  last  autnni: 
The  class  room  is  very  clean  and  well  lighted  ;  its  dimensions  are  25  x  IS  x  > 
feet. 

In  the  inspection  bulletins  I  have  sent  you  since  last  winter  I  have  uv 
tioned  the  school  houses  that  shouhl  be  rebuilt  or  (considerably  repaircMl.    Tli    t 
bulletins  also  contain  all  other  information   apart  from  what  is  given   here  i^l 
which  you  should  have.     I  therefor©  conclude  my  report  with  the  follow:,  s 
table  which  contains  a  sumniarv  of  most  of  this  information.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  schools  of  the  county 
of  Gaspe. 

The  year  1901-02,  in  my  district,  has  witnessed  the  erection  of  a  municipality, 
the  formation  of  three  school  districts  and  the  opening  of  four  schools.  Ot  this 
number,  two  were  opened  only  about  the  middle  of  the  year.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  also  saw  the  doors  of  six  other  schools  remain  closed  ;  an  eventful  year 
if  there  ever  was  one  in  the  school  world  of  the  county  of  Gasp6. 

If  soDie  schools  were  not  opened  at  all  and  if  others  were  so,  only  for  a  part  of 
the  year,  it  is  due  to  the  want  of  teachers  who  are  becoming  more  and  more 
scarce;  poverty  has  also  contributed  greatly  thereto. 

Rather  than  leave  their  schools  closed,  certain  raunicipfilities  took  upoii 
themselves  to  engage  teachers  without  diplomas ;  most  of  them  however,, 
obtained  permission  before  doing  so.  Twenty  teachers  without  diplomas  taught 
in  ray  inspection  district ;  and  I  am  prepared  to  state  that  several  of  them. 
fulfilled  their  duties  conscientiously. 

Without  being  excellent,  progress  during  the  year  has  been  satisfactory  in- 
the  majority  of  the  schoola.  The  convents  of  Ste.  Anne  des  Moats  and  Douglas- 
town  continue  to  do  good  work. 

Smallpox  which  raged  in  Several  places  in  Gaspe  county  also  helped  to 
prevent  progress ;  as  a  consequence  the  school  attendance  has  not  been  very 
satisfactory. 

The  school  furniture  improves  every  year.  8ix  years  ago,  on  my  first  tour  of 
inspection,  there  was  only  one  school  provided  with  good  double  desks;  now 
there  are  over  seventeen.  I  congratulate  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the 
Council  of  Public  Instruction  on  the  happy  decision  taken  at  its  sitting  in  May 
last  Tsith  regard  to  school  desks. 

I  have  found  in  my  visits  to  the  schools  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  unfor- 
tunate circumstances  mentioned  above,  the  conferences  held  last  fall  have  not 
been  without  good  effects. 

As  a  rule,  the  advice  given  as  to  preparation  for  the  classes  has  beem 
followed.  In  the  same  way  the  teaching  of  drawing  has  received  more  attention. 
than  in  the  past.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  schools  of  my  inspection 
district  for  the  school  year  1901-02. 

I  visited  129  schools  under  control  and  3  independent  schools. 

These  schools  had  an  attendance  of  6,879  pupils,  and  the  average  attendance 
was  4,629  or  67.29  per  cent. 

Two  schools  of  St.  Valerie  de  Ponsonby,  one  of  N.  D.  de  Pontmain  and  one 
of  Mulgrave  were  not  opened  this  year  ;  the  commissioners  could  not  get  teachers 
to  direct  these  schools.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year  just  finished. 

Progress,  as  a  rule,  has  been  less  noticeable  than  I  could  have  wished  on 
account  of  the  epidemics  of  smallpox  and  measles  which  raged  so  fiercely,  that 
in  certain  localities,  especially  St.  Bonaventure,  New  Carlisle,  St.  Godefroi,  Port 
Daniel  West,  Port  Daniel  East  and  Anse-aux-Gascons,  the  schools  had  to  remain 
<ilosed  for  months  together.  Other  causes  which  I  had  the  honour  to  indicate  in 
my  last  report  and  which  I  shall  repeat  further  on,  also  hindered  the  advance- 
ment of  education  in  my  inspection  district. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  there  has  been  progress  in  the  application  of  peda- 
gogical methods. 

I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  comply  with  the  request  of  a  large  number  of 
the  clergy  and  to  give  clear  explanations  upon  the  teaching  of  reading  by  the 
phonic  system.  These  explanations,  I  propose,  with  your  permission,  to  complete 
upon  my  next  tour  of  inspection. 

'*  L'Enseignement  Primaire  "  continues  to  render  great  services  to  such 
teachers  as  take  pains  to  read  it  for  information.  The  lessons,  as  a  rule,  especially  in 


arithmetic  and  inenBuration  which  are  to  be  found  in  erch  number  are  of  incal- 
culable assistance  to  them. 

A  treatise  on  arithmetic  drawn  up  according  to  the  method  followed  in  "I'En- 
eeignement  Primaire  "  would  be  of  immense  Bervici>. 

With  tive  or  six  exceptions  the  school  furniture  is  not  what  it  should  be.   In 

my  last  report,  I  had  the  honour  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  little  interest  that 

the  school  boards  as  a  rule  take  in  educational  matters.    I  attribute  to  this  lack 

of  zeal  the  fact  that  a  proportion  of  about  50  per  cent  of  the  teachers  in  my  dis- 

.   trict  have  no  professional  knowledge  and  are  consequently  almost  incompetent.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1901-1902. 

During  the  past  year  progress  in  the  schools  has  been  more  hindered  i 
fortuitous  and  irresistible  events  than  in  any  other  of  the  18  years  of  my  in5p»' 
torate. 

There  is  hardly  a  municipality  in  which  the  whole  or  a  great  many  of  tlv 
schools  were  not  closed  for  a  period  of  from  one  to  several  weeks,  and  even  t^o 
or  three  months,  while  in  some  schools  which  were  an  exception  to  the  rule  the 
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average  attendance  feil  almost  to  a  rainimum,  say  ten  or  fifteen  per  cent  of  the 

tnroiment. 

It  is  needless  therefore  to  compare  the  result  of  this  year  with  that  of 
jjfevious  ones. 

But  little  change  was  made  as  regards  the  teachers'  salaries.  Nevertheless 
ill  some  municipalities  this  year  again,  experienced  teacheis  who  were  getting  a 
rearly  salary  of  $125.00  or  over  were  removed  and  replaced  by  inexperienced 
'ces  or  by  young  girls  without  diplomas  who  accepted  a  salary  of  $100,  $110  or 

U  Ir  also  to  my  knowledge  that  teachers  without  diplomas  who  had  been 
liguged  two  years  ago  without  the  necessary  authorization  were  continued  in 
iieir  office,  still  without  authorization,  during  the  year  just  ended.  Others  who 
"ere  engaged  in  1900-1901,  Nvith  such  authorization  but  on  the  express  condition 
bat  they  should  get  their  diplomas  during  the  year,  neglected  to  do  so  and  yet 
;'ey  taught  throughout  the  year  without  fresh  authorization. 

The  only  municipality  that  has  made  any  important  improvements  in  its 
'■il'lings  and  school  furniture  is  that  of  the  town  of  St.  Johns.  The  school 
wrJ  of  that  town  has  not  only  repaired  but  has  considerably  enlarged  its  boys' 
cademy,  in  which  it  has  introduced  the  most  modern  system  of  ventilation  and 
ft^  supplied  it  with  a  complete  set  of  improved  furniture. 

The  classes  are  also  amply  provided  with  all  the  necessary  appliances  such 
'^etsofmaps,  methods  of  French  and  English  reading  on  cardboard,  sets  of 
il)le3  for  the  intuitive  teaching  of  object  lessons,  language  exercises,  French 
^•J  English  dictionaries,  dictionaries  for  the  translation  of  the  same  languages, 
pe  writers,  telegraph  instruments  and  sets  of  the  most  recent  pedagogical  and 
'.s*sical  works  for  the  use  of  the  professors. 

This  school  is  now,  I  may  say,  one  of  the  best  in  the  province  as  regards 
nitation,  comfort  and  appliances;  it  does  great  credit  to  the  municipality 
^1'^.  at  the  same  time,  it  bears  testimony  to  the  progressive  ideas  and  the 
lerest  in  educational  matters  of  the  school  commissioners  and  rate-payers. 
ey  have  spared  no  sacrifice  to  endow  the  town  with  a  school  on  a  par  with  its 
il»''rtance  as  chef-lieu  of  the  district,  and  one  which  meets  all  the  present  needs 
Jf'^  population. 

The  secretary- treasurer's  accounts  are,  as  a  rule,  pretty  well  kept ;  never- 
^l-'is  all  their  books  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  book-keeping. 
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Several  of  these  secretaries  n re  farmers  who  have  received  only  an  elementary 
education  which  does  not  allow  of  their  doing  better. 

The  census  of  children  of  school  age  is  taken  nearly  everywhere  by  the 
secretary-treasurers  ;  but  in  many  municipalities  it  is  based  on  informatiin 
gathered  by  the  commissioner'j  themselves  in  their  respective  districts.  They 
do  this  with  the  view  of  economizing  and  saving  the  special  fees  and  travelli".: 
expenses  they  would  have  to  pay  the  secretary  to  enable  him  to  go  from  ho  if' 
to  house  in  all  the  ranges  of  the  parish.  The  result  is  that  this  census  is  ran 
or  less  accurate  while  the  secretaries  cannot  be  blamed. 

Moreover  in  many  instances,  it  happens  that  at  the  time  the  census  is  take 
in  the  month  of  September,  there  are  children  from  7  to  14  years  of  age  in  eac 
family  who  are  kept  at  home  to  work  on  the  farm  while  the  parents  do  not  zh 
the  names  of  others  who  are  seven  years  old,  to  avoid  paying  the  monthi 
contribution.  Nevertheless  these  children  will  attend  school  during  the  ye 
and  will  be  included  in  the  school  statistics  supplied  to  the  inspectors. 

I  also  deem  it  my  duty  to  point  out  that  the  statistics  collected  by  1! 
inspector  cannot  always  be  very  accurate  either  because  the  number  of  pu] 
enrolled  and  that  of  the  average  attendance  of  such  pupils  ascertained  at 
inspection  of  a  school  held  in  March,  for  instance,  must  be  a  fourth  or  a  third  l< 
than  the  total  enrolment  of  the  year. 

In  the  spring  a  good  many  families  change  their  residence  and  the  chiM' 
of  these  families  who  are  old  enough  to  attend  school,  added  to  the  youug  oi 
already  residing  in  the  district  who  have  reached  the  school  age  daring  the  yt 
always  form  a  considerable  addition  to  the  number  of  school  children  in 
warm  season. 

Nevertheless  these  children  are  not  included  either  in  the  census  ta^ 
during  the  previous  autumn  nor  in  the  school  s^^atistics  obtained  by  the  inspe 
during  his  inspection.  And  in  the  case  of  a  school  that  has  been  inspe.' 
during  the  month  of  June,  all  the  children  who  have  just  joined  it  appear  in 
inspector's  statistics  although  not  counted  in  the  secretary's  census.  It 
therefore  manifest  that  a  certain  number  of  children  are  not  included  in 
school  statistics  w^hile  others  are  counted  twice.  Thus  I  do  not  believe  it  jx^^^? 
to  check  the  statistics  contained  in  the  census  by  those  obtainied  by  the  in? 
tors  nor  to  establish  even  approximately,  with  the  aid  of  such  statistic, 
exact  number  of  the  pupils  who  have  attended  school  and  that  of  the  chil<i 
who  have  not  attended  during  the  year. 
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To*  ascertain  this  with  the  aid  of  statistics  it  would  be  necessary  in  my 
oiimion  that  the  census  should  be  taken  everywhere  with  the  greatest  care  and 
as  near  as  possible  to  the  end  of  the  school  year  and,  further,  that  the  statistics 
of  pupils  who  have  attended  school  should  be  forwarded  to  the  inspectors  by 
the  teachers  at  the  date  when  the  schools  are  closed  for  the  holidays.

The  increase  is  far  from  being  in  proportion  to  that  of  other  occupations.  It 
h  not  surprising  that  there  is  so  much  difficulty  in  finding  teachers  for  all  the 

>chools. 

Five  new  school  houses  have  been  built,  2  at  St.  Anne,  1  at  Ste.  Perpctue,  1 
at  St.  Damase  and  1  at  St.  Pascal.  The  plans  were  followed  fairly  well ;  but  care 
was  not  taken  everywhere  to  provide  sites  of  the  required  size  and  to  place  the 
'►uildings  at  least  30  feet  from  the  road.     Repairs  are  made  without  approval. 

There  is  very  little  change  in  the  state  of  the  furniture.  A  few  municipalities 
cuntinue  to  have  tables  made  without  regard  t »  article  107  of  the  regulations  of 
Roman  Catholic  Committee.  The  commissioners  should  be  forced  to  pay  with 
tl/eir  own  money  what  they  clo  of  their  own  accord  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
the  law. 


During  the  year,  filteen  municipalities  have  inaugurated  the  system  of 
monthly  reports.  I  hope  that  the  parents  who  are  thus  enabled  to  follow  the 
progress  of  their  children  more  closely  will  interest  tiiemselves  more  in  their 
education.

I  have  the  honour  to  report  to  you  that,  <luring  the  yenr  1901-02,  141  .•scL' 
under  control  were  in  operation  in  my  inspection  district. 

Of  this  number  135  were  elementary,  and  fi  model  schools  for  boys. 
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These  schools  were  attended  by  7,191  pupils,  iis  follows  :  elenentsirv  schoolj^, 
ilM :  model,  81)5. 

The  average  atteiu lance  in  the  elei^ientary  schools  was  4.4o7.  and  in  the 
mudel,  7<)6. 

Besides  thesrhools  under  control,  I  have  nie:itione  1,  there  are,  in  my  district: 
:in  acnilemy  for  b(»ys  (at  Berthier)  which  had  ISO  pupiN,  with  an  average  attend- 
.iiice  c»t"  158  ;  two  academies  for  girls  (at  Joiiette  and  Hertliif^r^  which  had  'irM 
1 1'll'ils  with  an  average  attendance  of  2oiK  The  last  three  institution'^  are  inde- 
I'liiltMit,  as  also  are  10  mo<lcl  schools  for  girls  under  the  control  of  nuns  which 
z^^■:^  instruction  to  ()10  pupils. 

The  grand  total  of  pupils  in  institutions  of  all  kinds  amounted  to  8,240, 
.'ir:  increase  of  228  over  the  year  1000-01. 

The  average  attendance  in  the  schocds  un<hT  control  was  a  littie  loss  than  in 
previous  years  on  account  of  disease  (smallpox  and  varioloid)  whii'h  raged  in 
i.j'St  of  the  municipalities  I  visited. 

With  a  few  exceptions,  all  the  schools  gave  rtie  much  satisfaction,  tljrough 
t}j'*  zeal  displayed  by  the  teachers,  the  observance  of  the  course  of  study  and 
Hie  jiDgress  of  the  pupils  in  the  more  important  branches-reading,  grammar 
aii'i  parsing,  writing,  arithmetic  and  catechism.  The  less  important  subjects  were 
iio!  neglected  in  most  t>f  the  schools. 

Five  new  school  houses  were  built  last  year,  namely  :  one  at  Grand  Rang  de 
^:it:-Melanie,  two  at  St.  Beatrix,  one  at  8te.  Emelie  de  TEnergie,  one  at  St.  Nor 
fjfert.  These  school  houses  are  spacious  and  very  comfortable. 

Ill  the  niunicipality  of  Ste.  Genevieve  ile  Berthier  and  St.  Felix  de  Valois- 
th^  commissioners  have  undertaken  to  re.iew  the  furniture  and  to  replace  the 
i'Mig  benches  ami  tables  by  modern  desks  and  benches.  Other  municipalities,  I 
ain  convinced,  will  follow  this  good  example  in  the  near  future. 

The  accounts  of  the  municipalities  are  fairiy  well  kept  as  a  rule.  However, 
iij  some  places,  the  arrears  at  tiie  close  of  the  year  are  too  high.  I  have  in  every 
•a-e  of  neglect  to  collect  thf*  assessments  and  monthly  fees,  asked  the  secretarv- 
trf:i<urer  to  collect,  eac  i  year,  all  that  is  due  to  the  corporation  so  as  always  to 
f'^  ready  to  pay  the  teachers'  salarin-^  and  meet  the  obligations  ot  the  school  board. 

I  have  also  called  the  attention  of  the  secretary-treasurers  to  the  necessity  of 
leaking  the  census   required    by  article274   of  the  school  law  with  the  greatest 


l»  .  '..  . 
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For,  in  some  municipalities,  the  number  of  children  mentioned  in  iLe 
census  is  much  below  that  of  the  pupils  enrolled  in  the  schools — a  proof  that  Uvj 
census  has  not  be  made  with  the  care  required.

These  statistics  compared  with  those  I  sent  you  in  my  report  of  last  year, 
.'^how  that  there  has  been  in  my  district  this  year,  an  increase  of  10  in  the 
iiumber  of  schools  open,  an  increase  of  8'28  in  the  number  of  children  who 
liiiended  school  and  a  decrease  of  3  per  cent  in  the  average  attendance. 

Vaccination,  which  was  made  obligatory  last  fall  for  children  in  all 
municipalities  i-*,  I  believe,  the  sole  cause  of  the  slight  decrease  in  the  average 
attendance. 
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With  regard  to  the  IG  school  dif^trict:^  in  which  the  pchools  remained  cl 
during  the  year,  this  was  due  to  the  I'act  that  there  were  not  enough  children  ii. 
these  school  districts  to  keep  the  schools  open. 

The/e  is  a  tendency  towards  increase  in  salaries  in  my  inspection  district 
but  this  increase  comes  very  slowh^ ;  I  would  like  however  to  mention  the  naiiit- 
of  the  following  municipalities  in  which  salaries  have  been  increased  this  y«:ir :

These  results  show  that  the  large  majority  of  teachers   perform  their  diiti" 
honpraidy  ;  as  for  the  others,  I  think  their  want  of  success  is   due  less  to  tl.t  ■ 
incomf>etence  and  to  their  lack  of  zeal  than  to  their  lack  of  experience  in  i!i 
profession. 

The  pedagogical  lectures  we  give  in  the  autumn  always  have  good  result^. 
but  these  results  are  particularly  marked  in  teachers  who  have  had  a  few  yt?[ir- 
experience  in  teaching.  These  lectures  also  afford  the  inspector  the  iinmerr- 
advantage  of  pointing  out  to  the  teachers  the  particular  faults  which  he  m.'- 
have  remarked  in  their  teaching  and  of  enabling  him  at  the  same  time  to  iK»i!.' 
out  to  them  the  means  of  correcting  these  faults.  In  these  lectures  the  teaoli^'- 
have  also  the  advantage  of  being  able  to  j^et  before  the  inspector  the  particul.i* 
difficulties  they  may  experience  in  teaching  their  school  and  of  receiving  nseini 
advice  from  him. 

''  L'Enseignement  Primaire  '  with  rare  exceptions  is  delivered  regularly, '  • 
all  the  schools  and  this  excellent  review  is  always  a  valuable  help  to  theteacht^r^ 

Five  new  school  houses  have  been  built  this  year  in  my  district  of  inspe 
tion.  These  five  houses  are  not  all  perfectly  in  accordance  with  the  plan- 1::' 
nished  bv  you  to  the  school  boards  interested  but  there  is  not  much  wantini: 
The  workmen  who  undertake  the  construction  of  new  houses  sometimes  mak-. 
mistakes  with  resoect  to  the  size  of  the  windows,  which  thev  do  not  always  nmi^t 
of  the  required  size  and  the  inspector,  even  when  exercising  the  most  caretii' 
supervision  and  giving  explanations  beforehand  to  the  commissioners,  canni*. 
always  prevent  such  mistake.

I  have  the  lionour  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1901-02- 
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Temti^ry : —My  disirict  of  inspection  embraces  three  counties.  Labelle, 
Wright  and  Pontiac,  and  covers  an  area  of  about  15,000  square  miles,  divided 
by  rivers  and  mountains,  into  six  natural  divisions. 

Mileage: — On  account  of  the  nature  of  the  country,  I  am  obliged  to  travel 
largely  by  horse  and  rig.  I  could  save  time  by  travelling  by  train  through  the 
Upper  and  Lower  Ottawa  divisions  of  my  district,  if  I  could  hire  rigs  at  or  near 
the  different  stations,  to  drive  to  the  schools,  but  this  is  impossible. 

To  visit  all  the  schools  in  my  district  of  inspection,  I  travel  3,200  miles. 

Expense: — Not  counting  cost  of  outfit,  wear  and  tear  etc.,  the  cost  of  doing 
the  work  the  past  year  amounts  to  S249.61.  It  could  be  done  more  cheaply  in  a 
more  thickly  settled  country. 

Schools: — There  are  in  these  counties,  116  Protestant  elementary  schools,  six 
"f  which  are  in  unorganized  territory. 

C asaificalinn : — The  following  is  a  careful  classification  of  the  municipalities 
a^  required  by  regulation  of  the  Protestant  Committee,  article  9.  section  13. 

Excellent: — Bristol,  Clarendon,  Hull,  Ear«Uey,  Lower  Litchfield,  Bryson 
Vilhige,  Wakefield  Village,  Chelsea,  Maniwaki. 

Good: — North  Wakefield,  West  Teinpletou,  Mashara,  St.  Angclique,  Cantley, 
Lochaber  No.  1,  Ay  1  win  in  part. 

Middling: — Portland,  Wakefield,  Onslow,  Gatineau  Valley,  Thorne,  Leslie, 
North  Onslow,  Lowe. 

Unsatisfactory: — The  remaining  municipalities. 

It  sometipaes  happens  that  one  of  the  districts  in  a  municipality  is  very 
good  and  the  others  bad,  so  it  does  not  follow  that  every  school  in  the  remaining 
mnnicipalities  io  bad. 

Taxation ;— The  annual  taxation  for  the  past  year  has  been  from  5  to  15 
mills  on  a  dollar  or  from  50  cents  to  SI. 50  per  SlOO,  and  the  school  fees  from  10 
l'»oO  cents  a  month.     The  average  fee  is  25  cents  a  month. 

Grants  : — The  extra  government  grants  to  poor  municipalities  have  been  a 
great  help  to  many  of  the  schools  of  my  district,  and  have  been  much  appre- 
'■iated.  These  grants  have  been  expended  for  the  purchase  of  equipment  and  on 
imjiroving  tlie  school  buildings  and  grounds. 

School  houses: — I  can  report  gradual  progress  in  the  improvement  of  school 
buildings  and  school  property.     New  up  to  date  buildings  have   been  erected  at 
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Lower  Litchfield,  Lochaber  and  River  Desert.  Others  are  in  course  of  construc- 
tion. Ail  the  new  school  houses  are  furnished  with  patent  seats  and  desks,  ai.i 
are  built  after  models  furnished  by  the  inspector. 

School  boards : — There  are  50  school  boards  in  charge  of  the  schools  in  the-? 
three  counties.  About  one  half  of  the  commissioners  and  trustees  visit  their 
schools,  the  other  half  are  carele:'S  or  totally  negligent  of  this  important  duty. 

Accoxinta: — The  accounts  as  a  rule  are  well  kept  and  regularly  auditevl.  In 
a  few  instances  however,  it  is  difhcnlt  to  fin<l  any  one  in  the  municipaiity  who  ca:e« 
to  attempt  to  keep  a  set  of  books  or  make  an  audit. 

In  these  cases  the  audit  is  made  by  the  inspector  at  the  time  of  his  visit 

Surety  bonds  are  given  by  nearly  all  the  secretaries. 

Teachers  : — The  teachers  have  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  dutj^^ 
and  we  have  had  no  difficulties  either  between  parents  and  teachers  or  leaclur? 
and  pupils. 

It  is  the  policy  of  school  boards  to  engage,  as  far  as  possible,  teachers  wh 
have  been  trained  at  the  Normal  schools. 

The  supply  is  not  C'jual  to  the  demand  and  I  am  sorry  to  report  that  a  tew 
persons  have  been  engaged  to  teach  on  permits.  It  is  becoming  annually  m<'re 
difficult  to  secure  qualified  teachers  for  the  remote  schools,  as  the  terra  is  11:311:11  y 
short  and  the  salary  small. 

Bonuses : —'Vine  competition  for  the  bonus  for  excellence  in  teaching  has  been 
very  close.  On  account  of  the  fact  that  only  ten  per  cent  of  the  teachers  in  can. 
in3|)ectorate  can  secure  recognition  many  deserving  teachers  must  necessaril.l" 
disappointed  ;  seventeen  have  been  successful  in  my  inspectorate.  The  list  hn? 
already  been  published. 

Conferences : — During  the  first  half  of  the  year  ten  teachers'  conferences  were 
held  in  different  centres.  These  conferences  were  attended  by  79  elementary 
teachers,  5  teachers  of  high  schools  an  i  academies,  S  clergymen,  12  commi-:- 
sioners  and  trustees  and  15  visitors  and  ratepayers.  After  meeungs  were  fairly 
well  attended. 

I  have  kept  careful  note^  on  the  results  of  these  conferences  and  find  tha^ 
the  greatest  progress  is  made  by  those  schools  which  are  taught  by  teachers  wli<' 
have  attended  the  conferences. 

At  the  meetings  the  subjects  taken  up  were  English,  arithmetic,  geography, 
model  lessons,  school  management  and  spejimen  work.  Specimens  of  the  pre- 
vious year  were  placed  on  exhibition  for  the  benefit  of  young  tea'jhers. 
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Inspection  : — All  the  school  districts  of  my  inspectorate  were  visited  during 
the  year.  Owing  to  bad  roads,  scattered  population  and  long  distances  which 
fKipil?  have  to  travel,  some  of  the  schools  are  in  operation  only  trom  May  to 
I>eoember.  These  I  visiit  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  and  some  T  visit  twice 
a  year.  The  majority  of  the  schools  continue  in  operation  from  September  to 
June,  80th.     These  I  visit  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year. 

General  : — (rood  work  is  being  done  in  all  the  districts  of  my  inspectorate, 
••x(  ellent  work  in  many  t>f  them.  The  schools  are  growing  in  numbers.  The 
pa[>ils  are  orderly  and  the  discipline  good.  Out  of  the  allowance  provided  by 
liio  government,  I  have  paid  the  travelling  expenses  of  teachers  attending  the 
i-  niference  meetings. 

I  have  advised  the  secretaries  of  the  different  municipalities  to  be  punctual 
^vith  tlieir  annual  reports.

I  have   the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  on  the  state  of  the 
^rhools  in  my  inspection  district  for  the  year  1901-02. 

The  district  comprises  thirty-two  municipalities,  namely  :  nine  in  the  county 
•f  Portneuf,  and  twenty-three  in  that  of  Champlain. 


The  schools  boards  of  these  thirty-two  municipalities  have  had  in  operation 
ihis  vear,     174  schools  of  all  kinds  ;  these  schools  are  classified  as  follows:

Number  of  independent  schools 8 

Total 174

The  attendance  was  as  follows  : 

Pupils  enrolled  in  schools  under  control 7,941 

Pupils  enrolled  in  independent  schools 744 

Total 8,655 

Average  attendance  in  schools  under  control,  5,575,  say  70  per  cent. 

Average  attendance  in  independent  schools  633,  say  85  per  cent. 

You  will  doubtless  say  that  the  average  attendance  might  have  been  bettr. 
which  I  do  not  deny.  The  chief  causes  of  the  decrease  were:  1st  small  pox  whirh 
laid  constant  siege  to  some  places  to  the  extent  of  an  epidemic.  Thus,  in  th'^ 
parish  of  Ste  Genevieve  de  Batiscan,  the  school  commissioners  in  order  to  exter- 
minate the  disease  closed  all  their  schools  for  a  fortnight.  2.  Another  reas-.. 
and  not  the  least,  was  that  the  parents  require  the  services  of  their  children 
while  still  very  young.  For  instance,  at  seed  time,  harvesting,  and  for  trilli;i- 
matters  the  children  are  kept  at  home. 

The  teaching  stuff  is  cotn posed  of  13  male  religious,  43  nuns,  150  female  L:y 
teachers  with  diplomas  and  23  without,  5  male  lay  teachers  with  diplomas  a:. 1 
one  without. 

The  number  of  unqualified  teachers  is  much  too  large,  arising  from  the  f:i^ 
that  several  of  them  do  not  like  the  career  of  teacher,  that  they  are  teaciiinL 
only  temporarily,  hoping  to  be  able  to  change  their  condition  of  life  as  soon  .^^ 
possible. 

I  am  well  satisfied  with  the  results  obtained  in  the  thirty-two  niuuicipaliiie^ 
of  my  district.  It  is  quite  certain  that  the  progress  is  due  to  the  pedagodcii! 
lectures  "  I'Enseignement  Prunaire  "  and  the  bonuses. 

Several  pchool  houses  still  leave  too  much  to  be  (le=?ire  I,  and  the  sau.. 
applies  to  the  school  furniture.  However,  to  shew  you  that  the  school  coulllii^ 
Bioners  are  beginning  to  understand  more  than  ever,  the  urgent  need  of  havii.: 
good  schools,  nine  new  houses  have  been  built,  this  year,  namely  .*  St.  Jean  'l^- 
Piles,  No.  5;  Deschambault,  No.  8;  St.  Prosper,  No.  4;  St.  Casimir,  Nos  2  and  ■) 
St.  Tite  (parish),  Nos  2  and  2i;  Ste.  Thecle,  No.  7  ;  St.  Narcisse,  No  1.  Thos^  I 
have  accepted  out  of  these  are  roomy,  comfortable,  healthy  and  conformable  t* 
the  plans  and  specifications  furnished  or  approved  by  your  department. 
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The  school  commissioners  of  the  school  municipality  of  St.  Narcisse  deserve 
sjiccial  mention  for  their  new  model  school  in  the  village,  which  is  beyond 
denial,  the  finest,  roomiest,  and  most  comfortable  in  all  my  inspection  district. 
Itj?  cost  amounts  to  the  large  eum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  I  con- 
gratulate them  also  upon  their  having  bought  modern  furniture  for  the  same 
school. 

Besides  the  teachers  who  this  year  earned  bonuses  I  beg  to  call  to  your 
favorable  notice  the  names  of  the  following  teachers  for  the  success  they  have 
La-1 :  Misses  Alida  Bourque,  St.  Jean  des  Piles;  Emma  LaBarre,  Mont  Carme^  ; 
Severine  Caron,  St.  Maurice  ;  Arthemise  Pothier,  Cap  de  la  Magdeleine ;  Sara 
IVjuin,  St.  Gilbert ;  Malvina  Lanoiiette,  St.  Thuribe ;  Amanda  Paquin,  Descham- 
lault;  Virgin'e  Rivard,  St.  Tite,  (parish);  Marie- Louise  Cossette,  St  Adolphe; 
Rusa  Brunelle,  St.  Luc-de-Vincennes;  Clara  Vallee,  Ste.  Anue-de-la-Perade; 
Ciara  Rivard,  Ste.  Geneviiive-de-Batiscan ;  Marie-Anne  Bordeleau,  St.  Stanislaa. 

The  *'  Pedagogic  th^orique  et  pratique  "  delivered  gratuitously  to  all  the 
schools  of  the  province,  is  calculated  to  do  immense  good,  as  many  teachers 
have  not  had  the  advantage  of  attending  a  course  in  pedagogics  in  a  normal 
M  hool,  and  have  no  professional  training. 

The  new  geography,  by  J.  N.  Miller,  Esq.,  is  used  in  many  achoois.  This 
hook  is  a  credit  to  its  author,  who  has  succeeded  in  giving  to  education  a  work 
which  is  remarkable  from  a  pe<lagogical  point  of  view,  and  is  calculated  to  pro- 
mute  geographical  knowledge  in  an  interesting  manner.  The  government  should 
take  int  ^  serious  consideration  the  fact  that  teachers  as  a  rule  have  not  the  means 
i*f  providing  themselves  with  this  geography,  and  should  distribute  it  free  to 
all  the  tchools  in  the  province. 

With  few  exceptions,  the  secretary-treasurers  make  the  census  of  the  children 
ii.  the  municipality  properly,  keep  the  accounts  properly,  and  do  every  thing  they 
{Hl^^ibIy  can  to  collect  the  t.ixes  at  the  proper  time  and  consequently  the  teachers 
are  pai<l  monthly  nearly  everywhere. 

Before  closing,  may  I  be  permitted  to  make  the  following  suggestions  j 
h  That  the  title  of  inodol  school  be  granted  to  No  1.  school  of  St.  Th^ophile  du 
Lac,  the  number  of  children  capable  of  following  the  model  school  course  is

r  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  thinl  annual  report  on  the  state  of 
public  instruction  in  my  inspection  district  for  the  year  1901-02. 

I  have,  in  m}''  district,  *i  academies,  10  model  school  and  140  elementary 
-chools  ;  ail  these  schools  were  open  during  the  year. 

The  only  school  of  the  municipality  of  Deschcnes  was  not  opened  this  year, 
oil  account  of  the  exodus  of  several  families  from  the  locality. 

The  attendance  in  the  elementarv  schools  alwavs  leaves  much  to  be  «iesired, 
:u.<l  T  believe  that  it  will  be  so  for  a  long  time.  How  can  it  be  expected  that 
j'iif)i]s  from  5  to  7  years  or  7  to  14  years  could  ever  at  all  seasons,  go  four  or  five 
inile>  on  foot  to  get  to  school  ;  the  latter  being  situated  in  the  centre,  more  or 
it  ->,  of  an  extent  of  five  to  six  miles  of  territory.  If  the  centralization  of  schools 
l)e  a  good  thing  in  any  place,  it  would  certainly  be  excellent  in  Ottawa  and 
Poutiac. 

It  would  not  cost  more  for  the  parents  to  see  to  the  conveyance  of  their 
•"hildren  to  a  good  central  school  than  to  maintain  in  a  tniserable  minner  several 
-luall  schools,  badly  built  and  uncomfortable,  whither  the  pupils  can  only  go  very 
irregularly,  and  only  to  suffer  for  the  time  they  are  there.  Several  of  my  teachers 
have  not  the  necessary  capacity  which  is  easily  explained  because  they  have  not 
had  any  professional  training. 

All  the  professions  have  a  period  of  four  to  five  years  in  which  their 
members  prepare  themselves  practically  and  theoretically  to  become  later  on 
['hysicians,  advocates,  notaries,  etc.  Now,  teaching  being  also  a  profession,  and 
not  the  easiest,  what  can  be  expected  from  a  young  girl  who  has  succeeded  more 
'»r  less  in  obtaining  a  diploma  permitting  her  to  teach  others  what  she  herself 
^as  learnt  only  by  dint  of  groping. 


:i 


This  will  be  remedied  by  establishing  normal  schools  for  girls  in  all  the 
principal  centres  of  the  province,  and  by  forcing  all  those  who  wish  to  teach  to 
aitend  them  for  at  least  ten  months. 

I  hope,  that  we  shall  soon  have  such  a  school  in  Hull  which  is  an  important 
centre  of  the  large  counties  of  Ottawa  and  Pontiac  I  have  already  worked  to 
this  end,  and  shall  continue  to  do  so  as  long  as  T  can  hope  to  olitain  it. 
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In  my  last  visit  to  the  schools,  I  noticed  that  the  visitors'  register  in  which  I 
unfortunately  wrote  a  report  more  or  less  favorable  to  the  teachers,  bad,  wholly 
or  partly,  dirappeared.  This  is  an  evil  which  must  necessarily  be  rectified.  But 
I  know  not  how.  Tt  is  all  the  more  difficult  because  in  the  following  year,  we 
find  new  teachers  in  these  schools  who,  not  being  aware  of  what  has  become  of 
the  old  register,  procure  themselves  a  new  one  which  they  present  to  ua,  an  1 
in  which  every  thing  has  to  be  besjun  over  again. 

h^Enseignenient  Primaire  so  ably  edited  by  Mr.  C«  J.  Magnan,  continues  to  l^; 
a  great  help  in  the  hands  of  French  speaking  teachers.  It  is  a  wnse,  sure  aid 
experienced  guide  which  leads  them  in  the  right  path  of  duty,  pointing  out  tu 
them  the  mistakes  to  be  avoided,  the  qualities  to  be  acquired  for  teaching  iU 
children  entrusted  to  them  and  for  bringing  them  up  in  a  Christian  manner. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  inform  you,  that  the  study  of  the  French  language 
is  being  introduced  little  by  little  into  the  English  schools  of  my  inspection 
district.  I  am  so  proud  of  this  good  movement  that  I  promise  to  neglect  nothing 
to  encourage  it  by  every  means  possible  ;  and  I  hope  that  before  long,  I  ehaK 
hav«  no  schools  where  French  is  not  taught.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  third  annual  report  on  the  state  of  the 
schools  of  my  inspection  district  for  the  year  1901-02. 

This  year  194  educational  institutions  were  open,  5  more  than  last  year. 

The  number  of  pupils  has  also  increased  by  605  including  those  of  the  Levi- 
Industrial  school,  which  brings  it  to  8,695;  5,389  in  Levis  and  3,306  in  Dor- 
chester, with  an  average  attendance  of  70  per  cent. 

I  find  good  progress,  from  a  pedagogical  stand  |)oint.  The  course  of  sluJy 
is  better  followed  and  the  teaching  is  more  rational,  intuitive  and  practical. 

The  average  salary  reached  §96.20. 

Apart  from  temporary  teachers,  whi  fortunately  vre  becoming  rarer,  rn.i 
thos^  without  diplomas,  who  increased  greatly  this  year,  all  the  teachers,  l»i»ti. 
lay  and  relis^ious,  |)erform  their  duties  well. 

As  to  school  sites  and  furniture,  it  is  always  the  same;  complaints  huvi- :  ► 
be  continually  made.  However,  there  is  a  slight  tendency,  towards  improv- 
inent- 

Although  there  is^  still  much  to  be  done,  still,  in  view  of  the  circumstau*  e-. 
I  am  satisfied  with  the  results  obtained  and  the  working  of  the  school  law  in  lir 
schools  under  mv  control.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year  1901-02 
Progress  has  been  fair,  and   even   very  satisfactory  in   a  large  number  of 
scliools  in  my  inspection  district,  but  in  a  certain  number,  which  is  still  too  larg 
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there  has  been  little  if  any   progress  ;  the  teachers  in  these  schools  are  not 
competent  enough. 

The  conferences  as  in  the  past  render  great  service  to  the  teachers,  especially 
to  those  beginning  their  career. 

As  yon  may  see  by  my  inspection  bulletins,  the  greater  number  of  schoul 
houses  are  not  large  enough  to  give  the  miuimun  quantity  of  cubic  feet  of  air 
required  by  the  school  regulations;  although  in  a  good  condition,  they  are 
sometimes  far  from  suitable.  The  advice  given  does  not  seem  to  have  had 
much  effect ;  houses  are  rebuilt  only  when  about  to  fall  in  ruins. 

Not  to  speak  of  the  furniture,  the  school  appliances  are  so  poor  in  some 
schools,  that  it  is  impossible  to  find  a  good  blackboard  and  more  than  one  mup. 
As  for  the  other  articles  required  by  the  regulations,  it  is,  needless  to  add  thai 
they  are  conspicuous  by  their  absence.  In  order  to  remedy  this  state  of  affair> 
so  prejudicial  to  the  advancement  of  education,  I  beg  to  suggest  that  it  would  be 
necessary  to  adopt  a  plan  or  a  regulation  to  the  effect  that  the  government  grant 
shall  only  be  accorded  for  the  purchase  or  repairing  of  the  furniture  and  other 
schools  appliances,  in  accordance  with  the  advice  or  approval  of  the  inspector? 
for  the  district ;  that  the  grant  shall  not  be  used  for  general  expenses  or  for  the 
payment  of  salaries  except  upon  the  auihorization  of  the  aforesaid  school 
inspector.

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Eighty  of  the  buildings  have  been  buijt  or  thoroughly  repaired  during  the  pr.^t 
seven  years,  at  a  probable  cost  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  This  estimate 
does  not  include  the  amount  expended  on  furniture  and  equipment. 

Suret)'  bonds  have  been  given  by  all  the  secretaries  save  one.  He  however 
hns  furnished  the  school  board  with  a  mortgage  on  his  real  estate  coming  into 
effect  in  the  same  way  as  a  surety  bond. 

Many  school  boards  have  no  deeds  of  the  ground  on  which  their  sdnu. 
houses  stand.     T  have  been  endeavouring  to  remedy  this  defect. 

School  (jrounds: — The  authorities  have  been  harder  to  move  to  action  in  the 
direction  of  improving  and  beautifying  the  surrounding  of  the  school  edifice? 
than  in  that  of  repairing  the  buildings  themselves.  Some  progress  has,  howevf: 
been  made  and  the  pn^spects  for  the  future  are  more  encouraging.  Where  iht^ 
schools  are  closed  from  the  first  of  May  till  the  end  of  August  it  it*  difficult  to  evok» 
much  enthusiasm  on  the  subject  of  school  grounds.  A  small  sum  of  money  to  W 
distributed  among  the  schools  with  grounds  worthy  the  buildings  they  surroiiii'I 
might  have  a  beneficial  effect  in  the  way  (  f  stimulating  the  energies  at  p^c^e^.: 
dormant. 

Attendance : — The  total  school  population  has  been  slightly  in  excess  of  tint 
of  last  year,  although  in  some  localties  it  has  somewhat  decreased.  The  iiuiiH- 
trial  centres  have,  as  intimated,  more  than  off  set  this  decrease.  The  avernr^, 
attendance  of  those  enrolled  has  been  about  sixty-nine  per  centum.  T  make  ii" 
attempt  to  give  the  average  attendance  of  the  pupils  of  school  age  residing  in  i!i»' 
district, because  T  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  how  many  of  them  areattenflii.: 
the  superior  schools  situated  within  or  without  the  in'^pectorate. 

Taxation : — The  annual  rate  of  taxation  varies  according  to  circumstance^ 
from  three  and  one  half  to  fourteen  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the  assessed  value  "i 
property  in  the  various  municipalities.  As  a  rule  the  lower  rates  are  not  cnu?»'l 
by  the  great  wealth  of  the  corporations  but  obtain  in  municipalities  having 
boards  of  school  trustees  who  are  compelled  to  starve  their  schools  because  lhe\v 
know  by  sad  experience  that  as  soon  as  they  raise  their  rate  of  annual  tijxati '^' 
above  that  levied  by  the  school  commissicmers  many  prop^ties  now  under  thei' 
contror  wall  without  delav  be  transferred  to  the  valuation  roll  of  the  com- 
missioners,  the  owners  regarding  the  paving  of  one  or  two  dollars  as  of  nu»''e 
importance  to  them  than  the  education  of  the  English  population  of  tl  e 
province.  There  i.s  practically  an  unanimous  concensus  of  opinion  among  th-^ 
boards  of  trustees  that  the  school  law  should  be  amended  so  as  to  end  a  state"! 


I 
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affairs  which  is  detriraftntal  to  education  in  sections  of  the  country  wkere  the 
Encriigh  population  is  scattered.  The  matter  has  been  so  often  placed  before  me 
that  I  feel  it  a  duty  to  bring  it  to  your  notice. 

Cennis: — The  past  year  has  been  a  marked  improvement  on  those  which 
have  preceded  it  in  the  matter  of  obtaining  the  census  of  pupils  in  the  munici- 
pality. Only  four  secretary- treasurers  were  unable  to  give  me  the  figures  at  the 
time  of  my  visit.  These  were  however  soon  forwarded.  The  fact  that  the  secretary- 
treasurers  are  as  a  rule  on  the  board  of  assessors  may  in  some  degree  account  for 
thi.'?  improvement  for  it  must  be  admitted  that  secretary- treasurers  like  school 
tpachers  and  school  inspectors  have  year  by  year  to  do  much  work  for  little 
rf'Diuneration. 

Teachers : — Six  teachers  were  without  diplomas  in  my  district  last  year.  This 
number  I  fear  will  next  year  be  somewhat  increased  owing  to  the  niggardly 
["iiey  of  some  school  boards  who  will  not  pay  teachers  sufficient  salaries  to 
make  it  an  object  for  young  people  to  enter  the  profession.  The  school  boards 
w]ji(h  are  willing  to  pay  but  fifteen  dollars  per  month  for  seven  or  eight  months 
in  the  year  are  almost  without  exception  those  who  have  difficulty  in  obtaining 
t'.ulier?.  The  teaching  staff  has,  I  am  happy  to  say,  steadily  improved  during 
^titpnst  t<»n  years.  The  older  teachers  have  under  the  influence  of  institutes, 
^f^liMol  journals  and  self  culture  kept  abreast  of  the  times  while  those  entering 
the  profession  have  thanks  to  an  advanced  standard  and  compulsory  professional 
M'ining,  begun  their  work  with  knowledge  and  experience  in  some  degree 
:''iimeni=urate  with  the  important  interests  intrusted  to  their  care.  I  am  of  the 
i'inion  that  only  when  it  becomes  certain  that  school  boards  have  done  every- 
hiiig  in  their  power  to  obtain  certificated  teachers  and  when  they  are  paying 
n  -alaries  all  that  their  circumstances  will  warrant  should  permits  to  employ 
tachers  without  diplomas  be  granted.  My  experience  warrants  the  assertion 
h'at  tlie  work  done  by  such  teachers,  even  where  their  literary  qualifications  are 
ati?factory,  is  not  equal  to  that  of  those  of  equal  experience  who  have  had 
rofessional  training.  The  majority  of  the  large  municipalities  have  too  many 
'  liMols  for  the  number  of  children,  and  consequently  make  the  education  of  their 
npils  very  expensive.  The  discipline,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn,  has 
♦-en  rjuite  .satisfactory.  In  only  one  case  have  I  been  appealed  to,  and  that  T 
Mi  happy  to  say  was  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  teacher  before  I  was  able 
'  reach  the  school,  four  days  after  the  occurrence  complained  of.  This  decided 
'M^roveraent  I  attribute  largely  to  the  increased  attention  paid  to  school  tactics^ 

M)hy.sica]  drill,  singing,  simultaneous  reading  and  recitation,  and  to  moral 

'aiiiing. 
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The  list  of  teachers  whom  I  considered  after  careful  and  honest  consider- 
ation to  have  obtained  the  beet  results  under  the  circumstances  of  their  enviroii- 
ment,  I  have  a-iready  forwarded  and  need  not  here  ^  repeat.  My  only 
regret  in  connection  with  the  bonuses  to  teachers  is  that  the  funds  at  my  disposal 
are  altoge*her  inadequate  to  reward  all  who  by  merit  are  entitled  to  siuh 
recognition. 

Poor  municipality  grants  : — The  increase  in  the  amounts  of  these  grants  lias 
proved  most  beneficial.  To  it  is  in  some  measure  due  the  decided  improvemehi 
in  school  buildings  and  equipment,  although  it  is  true  that  a  considerahl' 
proportion  has  to  be  expended  in  maintaining  small  minority  schoole  in  the 
midst  of  a  majority  of  another  race  and  creed.  It  is  beyond  the  comprehenisior. 
of  the  average  inhabitant  of  the  rural  municipality  why  our  millionaires  wln> 
lavish  their  wealth  on  educational  institutions  in  the  centres  of  population  where 
wealth  and  educational  facilities  abound  do  not  turn  their  attention  to  th^ 
nurseries  of  the  manhood  and  womanhood  of  the  country,  where  the  gre;U 
majority  receive  all  the  schooling  they  ever  enjoy  in  educational  institutions 
for  surely  it  is  nobler  to  raise  the  whole  population  in  some  degree  than  t  • 
unduly  separate  a  few  from  the  great  mass.  •  To  supplement  the  work  which  h\s 
been  and  is  being  done  it  requires  no  great  annual  expenditure  if  judiciouslv 
applied  to  make  a  vast  improvement  in  the  English  elementarj''  schools  of  ih. 
province  and  the  attention  of  all  seeking  to  raise  for  themselves  a  lasiiLC 
monument  is  hereby  invited  to  this  subject.  All  such  expenditure  shoulJ, 
however,  be  as  much  directed  to  the  training  of  commissioners  and  trustee.^  a? 
to  that  of  children  for  on  the  former  depend  the  future  safe  guarding  of  ibc 
latter. 

Salaries  : — There  is  a  decided  upward  trend  in  respect  to  salaries  thoujrli : 
few  boards  cling  to  the  old  tariff  of  fifteen  dollars  per  month.  This  is  tic 
smallest  salary  paid  any  teacher  in  my  inspectorate,  the  largest  emolument  paid 
to  any  female  teacher  under  my  jurisdiction  in  charge  of  an  elementary  sch< « I 
is  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  many 
teachers  who  are  returned  in  the  bulletins  of  inspection  as  being  in  receipt  ' 
one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  a  year,  are  actually  paid  much  more  from  tit 
fact  that  they  complete  one  school  term  and  immediately  begin  another  iu 
different  district.  This  is  a  prolific  cause  of  the  frequent  change  of  teachers.  !< 
cannot  however  be  remedied  till  school  boards  generally  pay  their  teacher- 
adequate  salaries. 

Inspection  : — In  this  respect  the  year  has  been  a  busy  one.     Every  school  la 
my  territory  has  been  visited.     Only  one  which  was  open  during  the  time  of  my 
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first  visit  to  the  municipality  was  not  inspected.  A  whole  day  was  spent  in  an 
attempt  to  reach  this  school  but  an  untimely  flood  had  rendered  each  approach 
impassible  ;  a  subsequent  visit  was  made  but  the  school  was  found  closed.  The 
fact  was  duly  reported  to  your  department. 

The  cotirse  of  study : — I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  course  of 
study  as  outlined  by  the  department  of  Public  Instruction  is  carefully  observed. 
Physical  training  is  carried  on  in  ninety-eight  per  centum  of  the  schools  and 
siiiging  in  ninety-five.  Teachers  are  still  somewhat  prone  to  unduly  promote 
I  upils  ;  but  year  by  year,  I  note  improvement  in  thin  respect. 

Other  matters  there  are  which  I  would  fain  call  to  your  notice,  but  T  fear 
tijat  this  report  has  already  grown  to  inordinate  length.  I  cannot  however 
o-nclude  without  expressing  my  thankfulness  to  those  boards  which  have  at 
t-Misiderable  trouble  and  at  times  in  spite  of  opposition  carried  out  ray  sugges- 
•  lis  for  the  improvement  of  their  schools  To  my  teachers  one  and  all  I 
extend  my  hearty  thanks  for  the  kindly  manner  in  which  they  received  and 
the  thorough  way  in  which  they  acted  on  any  advice  T  tendered  them  while  in 
:!:e  discharge  of  my  official  duties.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1901-02. 

My  district  of  inspection  comprises  the  county  of  Gaspe  and  the  munici- 
l.»alities  of  Cox,  Paspebiac  East,  St.  Godfroi,  Port  Daniel  and  Gascons,  in  the 
coimtv  of  Bonaventure. 
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Conferences  for  the  teachers  were  held  at  the  two  most  important  ceolre?, 
viz  :  Gasp^Basin  and  New  Carlisle.  These  meetings,  which  were  well  attende^l 
hav2  I  believe,  been  very  helpful  to  the  teachers  in  their  work.  I  have  again  t*' 
acknowledge  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  by  inspector  Parker  at  both  the^t 
institutes. 

During  the  second  half  of  the  school  year  I  visited  and  carefully  examine'l 
all  the  schools  that  were  in  operation.  I  found  the  teachers,  almost  withnj. 
exception,  doing  good  work  and  fair  progress  being  made;  I  would  especiai.;' 
mention  the  excellent  pmgress  made  in  the  model  school  at  Gasp^-Bast. 
Bulletins  of  inspection  for  each  school  have  been  forwarded  to  the  departmer.t 
of  Public  Instruction. 

There  are  19  school  boards  in  my  district,  the  majority  of  whom  are  fairly 
attentive  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  I  examined  the  books  and  foui  . 
them,  as  a  rule,  well  kept  and  duly  audited. 

The  rate  of  taxation  varies  from  2  mills  to  12i  mills  in  the  dollar.  Ti- 
monthly  fees  vary  from  live  cents  to  $1.50  per  pupil. 

The  increased  aid  from  the  poor  municipality  fund  hai  enabled  mai' 
schools  to  be  better  supplied  with  apparatus  for  teaching  purposes  The  ijf^^^ 
dictionary  which  the  department  is  giving  will  supply  a  long  felt  want  in  ir.i.i.- 
of  the  schools. 

A  very  comfortable  school  house  has  been  built  in  the  municipality  -: 
Barachois,  and  the  one  at  Roseville  mude  ready  for  occupation.  The  scho- 
rooms  at  New  Carlisle  have  been  much  improved  by  the  addition  of  cloak  rooh.- 
and  good  modern  furniture.  Of  the  teachers,  3  have  model  school  diplomas  fr.>i: 
McGill  Normal ;  23  have  elementary  school  diplomas,  9  from  McGill  Normal.  U 
from  Central  Board  ;  4  have  no  diplomas. 

The  average  salarv  for  model  school  teachers  is  $270.00,  and  for  elementary 
$159.77.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  80th  June^ 

In  my  district,  there  are  7,985  pupils,  an  increase  of  296  over  last  year ; 
••.770  were  French,  and  64  English  speaking  boys  :  4,077  French  anil  74  Knglish 
^leaking  girls  ;  1,424  attended  the  superior  schools,  and  6,561  the  elementary. 

All  these  pupils  attended  the  191  institutions  of  all  kinds  in  ray  inspection 
•listrict,  namely :  3  academies,  one  being  under  control  and  ably  directed  by  the 
Marist  Brothers,  11  model  schools,  six  being  under  control;  and  177  elementary 
- 'Ii0f>l5,  one  being  independent.

The  average  attendance  in  Drummoml  county  was  72  „  '.  In  the  portion  of 
Arthabaska  under  ray  supervision  71  ..  ",   and  in  the  county  of  Bagot  68  o/'. 
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Upon  comparing  the  figures  of  the  census  made  by  the  secretary- treasurer^ 
with  those  in  the  enrolment  registers,  it  appears  that  in  the  seven  places  I  visit  in 
the  county  of  Arthabaska,  64  children  from  5  to  7  years,  36  from  7  to  14  years. 
83  from  14  to  16  did  not  attend  school.  In  the  county  of  Bagot,  the  niimkr 
enrolled  exceeds  by  157  that  furnished  by  the  secretary-treasurers.  In  thecoanty 
of  Drummond,  207  children  from  5  to  7  years,  and  323  from  14  to  16  did  no: 
attend  school  while  those  enrolled  of  7  to  14  years  exceed  by  107  the  figure^ 
supplied  by  the  secretaries. 

These  figures  show  on  the  one  hand  that  the  people  are  not  very  partiou.a: 
in  their  answers  to  the  census  officers,  and  that  the  latter  do  not  in  all  ca>.- 
take  every  possible  care  in  making  the  census.  A  better  result  would  i'^ 
obtained  if  the  secretaries  were  S]>ecially  paid  for  doing  this  work  which  somo- 
times  entails  lather  heavy  expenses. 

Nearly  all  the  municipalities  composing  iny  large  district  have  beenlriei 
this  year  :  smallpox  raged  in  many  places  so  much  so  that  a  gootl  many  school' 
had  to  be  closed  temporarily  here  and  there  ;  the  winter  moreover  was  sevcrt. 
making  attendance  at  school  almost  impossible  during  two  months.  These tv,^ 
causes  had  an  unfortunate  effect  on  the  general  result  of  the  school  workdurir.: 
the  year.  If  the  progress  seems  somewhat  slow  for  the  above  schools,  I  must  ?t>v 
on  behalf  of  the  teachers  that  they  have  followed  with  great  interest  thestud'^t- 
undertaken  to  perfect  our  sj^stem  of  education,  and  they  put  into  practice  in; 
large  measure  the  advice  given  with  the  object  of  assuring  the  pupils  of  ih* 
primary  schools  a  sound  education  commensurate  with  the  needs  of  the  clas-^.; 
in  the  midst  of  which  they  practise  their  noble  profe  sion. 

During  the  last  vacation  a  certain  number  of  good  school  houses  were  buL- 
here  and  there.  I  may  mention  among.^t  others  the  parish  of  St.  Eugene  t- 
Grantham  which  has  3  out  of  the  5  schools  built  strictly  according  to  the  plans  I'l 
the  department,  and  St.  Albert  de  Warwick  which  is  doing  the  same.  Tiii^ 
good  disposition  does  credit  to  the  worthy  farmers  who  do  not  hesitate  at  sacn 
fices  to  comply  with  the  law  and  the  school  regulations.  In  view  of  the  s\k\ 
pecuniary  means  possessed  by  these  two  places,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  special'} 
recommend  them  to  you  when  distributing  the  supplementary  grants.  It  woui" 
be  an  encouragement  which  would,  I   think,  produce  a  good  effect. 

The  remarks  I  made  last  year  with  regard  to  repairing  old  school  hou-tj 
still  apply.  If  we  are  not  severe  on  this  point  those  buildings  will  be  made  t^ 
la«t  indefinitely  which  it  is  impossible  to  change  them  in  such  manner  as  i" 
provide  sufficient  room  and  fulfil  the  hygienic  conditions  required  by  law,  in 
spite  of  the  great  outlay  that  is  often  made.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1901-02. 

I  have  again  urged  the  school  boards  to  provide  their  schools  with  furni- 
ture in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  health  and  good  order ;  on  your  part, 
you  have  renewed  your  instructions  in  the  same  sense,  but  the  success  of  our 
efforts  has  not  been  very  satisfactory.  Seven  school  rooms  onh'  have  btf^r. 
provided  with  suitable  forms  and  desks ;  nearly  a  hundred  have  remained  with 
furniture  w-hich  resemble  instrument?  of  torture  invented  to  weary  the  ]Hi|>i'- 
.  and  make  it  impossible  to  mam  tain  discipline.  The  authorities  persist  in  feem^ 
in  this  improvement,  which  is  so  much  needed,  merely  a  foolish  outlay,  acortly 
fad.  It  remains  for  the  higher  authorities  to  take  effective  measures  to  put  :i 
stop  to  this  pitiful  state  of  things. 


According  to  the  school  law,  children  are  of  school  age  at  5  year?.  Few  o: 
our  teachers  are  acquainted  with  the  particular  methods  suited  to  that  aj:e. 
and  rarer  still  are  the  class  rooms  having  the  space  and  appliances  necc- 
sary  for  these  young  children ;  thus  the  results  have  been  disastrous  from  every 
point  of  view.  A  great  service  would  be  rendered  to  education  by  fixing  th' 
minimum  school  age  at  six,  or  better  seven  years.

■1  iiiy  district  for  the  year  1901-1902. 

Two  very"  large  school  house.-?  have  recently  been  built  in  the  city  of  Montreal  : 
'Jif^  at  Point  St.  Charles,  the  Chauveau  school  ;  the  other  in  the  parish  of  St. 
K'.iH'bo,  the   Meilleur  school.     One  is  under  the  direction  of  the   Brothers  of 
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Christian  Schools,  and  the  other  under  that  of  the  Brothers  of  the  Sacred  Hean. 
They  are  provided  with  all  the  necessary  appliances. 

School  houses  have  heen  built  in  St.  Edouard,  Verdun  and  St.  Jean  dela 
Croix,  in  the  county  of  Hochelaga.     They  are  a  credit  to  the  commissioners. 

Some  school  houses  are  not  provided  with  desks  for  the  lower  classes,  consist- 
ing of  children  from  5  to  6  years  of  age.  There  are  certainly  too  many  children 
of  that  age  in  the  schools.

The  autumn  conferences  were  well  attended  by  the  teachers 

All  the  teachers,  both  lay  teachers  and  tho^e  in  religious  orders,  receive 
L^Enseignement  Prlmaire  which  they  Knd  interesting. 

The  secretary-treasurers  perform  their  duties  faithfully.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  t\v(Mity- first  annual  report  on  the  con^lition 
-III  workin"C  of  the  schools  in  niv  inspectorate  for  the  vear  11)01-02. 

The  inspectorship  has  been  enhirged  by  the  addition  of  one  school  in  the 
"MuUy  of  Napierville,  otherwise  the  descri[)tion  given  in  la-^t  year's  report  is  still 
Jl'plicable.  Its  area  is  about  1,376  scjr.  miles  There  are  twenty  niunicipalitie.<^, 
'  ^sides  the  Indian  school,  three  of  them  each  sii|)[>orting  a  model  school,  viz  : 
HHjnmingford,  Lacolle  and  (Marenceville,  and  tliree  additional  municipalities 
'naintaining  academies,  viz  :  Huntingdon,  Ormstown  and  Valley  field. 

Considerable  improvements  on  school  propert'  have  b 'en  m  ide  durint^  the 
v*.';ir.     The  .*^chool  house  in  the  town  of  Beauharnois  has  bjon   enlarged  and  put

in  excellent  order,  three  of  the  Howick  schools  were  wainscotted,  tastily 
stained  and  varnished  ;  a  fine  new  school  house,  finished  in  wood  and  thorougiilv 
equipped,  was  erected  in  St.  Malachie-d'Ormstown  ;  St.  Bernard-de-Lacoll<* 
repaired  and  furnished  one  school  with  new  and  approved  de^ks  ;  and  two  of 
the  schools  of  St.  Thomaj^  were  reseated  in  modern  style.  The  authorities 
in  other  municipalities  w^ere  not  altogether  remiss  in  their  duties,  but  tb^^ 
improvements  effected  were  insignificant  and  unworthy  of  special  mention.  Iri 
consequence  ot  these  improvements  the  position  of  municipalities  has  hw. 
changed  in  the  following  classification  : 

Classification  of  municipalities  according  to  regulatiorf  13  of  article  9. 
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School  boards  :  These  gentlemen  generally  flesire  to  improve  the  condition 
cf  their  school -property,  and  to  adopt  better  means  of  sanitation  and  comfort 
ihan  their  schools  at  present  afford ;  but  they  are  frequently  prevented  from 
( arrying  out  their  designs  by  the  opposition  of  the  ratepayers  whose  aim  is  to 
keep  down  the  taxes. 

The  rate  of  annual  school  tax  in  this  inspectorate  ranges  from  1  3/4  to  5 
mill^,  or  an  average  of  nearly  three  mills  on  the  dollar  of  property  valuation; 
and  the  school  fees  vary  from  5  to  40  cents,  or  an  average  of  eighteen  cents  a 
iDonth  for  each  child  of  school  age. 

The  amount  of  arrears  of  school  taxes  and  fees  ($4,875,)  reflects  severely  on 
the  school  boards,  whether  viewed  in  regard  to  themselves,  as  boards ;  or  in 
regard  to  the  delinquent  ratepayers  ;  or  in  regard  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition 
"f  many  of  their  schools,  or  specially  in  regard  to  the  inedequate  salary  paid  the 

teachers. 

The  three  boards  that  presented  a  clear  sheet  last  year  may  still  be  said  to 
be  free  from  the  disgraceful  incubus  of  arrears. 

The  school  boards  of  St.  George-de-Clarenceville  and  of  St.  Thomas  deserve 
the  compliments  of  the  community  for  concentrating  a  few  of  their  schools.  The 
/"Finer  added  another  dif  trict  to  the  model  school  which  is  now  supported  by 
three  districts ;  and  the  latter  united  tw^o  small  districts  making  one  good  school. 

The  schools  in  ten  municipalities  w^ere  regularly  visited  by  their  respective 
Guards;  those  in  eev^n  may  have  been  visited  more  or  less  regularly,  but  there 
was  no  record  kept ;  and  those  in  four  were  not  officially  visited  during  the  year. 

Secretary-treasurers  :  The  most  of  those  gentlemen  are  practical  business-men 
^vho  assume  the  duties  of  the  office  more  to  accommodate  the  school  boards  than 
for  aiiy  personal  advantage.  Like  our  teacher?,  their  salary  is  no  compensation 
i'»r  the  atnount  of  work  required  of  them.  However  their  books  and  ac3i»unt8 
-:e  invariably  well  and  neatly  kept.  Two  secretaries  had  not  been  seen  when 
vulled  on,  but  the  required  statistics  were  afterwards  obtained.  The  books  of 
accounts  of  all,  but  two,  were  duly  au<Hted;  the]two  exceptions  presented  finan- 
cial statements  that  were  accepted  in  lieu  of  audit  by  the  interested  boards. 
*'*urety-bonds  were  given  by  all  the  secretary -treasurers. 

I  regret  to  have  to  record  the  death  of   John  Davidson,  the  late  efficient 
>^(  retary  treasurer  of  the  Dundee  schools,  whose  books  and  accounts  were  always 
:ii'ulels  of  neatness  and  correctness,  and  whose  gentlemanly  deportment  secured 
he  enteem  of  all  who  knew  him. 
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The  attendance  In  elementary  and  model  schools  under  control  is  2387 
these  88  are  over  16  years  of  age,  leaving  2299  pupils  of  school  age.     The  census 
of  children  from  5  to  16  years  of  age  in  the  inspectorate,  including  elementary 
•  and  model  schools,  but  not  academies,  is  2514.     This  shows  that  there  were  '2\'^ 
children  who  did  not  attend  school  in  either  elementary  or  model. 

The  census  of  Indian  children  under  twenty  years  of  age  on  the  reservation 
which  embraces  Cornwall  island,  in  Ontario,  part  of  New  York  State  and  a  ]»arr 
of  the  township  of  Dundee,  is  776  boys  and  769  girls.  How  many  of  these  bclon.: 
to  the  province  of  Quebec,  is  not  known,  as  the  agent  made  no  distincliou  wh«i 
he  took  the  census.  Hut  however  enough  is  known  to  show  the  lamentable  indit- 
ference  of  the  Indian  regarding  education. 

Teachers:  The  teachers  generally  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  their  work. 
The  schools  under  their  careful  supervision  were  kept  clean  and  tidy  ;  the  wall^ 
were  well  covered  with  maps,  home-made  drawings,  and  pictures  of  illustrioi:^ 
men  and  women.  The  order  maintained  in  the  schools  at  once  gave  a  favouraM* 
impression  of  diligence  and  application  to  work  ;  and  in  most  schools  the  result- 
of  examination  fully  sustained  that  impression. 

Commendable  progress  has  been  made,  but  of  course  the  progress  of  ail 
schools  was  not  similar,  neither  were  their  advantages. 

The  condition  of  some  schools  as  regards  comfort  and  regular  attendanc' 
was  so  wretched  as  to  preclude  satisfactory  progress ;  and  none  lamented  ih- 
fact  more  than  the  teachers. 

Diplomas  :  27  teachers  hold  elemehtary  and  9  model  school  diplomas  from 
McGill  Normal  .School ;  and  35  teachers  hold  elementary  and  24  model  diploma- 
from  Central  Boards  ;  and  three  teachers  were  without  either  diploma,  or  permit- 
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SrJtooU:  Of  the  ninety-six  schools  in  operation  18  were  excellent,  41  good, 
is  middling,  and  the  rest  bad.  It  is  pleasing  to  state  that  there  was  no  school 
very  bad.  In  80  schools  the  course  of  study  was  faithfully  enforced  under  a 
^ood  time-table  ;  in  the  rest  pupils  were  promoted  before  the  work  of  the  grade 
was  accomplished,  or  some  of  the  subjects  were  omitted.  From  one  to  two 
iessons  a  week  were  given  on  '*  Temperance  nnd  Health  ''  in  all  the  schools. 
The  teachers  are  enthusiastic  on  the  subject  of  temperance  and  health,  and  it  is 
to  l>e  hoped  that  their  example  and  precept  will  prove  beneficial  to  the  rising 
generation. 

The  following  is  the  li<st  of  teachers  whose  schools  were  found  excellent. 
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Also  Miss  Mary  E.  Mootly  who  took  Miss  Eraser's  place  in  No.  1  Dundee, 
iiiier  New-year.  As  however  the  school  was  examined  on  the  28th  February  last, 
tli^^ success  mii.st  he  attributed  to  Miss  Eraser,  though  it  was  well  sustained  by 
Mis^j  Moody.  T(»  determine  accurately  the  rank  of  schools,  if  that  can  possibly  be 
*^^>ne  by  oral  examination,  is  a  most  difficult  and- hazardous  undertaking.  Most 
teachers  naturally  think  their  own  schools  the  best ;  and  if  the  examiner  does 
ii>'t  concur  in  this  opinion,  there  is  a  very  general  suspicion  of  partiality,  wiien 
tlie  recommendations  for  bonuses  are  made  known.  For  this  reason  I  fear  that 
'he  giving  of  bonuses  discourages,  rather  than  stimulates  unsuccessful  teachers. 

Teachers^  conferences: — Four  conferences,  which  were  attended  by  ti9  per  cent 
^'Ahe  teachers,  were  held.  The  one  at  St.  Johns  in  union  with  inspector  Taylor, 
^as  small,    and    so   was   the  one   at  Hemmingford ;  but  at  Huntingdon   and 
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Ormstown,  the  aitendance  was  very  good.  The  subjects  under  consideration 
were:  Scripture,  morals,  English,  school  management,  grade-limit-table  and 
teachers'  salaries.  Many  of  the  teachers  took  an  intelligent  pj^rt  in  the  discussion 
of  these  subjects.  We  were  much  indebted  to  the  principals  of  academies  and 
model  schools;  also  to  the  resident  clergymen  and  others  in  each  place.  The 
Huntingdon  representatives  in  Parliament  sounded  the  right  note  in  reference 
to  teachers'  salaries  and  the  much  needed  improvements  on  school  property. 
The  summer  schools  were  examined,  and  some  others  visited  last  autumn.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  general,  annual 
report  for  the  year  endins:  June  30th,  1902. 

In  order  that  our  reports  may  be  of  more  value  to  your  department  and  in 
the  absence  of  other  instructions  on  the  subject  it  was  agreed,  by  the  Englisl 
inspectors  at  their  conference  with  Dr.  Par  melee,  in  Richmond,  last  month,  t  • 
follow  the  same  general  outline  as  agreed  upon  last  year.  This  I  shall  endeavour 
to  do,  but  first  I  would  beg  t)  express  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable  privil^L'^ 
accorded  us  by  your  department  in  granting  us  an  annual  conference  with  your 
representative.  Dr.  G.  W.  Pannelee.  There  are  many  questions  that  arise  am\ 
confront  us  during  the  year,  which  can  only  be  fully  considered  and  under-^tood 
in  all  their  details  at  such  gatherings,  which  must  result  in  much  good. 
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Among  other  thing.-)  discussed  at  our  conference  was  the  desirability  of 
{►lacing  our  annual  report  in  the  hands  of  each  school  board  by  abstracting  them 
:"roni  the  general  report  and  issuing  them  in  pamphlet  form.  With  tins  end  in 
viow  r  give,  herein,  certain  details  which  were  inserted  last  year  for  the  same 
j»ur[»05»e. 

Territory  :  The  area  of  thi?  inspectorate  embracer  the  11  counties  of  Argen- 
teiiil,  Tw<»  Mountains,  Terrebonne,  L'AHSomption,  Montcalm,  Joliette,  Vaudreuil, 
Souhmges,  Chambly,  Jacques -Cartier,  Hochelaga  and  the  city  of  Montreal.  There 
:vre  in  thi*»  widely  extended  field  132  rural,  Protestant,  elementary  schools.  Of 
this  number  Argenteuil  contains  about  one  half,  or  56  schools. 

yrUeage: — Owing  to  the  mountains  in  the  north,  the  rivers  St.  Lawrence  and 
Ottawa  in  the  south  and  the  scattered  Protestant  settlements  throughout  the 
;zreater  portion  of  this  territory,  I  found  it  necessary  to  travel  last  year  by  horse 
an<l  train  2600  miles,  being  over  20  miles  on  an  average  for  each  school. 

Expense: — Exclusive  of  horse  keep  and  the  repairs  to  outfit,  the  cost  of  these 
rounds  amounts  annually  to  9150,  which  being  a  personal  account  may  be 
accepted  as  the  lowest  possible. 

Coriferences : — During  the  autumn  of  1901,  after  careful  preparation.  I  held  9 
leathers'  conferences  which  were  attended  by  94  per  cent  of  the  teachers,  there 
l.eing  only  7  of  the  whole  number,  who  were  not  present.  As  heretofore  I  also 
prepiired  definite  mimeographeil  instructions  (for  the  teachers  and  gave  each 
tnacher  a  full  set  of  several  sheets.  These  items  of  advice  are  helpful  to  all,  but 
ire  specially  so  to  the  younger  members  of  the  staff,  inasmuch  as  they  are  based 
uiH>n  the  failures  and  successes  of  those  who  have  preceded  them  in  the  work. 
Moreover,  there  is  a  definiteness  about  the  school  work  arising  from  the  confe- 
rt^iices  that  did  not  obtain,  heretofore  and  many  of  the  staff  are  quite  of  opinion 
that  the  whole  *'  course  of  study  "  could  be  very  profitably  analysed  and  detailed, 

-  lojet't    by  subject,  as  some  portions  of  it  have  been  in  these  notes  upon  the 
work  prepared  for  the  conferences.     The  average  cost  per  teacher  for  meals  and 

on  veyances  last  year  was  53  cents,  yet  4  conferences  w6re  held  with  no  cost  for 
oMve^^nnce.  Your  department,  in  my  opinion,  could  not  spend  the  $50.85,  that 

tiie^e  conferences  cost,  to  better  advantage  than  in  assisting  the  teachers  in  this 

,  rai'tical  manner. 

laspcc'ion:  In  addition  to  preparation  and  conference  work  during  the  first 
•■  rir  months,  I   visited  many  of  those  short  termed  schools,  which  are  open  in 

-  rie  .-umnier  and  fall  and  close  in  November  or  December,  but  fully  eigth  tenths 
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of  the  work  of  inspection  has  to  be  done  during  the^second  half  of  the  year.  Or. 
an  average  I  have  spent  *2  hours  and  30  minutes  in  each  school  and  hav<*  visitta 
all  except  one,  that  closed  while  I  was  under  quarantine  for  scarlet  fever.  Th- 
oflBicial  bulletins,  giving  every  detail  and  containing  a  copy  of  my  report  to  eaiii 
school  board,  have  all  been  forwarded  to  your  office.  I  would  that  their  content^ 
could  in  someway  be  placed  before  the  various  school  boards,  for  I  firmly  believ*^ 
that  many  of  the  cures  we  seek  must  come  from  these  gentlemen  ofthejcli" 
boards,  with  many  ol  whom  I  have  met  during  the  past  year,  and  found  tlieu' 
quite  ready  and  reasonable  in  mo.^t  respects. 

School  boards :  There  are  61  school  municipalities  in  charge  of  the  schools ..: 
this  inspectorate.  Many  of  these  have  charge  of  only  one  school,  but  in  e:icli 
case  I  find  a  desire  to  do  their  best  as  they  understand  it.  Last  year  there  w-.r- 
10  boards  that  failed  to  audit  their  books  at  all;  this  year  there  are  but  tw. 
Last  year  seven  secretaries  gave  no  bonds,  only  2  are  without  bonds  thi?  yra:. 
There  is  little  improvement  in  the  practice  of  the  boards  visiting  their  sdiotlv 
Last  year  24  boartls  did  so ;  this  year  26  have  done  their  duty  in  this  res[)eci. 

Taxation:  The  rate  of  taxation  varies  from  7i  cents  to  SI. 50  per  SI". 
while  the  average  rate  is  48  cents  per  $100.  There  are  7  paying  $1.00  and  inort

The  monthly  fee  varies  from  5  to  50  cents  per  month  and  averages  2*2i  nM.> 
per  month  throughout  the  11  counties.  You  will  observe  that  last  year  tl- 
average  rate  of  taxation  was  41  cents  per  8100  and  the  average  monthly  lee  w..^ 
24  cents  per  head  per  month. 

There  is  not  much  opportunity  for  these  schools  to  combine  and  fcn'ui  centru. 
schools  so  as  to  lessen  cost  and  improve  the  pu[>ih'  chances  for  better  educati  i 
I  have  recommended  it  in  a  few  places,  but  only  in  one  i)lace  has  it  been  i' . 
into  effect,  namely,  New  Glasgow  and  St.  Lin.     This  plan  would  do  well  ir.  > 
Andrews,  Arundel  and  Lachine.  Longueuilhas  been  considering  the  advisabil :; 
of  erecting  a  central  school  but  the  question  has  not  yet  been  fully  settled.    I 
most  cases,  however,  the  present  expenditure  must  be  continued  so  far  a*^  I  ^  :. 
observe,  unless  some  general  and  Avide-spread  plan  of  assessment  were  devlM  ! 
that  would  make  the  average  rate  possible.     That  is,  if  a  whole  municiiniu.v 
must  be  taxed  uniformly  to  constitute  a  common  school  fund,  as'per  our  pre^ti  t 
school  law,  out  |of  which  fund  each  school  district  in  the  municipality  hui  ^i; 
equal  right  to  draw  for  its  maintenance,  why  could  not  the  same  princi[»lt' 
applied  to  the  whole  province?     Of  course  this  is  a  large  proposition,  bm  i

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larger  than  many  already  eolved.  If  it  were  adopted  all  teachers  would  neces- 
smh  be  employed  and  paid  by  the  government  and  a  minimum  and  maximum 
salary  could  be  arranged  according  to  qualifications  and  experience.  I  can  see 
niRny  objections  to  such  a  scheme  but  chiefly  from  those  abler  portions  of  the 
jrovince  that  pay  at  present  a  minimum  rate  of  taxation. 

School  houses : — In  my  opinion  facts  that  evidence  the  expenditure  of  public 
money  are  the  very  best  proofs  of  public  interest,  and  to  assure  you  of  a  wide- 
'[■read  interest  in  education  throughout  this  inspectorate  on  the  part  of  the 
['t'>j)le,  I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  names  of  schools,  that  have 
een  erected  new  during  the  last  10  vears.

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I  am  often  asked,  if  the  people  take  much  interest  in  education  and  I  submit 
these  "  sij^s  of  the  times  "  for  the  consideration  of  all  who  may  read  this  report, 
that  they  may  draw  their  own  conclusions  therefrom.  T  could  enumerate  a 
.'imilar  list  of  new  seats,  maps,  blackboards,  &c.,  but  T  shall  keep  these  for 
another  tinie. 

Premises:  In  this  respect  there  is  still  very  much  to  be  desired  ;  even  where 
ij en  schools  are  erected,  the  grounds  are  slowly  put  into  proper  condition,  yet 
'"me  are  fencing,  others  are  planting  and  a  few  are  painting,  but  the  expenditure 
•'Mnoney,  or  even  labor  for  beauty  is  a  difficult  thing  to  secure, 

School  population :  The  census  returns  of  the  secretary-treasurers  for  last  year 
irave  the  school  population  as  4,581,  while  for  this  year  it  is  4,515,  making  a 
decrease  of  66  persons  of  school  age  in  the  rural  municipalities.  Of  this  number 
\'10o  were  enrolled,  it  is  71  7,>  of  these  again  67  "/o  were  present  daily,  but  only 
^1"  of  the  total  school  population  was  present  daily  at  school,  or  in  other 
wur«ls  53  pupils  out  of  every  100  were  absent  daily,  which  amounts  to  more  than 
'  lie  half,  or  2,392  out  of  4,515.  This  is  5  7,  less  than  last  year,  and  I  can  only 
itcuunt  for  it  by  the  prevalence  of  so  much  epidemic  sickness  from  measles, 
^'prlet  fever  and  small  pox  on,  account  of  which  several  schools  lost  months  of 
t<"Mching  and  accomplished  little.  The  average  daily  attendance  for  those 
er.roiled  is  67  ^/,  as  compared  with  64  "/^  last  year  or  3  '>/^  better. 

Teaching  staff:  I  am  glad  to  report  the  staff  as  well  qualified  and  anxious  to 
iu  ilieir  best.  Of  the  teachers  employed  37  held  elementary,  25  held  model 
■iiplomas  from  McGill  Normal  School,  29  held  elementary  and  6  held  model 
'iipit»mas  from  the  Central  Board,  2  held  academy  diplomas  from  McGill.  2  held 
'^iementary  diplomas  from  the  Roman  Catholic  Boards,  and  5  held  permits. 
?^€veral  teachers  taught  in  two  or  more  of  the  short  term  schools,  so  that  I  do 
uut  report  as  many  teachers  as  schools. 

As  a  general  rule  the  teachers  are  willing  and  faithful  in  carrying  out  the 

'eiruiations  of  the  department  and  those  given  them  at  the  conferences.  Many  of 

Lcm  are  quite  progressive  and  endeavour  to  keep  abreast  with  better  methods

the  pui)jls  while  fnmiliarixing  them  with  the  methods  an«l   rules  of  arithnu'ti; 

At  the  conferences  last  fall  Misses  Delvina  Oarncau,  Elise  Gosselin,  Enu'lit 
Furlong,  Ernestine  Croteau,  Ad  Me  Dumas,  Rebecca  Blouin,  Lucie  Haiiu-.. 
Ifonorine  Gingras,  Belzemire  Laliborte,  ^laria  Bouniue,  treated  various  pedoi^*- 
gical  subjects  with  much  success. 

Nine  scliool  houses  have  i.ecn  built  this  year  and  several  have  been  projicrv 
repaired.  The  few  schools  in  which  ventilation  is  still  defective  are  the  vtiv 
ones  which  are  to  be  repaired  or  rebuilt  by  the  1st  September  next,  so  that  I 
hope  to  find,  at  my  next  visit,  all  the  schools  well  ventilated.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on   the   working  oT  the  school  law 
111  my  inspection  district  for  the  year  1901  02. 
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The  bad  state  of  my  health  has  not  allowed  me  to  go  over  all  my  district,  as 
the  law  requires. 

During  the  year,  twelve  Roman  Catholic  elementary  schools  under  control 
of  the  Commissioners  were  opened,  as  follows,  namely  :  Municipality  of  House 
Harbour,  3  schools,  attendance  303  pupils  ;  Aubert,  4  schools,  303  pupils ;  St. 
Pierre  de  I'Etang  du  Nord,  5  schools,  375  pupils.  I  have  no  statistics  for  the 
latter  municipality.  The  convent  of  the  '*  Congregation  Notre- Dame"  at  House 
Harbour  had  d9  pupils,  making  a  total  of  1,050  Roman  Catholic  pupils. 

The  dissentient  municipality  of  St.  Pierre  had  one  school  under  control  of 
the  trustees,  with  an  attendance  of  about  40  Protestant  pupils ;  the  municipality 
of  Grosse  He,  one  school  with  attendance  of  40  Protestant  pupils. 

There  was  no  school  open  in  the  municipality  of  CoflSn  Island  this  year ; 
the  commissioners  have  improved  the  school  buildings  with  a  view  to  opening 
a  good  school  in  the  future.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  19§l-02.  Bulletins 
of  inspection  for  52  municipalities  were  forwarded  to  your  office  during  the 
month  of  July.  As  these  Bulletins  contain  all  the  statistics  and  other  informa- 
tion  required  by  you,  I  shall  confine  this  repoit  to  a  brief  outline  of  some  of  the 
more  important  points  contained  in  the  bulletins,  together  with  additional  mat- 
ters of  interest  in  connection  with  my  duties  of  inspection. 

My  district  of  inspection  corai)rise8  the  counties  of  Megantic,  Beauce,  Levis, 
Dorchester,  Lotbini^re,  Porlneuf,  Wolfe,  Quebec,  and  the  municipalities  of  Wins- 
low,  ^Vhitton,  Hampden,  Marston,  Lingwick,  Bury  and  West-Bury,  in  the  county 
of  Conipton. 

In  this  large  district  there  are  125  Protestant  elementary  schools  which  I 
visit,  inspect,  and  report  upon.  In  addition  thereto  I  have  to  visit,  and  report 
upon  the  condition  ot  the  High  Schools  in  Quebec  City. 

In  carrying  out  the  work  of  inspection  and  of  holding  Teachers*  Conferences 
in  the  different  centre:',  I  had  to  travel  more  than  2,300  miles.  My  travelling 
expenses  in  connection  therewith  amounted  to  $207.00.  This  amount  deducted 
from  the  inspector's  salary  diminishes  his  net  income  very  materially. 

Of  thfi  125  schools,  8  were  not  in  operation  during  the  year  and  3  were  closed 
at  the  time  of  my  visit.  All  schools  in  operation  were  visited  and  inspected  by 
ine  Each  school  board  received  a  report  showing  the  conditiou  of  the  schools 
under  its  control,  pointing  out  the  defects  and  suggesting  a  remedy  in  each  case. 

There  were  2,316  pupils  in  attendance  at  the  117  schools  which  were  in 
operation  during  the  year.     The  average  attendance  was  73%. 

These  schools  were  in  charge  of  125  teachers  ;  26  of  whom  graduated  from 
McGill  Normal  School ;  56  hold  diplomas  from  the  Central  Board  of  Examiners  ; 
and  30  schools  were  conducted  by  teachers  without  diploma,  the  majority  of 
whom  having  passed  the  Grade  II  Academy  examination  had  your  permission 
to  teach  one  term  before  entering  the  Normal  School. 

Generally  speaking,  the  teachers  in  my  district  are  doing  their  work  faith- 
fully and  in  accordance  with  the  course  of  study.     The  classification,  discipline^ 
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and  methods  of  instruction  are  good,  but  the  too  frequent   change  of  teachers 
and  the  short  school  term  retard  the  progress  of  education  in  the   community. 

In  the  matter  of  proviiiing  new  furniture  and  better  apparatus  for  teaching 
purposes,  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  substantial  progress.  This  marked 
improvement  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  aid  received  from  the  Poor  Municipality 
Fund,  without  which  aid  many  municipalities  in  the  remote  rural  districts  would 
not  be  able  to  provide  suitable  apparatus  or  to  keep  their  schools  in  operation  for 
a  longer  period  than  three  months  ejich  year.  The  hope  of  receiving  asj*i?taiice 
serves  as  a  stimulus  to  encourage  school  boards  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  pro- 
mote education. 

There  are  52  School  Boards  in  my  district ;  29  Boards  of  Trustees,  and  2:'. 
Boards  of  Commissioners.  8o  far  as  visiting:  the  schools  under  their  charge  is 
concerned  the  majority  of  these  Boards  may  well  be  classified  as  negligent;  in 
other  respects  we  luay  classify  44  as  attentive  to  their  duties  and  8  as   negligent. 

New  Bchoolhouses  are  gradually  replacing  the  old  buildings  which  long 
since  have  served  their  day  and  generation.  The  new  schoolhouses  jire  better 
lighted  and  have  a  better  system  of  ventilation  than  those  built  in  earlier  year:^. 

The  school  grounds  do  not  receive  the  care  and  attention  merited.  At  a  small 
cost  to  the  district  the  school  premises  m^ght  become  *'  a  thing  of  beauty  and  a 
joy  for  ever  ''  to  teacher  and  pupil. 

Teachers'  Conferences  were  held  in  eleven  important  centres.  The  subj^-ct- 
discnssed  were  school  organization,  management,  discipline,  the  best  methods 
of  teaching  Scripture,  morality  and  English,  together  with  the  general  principles 
which  underlie  the^e  methods.  These  meetings  were  attended  by  DO /^  of  the 
teachers  in  my  district,  who,  having  taken  careiiil  notes  of  the  points  emph;i- 
sized  went  back  to  their  different  schools  and  put  into  daily  practice  the  methods 
and  principles  laid   down  for  their  guidance.

i-:  very  good. 

The  number  of  ray  schools  increases  ev^ery  year  in  relatively  large  propor- 
tions. 

If  I  have  found  fairlv 'Jiarked  proirress  hut  vear  in  many  schools  in  mv 
<listrict,  some  school  boards  have  contributed  to  it,  for  they  organized  competi- 
tions between  the  different  scho<ds  in  their  respective  municipalities.  There  is 
goiierally  SoO  00  voted  to  be  divided  among  threo  or  four  teachers  wbo  have 
•H^tinguished  theujseives  the  rao3t  during  the  year. 

If  my  report  were  longer  it  would  only  repeat  what  I  have  had  the  honour 
of  telling  you  in  my  inspecHon  bulletins.

1  have  the  honour  to  subtnit  ray  general  report  for  the  year   1901-1902. 

This  year  8,590  ])upil8  attended  the  schools  of  this  inspection  district.  The 
:<  verage  attendance  was  80  per  cent ;  this  average  attendance  is  good,  if  the  sick- 
T.es3  which  affected  the  children  in  the  course  of  the  year  be  taken  into  account. 
Mo>t  of  the  teachers  have  displayed  ranch  zeal  in  the  performance  of  their  duties 
and  a  large  number  of  thera  are  qualified  teachers.  The  pupils  read  without 
blundering,  in  a  natural  tone,  punctuation  is  observed  so  well  that  their  reading 
is  understood  by  those  who  hear  thera.  In  a  veiy  large  number  of  elementary 
-f^hools,  the  reading  lessons  serve  also  for  spelling  and  grammar  lessons,  and, 
.ilso,  in  model  schools  and  academies,  as  exercises  in  composition.  This  is  a 
-te|>  in  advance.  There  is  also  progress  in  the  teaching  of  other  subjects  of  the 
r^iurse  of  study. 

Sonne  school  corporations,  upon   my  repeated  representations,  have  at  last 
I^oided  to  build  fine  and  large  school   houses  ;  at  Valleyfield,   especially,  the 
-vhoul  houses  which  were  built  last  year  and  the  previous  year,  can  compare 
lavorably  with  the  best  buildings  of  the  kind  in  our  large  towns. 

The  first  step  hjis  been  taken  and.  provided  there  be  no  delay,  in  a  few  years 
llie  l»ad  school  houses  one  still  finds  will  make  room  for  more  modern  buildings 
^  etter  suited  for  what  they  are  required.

I  have  the  Iionour  to  supmit  iiiy  annual  report  for  the  year  1901-1902. 
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136  schools  under  control  and  8  independent,  were  in  operation  last  year, 
II)  my  district.     These  various  schools  had  an  attendance  of  6,799  pupils,  3/245 
'  'vs  aad  3,554  girls,  being  an  average  of  47  per  school. 

The  total  average  attenaance  was  4,717,  about  33  per  school. 

The  dififerent  teachers,  numbering  195,  were  divided  as  follows  :  3  Mariat 
Urothers,  41  nuns  and  151  lay  teachers. 

As  regards  qualification,  66  teachers  had  elementary  school  diplomas ;  G8, 
:i:<'flel  school  and  only  one  an  academy  diploma. 

The  average  salary  of  lay  female  teachers  with  diplomas  was  §123.44  in  the 
c  uTity  of  Quebec  and  only  6S9.70  in  Portneut* ;  for  those  teaching  without 
diplomas  the  average  was  .^60.31. 

School  No.  13  of  St-Arabroise  de  Lorette  was  closed  for  want  of  sufficient 
average  attendance  to  allow  the  school  board  to  keep  it  open. 

St-Basile  municipality  has  erected  a  school  for  No.  4  district  in  accordance 
riih  the  plans  and  specifications  approved  by  your  department  ;  the  work 
iijpeared  to  me  to  have  been  well  done  which  allowed  me  to  accept  this  building 
oil der  article  104  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the 
('r-iiiicil  of  Public  Instruction. 

The  school  furniture  is  in  the  same  state  as  in  previous  years  and  leaves 
niucli  to  be  desired  in  mo.yt  of  the  municipalities. 

As  in  the  past,  the  various  teachers  have,  for  the  most  part,  shown  much 
z*-:tl  a.nd  energy  in  the  performance  of  their  im[)ortant  duties.  There  is  a  praise- 
rortliy  emulation  among  the  teachers,  who  are  doing  their  best  in  order  to  earn 
fr:*?  l>onus  offered  to  those  who  obtain  the  most  success  ;  unfortunately,  the 
Dumber  rewarded  is  very  restricted  and  cannot  satisfy  the  legitimate  ambition 
01  ti.ll  those  who  deserve  the  reward  ;  it  would  therefore  be  greatly  to  be  desired 
iLuL  the  Government  should  grant  a  larger  sum  for  this  purpose  so  as  to  allow  a 
Vvrger  number  to  benefit  by  this  encouragement  which  is  a  great  stimulus  to  the 
jfct'achers  in  general. 

r  was  pleased  to  find  that,  in  several  municipalities  which  as  a  rule  paid 
Tery  l>adly,  the  teachers  were  better  paid  this  year  ;  unfortunately,  there  are- 
••ill  some  exceptions. 

On  the  whole,  last  year's  results  seem  to  me  to  have  been  satisfactory.

I  have  the  hcttoour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  schools  of  my  district  for  the 
year  1901-1902. 

There  are  forty  municipalities  in  my  district  distributed  through  three  coun* 
>?:?,  namely  :  18  in  the  county  of  Shefiford,  13  in  the  county  of  Missisquoi  and  9 
n  the  county  of  Brome. 

The  number  of  schools  in  operation  was  168  as  may  be  seen  by  the  follow- 
ug  table  :

New  schools  were  opened  during  the  year  at  St-Vaierien,  St-Ignace  de  Mis- 
i-quoi  and  St-Bernardin  de  Waterloo. 

Three  other  schools  which  had  been  closed  for  special  reasons  were  also  in 
iH'rati«»n  this  year  in  the  municipalities  of  Roxton,  St-Fran^'ois-Xavier  do 
iit-ffoTil  and  St-Cajetan  de  Potton. 

l"n fortunately  there  still  remained  9  unopened  during  the  year,  either  because 
lit'  school  house  was  uninhabitable  or  because  there  were  not  enough  children 
:.  the  district.     It  is  probable  that  several  of  them  will  be  re-opened   next  year. 

Xhe  following  school-boards  deserve  special  praise,  viz  :  those  of  St-Tgnace 

-  Missisquoi,  St-Valerien,   Bolton  East,  Ste-Pudentienne  (village),   and  North 

•  wkeley  where  the  schools  have  been  completely  or  partially  supplied  with  new 

urniture.     That  which  has  been  bought  i.-*  first  class  and  has  been  approved  by 

i.l  tiie  school  authorities. 

By  adding  these  municipalities  to   those  which   ha<l   already  supplied  their 
»'  hools  with  improved  furniture,  I  find  that  thirty-four  out  of  i\  rty  have  begun 
»  ro Til  ply  with  the  law  in  this  respect.    I  think  few  school  inspector^i  c«in  say  us 
..  ^scli. 

Ouring  the  past  school  year  ten  school  houses  have  been  built ;  the  most 
.'iiiarkable  are  those  of  St.Kiienne  de  Bolton,   due  to  the  zeal  of  Kev.   J.  U 
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Martin,  the  parish  priest,  and  that  of  Ste-Pudentienne  Village.   They  are  mod  !> 
of  their  kind,  and  six  other  school  houses  are  at  present  being  built. 

I  mention  these  details  to  show  the  zeal  and  willingness  displayed  by  [h. 
majorit}^  of  the  school  commissioners  in  my  district. 

The  accounts  are  audited  regularly  in  the  month  of  July  every  yearani ; 
have  but  praise  to  award  the  secretary-treasurers  for  the  able  manner  in  wlii 
they  keep  their  accounts  and  the  promptness  with  which  they  send  aieall  um  i 
information. 

In  the  report  of  the  last  session  of  the  Catholic  Committee  of  the  CounrL 
Public  Instruction  I  see  that  the  Committee  has  approved  a  new  book  tor  ;  .- 
instruction  of  children.     I  have  .studied  it  a  little  and  am  of  (>})inion   that  it  \  i : 
be  appreciated  by  the  rate- payers.     The  method  is  more  within  the   reach  <u 
and  the  little  children's  daily  task  is  shorter  and   rationah     I  hope  the  iruv  r. 
mont  will  give  it  the  siinie  encouiau^euient  as  Mon  Frermer  Llvre  and  will  'tiMi- 
bute  it  gratuitously  to  all  the  schoolboards  that  apply  for  it. 

The  marked  progress  we  note  may  be  attributed   in   a  great    measure  Im! 
pedagogical    conferences    we  give,    to   the    bonuses    and   to   ''  L^Ensfiuneiu'ii' 
Primaire  ■',  which  the  government  so  liberally  distributes.

I  have  the  honour  to  forward  you  my  rei>ort  for  the  year  1901-1902,  on  lb:- 
work  of  the  schools  in  my  inspection  district. 

I  will  first  bring  to  your  notice  the  fact  that,  in  spite  of  the  contagi^u- 
diseases  which  raged  at  Lake  St.  John  and  Chiooutimi  during  the  winter,  ibe 
number  of  pupils  who  attended  school  this  year  increased  by  749.     Thi?i  increase  . 
makes  up  for  the  slight  decreade  of  nine  pupils  last  year  from  the  previous  yeur. 

The  progress  of  public  instruction  in  my  inspection  district  is  satisfiui' ry 
in  nearly  all  the  schools  ;  there  is  now,  I  venture  to  say,  uniformity  in  tht 
methods  of  instruction  and  more  knowledge  of  their  work  among  the  teach<^r> . 
the  fact  of  the  teachers  having  to  undergo  severe  examinations  before  th^ 
central  board  of  examiners  affords  us  surer  guarantees  of  their  capacity  ani 
ability. 

School  appliances  have  also  appreciibly  improved  in  several  municipalitio- 
there  are  new  tables  whose  size  aiul  shape  are  better  adapted  to  the  growlh  at 
age  of  the  pupils.     In  a  large  number  of  school  rooms  there  are  seats  withb:i<'b. 
The  town  t)f  Chiooutimi  and  village  of  Eoberval  have  modern   furniture  in  lu 
their  schools.     Several  school  houses  have  been  repaired  or  rebuilt  at  iSt.  Alex:- 
de  la  Grande  Baie,   Laterriere,   Ilebertville,  Ste-Lucie  d'Albanel  and  8t-Jo<»'  . 
d'Alma.     This  good  movement  i^^  ))ecomino:  general  and  it  is  proposed  tu  on?' : : 
large  two  story  building  in  Jonquieres  village,  now  become  an  important  ni: :  \.- 
facturing  centre,  haviuf?  over  two  hundred  children  of*  school  age  ;  the  com  mi'- 
sioners  wish  to  entrust  the  direction  of  this  school   either  to  nuns  or   tn   n:  ..• 
religious  teachers. 


I  strongly  urged  the  commissioners  in  each  parish   lo  provide  their  sr] 
with  a  second  blackboard  which  I  consider  almost  indispensable. 

The  pedagogical  lectures,  attende<l  regularly  as  they  are  by  the  teaci<tn-- 
this  district,  are  a  great  means  of  promoting  the  advancement  of  e<lucation.  T! 
have  the  advantage  of  establishing  bonds  of  good  feeling  .unong  the  leaehri>. 
creating  a  reciprocal  interchange  of  information,  of  giving  tlicm  a  more  proton 
and  varied  knowledge,  of  further  inspiring  methods  of  teaelnng,  of  »lev«'l«», 
the  great  ])rineii»]e  of  einolntion  and  of  strengthening  sounTi    jiedngogical    i  :• 


K- 
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Rewards  stimulate  the  zeal  of  the  teachers.  Thev  look  forward  to  the  ins- 
rector's  visit  with  greater  anxiety  than  in  the  past,  in  order  to  show  him  the 
progress  made  in  their  schools. 

'•  L'Enseigneraent  Primaire  ",  distributed  free  by  the  government  to  teachers, 
affords  them  much  encouragement,  places  at  their  disposal  the  best  methods  of 
teaching  and  enables  them  to  derive  benefit   therefrom  for  themselves  and  their 

pupils. 

The  recommendation  made  bv  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  at  its 
sitting  of  last  May,  to  establish  a  normal  school  for  girls  in  the  town  of  Chicou- 
limi,  will  fill  a  want  in  the  training  of  teachers.  Often  the  teachers  do  not  lack 
Jiptitude  for  teaching  but  they  do  not  possess  the  necessary  pedagogical  know- 
ledge for  the  general  direction  of  a  school  and  even  for  communicating  their 
knowleilge  to  others  and  for  maintaining  or«ier  and  the  attentioli  of  the  pupils. 
A  normal  school  at  Chicoutimi  would  therefore  render  great  service  to  the  cause 
*'f  public  instruction  iii  this  immense  district, 

The  excellent  pedagogical  treatise  that  the  Honorable  Provincial  Secretary 
has  kindly  placed  in  the  hands  of  all  the  teachers  is  calculated,  in  connection 
with  *'  L'Enseignement  Primaire"  and  the  pedagogical  lectures,  to  completely 
reform  and  to  do  away  with  routine  teaching. 

Beading  : — Reading  is  general!^'  well  taught  in  most  of  the  schools;  an  cfTort 
1"=  made  to  give  the  pupils  corVect  ideas  of  pronunciation  and  make  them 
M.ilerstJijid  what  they  read. 

The  phonic  method,  introdiM'od  several  years  ago  among  the  Marist  Bro- 
'.:it;r?,  is  producing  satisfactory  results.  Tn  fact,  T  have  only  praise  for  the  pains 
taken  in  all  the  schools  in  teaching  rciding. 

Arithmetic  : — This  branch  of  study  is  receiving  all  the  attention  it  deserves 
ii  iiiinusl  all  the  schools,  and  the  nuuiber  of  those  where  it  is  only  superficially 
taiiirlii  is  small.  The  teachers  try  esp?ciallv  to  give  the  children  clear  and  exact 
explanations  of  the  different  riles  and  methodic,  and,  in  each  class,  practical 
prublems  are  given,  ?uch  as,  hills,  recwpt.*,  invoice^?,  etc.  ;  things  of  every  day 
use  in  the  business  that  people  are  called  upon  each  day  to  transact  The  Marist 
Krothers'  Arithmetic,  the  Brothers  of  Christian  Schools'  arithmetic,  Toussaint's 
and  vScott  and  Kirkland'S  are  used  in  the  schools  of  my  inspection  district. 
Mental  arithmetir  is  taught  in  all  the  schools.  By  metms  of  Lippens'  tables,  the 
iritaitive  and  practical  method  fm*  facilitating  the  teaching  of  fractions  is  produ- 
nng  good  fruit. 
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Writing  : — The  Ahern  system  of  vertical  writing  is  generally  taught. 

Progress  is  not  less  noticeable  in  the  other  branches  required  by  the  cuuise 
of  study  and  I  am  pleased  to  find  that  most  teachers  are  trying  to  improve 
their  methods  of  teaching. 

Teacher's  salaries  in  Lake  St.  John  and  Chicoutimi  have  been  raised  in  nearly 
every  parish  to  $100.00,  including  lo'iging  and  heating  ;  this  act  of  justice  on 
the  part  of  the  commissioners  encourages  the  teachers  and  stimulates  their  zeal 
and  devoted ness. 

The  commissioners  and  secretary  treasurers,  save  with  few  exceptions,  uike 
much  pains  in  the  performance  of  their  respective  duties. 

The  commissioners,  as  a  rule,  interest  themselves  in  having  the  sch  h.1 
houses  repaired,  too  many  of  w^hich  are  still  badly  built,  small  and  insufficicr.ily 
ventilated  ;  they  ^trive  to  remove  these  defects  by  trying  to  follow  the  inslwu-- 
tions  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  by  erecting  good  and  fii '^ 
buildings. 

Odcoutimi  Seminary  : — ThQ  Chicoutimi  Seminary,  this  year,  ha  \  162  pu}«iK 
instead  of  223  last  year.  This  decrease  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  special 
class  opened  in  the  seminary  for  children  of  5  to  T  years  has  been  done  awa\ 
with  ;  these  young  children  now  study  with  the  Marist  Brothers,  Having  already 
shown  in  my  reports  of  past  years,  the  kind  of  commercialand  classical  educa- 
tion given  in  this  institution,  the  high  capacity  of  the  reverend  professors  in  the 
establishment,  the  comfort  the  pupils  find  ihere,  its  sanitary  condition  by  reason 
of  its  site  and  its  perfectly  healthy  state,  I  shall  confine  myself  to  observing  that 
this  educational  institution  is  flourishing  and  well  directed.  It  won  at  the  Paris 
exposition  a  diploma  for  Great  Merit  which  shows  the  superiority  of  its  teaching. 

The  Chicoutimi  Academy  for  girls  meets  the  requirements  of  that  town  aivl 
of  the  neighbouring  parishes.  The  system  of  instruction  in  this  institution  U 
producing  good  results.     Pupils  175. 

The  Chicoutimi  Protestant  school  which  has  parsed  into  the  hands  of  ihc 
Reverend  Mr.  A.  Stuart,  is  a  good  school. 

The  independent  school  of  St.  Jerome,  Lake  St.  John,  has  26  pupils.  English 
and  French  are  successfully  taught  there.  The  professor  is  Mr.  Chs.  P.  RenauJ, 
a  pupil  of  Laval  Normal  School. 
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The  Ursuline  Academy  of  Lake  St.  John  is  held  in  a  large  building  built  of 
Ftone  and  brick,  three  stories  high,  well  divided  and  furnished,  with  a  large  yard 
and  a  fine  garden.  The  academy  is  well  supplied  with  books,  table?,  globes, 
maps,  vtc,  English,  French,  literature,  botany,  elements  of  physics,  astronomy, 
tVc,  are  auccesrfully  taught  there, 

To  this  educational  institution  is  attached  a  school  of  house-keeping  which 
rciiders  great  services  to  this  important  part  of  Lake  8t.  John.     Pupils  :  208. 

The  Hebertville  model  school  or  rather  convent,  where  children  of  both 
>exe3  are  taught,  continues  to  maintain  its  high  reputation.  The  pupils  there 
receive  a  careful  instruction  and  their  progress  is  very  satisfactory. 

Tlie  Reverend  Marist  Brothers  of  RobervaJ  and  Chioutimi  conduct  schools 
h,  siicli  a  manner  as  to  satisfy  the  majority  of  the  ratepayers.  They  teach  both 
l.uiiruages,  singing,  etc.,  and  especially  the  principles  of  rolid:ious,  moral  and 
'ivil  conduct  to  524  pupils  at  Roberval  and  Chicoutimi.  They  are  all  young 
children  who  are  brought  up  in  an  exemplary  manner. 

My  inspection  district  comprises  o8  municipalities,  21  of  which  arc  in  the 
p'untv  of  Lake  St,  John  and  17  in  that  of  Chicoutimi. 

The  nuniber  of  schools  of  all  kinds  including  independent  schools  is  185.. 
Tijese  schools  had  an  attendance  of  7,(>52  pu[)il8  with  an  average  attendance  of 

I  am  also  pleased  to  find  that  pains  are  taken  with  religious  instruction  in 
thi^  district.     At  each  of  my  visits  I  examine  the  pupils  in  catechism. 

I  should  also  inform  you  that  the  teachers  since  my  last  lectures  have 
'♦•tter  understood  the  importance  and  necessity  of  preparation  for  each  day's- 
teachiog.  Most  of  them  keep  the  school  register  regularly  which  makes  the  work 
much  easier  and  more  profitable. 

The  following  is  the  classification,  by  order  of  merit,  of  the  school  munici- 
jalities  of  my  inspection  district,  whose  general  note  obtained  is  much,  better  than 
iii  past  yejtrf?.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report. 

My  inspection  district  which  covers  750  miles  presents  three  distinct  types 
according  to  situation,  density  of  population  and  pecuniary  condition  which  I 
may  geographically  define  as  follows  :  from  Blanc  Sablon  to  Natashquan,  from 
Natiishquan  to  the  Portneuf  river  and  from  the  latter  to  the  Saguenay  river. 

From  Natashquan  to  Blanc  Sablon,  a  distance  of  300  miles,  the  population 
wliich  is  very  sparse  is  chiefly  Prote8tant,consi8ting  of  people  from  Newfoundland. 
This  population  is  not  well  off  and  livelihood  is  difficult  to  gain.  It  is  unable  to 
make  material  sacrifices  in  the  interest  of  education.  Fortunately  the  Catholic 
M.issionary  is  there  and  through  the  aid  supplied  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  and  the  Bishop,  he  is  accompanied  by  youn^^'  French  Canadian  male 
lav  teachers  and  is  thus  enabled  to  do  reaUy  excellent  work.  This  new  state  of 
things  is  due  to  the  initiative  ami  zeal  of  the  Bishop  of  Chicoutimi. 

From  Natashquan  to  Portneuf  the  population  is  comparatively  more  dense 
aud  better  off.  There  are  but  few  commis-'ioners  ;  nevertheless  devoted  mission- 
aries make  arrangements  with  the  people  and  obtain  the  necessary  money 
from  them  for  the  support  of  their  schools. 

In  addition  to  the  excellent  convent  at  Esquimaux  Point,  there  are  three 
others  in  that  section  under  the  direction  of  the  Sceicrs  du  Bon  Conseil.  The 
remainder  of  the  schools  have  teachers  holding  diplomas  and  I  have  no  hesitation 
in  stating  that  primary  instruction  in  my  district  is  on  a  par  with  that  of  the 
oldest  and  wealthiest  districts  in  the  Province. 

West  of  the  Portneuf  river  as  far  as  the  Saguenay  river,  the  organization  is 
very  adequate  and  as  I  have  already  informed  you,  primary  instruction  is  on  a 
g<»od  and  in  some  places  on  a  very  good  footing,  as  at  Tadoussac  for  instance. 

There  remains  only  L'Anse  St.  Jean  which  is  in  the  district  of  Chicoutimi, 
thirty  miles  out  of  my  way  but  which  I  am  nevertheless  obliged  to  inspect. 

Matters  there  are  in  a  very  bad  condition;  schools  closed  and  teachers 
without  diplomas.  Fortunately  an  improvement  has  begun  and  I  have  great 
hopes  for  the  future.     A  young,  intelligent  and  devoted  chairman  of  commis- 
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sioners  has  promised  to  bring  about  a  change.  The  parish  priest  will  also  assist 
him  with  hi-  advice  and  influence.  One  good  thing  to  their  credit  is  the  fact 
that  two  Sceurs  du  Bon  Conaeil  have  been  put  in  charge  of  the  school  in  district 
No.  1  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  they  will  give  satisfaction.

I  have  the  honoilr  to  submit  my  report  as  inspector  of  schools  for  the  year 
1901-02,  my  second  annual  report.  '' 

Territory: — My  inspectorate  is  in  the  county  of  Bonaventure  and  extend? 
from  the  western  border  of  New  Carlisle  town  to  the  most  westerly  Protestant 
schools  in  the  county :  these  are  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Metapedia  village  anl 
the  distance  is  about  104  miles. 

Expense:— In  travelling  this  distance  I  have  the  advantage  of  the  railway 
which  runs  nearly  the  whole  extent  of  my  district  and  within  six  miles  of  all 
my  schools.  The  miles  travelled  in  visiting  the  schools  during  the  year  would  l>e 
about  700. 

By  the  kindness  of  C  R.  Scoles,  General  Manager  of  our  railroad,  I  >va^ 
permitted  |to  travel  free  of  expense.  Other  travelling  expense  would  come  i* 
about  20  dollars. 

Conferences: — I  held  a  Teachers'  Conference  in  New  Richmond,  this  being  a 
convenient  centre  for  most  of  our  teachers.  Inspector  Parker  took  a  leadlr.^ 
part  in  conducting  this  conference  as  he  did  last  year  and  made  the  exerci=«  ? 
interesting  and  helpful  to  all  concerned. 

It  was  well  attended  by  the  teachers  near  to  New  Richmond  and  some  came 
bj^  train  a  distance  of  60  or  70  miles.  Those  in  the  vicinity  of  Metapedia  did  n<'t 
attend.  On  this  account  it  may  be  necessary  hereafter  to  hold  a  meeting  iii 
Metapedia  as  well  aa  in  New  Richmond. 

School  boards: — The  number  of  municipalities  in  my  inspectorate  is  ten :  ti.e 
number  of  districts  is  twenty-nine.  Several  of  these  districts  are  so  weak  that  U 
is  not  intended  to  keep  school  in  all  of  them  even  for  part  of  every  year. 
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Members  of  School  Boards  are  not  careful  lo  visit  their  schools.  In  this 
re.'^iject  they  have  need  of  prompting. 

The  secretary  treasurers  in  these  ten  .nunicipalities  are  careful  and  active 
in  their  duties,  keeping  their  books  correctly,  getting  them  audited  annually  and 
taking  the  census  also  each  year. 

The  usual  rate  of  taxation  is  70  cents  per  100  dollars  valuation  and  25  cents 
per  month  per  pupil,  though  one  municipality  is  as  low  in  this  respect  as  5  cents 
while  two  have  a  tax  of  75  cents  per  100  and  30  cents  per  pupil  per  month. 

School  pojndation : — The  number  of  children  of  school  age  in  this  Inspectorate 
according  to  the  figures  received  from  secretary  treasurers  is  746 :  the  number  on 
school  registers  540 :  the  average  attendance  is  346.  This  is  64  per  cent  of  those 
whose  names  are  on  the  school  registers  and  61  per  cent  of  those  of  school  age. 
It  is  a  regrettable  fact  that  of  every  100  of  school  age,  there  are  29  or  80  who  are 
not  attending  school. 

Grants : — The  grants  received  from  the  Poor  Municipalitity  Fund  by  the 
School  Boards  in  this  Inspectorate  are  much  appreciated  and  are  a  practical  help 
to  the  cause  of  education.  They  have  influence  in  improving  the  furniture  of 
school  rooms  and  in  some  cases  in  lengthening  the  terms  during  which  schools  are 
kept  open. 

Teachers: — Of  the  24  teachers  employed  during  all  or  part  of  the  schoo 
year  seven  had  no  diploma  for  this  province.  One  of  these  had  a  New  Brunswick 
liiploma.     Oi  these  young  teachers  the  greater  part  were  ambitious  to  go  to  the 
^^onnal  School  and  were  in  this  way  helping  to  pay  their  way. 

Bonuses: — Of  the  seventeen  who  had  diplomas  I  recommended  six  for  a 
btmus,  on  account  of  their  pupils  showing  themselves  to  be  }>articularly  indus- 
trious, intelligent  and  successful  in  their  studies,  and  the  general  a-ppearance  of 
or«ler,  comfort  and  success  in  their  schools. 

« 

School  houses: — During  this  year  a  notable  advance  has  been  made  in  regard 
to  school  houses.  District  9,  New  Richmond,  has  built  a  new  house  of  good  size, 
with  lower  and  upper  rooms,  hoping  to  attract  the  model  school  to  itself.  In  the 
mean  time  district  5  improved  the  model  school  house  making  one  room  of  the 
tw(.  on  the  lower  floor  and  adding  a  second  story  for  the  model  school  classes. 
In  this  way  No.  5  hopes  to  keep  the  model  school  where  it  is.  District  No.  1, 
Hamilton,  has  also  built  a  new  house  suitable  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
large  school  population  of  that  district. 
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Shoolbred  has  likewise  built  a  new  house  at  Point  la  Garde. 

Classifieation: — New  Richmond  is  decidedly  our  chief  municipality  having 
ten  school  districts  and  school  in  all  but  one.  In  regard  to  school  houses,  appa- 
ratus, course  of  study  and  textbooks  we  find  no  fault.  However,  there  is  still  a 
tendency  to  engage  in  some  districts  young  women  who  have  no  diploma  and 
who  have  not  ambition  enough  to  attend  '"  Teachers'  Conferences  *'  which  are 
provided  for  their  assistance.  There  is  a  tendency  also  to  keep  teachers'  salaries 
at  the  minimum  instead  of  improving  them  and.  during  the  year  ju^t  past  there 
has  been  much  murmuring  among  teachers  on  account  of  being  refused  payment 
for  periods  of  time  during  which  their  schools  weie  closed  by  order  of  the  Board 
of  Health.  Taking  these  things  into  consideration  we  classify  as  follows: 

Good: — New  Richmond,  Shoolbred,  Restigouche,  Mann,  Hamilton,  Meui 
pedia,  Sellarville,  Maria. 

Middhvg : — St.  I.aurent,  Caplin. 

I  beg  further  to  observe  that  as  there  is  no  academy  in  this  part  of  tht- 
province  it  seems  to  us  urgently  necessary  that  our  Model  School**  should  bo 
permitte«l  to  teach  to.  intending  teachers  the  grades  necessary  for  admission  t 
the  Normal  School.

I  have  the  hcmour  to  submit  my  fourteenth  annual  report  on  the  state  < ' 
the  schools  in  my  inj-pection  district,  for  the  year  1901-1902. 

By  the  erection  of  the  new  municipality  of  TEnfant  Jejus,  my  district  cni:. 
prises  25  echoed  municipalities,  namely:  21  in  the  county  of  Beauce,   3  in  the 
county  of  Megantic  and  one  in  Dorchester. 
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All  the  schools  of  East  Leeds  have  been  cio«ed  during  the  whole  year,  the 
commissioners  not  being  able  to  get  teachers  to  take  the  classes. 

1D9  schools  of  all  kinds  have  been  open  during  the  year,  namely  : 

1.  187  elementary  schools  under  control  attended  by  2.861   boys  and  3,184 
girl'j,  with  a  regular  attendance  of  l,t>83  boys  and  2,313  girls  ; 

2.  5  model  schools  under  control  attended  by  331  boys  and  168  girls ;  daily 
attendance  246  boys  and  168  girls  ; 

3.  Two  independent  model  schools  receiving  grants  having  76  boys  and  115 
girls  enrolled  during  the  year ;  daily  attendance  70  boys  and  104  girls. 

4.  Three  academies  for  girls  and  two  for  boys  with  270  boys  and  258  girls. 
The  teaching  staff  in  these  different  institutions  is  also  divided  as  follows 

1.  47  nuns; 

2.  12  male  religious  teachers  ; 

o.  137  female  lay  teachers  with  diplomas. 
4.  58  fennale  lay  teachers  without  diplomas, 

I  find  that  teachers  with  diplomas  are  becoming  more  and  more  rare  in 
ray  di-strict  and  that  very  often  the  cummis-'ioners  are  forced  to  engage  young 
^irJy  without  experience  who  have  not  always  the  knowledge  retjuired  to  pro- 
[•^rly  direct  a  school.  It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  if  progress  has  been  at  a 
standstill  during  this  year. 

The  new  school  houses  built  recently,  afford  more  comfort  for  the  pupils 
^'.liiuugh  the  plans  supplied  by  authority  are  not  always  properly  followed.  In 
the  future  I  will  be  Fevere  against  all  municipalities  which  do  not  conform  to 
the  law  in  this  respect. 

School  furniture  does  not  improve  much  in  certain  municipalities  in  spite 
L>f  my  repeated  demands.  I  learn  with  pleasure  that  the  school  commissioners 
i>(  >t.  Pierre  de  Broughton  are  about  to  provide  most  of  their  schools  with 
iiiipruved  furniture.  I  venture  to  hope  that  this  good  example  will  be  followed 
ly  other  municipalities  who  have  more  resources  than  the  former. 

As  a  rule,  the  secretary -treasurers  do  their  duties  fairly  well ;  nevertheless 
ii'MoUection  of  taxes  is  still  made  too  slowly  in  some  places,  which  explains 
liie  delay  in  the  monthly  payment  of  the  teachers'  salaries. 

The  above  few  remarks  and  the  bulletins  fowarded  during  the  year  will 
"iiYu-e,  I  trust,  to  give  you  an  idea  of  the  working  of  the  law  in  my  too  vast 
ij.^l>H?tion  district. 
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I  close  by  asking  you  to  kindly  allow  a  supplementary  grant  to  thefollowiui: 
municipalities:  St.  Gedeon  de  Marlow,  St.  Theophile,  St.  Severin,  St.  Antoinede 
Pontbriand,  Ea?t  Leeds,  St.  Zacharie,  St.  Prosper  de  Watford,  Sacre  C(Pur  d^ 
Marie,  St.  Methode  d'Adstock  and  St.  Martin.

I  huvft  the  honour  to  submit  ui}'  annual  report. 

The  bulletins  of  inspection  having  been  sent  to  the  department  regularly, 
containing  the  stntistical  information  in  detail,  it  remains  for  me  to  make  some 
general  observation*  by  way  of  report. 

My  district  of  inspection  comprises  the  counties  of  Brome,  Iberville  and 
R'nville,  three  municipalities  of  the  county  of  Shefford,  namely:  Granby,  St. 
Aiphonse  de  Granby  and  Shefford  Township;  and  the  dissentient  municipality 
-f  St.  Blaise  in  the  county  of  St.  Johns,  also  the  Protestant  schools  of  the  county 
01  Missisquoi,  with  the  exception  of  the  schools  of  St.  Thomas  and  of  Clarence- 
villo. 

During  the  last  year  two  more. municipalities  have  been  added  to  my  district, 
namely  :  Marieville'and  St.  Hilaire,  in  Rouville  county. 

However,  two  municipalities  have  failed  to  hold  a  school  during  the  last 
ye.ir,  namely  :  Henry ville  and  Notre  Dame  des  Anges.  At  present  there  is  no 
i'F  >bability  that  a  school  will  be  reopened  in  either  of  the-  o  municipalities' ;  and 
t'lpy  may,  ere  long  be  struck  off  from  my  list. 

-At  present  I  have  2D  municipalities  as  contrasted  with  the  19  with  which  I 
f'*2an,  as  Inspector,  13  years  ago,  when  ray  territory  only  covered  the  ground  of 
th*^  counties  of  Brome  and  Missisquoi.  The  two  schools  recently  added  to  my 
.vrritorv  are  under  French  Protestant  direction.  Each  one  is  a  small  school.  The 
lit-  in  the  parish  of  St.  Hilaire  has  only  been  in  operation  one  year.  The  people 
lave  constructed  a  neat  and  comfortable  school  building  and  it  is  suitably 
burnished. 

The  French  language  is  principally  taught  in  this  school,  while  the  one  in 
ilarieville  is  attended  by  French  Protestant  children  with  an  English  teacher. 

Pedagogical  conferences  were  held  in  13  important  centers. 

These  were  largely  attended  by  Teachers,  School  Commissioners  and  friends 
'Icilucation.  There  is  in  my  inspectorate  a  growing  interest  in  these  Institutes 
>r  (onfcrencee.  And  the  good  resulting  from  them  is  seen  in  improvements 
!-\w^  made  in  the  work  of  the  school  room  and  increased  attention  being  given 
I'  -chooi  appliances. 

At  these  conferences,  I   was   aided  by  several   experienced  principals   of 
i  : 'lemies  in  my  territory  and  by  two  not  now  engaged  in  my  district,  namely 
^I'-sr.^.  Honeyman  and  Duboyce 
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I  also  received  some  assistance  from  Mr.  A.  Thomas  MacDonald,  Master o: 
Manual  training. 

During  the  past  year  I  visited  each  school  in  my  district  once  and  some  of 
them  twice.  I  found  130  open  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  three  in  operation  but 
closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit  and  28  schools  were  closed  during  the  year,  thur 
making  161  schools  of  which  note  must  be  taken.  Of  the  28  closed,  some  nf 
them  will  reopen  during  the  coming  year  and  some  of  them  may  never  be  k 
operation  again.  But  at  present. they  ai-e  held  with  the  possibility  of  reopening 
and  the  school  property  has  not,  as  yet,  been  disposed  of. 

So  many  schools  are  so  small  that  the  interests  of  all  concerned  would  b^ 
best  served  by  their  consolidation. 

Two  municipalities  have  during  the  past  year  acted  on  this  priucii'le, 
namely.  Dunham  and  Abbotaford. 

Several  other  municipalities  should  take  advantage  of  the  law  permiltink: 
conveyance  of  pupils, 

Nowhere  is  this  so  much  called  for  as  in  the  township  of  Gran  by  where  ^ 
schools  have  only  109  pupils  on  the  registers  of  all.  And  one  of  these  having  .^ 
school  open  for  eight  months  with  only  two  children  enrolled  and  they  otii;' 
junior  grade.     Again  these  schools  are  conveniently  situated  for  consoliiiatk': 

Of  the  teachers  engaged  this  year  in  the  elementary  schools  of  my  distric 
12  hold  Model  School  diplomas,  104  Elementary  diplomas,  5  have  been  leachii. 
with  the  superintendent's  permission,  and  10  have  taught  without  seeking!' 
or  obtaining  permission.  Thus  there  were  only  15  teaching  without  dipiomn^  • 
contrasted  with  23  fhe  previous  year.  The  difference  stands  to  the  credit  : 
Sutton,  as  the  Board  acted  on  the  suggestion  made  to  them  to  raise  the  salaritr 
and  advertise  for  teachers  and  hence  the  schools  of  Sutton  have  been  supv  i' 
with  teachers  holding  diplomas. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  I  report  but  131  teachers  for  133  schools.    Thi?  i-V" 
be  accounted  for  from  the  fact  that  in  two  schools  the  teachers  were  those  v,: 
had  previously,  during  the  school  year,  taught  bhort  terms  in  other  school.*. 

In  my  inspectorate  are  situated  three  centers  for  manual  training.  At  th" 
and  at  the  MacDonald  summer  school  held  in  Knowltona  year  ago,  some  of". 
teachers  have  taken  lessons  and  in  some  schools  card  board  work  is  beinj^d": 

Last  winter,  on  Saturdays,  a  class  was  opened  for  Elementary  Teacher- 
Knowlton  Academy  by  Mr.  Thomas,  master  of  manual  training,  which  clar-s  v. 
attended  by  some  of  my  t<.'achers  who  will  no  doubt  apply  their  new  knowit  •- 
in  the  schools  during  Hie  incoming  year. 

The  demand  for  teachers  with  diplomas  is  much  greater  thaa  the  supply.  :ir ' 
unless  some  means  be  employed  to  either  largely  decrease  the  number  of  scl>« 
by  consolidation  or  increase  the  number  of  teachers  with  diplomas  many  ^di" 
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ill  tlie  future  must  be  supplied  by  teachers  without  legal  qualifications.  The 
iii^h  standard  for  admission  to  the  Normal  School  will  have  the  efi'eet  to  prevent 
ii.aiiy  persons  from  entering  the  teaching  profession.  Particularly  will  this  be 
:>  !t  as  more  openings  are  appearing  for  young  women  than  formerly. 

A  large  percentage  of  teachers  in  my  inspectorate  have  already  left  the  ranks 
•;  teachers  to  be  trained  nuif^es  or  t^'pewriters. 

T  still  have  ">ne  sehoid  with  a  rate  of  taxation  at  onlv  one  mill;  but  this 
^.:i«M)l  enjoys  an  endowment  which  gives  it  an  income  of  two  hundred  dollars  a 
U'M\  thus  relieving  the  tax  payers. 

The  Brome  and  Sutton  Boards  are  paying  higher  salaries  than  formerly  and 
lirume  township  has  20  schools  and  Sutton  16.  Other  municipalities  are  conteni- 
I'lating  increasing  the  palarics  of  their  teachers.  The  classification  is  not  largely 
Changed.  Sutton,  for  increased  salaries  and  the  employment  of  teachers  with 
liii.lomas,  deserves  honorable  mention  as  does  East  Bolton  for  large  improre- 
:h»'iits  in  school  buildings  and  school  furniture. 

The  bonus  given  by  the  government  to  successful  teachers  was  awarded  to 
-:•  teachers  in  my  inspectorate.  I  desire  to  express  my  thankfulness  to  the  mem- 
i'^rs  «)i  the  School  Boards,  and  to  the  secretary  treasurers  for  their  aid  in  carrying 
• :.  the  work  committed  to  me  and  to  the  clergymen  who  have  shown  so  deep  an 
interest  in  the  cause  of  education  as  has  been  evinced  in  many  ways  such  as 
•:t«^ntion  at  the  teachers'  institutes  and  taking  ])art  in  the  same,  and  by  visiting 
tiir  schools  in  their  respective  parishes  Modern  school  desks  are  multiplying 
in  my  inspectorate  and  T  hope  here  long  to  sec  them  universal.  I  wish  to  record 
::.»  feeling  of  satisfaction  which  prevails,  throughout  my  district,  with  the 
:i  Ji.iial  training  work  carried  on  at  tlie  expense  of  Sir  AVilliain  Mac  Donald  and 
:!  '■  livelv  hopes  excited  hv  the  announcement  that  a  scheme  is  bcinir  ehihoiatetl 
:  "  lid  elementary  schools.

I  have  the  honour^to  submit]iny  annual  report  ior  the  year  ending  SOth  June 
l*.u2. 

My  di-trict  of  inspection  comprises  the  counties  of  Stanstead  and  Compton 
with  the  exception  of  the  munieipaiities  of  Bury,  Westbury,  Lingwick,  Winslow, 
Whitton,  Hampden  and  Marston. 
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The  municipalities  named  were  for  several  years  under  my  supervision,  i  iii 
at  the  time  of  the  re-distribution  of  districts  some  six  years  ago  wereadileJt 
the  inspection  district  of  Mr.  Parker.  Since  that  time  I  have  had  all  of  Stan>u;: 
count}''  and  the  municipalities  of  Oompton,  Eaton,  Newport,  Clifton,  East  Clift'ii, 
Hereford,  Auckland  and  Waterville  in  the  county  of  Compton,  raakinj?  in;.!! 
nineteen  municipalities.  Sixteen  under  the  control  of  commisaionera  and  tlir> 
under  the  control  of  trustees. 

I  have  not  included  in  this  number  the  town  oi  Magog,  nor  the  village-  • 
Compton,  Cookshire,  Sawyervilleand  Beebe  Plain,  where  there  are  noelemei  tAr> 
schools  separate  from  the  academies  and  model  schools. 

There  are  within  the  limits  of  my  district  eleven  superior  schools,  iuclulii/; 
Stanstead  Wesleyan  College  and  Compton  Ladies  College. 

This  district  extends  from  Lake  Memphramagog  to  tlie  eastern  boumlavy 
the  township  of  Newport  in  the  county  of  Compton,  a  distance  of  over  j»evei.t; 
miles. 

All  the  Protestant  elementary  schools  under  my  supervision  that  were  i 
operation  during  the  year,  have  been  visited  once  (and  some  of  them  twice'  \r 
the  exception  of  four  or  five  schools  in  Newport,  that  I  failed  to  reach  before  t  • 
time  of  closing. 

It  is  my  intention  to  visit  those  schools  early  in  September  and  I  will  com?' 
the  bulletin  of  the  schools  in  that  municipality  after  that  time. 

Teachers'  conferences  were  held  as  usual  which  were  well  attended  whlr^ 
exception  of  the  one  at  Smith's  Mills.   Owing  to  the  almost  impassable  con«ii'i' 
of  the  roads  the  meeting  nt  this  place  was  small 

As  a  rule  the  Boards  of  School  Commissioners  and  Trustees  show  an  lucre;.: 
ing  interest  in  the  schools  under  their  charge.  A  small  number  of  them  howe^e 
succeed  in  visiting  their  schools  at  any  time.  Of  the  nineteen  school  Boarv* 
might  say  twelve  are  diligent  in  the  dischargeiof  their  duties  and  seven  30lne\^- 
negligent. 

With  two  exceptions  the  accounts  of  the  secretary-treasurers  have  1  f 
audited  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  are  as  a  rule  correctly  kept  according  to  v. 
reports  of  the  auditors. 

The  rate  of  taxation  varies  from  2  mills  on  the  dollar  to  7  mills.  The  u?: 
rate  is  five.    The  average  tuition  fee  is  20  cents  per  month. 

Owing  to  the  increased  grant  from  the  Poor  Municipality  Fund  the  sch-  - 
which  participate  in  this  grant  are  much  better  equipped  than  formerly,  i^' 
much  more  progress  made. 

There  are  only  five  municipalities  in  my  district  that  receive  aid  from  :' 
fund. 
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Several  new  school  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year  and  many  of 
tueni  have  been  extensively  repaired.  An  excellent  school  building  has  been 
erected  at  the  village  of  Ayer's  Flat  in  the  township  of  Hatley,  another  in 
Barii:«t()n,  and  one  also  at  Leavilt's  Mills  in  the  municipality  of  Clifton.  The 
school  houses  in  general  are  fairly  good.  It  is  to  be  regretted  however  that  more 
arc  is  not  given  to  the  improvement  of  school  grounds  and  surroundings. 

The  teachers  in  general  are  well  qualified  for  the  work   in  which   they  are" 
eiJLMi^ed  and  as  a  rule  do  the  very  best  they  can  to  make  their  schools  a  success. 

Twenty  teachers  have  diplomas  from  the  McGill  Normal  School.  Nine  have 
M  "lei  School  diplomas  and  twenty- two  are  teaching  without  diplomas.  Several 
o;  the  latter  number  are  from  the  United  States  and  hold  certificates  given  there. 
I  i]:ay  say  that  thirteen  of  those  teachers  Avithout  diplomas  are  in  the  munici- 
lU.itv  of  Stanstead.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  for  the  school  y»u' 
ending  30th  June  last. 


The  progress  this  last  year  has  been  very  satisfactory. 


The  teachers  vie  with  each  other  in  zeal  to  put  into  practice  the  advice  tK  < 
receive  in  the  pedagogical  lectures  and  to  earn  the  reward  the  government  hi . 
out  to  ihem.  The  latter  encouragerae-nt  especially,  stimulates  their  ambiti"r.  i- 
such  a  point  that  they  teach  all  the  subjects  of  the  course  of  8tud\^  much  nK-r 
intelligently  and  profitably,  the  classification  of  the  pupils  is  much  neure- 
perfection  and  discipline  is  maintained  to  n  high  degree.  In  a  word,  tea  iiii. 
is  more  according  to  method  and  more  attractive.  In  short  these  bonuses  ar-  ' 
the  teachers  who  have  pride  and  ambition  a  great  means  of  attaining  the  ii^ 
tinction  of  being  numbered  among  the  best  teachers. 

The  average  attendance  is  not  quite  as  good  as  last  year ;  this  is  due  in:  ' 
to  smallpox  which   raged  during  the  winter.     A  large  number  of  schools  ^v  • 
closed  for  two  to  three  months,  and  several  families  were  compelled  to  keci*  u 
children  away,  still  longer,  for  the  same  cause.   To  this  disease  may  be  add» 
little  negligence  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  i)arents. 

School  furniture  is  not  yet  all  it  should  be,  it  is  not  of  an  improved  p:v.'  : 
but  I  hope  that,  as  new  desks  arc  needed,  ^he  amended  regulation?  v\  '■ 
month  of  May  last  will  be  conformed  to. 

In  many  schools  there  is  not  sufficient  ventilation.  VentiLatora  at  leasi  ii  ' 
windows  are  needed  to  give  air  during  the  winter. 

The  school  commissioners  of  Malbaie,  acting  on  the  strong  representatiu:.- 
their  worthy  cur$^  deserve  praise  for  having  established  a  Marist  Brother's  sc':.  ■ 
for  the  instruction  of  the  boys  of  their  village.     They  understand   the  ifr- 
importance  of  properly  training  youth.     In  fact  the  members  of  these  v.iri" 
communities   devote   their  lives   to   this   admirable   work,  and    pass   them    • 
obscurity,  in  study  and  deeds  of  piety. 
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These  religious  teachers  succeed  in  more  easily  winning  the  sincere  affection 
of  their  pupils,  because  the  latter  feel  that  these  religious  have  also  a  paternal 
affection  towards  them,  a  real  affection  that  nothing  can  dishearten,  neither  the 
faults  of  the  children  nor  even  their  ingratitude. 

Male  religious  teachers  as  well  as  the  nuns  vie  with  one  another  in  zeal  and 
devotedness  in  giving  the  children  under  their  direction  a  good  education  but 
above  all  a  Christian  one. 

The  three  male  lay  teachers  in  my  district,  as  well  as  a  large  number  of 
female  lay  teachers,  deserve  great  praise  for  the  ability  and  devotedness  they 
display  in  the  performance  of  their  numerous  and  important  duties. 

A  defect  which  still  exists  in  some  municipalities,  though  fortunately  not  in 
many,  is  the  too  frequent  change  of  teachers. 

I  need  not  repeat  that  changing  teachers  each  year  is  always  prejudicial  to 
the  advancement  of  the  pupils.  This  generally  occurs  in  a  poor  municipality,  far 
removed  from  the  main  centres. 

The  secretary-treasurers  have  at  heart  the  proper  fulfilment  of  their  duties 
and  the  teachers  are  paid  regularly  ;  at  least  I  have  had  no  complaints  in  this 
regard  during  the  school  year.  There  are  still  many  arrears  of  assessments  to 
collect,  but  the  teachers  do  not  seem  to  suffer  thereby. 

If  we  wish  to  progress,  it  is  important  that  we  should  strive  to  have  yearly 
changing  of  teachers  cease;  to  encourage  school  attendance,  although  the 
olistacles  country  children  have  to  meet  are  <Ufficult  to  overcome ;  to  continue 
the  pedagogical  lectures  and  the  bonuses. 

The  number  of  teachers  without  diplomas  has  considerably  diminished  ;  the 
rate- payers  understand  the  importance  of  engaging  qualified  teachera. 

May  I  be  permitted,  in  closing,  to  recommend  to  you  as  incapable  of  main- 
taining their  schools  without  the  supplementary  grant  allowed  to  poor  munici- 
palities, the  following:  Callieres,  De  Salles,  St.  Placide,  Petite  Riviere,  St. 
Hilarion,  St.  Urbain,  Isle  aux  Coudres,  St.  Simeon  and  St.  Fiddle.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  ray  report  for  the  school  year  1901-1902. 

In  some  schools  the  results  have  be?n  very  good. 

The  reverend  Brothers  of  the  Christian  Schools,  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  and 
the  Marists;  the  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  of  Charity,  of  St.  Rosaire,  the 
Servantes  de  Marie,  Sisters  of  la  Congregation  de  N.  D.,  give  an  education  highly 
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appreciated  by  all  those  who,  through  duty  or  the  interest  they  have  for  the 
great  cause  of  education,  visit  these  institutions. 

• 

Id  the  schools  directed  by  the  nuns,  apart  from  the  usual  subjects,  sewings 
knitting  and  other  kinds  of  work  so  necessary  for  good  housekeeping  are  taught. 
The  Sisters  of  la  Congregation  have  added  this  year  to  their  course  a  dress 
cutting  school, 

.  I  was  agreeably  surprised  to  see  young  girls  of  9  to  10  years,  take  measures, 
trace  their  lines  on  paper  and  then  cut  out  these  papers,  join  them  together  so 
as  to  give  a  very  fair  idea  of  what  would  have  been  a  dress,  or  a  cape  made  of 
any  material.  Some  of  the  wor^  done  by  the  pupils  was  shown  and  deserves 
honourable  mention.  In  this  community  a  nun  is  appointed  to  look  after  the 
dress  cutting  class  in  all  their  establishments. 

The  school  results  are  also  very  satisfactory  in  several  of  the  lay  schools  of 
my  district,  and  you  have  the  note  I  gave  each  of  them. 

This  general  view  applies  specially  to  the  management  and  to  the  methods 
followed :  for  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  school  year  has  been  a  succe:5S.  The 
pupils  are  generally  not  so  sure  in  their  answers  and  are  somewhat  less  advanced  ; 
this  is  due  to  sickness,  particularly  smallpox,  which  obliged  the  school  boards 
to  close  their  schools  for  several  weeks. 

Thus,  in  spite  of  the  good  management  and  the  zeal  of  the  teachers  it  was 
impossible  to  obtain  as  continued  study  as  in  the  past. 

In  the  course  of  my  visits  I  found  that  several  teachers  had  prepared  their 
class  journal  with  much  care  although,  in  many  cases,  this  work  might  have 
been  greatly  shortened  It  is  none  the  less  certain  that  there  is  a  very  noticeable 
impetus  in  the  right  direction. 

If  we  could  succeed  in  placing  at  the  teachers'  disposal  a  small  library 
containing  the  most  indispensable  works,  w^e  would  create,  I  am  sure,  a  real 
inierej^t  which  would  contribute  towards  developing  the  knowledge  already 
arquired,  and  in  arousing  a  legitimate  ambition  to  acquire  fresh  knowledge.  The 
expense  would  he  small  compared  to  the  good  it  would  do. 

Salaries  have  remaineil  stationary,  that  is  to  say  not  remunerative.  Conse- 
quently, each  year  we  see  several  of  our  best  teachers  abandoning  teaching  to 
accept  another  employment.  It  will  always  be  so,  as  long  as  salaries  are  below 
what  a  servant  receives  in  a  good  house. 
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The  teaching  staff,  this  year,  was  as  follows  :

Total  of  pupils  during  the  year,  in  schools  I  visited  11,630  with  an  average 
attendance  of  8,421. 

As  regards  the  year  of  their  course,  4,155  pupils  were  in  the  first;  2854,  in 
the  second  ;  2,101,  in  the  third  ;  1262  in  the  fourth  ;  747  in  the  fifth  ;  333  in  the 
sixth;  119  in  the  seventh,  and  59  in  the  eighth  year  of  the  course. 

School  Buildings. 

In  the  country  there  is  a  progressive  movement.  Since  I  have  been  appointed 
to  this  district  I  see  some  new  buildings  and  some  old  ones  improved.  I  have 
reason  to  believe  that,  next  year,  this  number  will  be  increased  by  three  or  four. 

As  regards  the  city  of  Quebec,  I  will  make  two  divisions :  for  the  superior 
Schools,  the  commissioners  have  erected  buildings  which  are  an  honour  to  the 
o\r[  city  of  Champlain.     On  the  other  hand,  several  elementary  pchools  are  in  a   J 
miserable  and  unhealthy  condition.    My  bulletins  give  you  all  the  details  about 
these  schools. 

The  order  of  merit  which  follows  will  show  you  the  relative  value  of  the 
municipalities  of  my  district.

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LAVAL  NORMAL  SCHOOL 

I  (Tramlation)] 

Ste-Foye  Road,  Quebec,  30th  September,  1902. 

Sir. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  condition  and  working  of 
he  Laval  Normal  School  during  the  year  1901-1902. 

We  had  289  pupils,  divided  as  follows:  72  female  pupil  teachers;  136  girls 
trending  the  annexed  school ;  31  male  pupil  teachers ;  50  boys  attending  the 
Lhexed  school.  Sixty-nine  female  pupil  teachers  obtained  diplomas :  38  for 
Liudel  school  and  31  for  elementary  school.  Twenty -six  male  pupil  teachers 
liained  diplomas;  4  for  academy,  11  for  model  and  11   for  elementary  school. 

The  year  closed  on  the  30th  June  last  was  not  marked  by  any  particular 
vent.  The  pupils  in  both  departments  vied  with  one  another  in  work  and  good 
:>nduct  and  achieved  enviable  success.  Three  of  those  graduating  with  academy 
Ijnol  diplomas,  have  successfully  undergone  the  university  matriculation 
lamination. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  teaching  of  the  former  pupils  of 

)th  our  departments  is  appreciated  more  and  more.     Higher  salaries  are  paid 

have  teachers  trained  at  the  normal  schools  as  heads  of  our  rural  schools.   O^^ 

e  other  hand,  applications  for  admission  to  Laval  Normal  school  are  increasing 

ery  year.     I  can  admit  only  a  quarter  of  the  applicants. 

Since  the  16th  of  the  month  we  have  occupied  the  building  which  the 
vernment  has  erected  for  the  use  of  pupil  teachers.  The  unanimity  with  which 
e  Legislature  has  supported  the  government's  action  in  voting  the  sums 
pired  for  this  construction,  is  a  proof  that  in  this  the  cause  of  education  has 
Hired  the  sopport'of  all,  and  the  knowledge  of  this  fact  is  calculated  to  encourage 
in  the  efforts  we  are  making  to  render  education  as  efficient  as  possible.  And 
il  gratitude  we  owe  in  so  large  a  measure  to  the  Honorable  Premier  and  his 
leagues  extends  as  naturally  to  the  honorable  members  of  both  Houses  of  the 
gislature  who  have  supported  by  their  sympathy  and  their  votes  the  good 
entions  of  the  government  in  our  behalf.  Every  day  we  pray  God  to  bless 
those  who  are  doing  us  good. 
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The  house  placed  at  our  disposal  is  a  fine  building  of  70  x  60  feet,  four 
storeys  high  including  the  ground  floor. 

The  interior  is  very  plain,  perfectly  Huiied  for  a  school ;  but  the  apartment! 
are  sufficiently  large  for  their  destination,  lofty,  very  well  lighted,  and  the 
division  is  very  regular.  Supervision  is  thus  made  easier.  We  have  air  and  light 
in  abundance. 

On  the  ground  floor  are  the  kitchen  and  dependencies,  dining  rooms  and 
servant's  rooms.    The  furnaces  are  in  the  cellars. 

The  pupils'  parlor,  the  library  and  recreation  room  occupy  the  first  story. 

On  the  second  are  the  professors'  room,  study  room  and  class  rooms  for  pujil 
teachers. 

The  upper  story  is  used  as  a  dormitory  for  the  pupils  and  masters'  rooms. 

Half  of  the  first  story  of  the  old  building,  extended  twenty  feet  to  the  north. 
is  tenporarily  used  as  a  chapel.    It  is  sufficient  for  present  needs. 

The  annexed  school  is  held  in  the  brick  building  which  was  used  as  a 
dependency  of  the  old  building. 

We  have  no  room  for  our  museum  and  none  for  the  academic  exhibitions. 
But  cupboards  will  be  placed  in  the  different  apartments,  and  our  collections 
will  be  safe  there.  The  academic  exhibition  can  be  held  in  tlie  pupils'  play 
room.  In  short,  the  needs  the  government  sought  to  supply  leave  nothing  we 
might  envy  of  institutions  of  the  same  kind  as  regards  sanitation,  efficiency  anl 
comfort. 

I  have  also  to  thank  the  government  for  the  work  it  has  had  done  in  th 
department  of  female  pupil  teachers.  Our  class-rooms  renovated,  better  lightel 
and  ventilated,  can  now  hold  a  larger  member  of  pupils.  This  improveuuu' 
had  become  urgent  owing  to  the  increasing  number  of  applications  for  admissior 
It  was  necessary  also  to  find  room  for  the  academic  course  which  was  askeii 
for  by  all. 

The  Ursuline  nuns,  according  to  their  custom,  have  submitted  with  goo! 
grace  to  an  arrangement  which  is  to  favour  the  cause  of  education.  They  have 
placed  within  t^e  convent  a  larger  number  of  apartments  at  the  disposal  ot  th- 
pupils  and  the  supervision   staff  has  been  increased.     Thanks  to  this  kindne^? 
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\their  part,  the  pupils,  divided  into  two  diyisioDg,  will  have  more  space,  more 
rand  light  These  sanitary  conditions  cannot  but  help  their  work  and  training.

I  iiave  the  honour  to  submit  the  forty-sixth  annual  report  of  the  McGill 
rin:il  School.  The  Honourable  the  Provinci^il  Secretary  on  the  recommend- 
'li  of  the  Protestant  Central  Board  of  Examiners  admitted  to  the  McOill 
•nal  School  in  September,  1901.  one  hundred  and  sixteen  teachers-in-training. 
uese  four  men  and  forty-eight  women  entered  the  Model  School  Class,  two 
ien  the  Kindergarten  Class,  and  two  men  and  sixty  women  the  Advanced 
inentary  (Hass.  At  the  close  of  the  Christmas  holidays  the  same  authority 
. itted  one  additional  woman  to  the  Advanced  Elementary  Class,  and  forty- 
\i  women  to  the  Elementary  Class.  Three  undergraduates  entered  the 
iemy  Class,  making  the  total  admissions  of  the  year- one  hundred  and 
y-eight.  Sickness  and  the  casualties  of  the  semi-sessional  and  sesisional 
ninations  largely  reduced  this  number,  yet  at  the  close  of  the  session  we 
ented  to  you  for  diplomas  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  persons  ;  two  women 
'>ne  man,  graduates  in  Arts  of  the  McGiil  Univeriiity,  for  Academy  diplomas, 
voiie  women  and  four  men  for  Model  School  diplomas,  two  women  for 
lergarten  diplomas,  forty-nine  women  and  two  men  for  Advanced  Elemen- 

«li|)lomas,  and  forty-eight  women  for  Elementary  diplomas.  When  con- 
^''il  with  the  classes  of  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago  this  is  a  very  large  number 
l»ioiiias,  but  it  is  quite  insufficient  to  fill  the  vacancies  caused  by  retirement 
•ntestant  teachers  of  the  Province  of  Quebec.  We  cannot  consider  the  work 
le  McGill  Normal  School  adequate  to  the  need  until  teaching  is  made  so 
nierative  that  it  gives  permanent  employment  to  a  much  larger  number  of 
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persons  than  at  present,  and  until  the  Normal   School  sends  forth  an  annu^ 
contingent  of  two  hundred  teachers. 

To  effect  the  necessary  increase  of  teachers-in-training,  some  means  must  U 
devised  for  diminishing  the  cost  of  attendance  at  the  Normal  School,  especial.; 
the  co^t  of  board, — some  means  which  shall  rest  on  the  enlightened  genero'it. 
of  those  men  of  wealth  who  see  that  the  welfare  of  this  province  depends  on  th 
universal  diffusion  of  e  lucation, — education  in  the  highest  and  most  oa 
prehensive  sense. 

Miss  Nannie  E.  Green,  for  many  years  teacher  of  drawing  in  the  McGi. 
Normal  School,  died  during  the  last  summer;  vacation.  By  her  unas>!um  a, 
ability  and  unfailing  faithfulness  she  had  endeared  herself  to  all,  to  the  pupil 
under  her  charge  and  to  her  fellow  teachers.  The  care  which  the  Normal  Schv 
Committee  and  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruct: 
exercised  in  the  choice  of  the  gentleman,  Mr.  Armstrong,  recommended  to  m 
appointed  by  the  Government  as  Miss  Green's  successor,  will  doubtless  resul' ; 
maintaining  and  even  in  increasing  the  efficiency  of  instruction  in  the  importaD 
subject  of  drawing. 

Professor   Penhallow   who  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  Model  ScL-. 
classes  lectured  in  Botany  for  the  past  thirteen  years,  finds  his  other  dutie-  ^ 
absorbing  that  he  now  retires  from  the  work.     Ae  botany  lies  at  the  foandat: 
of  nature  study,  it  will  be  necessary  to  consider  the  possibility  of  reinoving  f 
subject  from  the  Model  School  curriculum  to  that  of  the  Elementary  Classes 

The  Very  Reverend  Lewis  Evans,  Dean  of  Montreal,  after  many  year? 
most  faithful  service  as  the  religious  instructor  of  the  teachers-in-training  of  i. 
Church  of  England,  has  resigned  the  duty.  His  work  here  can  never  be  forgci.^^ 
He  is  happily  succeeded  by  the  Reverend  Mr.  Boyle  from  who?e  labours  m: 
good  may  be  expected.    The  Reverend  James  Fleck  continues  his  highly  va!-- 
ministrations  to  the  Presbyterian  Class.    The  Reverend  Mr.  Winter  has  thi« }  ■ 
also  regularly  met  the  Methodists  of  the  school,  the  Reverend  Mr.  Therrienv 
Baptists,  and  the  Reverend  Messrs.  Pedley  and  Hall  the  Congregational:*' 
Much  of  the  ease  of  discipline  of  this  institution  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  h;? 
sense  of  duty  developed  in  the  religious  exercises  conducted  by  these  gentlen./ 
with  such  self-sacrificing  assiduity. 

We  are  indebted  to  Dr.  G.  W.  Parmelee,  Secretary  of  the  Departmeni  • 
Public  Instruction,  for  a  course  of  lectures  on  school  law  which  apart  from  the 
intrinsic  value  are  of  great  importance  because  of  the  easy  relations  whicL  tbe 
establish  between  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  bo  many  youc 
teachers  of  the  province. 
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We  thank  you,  Sir,  for  the  gold  medal  you  give  from  year  to  year  for 
^mpetitlon  in  the  Model  School  Class  and  for  the  prize  for  proficiency  in  French, 
valuable  stimulus  to  exertion  in  the  acquisition  of  a  language,  the  mastering 
which  by  our  compatriots  of  British  origin  would  tend  greatly  to  ♦heir  own 
v)j?i»erity  and  to  that  of  Quebec.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Parmelee  for  his 
ize  of  valuable  books  given  in  the  Advanced  Elementary  Class. 

The  four  months'  course  in  the  Normal  School  for  Elementary  teachers  is 
>wingin  importance.  Some  of  those  who  took  diplomas  this  year  will  prove 
f-iuselves  the  peers  of  the  very  best  elementarv  teachers.  If  the  attainments  of 
lie  of  those  who  occupy  the  lowest  places  leave  much  to  be  desired,  it  may  be 
aded  on  their  behalf  that  they  faithfully  represent  the  schools  from  which 
;v  come,  and  are  the  legimitate  product  of  the  system  under  which  they  have 
>wn  up. 

This  past  year  has  been  marked  by  a  great  development  of  the  training  of 
ihprs  as  teachers.  Never  before  has  so  much  attention  been  paid  to  the 
paration  of  lessons,  and  the  average  quality  of  the  practical  teaching  of 
hers-in-training  has  never  been  so  high.  If  any  of  those  who  received 
i'>mas  this  year  fail  to  teach  and  to  govern,  it  will  not  be  because  they  have 
li  influenced  by  low  ideals  set  before  them  in  the  model  lessons  they  have 
uessed,  nor  because  they  have  not,  while  here,  endeavoured  to  do  good  work, 

because  when  cast  upon  their  own  resources  sometimes  in  very  difficult 
umstances  they  distrust  themselves,  become  discouraged  and  cease  to  strive. 

It  would  be  invidious  when  all  have  done  so  well  to  distinguish  by  name 
member  of  the  Normal  School  staff.  As  long  as  1  take  interest  in  anything 
^ill  be  a  matter  of  pride  to  me  that  I  have  been  associated  with  so  many 
ii'le  and  faithful  teachers  as  those  who  have  largely  contributed  to  build  the 
ibal  School  as  it  is  to-day,  and  have  laid  well  the  foundation  on  which  a 
eeding  generation  shall  construct  the  more  imposing  edifice  that  is  to  rise 
t. 

The  united  thanks  of  the  staff  are  due  to  the  Normal  School  Committee,  to 
Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  to  the  Department 
ublic  Instruction  and  to  the  Government  of  the  Province,  for  affording  the 
iitions  under  which  alone  our  work  could  have  been  done.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  condition  and  pn'gr'.s 
of  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School  for  the  scholastic  year  1901-1902. 

149  pupils  were  admitted  to  the  classes,  namely:  93  male  pupil  teini.'! 
and  56  female  pupil  teachers.    Of  these,  63  obtained  diplomas. 

In  the  department  of  male  pupil  teachers,  there  were  the  following  divi>?i-*n« 
8  in  the  academy  course,  ,14  in  the  model  school  course,  27  in  the  element. -; 
course,  and  44  in  the  preparatory  class.  Of  this  number,  29  received  diploiij.t-' 
6  for  academy,  10  for  model  and  13  for  elementary  schools. 

In  the  department  of  female  pupil  teachers,  there  were  the  follo>Ni.i 
divisions :  18  in  the  model  school  course,  31  in  the  elementary,  and  7  in  t.*^ 
preparatory  class.  Of  these,  34  received  diplomas :  13  for  model  schools  ani :' 
for  elementary  schools. 

The  annexed  model  schools  were  attended  by  220  children,  95  boys  ami  I'2 
girls. 

The  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School  therefore  afforded  instruction  ti>  • 
pupils. 

* 

In  order  to  obtain  diplomas  the  pupil  teachers  have  had  to  undergo,  for* 
first  time,  a  final  examination,  both  written  and  oral,  on  the  subjects  tak»^i. 
in  the  course  of  the  year.     This  new  method  of  examination  constitutes  a  k  ■ 
of  graduating  examination   established  in  the  Normal  school  according  t" 
regulations  adopted  in  May,  19G1,  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  oi  •■ 
Council  of  Public  Instruction.     Apart  from  tiie  advantage  they  have  of  ji'v. 
greater  value  to  the  diplomas   from   Normal   schools,  these   regulations  .« - 
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5nmii]ate  the  pupils  and  oblige  them  to  review  all  they  have  studied  during  the 
Tear;  they  further  justify  the  Principal  for  having  recommended  his  pupils  to 
the  Superintendent  for  diplomas,  as  the  written  answers  to  this  examination 
have  to  be  preserved  in  the  school  archives  for  three  years. 

A  well  prepared  pupil  may  doubtless  fail  in  a  final  examination,  but  this 
cireumatance,  which  on  the  other  hand  may  happen  in  any  examination,  is  of 
rare  occurrence,  for  the  result  of  a  final  examination  is  nearly  always  a  repetition 
vfihe  pupils'  work  during  the  year. 

The  honorable  members  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  have  made 
excellent  regulations  in  establishing  this  final  examination  ;  may  I  however 
emark  to  you  that  these  regulations  are  not  complete.  In  fact,  no  subject  can 
l>e  considered  as  debarring  a  candidate,  as  there  is  no  minimum  fixed.  I 
Impose  that  a  pupil  is  weak  on  algebra,  pedagogics  or  some  other  subject ; 
nevertheless,  if  he  redeems  himself  on  secondary  subjects  if  he  obtains  60  per 
eiit  of  the  total  marks  awarded,  he  is  entitled  to  his  diploma.  A  minimum  on 
arh  subject,  according  to  its  importance,  should  be  fixed,  and  the  pupil  who 
.'tains  less  than  the  minimum  on  any  subject  in  hii!  final  examination,  even  if 
e  U  competent  on  the  rest,  should  not  receive  a  diploma.  All  examinations 
ave  a  fixed  minimum,  at  least  on  certain  subjects. 

* 

This  is  the  first  report  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  as  principal  of 
e  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School.  Appointed,  through  confidence  which  is 
great  honour  to  me,  to  succeed  the  late  Abb6  Verreau,  I  received  ray  oflHicial 
'{•ointment  on  the  .5th  November,  1901. 

To  recall  to  the  public  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  long  career  of  my  illus- 
'>u?  predecessor,  I  have  only  to  repeat  the  eloquent  words  pronounced  by 
ar^elf,  at  the  closing  of  the  school  in  June,  1901,  a  few  weeks  before  his  death ; 
^onld  be  sufficient  for  me  also  to  leproduce  the  eulogy  made  of  him  by  such 
r^uns  as  Mgr.  Bruch^si,  archbishop  of  Montreal,  at  his  funeral  pervice,  Mgr. 
rlamme,  at  Laval  University  in  Quebec,  Abbe  H.  R.  Casgraiu,  abbe  G. 
'ira>sa,  abb^  Martel,  superior  of  the  college  of  Ste.  Th^r^se  and  abbi  Th.  G. 
'.lean,  principal  of  Laval  Normal  School,  the  latter  in  the  church  at  Tlslet, 
'  I'irth  place  and  burial  place  of  the  deceased.  Homage  has  been  rendered 
lii>  <levotednes."a,  piety  and  knowledge,  to  his  historial,  iilerary  and  pedagogi- 

works,  to  his  faithful  friendship,  to  his  exquisite  politeness.  A  man 
rrving  of  such  praise  from  the  most  distinguishert  of  his  fellow  citizens,  is  a 
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person  who  is  entitled  to  more  than  ordinary  attention,  and  his  memory  will  no 
Boon  fade  away. 

One  must  read  over  again,  one  by  one,  the  annual  reports  of  Abbe  Verrea: 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to  understand  all  the  energcti-: 
impetus  he  gave  to  the  studies  of  the  Jacques-Cartier  Normal  School.  The?e 
show  that  he  devoted  all  the  resources  of  his  talents  to  propagate  the  Ici 
methods  of  instruction.  He  possessed  broad  and  just  views  and  several  reforr..^ 
proposed  by  him  have  been  accepted.  If  the  normal  school  occupies  a  respects 
position,  if  its  usefulness  is  at  last  recognized,  we  owe  it  in  a  great  measure  to 
Abbi  Verreau.  The  name  of  this  enlightened  patriot  should  always  occupy  -m 
honorable  place  in  the  history  of  public  instruction  in  Canada. 

Mr.  Verreau  loved  his  pupils,  for  he  regarded  them  as  the  instruments  of  Li- 
own  aspirations  for  the  progress  of  public  instruction  ;  he  desired  to  have  theiri 
imbued  with  the  knowledge  necessary  to  good  teachers.  He  loved  his  Norm.: 
School,  he  wished  to  have  it  beautiful  and  to  have  it  do  honour  to  his  country  ri 
the  eyes  of  strangers.  To  attain  these  various  ends,  he  even  committed,  I  venHK 
to  say,  financial  imprudences.  The  levelling  and  improvement  of  thegrouiii 
to  make  it  suitable  for  horticultural  work  and  ornamental  plantations  cost  njo:-' 
than  he  had  foreseen.  Thanks  to  the  government's  generosity,  a  large  part  d 
the  sum  left  to  the  debit  of  the  Normal  School  by  Abb6  Verreau  has  been  pit- ' 
lately. 

As  you  already  said  in  your  last  report,  Mr.  Verreau  left  in  his  will,  a 
valuable  collection  of  pictures  to  the  Jacques  Cartier  formal  School.  By  a 
delicate  feeling  of  conscience,  which  is  very  creditable,  Mr.  Verreau  wished  lii? 
gift  to  be  considered  as  a  restitution  for  the  faults  of  his  administration. 

At  the  school  opening,  in  September,  1901,  the  staff  of  the  Normal  Srh- ;i 
was  far  from  complete. 

The  diocesan  regulations  no  longer  allow  of  an  ecclesiastic  being  employe  i 
for  supervision.  There  was  no  assistant  priest  appointed  to  fill  the  office  I 
occupied  in  Mr.  Verreau's  lifetime.  Moreover,  Dr.  Brennan,  owing  to  li> 
numerous  occupation  as  a  practitioner,  was  obliged  to  resign  as  professor  of  tr- 
English  language,  but  the  staff  beeame  almost  suflScient.  With  the  conBent  ■ 
the  Archbishop  and  yonr  kind  permission  tw«  priests,  Abb6  A.  Jacques  a.. 
Abb6  E.  Trudeaux  were  sent  here  to  help  in  maintaining  discipline  and  te:K  - 
ing,  especially  religious  instruction. 

Providence  had  reserved  another  severe  trial  for  us.  Mr.  Simon  Aulin. 
Principal  of  the  annexed  model  school,  professcT  of  geography  and  elocution::. 
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theNoimal  School,  died  unexpectedly  on  the  27th  December.  Mr.  Aubinhad 
been  appointed  at  the  reopening  of  the  school  to  replace  Dr.  Brennan  ;  this  meant 
increased  work  for  him,  neyertheless  he  performed  it  all  with  great  zeal  and 
efficiency. 

The  staff  again  became  incomplete  aa  we  were  already  short-handed.  With 
your  anthorisation,  I  engaged  temporarily  and  partially  two  professors  in  the 
city  to  help  ns,  pending  the  appointment  of  a  permanent  professor. 

In  the  month  of  May  last,  Mr.  Napol6on  Brisebois  was  appointed  by  the 
Roman  Catholic  Committee  ;  he  will  now  give  as  the  benefit  of  hia  experience 
and  of  the  pedagogical  knowledge  for  which  he  is  distinguished.

The  Council  of  Improvement  met  on  the  19th  and  20th  may,  and  were 
satisfied  with  the  work,  they  examined. 

Since  its  foundation  in  1873-  the  Polytechnic  school  has  been  hospitably 
treated  by  the  Roman  Catholic  School  Board  of  Montreal,  who  have  placed  ri 
its  disposal  the  best  buildings  they  could,  but  their  buildings  were  not  sufficiei/ 
to  allow  of  the  normal  development  of  this  important  school. 

The  number  of  pupils  increasing  every  year  has  induced  the  govemmeii: 
of  the  province  to  increase,  in  1901,  the  annual  grant  to  the  polytechnic  scIk  ^ 
by  $3,000.,  so  as  to  procure  it  the  means  of  erecting  a  suitable  building  on  ;!:• 
site  the  board  of  adminidtration  has  acquired,  in  St.  James  square. 

Besides  this  generous  grant  from  the  government,  the  school  had  the  go- 
fortune  to  receive  from  the  late  Senator  Villeneuve  a  legacy  of  $25,000,  paya:  .f^ 
in  five  years.     These  two  sums  together  will  allow  the  corporation  of  the  Polv- 
technic  school  to  erect  a  building  of  four  stories,  150  in  front  by  about  80  feet 
deep. 

The  plans  for  the  new  school  have  been  carefully  prepared  by  a  form:r 
pupil  of  the  school,  Mr.  J.  Emile  Vanier  ;  these  plans  have  been  submitted  t 
the  government  who  have  approved  them  ;  the  laying  of  the  ioundation  will  i* 
begun  immediately  and  continued  in  the  spring  as  soon  as  the  temperature  ^v ... 
allow. 

It  is  intended,  that  the  school  should   occupy  its  new  building,  in  ih 
month  of  Janustry  1901.

Since  the  last  report  the  Board  has  experienced  a  deeply  felt  loss  in  tl  t 
deaths  of  two  of  its  most  esteemed  members  :  the  Rev.  J.  Quinlivan,  mr\<\ 
priest  of  St.  Patrick,  and  Frank  J.  Hart,  esquire,  one  of  the  most  successn. 
merchants  of  Montreal.  The  vacancies  created  in  the  board  by  their  deu'.i.' 
were  filled  by  the  appointment  of  two  other  members  whose  zeal  for  the  cause  i 
education  has  been  for  a  long  time,  well  known  •-  the  Rev.  Mr.  Callaghaa,  th 
new  parish  priest  of  St.  Patrick's  replaced  Rev.  Mr.  Quinlivan  and  Mr.  J.  H. 
Semple,  who  has  already  been  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  several  ye;.r^ 
replaced  Mr.  Hart. 

During  the  past  year,  a  new   school   has  been  taken  under  control ;  i:  i- 
^  under  the  direction  of  Miss  M.  Stephens. 

The  board  also  acquired  the  St.   Bridget  school  under  the  direction  of  i: 
Brothers  of  Christian   schools,   at  a  cost   of  657,161.17   payable  in  forty-sevr. 
instalments  of  $3,036.13  a  year. 

A  decrease  is  noticed  in  the  average  attendance  of  certain  schools  from  l:.* 

"   year  ;  it  is  due  partly  to  the  epidemic  of  small-pox  which  raged  among  t 

children   especially  last  winter.     But  owing  to  the  large  number  of  chilu::: 

admitted  to  other  schools,  the  total  attendance  for  the  3^ear  is  higher  th.m  I.. 

years  past. 

St.  Mary's  and  St  Eusebe  schools  have  changed  their  names.  The  fon^ : 
is  now  known  as  the  Edward  Murphy  school,  in  honor  of  the  late  Honora'  - 
Edward  Murphy  who,  for  many  years,  devoted  himsoif  to  the  cause  of  educati-- 
in  the  city  of  Montreal.  The  latter,  is  known  as  the  Meilieur  school,  in  raoL.^ 
tion  of  the  great  services  of  the  first  Superirltendent  of  Public  Instruction  iatiiit 
province,  the  founder  and  organizer  of  our  public  school  system.  Both  are  nan  - 
which  the  children  should  learn  to  love  and  venerate,  with  that  of  the  Hou'ri- 
ble  P  Chauveau  whose  name  has  been  given  to  the  new  school  built  on  the  Cft;  • 
of  Laprairie  and  Manufacturers  streets. 

The  ordinary  expenses  for  the   past  scholastic  year  have  been   $241,6X. 
and  the  ordinary  receipts  only  amounted  te  $238,794  42,   leaving  a  deficit 
$2,898,97.    This  deficit  was  met  by  the  accumulated  surplus  from  other  vnir- 
and  leaves  a  balance  to  the  Board's  credit,on  the  30th  June,  of  $12,458.45  where" 
to  meet  the  extraordinary  expenditure  of  the  coming  scholastic  year.

The  balance  of  $31,454,59  which  remained  in  the  permanent  fund  last  year 
from  the  sale  of  the  eighth  issue  of  bonds  was  absorbed  by  the  construction  and 
completion  of  the  new  schools  and  the  reimbursement  of  a  portion  of  the  amount 
due"for  the  Montcalm  school  grounds,  leaving  a  balance  of  $8,232.12  due  to  reve- 
nue account  by  capital  account,  as  the  following  statement  will  show  :

AUTUMN  SESSION,  1901. 


Sitting  of  the  llth  September,  1901. 

(Forenoon.) 

Present : — The  Superintendent  in  the  chair ;  the  Archbishops  of  Ottawa, 
Quebec  and  Montreal ;  the  Bishops  of  Pembroke,  Rimouski,  Valleyfield,  Sher- 
brooke,  St  Hyacinthe,  Mgr  Brunault  representing  the  Bishop  of  Nicolet ;  the 
Very  Revd.  Mr.  Baril  representing  the  Bishop  of  Three  Rivers ;  Honorable  Judges 
Langelier  and  Robidoux ;  the  Honorable  Messrs  H.  Archambault,  L.  Gouin, 
Dr.  Guerin,  Th.  Chapais  and  G6d6on  Ouimet ;  Messrs  Eugene  Cr^peau,  M.  T. 
Stenson  and  Alphonse  Pelletier. 

The  Order  in  Council  appointing  the  Honorable  Dr  Guerin,  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  was  read : 

Letters  were  read  from  the  Bishops  of  Nicolet  and  Three- Rivers  appointing 
delegates  for  this  session  of  the  committee:  the  Bishop  of  Nicolet  appointing 
Mgr.  Brunault  and  the  Bishop  of  Three  Rivers,  the  Very  Revd.  H.  Baril,  vicar 
general. 

A  telegram  was  read  from  Mr.  H.  R.  Gray,  informing  the  committee  that  he 
was  unable  to  be  present  at  this  session. 

The  minutes  of  last  session  were  read  and  adopted. 

It  was  resolved  : 

1.  On  motion  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Gideon  Ouimet,  seconded  by  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Montreal,  it  was  Resolved :  "  That  this  committee  express  their 
sincere  regret  at  the  loss  they  have  experienced  through  the  death  of  Mr  P.  S. 
Murphy,  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  for  twenty  four  years, 
and  who,  under  all  circumstances,  manifested  so  great  a  devotion  to  the  cause  of 
education." 

2.  On  motion  of  the  Archbishop  of  Montreal,  seconded  by  the  Honorable 
Mr.  Archambault,  it  was  Resolved  :  *'  That  this  committee  express  their  deep 
regret  at  the  loss  they  have  experienced  through  the  death  of  His  Lordship  Mgr 
Moreau,  Bishop  of  St-Hyacinthe,  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction, 
whe  never  ceased  to  give  proofs  of  his  zeal  and  devotedness  in  the  cause  of 
education." 
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"  That  this  committee  await  the  report  of  the  sub-committee  appointed  to 
study  the  question  of  teaching  drawing  before  pronouncing  itself  on  the  already 
ancient  method  of  Mr.  Temple  and  distributing  it  temporarily  to  the  teachers  of 
the  province." 

This  amendment  was  carried  on  the  following  division  : 

For  :  The  Archbishops  of  Ottawa,  Quebec  and  Montreal  ;  the  Bi8hop)8  of 
Pembroke,  Valleyfield,  Sherbrooke,  Saint-Hyacinthe,  Mgr.  Brunault,  Very  Revd. 
H.  Baril,  Honorable  Messrs  Th.  Chapais,  G6d.  Ouimet  and  Mr.  Eug.  Cr^pean.— 12, 

Against :  Honorable  Messrs  F.  Langelier,  J.-E.  Bobidoux,  H.  Archambault, 
L.  €rouin,  Dr  Guerin,  and  Messrs  M.  T.  Stenson  and  A.  Pelletier. — 7, 

The  list  of  teachers  who  have  earned  the  bonuses  was  read  to  the  committee. 

The  reports  of  the  inspectors  of  the  diocese  of  Quebec  and  St.  Hyacinthe 
were  then  read. 

Letters  from  Messrs  J.  B.  Lagac6  and  Paul  Wiallard  and  a  memorial 
addressed  to  it  on  behalf  of  the  school  inspectors  were  read  to  the  committee 
and  were  taken  under  advisement. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Moved  by  the  Honorable  H.  Archambault,  seconded  by  Mr.  Stenson:  **rhat 
the  committee  do  recommend  that  an  additional  sum  of  six  hundred  and  sixty 
dollars  be  taken  from  the  reserve  fund,  to  pay  the  total  expenses  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  teachers*  convention  in  Montreal,  of  August  last,  the  sum  already 
granted  for  that  purpose  having  been  insufficient." 

The  committee  instructed  the  secretary  to  thank  the  Sisters  of  the  Congre- 
gation of  Montreal,  and  the  Grand  Trunk,  Pacifie,  Intercolonial  and  Vermont 
Central  Railways,  for  their  aid  towards  the  success  of  the  pedagogical  convention 
of  Roman  Catholic  teachers  held  at  Montreal,  last  August,  under  the  direction 
of  His  Lordship  the  Archbishop  of  Montreal. 

It  was  moved  by  the  Archbishop  of  Quebec,  and  seconded  by  the  Bishop  of 
Rimouski :  '^  That  pedagogical  lectures  similar  to  those  held  in  Montreal  in  the 
month  of  August  last,  which  were  so  successful,  be  given  in  Quebec  next 
summer/' — Carried. 

On  motion  of  the  Archbishop  of  Montreal,  seconded  by  the  Honorable  >Ir- 
G6d.  Ouimet,  the  committee  recommended :  '*  That  the  Rev.|  abb6  Nazaire  Duboia 
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doctor  of  theology,  be  appointed  principal  of  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School 
to  replace  the  late  Rev.  Abb6  Verreau." 

SiUing  of  the  I2ih  September ^  1901. 
(Forenoon). 

Present : — The  same  and  the  Bishop  of  Chicoutimi. 

The  committee  granted  the  title  of  academy  to  the  model  school  of  Saint 
Gregoire  le  Thaumaturge,  known  by  the  name  of  St  Jean  Berchmans. 

The  committee  proceeded  to  the  distribution   of  the  Superior  Education 

fund. 

The  Archbishop  of  Montreal,  seconded  by  the  Honorable  Ged.  Ouimet, 
moved  and  it  was  resolved  :  "  That  it  be  irrevocably  decided  that  the  schools 
which  have  not  conformed  to  the  regulations  and  have  not  sent  in  the  report 
required  shall  not  receive  any  grant." 

The  committee  recommended  that  the  Superintendent  send  a  circular  to 
all  the  school  boards  and  model  schools  and  academies,  informing  them  that 
the  grant  from  the  Superior  Education  fund  will  be  withheld  from  any  school 
whose  report  shall  not  have  reached  the  Department  of  Public  Instraction  before 
the  1st  August. 

The  committee  concluded  the  distribution  of  the  Superior  Education  fund. 

Sitting  of  the  I2th  September,  1901. 
(Afternoon.) 

Present :  The  Superintendent ;  the  Archbishops  of  Ottawa,  Quebec,  Montreal, 
the  Bishops  of  Pembroke,  Eimouski,  Chicoutimi,  Valleyfield,  Sherbrooke,  St- 
Hyacinthe,  Mgr  Brunault  ;the  Very  Revd.  H.  Baril ;  Honorable  Judge  Langelier, 
Honorable  Messrs  Th.  Chapais  and  Ged.  Ouimet. 

Moved  by  the  Archbishop  of  Montreal,  seconded  by  Honorable  Mr.  Lange- 
lier, and  resolved  :  '^  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  be  granted  to  Laval 
University,  Montreal,  to  assist  it  in  paying  the  course  on  French  literature  for 
the  academic  year  1901-02,  and  that  this  sum  be  taken  from  the  funds  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction." 

Moved  by  the  Archbishop  of  Quebec,  seconded  by  the  Archbishop  of  Mon- 
treal, and  resolved  :  *^  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  be  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  Laval  University,  Quebec,  to  assist  it  in   paying  the  expenses  of  a 
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public  coarse  on  French  literature  for  the  academic  year  1901-02,  and  that  this 
sum  be  taken  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council 
of  Public  Instruction. " 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Hebert,  inspector  of  schools,  submitting  to  the 
committee  a  proposed  course  of  pedagogics  which  he  would  give  in  certain 
municipalities  of  his  district. 

The  committee  authorized  Mr.  Hebert,  to  put  his  plan  into  execution  for  the 
current  scholastic  year. 

The  Committee  distributed  the  poor  municipalities'  fund. 

It  was  resolved  on  motion  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Chapais,  seconded  by  the 
Honorable  Mr.  Ouimet :  **  That,  if  a  reduction  has  to  be  made  in  the  amount  of 
the  grants  from  the  Superior  Education  and  poor  municipalities'  funds,  this 
reduction  shall  only  apply  to  grants  over  twenty  doUors." 

The  committee  then  adjourned. 


SESSION  OF  MONTH  OP  MAY,  19C2.

(Forenoon). 

Present :  The  Superintendent  in  the  Chair,  the  Archbishops  of  Ottawa  and 
Montreal ;  the  Bishops  of  Rimouski,  Chicoutimi,  Valleyfield,  Sherbrooke  and 
St-Hyaeinthe,  Mgr.  Marois.  V.  G.,  representing  the  Archbishop  of  Quebec  ;Mgr 
Lafl^mme  representing  the  Bishop  of  Pembroke,  and  Mgr  de  Tubuna,  repre- 
senting the  Bishop  ot  Nicolet ;  Reverend  V.  O.  Marois,  representing  the  Bishop 
of  Charlottetown ;  Very  Reverend  Mr.  Baril,  V.  G.,  representing  the  Bishop  of 
Three- Rivers  ;  Honorable  Judges  F.  Langelier  and  J.  E.  Robidoux,  Honorable 
Messrs  Thomas  Chapais,G6d6on  Ouimet,.  Lomer  Gouin  and  Dr  J.-J.  Guerin,Me3sr3 
M.-T.  Stenson  and  Alphonse  Pelletier. 

Letters  were  read  from : 

The  Archbishop  of  Quebec  appointing  Mgr  Marois,  V.  G. ;  the  Bishop  ot 
Pembroke.  Jappoin ting  Mgr  Laflamme  ;  the  Bishop  of  Nicolet  appointing  the 
Bishop  of  Tubuna  ;  the  Bishop  of  Charlottetown  appointing  the  Reverend  V.  0. 
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Marois  ;  the  Bishop  of  Three  Rivers  appointing  the  Very  Reverend  Mr.  Baril,  V. 
6.,  to  replace  them  at  this  session  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Eugene  Cr^peau  notified  the  committee  that  he  could  not  be  present  this 
session,  through  illness. 

The  minutes  of  last  session  were  adopted. 

The  sub-committee  on  class  books  submitted  the  following  report  which  was 

adopted  : 

''Meeting  of  the  sub-committee  on  class-books,  held  13th  May,  1902.  Present : 
the  Honorable  G6d6on  Ouimet,  chairman,  the  Honorable  Messrs  F.  Langelier,  J.- 
E.  Robidoux,  Dr.  Guerin  and  the  Superintendent. 

The  sub-committee  reports  :  '^  That  it  recommends  for  the  appr:>val  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Committee  the  A.B.C^  submitted  by  Mr-  N6r6e  Tremblay." 

"That  the  Methode  de  tenue  des  livres  pour  la  dasse  agricole  by  Mr.  O.-E.  Dal- 
laire  seems  to  be  a  work  calculated  to  be  of  great  service  to  farmers ;  but  as  it 
is  not  a  school  book,  the  sub-committee  is  not  called  upon  decide  on  its  merits. 

As  the  sub-committee  on  drawing  did  not  sit  through  want  of  a  quorum,  the 
session  of  this  sub-committee  is  adjourned  to  the  23rd  June  next.  The  Archbishop 
of  Ottawa  and  Mr.  Stenson  were  added  to  this  sub-committee. 

Honorable  Mr.  Langelier,  seconded  by  the  Archbishop  of  Montreal  moved 
and  it  was  resolved  : 

"  That  until  this  committee  shall  have  adopted  a  method  of  drawing,  the 
candidates  who  obtain  insufficient  marks  on  drawing  shall  not  be  rejected  for 
that  cause  only  ; 

''  That  diplomas  be  granted  to  all  candidates  who  have  failed  in  their  exam- 
inations only  on  drawing  since  the  formation  of  the  present  Catholic  central 
board  of  examiners." 

It  was  moved  by  the  Archbishop  of  Montreal,  seconded  by  the  Honorable 
Mr.  Chapais,  and  resolved  : 

*'  That  the  Government  be  requested  to  furnish  the  funds  necessary  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  the  pedagogical  lectures  to  be  given  to  the  teachers,  in  the 
Ursuline  Convent  of  Quebec,  in  the  month  of  August  next." 

It  was  moved  by  the  Archbishop  of  Ottawa,  seconded  by  the  Honorable  Mr. 
Chapais  and  resolved  : 

"  That  whereas  it  is  important  to  increase  the  number  of  Roman  Catholic 
normal  schools  for  the  professional  training  of  c^irls,  this  committee  recommends 
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that  normal  schools  for  girls  be  established  at  Rimouski,  Hull,  Sherbrooke  and 
Chicoutimi,  in  accordance  with  the  school  law  and  regulations,  the  boarding 
houses  thereof  to  be  under  the  charge  of  nuns." 

SiUing  of  the  lUh  May,  1902. 

(Afternoon). 
Present :— The  same. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  seconded  by  the  Archbishop  o' 
Montreal,  moved  the  following  amendments  to  the  rules  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Committee,  and  they  were  adopted  : 

Art.  16  §  14.     By  replacing  the  first  paragraph  by  the  loUowing  : 

•'  Transmit  a  report  of  his  inspection  to  the  secretary-treasurer  of  each  school 
municipality  inspected.  This  report  which  shall  be  transcribed  by  the  secretan- 
treasurer,  without  delay,  in  the  register  for  the  municipality,  shall  be  signed  by 
the  inspector  at  his  next  visit. 

"  In  the  report  the  inspector  shall  particularly  call  the  attention  of  ibe 
school  commissioners  or  trustees  ;  " 

"  Art.  104. — By  adding  thereto  :  "  who  shall,  without  delay,  make  a  repoii 
of  his  examination  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  " 

*'  Art.  107. — By  striking  out,  in  the  second  line,  the  words  "good  tables  or' 
and  by  adding  thereto  :  "  when  the  tables  have  to  be  replaced,  they  shall  be  by 
desks  for  two,  which  shall  be  not  less  than  three  feet  and  a  half  in  length  by 
one  foot  and  a  half  wide.  " 

'*  Art  108. — By  striking  out  all  the  words  after  the  word  "  teacher  "  in  tb? 
second  line.  " 

"Arts.  110  and  111. — By  substituting  in  the  French  version  the  won! 
"pupitres"  for  the  word  "  tables." 

"  Art.  117. — By  adding  to  the  fourth  paragraph  the  words  :  "  which  must  \^ 
approved.  " 

"  Art.  118. — By  adding  thereto  :  "  In  no  case  shall  the  teachers  be  bound  to 
supply  wood  to  heat  their  schools.  " 

The  committee  is  of  opinion  that  it  cannot  take  action  with  regard  to  tht 
remarks  made  to  it  by  Mr.  Ludger  Larose,  in  view  of  the  system  of  pedagogicai 
lectures  now  in  force. 

The  committee  having  taken  into  consideration  certain  complaints  madet- 
it  respecting  monthly  fees,  it  was  resolved,  upon  motion  of  the  Honorable  Mt. 
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Chapais,  seconded  by  the  Bishop  of  Chicoutimi :    "  That  this  committee  does 
not  think  it  expedient  to  recommend  a  change  in  the  law  respecting  monthly 

fees. " 

The  settling  of  certain  pretended  complaints  by  Inspector  Beaulieu,  respect- 
ing the  bulletins  of  school  inspectors,  was  referred  to  the  Superintendent. 

The  committee,  after  taking  cognizance  of  the  certificates  signed  by  business 
men  condemning  the  use  of  vertical  handwriting,  adjourned  the  final  conside- 
ration of  this  question  to  its  next  session. 

The  committee  recommended  that  a  sum  of  eight  hundred  dollars  be  paid 
to  Mr.  Antoine  Dessane  to  complete  the  list  of  the  names  of  teachers  holding 
diplomas  with  which  he  had  been  entrusted  by  a  resolution  of  this  committee 
passed  on  the  3rd  May.  1899. 

It  was  moved  by  the  Archbishop  of  Montreal,  seconded  by  the  Honorable 
Mr.  Gouin,  and  resolved  : 

'*  That,  on  account  of  the  death  of  Mr.  S.  Aubin  and  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
Brennan  as  professor  in  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  school,  this  committee 
recommends  : 

"  1.  That  Mr.  Z.  Baulne  receive  the  salary  of  eight  hundred  dollars  which 
Mr.  S.  Aubin  received  and  do  fulfil   the  same  duties  as  the  latter  ; 

''  2.  That  Mr.  Napol6on  Brisebois,  teacher,  of  Montreal,  be  appointed  a  regu- 
lar professor  in  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  school,  with  a  salary  of  a  thousand 
dollars  a  year. 

Upon  motion  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Guerin,  seconded  by  Mr.  Stenson,  it  was 
resolved  :  "  to  pay  the  widow  of  Mr.  S.  Aubin,  formerly  a  professor  of  Jacques 
Cartier  Normal  School,  a  bonus  equal  to  six  months  of  her  late  husband's  salary." 

The  committee  decided  that  Dr  Chabot,  professor  in  Jacques  Cartier  Normal 
School,  be  relieved  from  the  financial  administration  of  the  school,  so  that  he 
may  be  free  for  other  duties. 

The  committee  conferred  the  title  of  Academy  upon  the  model  school  ot 
Montebello  and  the  convent  of  St-Isidore. 

The  committee  authorized  the  Superintendent  to  remit  to  the  school  muni- 
cipalities of  Victoriaville  and  St.  Joseph  de  Wakefield  the  grants  held  back 
from  them,  less  ten  per  cent. 

The  Archbishop  of  Montreal  moved,  seponded  by  the  Bishop  of  St.  Hyacinthe 
and  it  was  resolved. 
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^^  That  in  the  note  closing  the  programme  of  examination  on  page  42  of  tie 
Bales  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee,  in  the  school  code,  the  two  last  lines  o: 
the  first  paragraph  be  struck  out. 

The  Archbishop  of  Montreal,  seconded  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Chapais,  movec 
and  it  was  resdlved  : 

"  That  this  committee  having  learned  that  VEnseignement  Primain  has 
published  in  its  May,  a  list  of  books  wrongly  represented  as  approved 
by  the  Roman  Catholic  Central  Board  of  Examiners,  deems  it  expedient  \^ 
remark  that  this  committee  alone  has  by  law  the  right  to  approve  class  books 
and  that  none  of  those  intended  for  teaching  should  be  employed  or  distributed 
to  the  teachers  or  to  Roman  Catholic  schools  without  the  committee^s  approval. 

And  the  committee  adjourned.

The  Seeretary  reported  upon  the  various  items  of  unfinished  business. 

The  report  of  the  sub-committee  on  the  distribution  of  the  Superior  Educa- 
tion Funds  was  read  by  the  Rev.  E.  I.  Rexford,  and  after  consideration,  clause 
by  clause,  was  adopted,  as  recorded  below. 

Report  of  the  Sub-Committke  on  the  Distribution  of  grants- 

Quebec,  4th  October,  1901. 

Your  sub-committee  begs  to  report  that  it  held  two  sessions  yesterday,  at 
both  of  which  all  the  members  of  the  sub-committee  were  present,  namely  :  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Shaw,  the  Rev.  A.  T.  Love,  G.  L.  Hasten,  Esq.,  Superintendent  E.  W. 
Arthy,  and  Elson  I.  Rexford. 

1.  In  examining  the  returns  of  the  Inspector  of  superior  schools  and  in 
preparing  a  provisional  scheme  for  the  distribution  of  the  Superior  Education 
Funds,  your  sub-committee  had  the  valuable  assistance  of  the  English  Secretary 
of  the  Department  and  of  the  Inspector  of  superior  schools.  Moreover  the  work 
of  your  sub-committee  was  greatly  facilitated  by  the  carefully  prepared  tabular 
summaries  submitted  by  the  Inspector  of  superior  schools. 

2.  After  careful  consideration  of  the  weak  schools  which  received  special 
warning  last  year  and  other  similar  cases,  your  sub-committee  begs  to  recom- 
mend :  (1)  that  the  status  of  the  following  schools  be  maintained,  namely: 
Aylmer,  Bedford,  Three  Rivers  and  Como  ;  (2)  that  St.  John's  be  transferred  to 
the  model  school  list ;  and  (3)  that  Mystic,  Haldimand  and  Fort  Coulonge  be 
transferred  to  the  elementary  school  list. — Adopted, 

3.  In  order  to  encourage  the  academies  to  provide  themselves  with  the 
necessary  apparatus  for  an  elementary  course  in  physics,  your  sub-committee 
recommends  that  upon  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of  superior  schools  that  an 
academy  has  purchased  suitable  apparatus  for  this  purpose,  an  extra  equipment 
grant  equal  to  one-half  the  certified  cost  of  such  apparatus  be  made  to  the  insti- 
tution, provided,  however,  that  this  extra  grant  in  no  case  exceeds  fifty  dollars. 
—Adopted^  with  the  following  addition  : — That  the  Committee  take  steps  to 
secure  the  preparation  and  authorization  of  a  list  in  which  shall  be  set  forth  the 
various  pieces  of  apparatus,  with  the  price  of  each,  recommended  for  use  in  the 
course  in  elementary  physics,  and  that  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  sub-committee 
on  the  course  of  study  to  draw  up  such  a  list  with  power. 
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4.  In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Protestant  Committee  passed 
February  22nd,  1901,  your  sub-committee  recommends  that  regulation  87  be 
amended,  by  replacing  section  3  by  the  following :  No  model  school  shall  take 
up  the  work  of  any  of  the  academy  grades  unless  (1)  it  is  equipped  as  an  academy 
in  point  of  staff,  and  (2)  it  has  the  special  authorization  of  the  Protestant  Com- 
mittee for  this  purpose  ". — Adopted. 

5.  In  harmony  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Provincial  Association  of 
Protestant  Teachers,  your  sub-committee  recommends  that  an  increase  of  filn 
per  cent  be  made  in  the  amount  of  equipment  grants  to  model  schools  and 
academies.  Adopted,  with  the  addition  that  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Secretary 
to  prepare  and  issue  a  circular  to  the  superior  schools  recommending  the  pur- 
chase of  such  suitable  pictures  as  are  published  by  the  "  Art  for  Schools  Asso- 
ciations "  for  the  decoration  of  schoolrooms. 

6.  The  Secretary  of  the  Department  submitted   the  following  statement  of 
the  amount  available  for  distribution  for  superior  education  :

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7.  Your  sub-committee  recommends  that  one-half  the  amount  arising  from 
Marriage  License  Fees,  namely  :  $3,558.50  be  distributed  among  elementary 
schools  of  poor  municipalities,  and  that  the  other  half  be  distributed  among 
institutions  of  superior  education. 

It  was  moTed  in  amendment,  by  Mr.  Fisher,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Love  : 
whereas  the*  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  has 
available  for  superior  education  the  sum  of  $2,000,  by  virtue  of  Kd.  VII,  Ch.,  I 
additional  to  what  was  available  last  year  ;  Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  the 
sum  of  $1,000,  being  equal  to  one-half  of  said  sui^,  be  added  to  the  amount 
allotted  to  poor  municipalities  out  of  the  Marriage  License  Fees,  and  that  for 
the  year  1901-2,  the  sum  of  $4,558.50  out  of  the  Marriage  Licence  Fees,  be  hereby 
reserved  for  poor  municipalities. 

This  amendment  was  lost,  and  the  clause  was  adopted  as  presented. 

8.  In  accordance  with  the  method  followed  last  year,  your  subcommittee 
recommends  (a)  that  sixteen  academies  and  three  special  schools  receive 
$200.00  as  basal  grants,  and  that  the  six  remaining  academies  receive  $150.00  as 
basal  grants,  and  (b)  that  ten  model  schools  receive  a  basal  grant  of  $75.00,  and 
that  the  remaining  twenty-eight  regular  mod^l  schools  receive  a  basal  grant  of 
$50.00,  and  (c)  that  eight  model  schools  be  'placed  on  the  special  list  with 
grants,  as  follows  :

to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  for  approval  under  articles  444  and  4JC 
of  the  school  law. 

It  was  resolved  that  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Secretary  to  lay  on  the  lab.? 
of  this  Committee,  at  its  next  meeting,  along  with  certain  official  correspondene 
between  the  Department  and  the  Principal  of  McGill  University,  the  documei  > 
referred  to  by  Rev.  Mr.  Rexford  as  embodying  the  arrangement  by  which  ibt 
Marriage  License  Fees  were  merged  in  the  general  fund  for  superior  education 
BO  as  to  show  that  it  is  not  open  to  any  individual  to  represent  the  universit:^ 
as  benefiting  from  that  part  of  the  fund  only  to  the  prejudice  of  the  poor  mui: 
cipalities. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Robins  and  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Quebec,  that  a  sub-committee 
be  named  by  the  Chairman  to  arrange  a  new  scheme  tor  tabulating  the  resul:: 
of  the  June  examinations. — Ca?ried. 

Professor  Kneeland,  convener,  Dr.  Robins  and  Mr,  Rexford  were  appointee 
accordingly. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Protestant  Teachers' AssociAtior. 
together  with  a  series  of  resolutions,  which  were  passed  at  the  last  annual  coi- 
vention  of  that  body. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  inform  the  association  that  the  Commit'^' 
had  acted,    this  year,  in    harmony  with    their  recommendation  concerniii: 
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the  increase  of  the  equipment  grant,  and  that  copies  of  the  other  recommenda- 
tions would  be  prepared  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  niembers  of  the  Committee 
before  next  meeting,  when  consideration  would  be  given  to  the  various  matters. 

A  letter  from  the  Rev.  J.  Williamson,  of  Montreal,  was  read,  asking  for  the 
'"  recognition  "  of  his  private  school,  in  order  that  he  might  obtain  exemption 
from  taxation  as  provided  by  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Montreal. 

As  it  appears  from  article  362  of  the  city  charter  that  it  is  the  Council  of 
Public  Instruction,  and  not  one  of  the  Committees  thereof,  which  is  to  give  the 
required  "  recognition,"  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council- 
Letters  from  Messrs.  Renouf,  Grafton  &  Sons,  Copp,  Clark  &  Co.,  and  Geo. 
N.  Morang,  concerning  text-books,  were  read,  and  the  Secretary  submitted  a  list 
of  books  received  since  last  meeting.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  submit  to 
the  sub-committee  on  text-books  sucli  books  as  the  sub-committee  may  desire  to 
examine  with  a  view  to  authorization. 

Applications  were  received  from  the  school  boards  of  Beebe  Plain,  Lon* 
gueuil  and  Kingsbury,  asking  for  permission  to  raise  their  elementary  schools 
to  the  rank  of  model  schools,  respectively. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  Inspector  of  superior  schools  should  visit  these  three 
schools,  and  report  thereon  before  the  next  distribution  of  grants. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  C.  W.  Ford,  regarding  teachers  without  diplomas,  and 
regarding  academy  work  in  model  schools,  was  referred  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  for  attention. 

The  Chairman  submitted  a  letter  from  the  Reverend  E.  S.  Howard,  of  Law- 
rence ville,  concerning  school  inspection.

>n,  Sidney  Fisher,  B.A.,  M.  P.,  and  Mr.  S.  Finley. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  E.  I.  Rexford. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

The  election  of  Mr.  H.  J.  Silver,  B.  A.,  as  representative  for  the  current  year 
the  Provincial  Association  of  Protestant  Teachers  ^as  aquounced,  and  Mr, 
ver  was  welcomed  to  tb©  meetlRg. 
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The  Secretary  read  a  report  on  the  state  of  business  and  was  instructed  to 
enter  the  four  following  extracts  in  the  minutes  : 

1.  Regulation  87  of  the  Protestant  Committee  has  been  amended  by 
replacing  section  3  by  the  following  words : 

"No  model  school  shall  take  up  the  work  of  any  of  the  academy  grades  unl^^^j 
it  is  equipped  as  an  academy  in  point  of  staff,  and  it  has  the  special  authnr 
ization  of  the  Protestant  Committee  for  this  purpose." 

2.  Regulation  94  has  been  repealed. 


3.  Regulation  140  has  been  amended  by  inserting  before  the  first  sentence 
thereof,  the  words  :  "A  revision  of  the  authorized  text-books  and  apparatus  shall 
be  made  once  in  four  years",  and  by  adding  after  the  last  clause  thereof  th 
words  :  "School  boards  having  adopted  a  list  of  text-books  after  the  quadrennial 
revision,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall  not  replace  on^ 
book  by  another,  during  the  quadrennium,  without  the  express  permission  of 
the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction." 

These  amendments  have  been  made  in  virtue  of  resolutions  of  this  Coiii 
mittee,  which  were  approved  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  on  the  -OtI 
day  of  November  last. 

4.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Protestant  Committee  held  in  February  last,  r 
was  resolved  that  the  Government  be  requested  to  set  apart  from  the  $50,1/ " 
granty  the  sum  of  $1,000  annually  to  be  used  to  provide  bursaries  for  pnpi  • 
taking  the  elementary  course  in  McGill  Normal  School. 

The  Government  has  not  been  able  to  accede  to  this  request  because  of  i^ 
fact  that  the  Protestant  share  of  this  grant,  about  $7,000,  has  already  beta 
disposed  of  in  the  following  way : 

Bonuses  to  Teachers $2,030 

Bonus  to  McGill  Normal  School S,a>» 

Transfer  to  Poor  Municipality  Fund 1,000 

Inspectors' Institutes  (about) 8(X^ 

Total  (about) $6,800 


The  Secretary  further  submitted  a  report  upon  the  matters  referred  to  int'^ 
letter  of  the  Rev.  E.  S.  Howard,  when  it  was  resolved  :     *'That  a  sub-coinmiu 
be  appointed  to  proceed  with  inquiries  as  provided  by  la^,  and  that  Dr,  ?ii-' 
Dr.  Peterson  and  Pr,  Robins  form  that  sub-committee,'^ 
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The  Secretary  laid  on  the  table  the  documents  ordered  on  motion  of  Dr. 
Peterson  at  the  last  meeting,  and  was  directed  to  embody  in  the  minutes  the 
following  extract  from  a  letter  received  by  Dr.  Peterson  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction  under  date  of  27th  of  September,  1900 : 

"Although  for  many  yearns  the  Protestant  Committee  kept  the  Marriage 
License  Fees  separate  in  its  distribution  of  superior  education  grants,  there  never 
has  been  any  legal  reason  for  so  doing.  This  fact  wai  acknowledged  in  1895  in 
the  report  of  a  subcommittee  which  was  adopted  by  the  Committee,  but  the 
distinction  between  these  fees  and  other  funds  of  the  Committee  was  continued 
until  1898,  when  it  disappeared. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Protestant  Committee 
to  place  all  its  funds  in  one  account,  and  to  distribute,  subject  to  approval,  the.'e 
funds  amongst  the  universitie?,  academies  and  model  schools  without  reference 
to  the  source  from  which  any  particular  grant  may  come.  Or  in  other  words  to 
answer  directly  the  question  you  raise,  the  diminution  of  the  Marriage  License 
Fees  does  not  oblige  the  Committee  to  reduce  the  grants  to  the  universities 
correspondingly. " 

The  sub-committee  on  the  course  of  study  reported  that  lists  of  apparatus 
for  the  teaching  of  elementary  physics  had  been  prepared,  and  had  been  care- 
fully revised  by  specialists.  These  lists  were  submitted,  subject  to  completion 
as  to  prices,  in  a  few  instances. 

The  question  of  periodic  reports  to  parents  was  considered,  and  the  sub- 
committee recommended  that  reports  of  attendance  should  be  given  monthly, 
and  that  reports  in  accordance  with  some  definite  scheme  should  be  given  in 
each  subject  of  the  course  at  least  quarterly.  A  form  for  such  reports  was 
submitted. 

The  sub-committee  reported  further  that  Dr.  Peterson  had  undertaken  on 
behalf  of  the  University  to  look  into  the  question  of  the  Latin  limits  for  the  A.  A. 
examination,  and  to  report  what  changes,  if  any,  were  desirable  under  the 
circumstances. 

The  report  of  the  sub-committee  was  received  and  adopted. 

Dr.  Peterson  then  stated  that  after  the  next  faculty  meeting  of  the  Univer- 
sity he  would  write  to  the  Secretary  definitely  on  the  subject. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Peterson,  seconded  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Quebec, 
and  resolved  that  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  obtain  information  as  to 
the  number  of  academies  in  the  Province  which  aro  iu  a  position  to  give  practical 
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instruction  in  stage  I  Elementa/y  Physics  and  Chemistry  (Gregory  &  Simm  >i> 
especially  as  regards  the  accommodation  available  for  doing  the  practical  wnrl: 
(as  set  forth  in  the  lists  of  apparatus  submitted  to-day),  which  the  Prote^ti.: 
Committee  considers  an  indispensable  aid  to  the  mere  book  study  of  the  swh^'V 
and  "  That  the  Secretary  obtain  similar  information  in  regard  to  any  aca(l«  ruit^ 
that  may  elect  to  continue  the  further  study  of  Physics  or  Chemistry  as  a  si^  ^ ' 
subject  after  Grade  I.*' 

The  report  of  the  text-book  sub-committee  was  road  and  adopted.  The  u: 
change  recommended,  and  carried  into  effect  by  the  action  of  the  Conimitm  i 
adopting  the  report,  is  the  authorization  of    "Prang's   New   Graded   Drawi: 
Books,"  which  are  a  creditable  representation  of  the  Prang  system,  jilre- 
authorized,  being  printed  on  the  same  paper  and  from  the  same  plates,  whi  r^:! 
price  is  somewhat  less  than  that  of  the  American  edition. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  procure  copies  of  "  First  Steps  in  Gir^y. 
Ritchie,  published  by  Longmans,  and  to  submit  them  to  the  sub-committet  :  ' 
examination. 

The  sub-committee  on  the  purchase  of  dictionaries  read  a  report  wlikr.  « 
received. 

It  was  moved  by  the  Honorable  H.  T.  Duffy,  seconded  by  the  Lord  B- 
of  Quebec,  and 

Resolved,—**  That  the  matter  be  deferred  till  the  next  meeting  and  t 
copy  of  Chambers' Dictionary  in  strong  binding  be  submitied  for  co^iKir 
with  other  books  similarly  bound.  " 

The  report  of  the  sub-comnutteo  on  the  method  of  determining  the  :ui 
grants  to  superior  schools  was  received,  and  after  discussion  was  remitted  t 
sub-committee  with  directions  to  bring  up  the  question  for  consideration  al 
February  meeting. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Teachers'   Association,   received  at  the  :^ 
meeting  and  held  over,  were  taken  into  consideration.     As  these  recomra  :. 
tions  were  made  before  the  pre}  aration  of  the  new  course  of  study,  Fevfr:. 
them  have  already  been  carried  into  effect  by  the  Protestant  Committee  an' 
action  was  necessary.     The  following,  however,  was  adopted  by  the  Coniinr - 

**  That  it  be  a  recommendation  to  the  Protestant  Committee  that  the  - 
testant  School  Inspectors  of  the  province  and  the  principals  of  superior -ch 
of  their  respective  inspectorates  be  requested  to  co-operate  in  provi^iMr 
pptrance  examination  to  Grade   II  Model  or  Grade  I  Academy  at  dates  t. 
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agreed  upon,  which  shall  serve  as  a  leaving  examination  for  Grade  IV,  of  the 
elementary  schools  in  their  respective  inspectorates,  and  that  a  form  of  certi- 
ficate be  provided  for  successful  candidates  to  be  signed  by  the  Inspector  and 
the  principal  of  the  school  where  the  candidate  writes.  " 

The  recommendation  to  the  effect  that  candidates  who  pass  the  A.  A.  exami- 
nation should  be  divided  into  three  classes,  and  that  their  names  should  be 
printed  alphabetically  in  each  class  was  referred  to  the  University  authorities. 

A  letter  from  Dr.  Robins,  Principal  of  the  Normal  School,  was  read  con- 
cerning the  disposal  of  the  diplomas  of  pupils,  w)io  are  not  present  at  the 
innual  distribution  of  diplomas.  The  matter  with  the  special  case  which 
>ccasioned  the  reference  to  the  Committee  was  referred  to  the  chairman  for 
Utention  and  report. 

A  letter  from  E.  R.  Smith  regarding  the  ranking  of  the  St.  John's  school 
vas  read,  and  it  was  agreed  that  if  the  work  of  the  school  this  year  will  warrant 
t  the  request  for  reinstatement  in  academy  rank  will  be  favorably  considered 
t  the  next  distribution  of  grants. 

The  application  of  Mr.  G.  A.  Scott,  B.  A.,  for  permission  to  follow  the  course 
f  lectures  in  pedagogy  in  the  Normal  School  without  attendance  in  the  practice 
3hools  was  granted  upon  a  certificate  of  several  years'  successful  teaching  in 
Jshop's  College  School. 

Other  applications  for  diplomas  on  special  grounds  were  i*eferred  to  the 
anding  sub-committee  for  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  interim  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools  was  laid  on  the 
■ble. 

A  sub-committee,  consisting  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Quebec  and  Messrs. 
'hyte  and  Walker,  was  appointed  to  revise  the  Poor  Municipality  list  of  grants 
jfore  the  next  meeting. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  Central  Board  of  Examiners  be  authorized  to  admit 
the  McGill  Normal  School,  next  year  only  candidates  who  shall  have  passed 
e  new  Grade  I  Academy,  corresponding  to  old  Grade  II,  with  high  marks.

The  meeting  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Reverend  Dr.  Shaw. 

An  apology  for  enforced  absence  was  read  from  His  Lordship  Bishop  I^i' 
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The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

The  Secretary  read  his  usual  report  respecting  the  state  of  business. 

An  application  from  the  Gould  Model  School  for  the  permission  to  take  up 
academy  work  was  read  and  held  over  for  further  information. 

The  application  of  the  Protestant  School  Commissioners  of  Montreal  for  per- 
mission under  regulation  140,  as  amended,  to  work  out  of  use  the  Royal  Story 
Book  Readers,  such  readers  to  be  replaced  by  authorized  books,  was  granted. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  W.  J.  Messenger,  who  wrote  on  behalf  of  certain 
headmasters  asking  for  a  modification  in  the  course  of  study  for  academies  and 
model  schools. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  a  sub-committee  consisting  of  the  Reverend  E.  I. 
Rexford,  convener,  Principal  Pieterson,  Messrs.  Masten  and  Silver,  Professor 
Kneeland  and  Dr.  Cotton.  It  was  agreed  that  this  should  be  a  standing  sub- 
committee on  the  course  of  study  for  academies  and  model  schools. 

It  was  also  agreed  that  Mr.  H.  H.  Curtis  be  requested  to  prepare  a  paper  for 
the  examination  in  oral  French  in  June  next. 

Moved  by  Reverend  Elson  I.  Rexford,  seconded  by  Mr.  G.  L.  Masten,  and 
Resolved,  "  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  standing  committee  to  consider  the 
conditions  under  which  the  requirements  for  A.A.  examinations  are  to  be  incor- 
porated with  the  course  of  study  for  model  schools  and  academies,  and  that  the 
sub-committee  be  empowered  to  make  all  the  necessary  arrangements  concern- 
ing the  limits  for  the  next  June  examinations.'' 

A  letter  was  read  from  Dr.  Delaney,  M.P,P.,  asking  the  Committee  to  form 
the  Magdalen  Islands  into  a  district  of  inspection,  and  to  approve  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mr,  John  Ballantyne  as  inspector  of  the  Protestant  schools  there.  After 
discussion  it  was  resolved  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Honorable  Mr.  Duffy. 

The  Secretary  called  attention  to  the  forms  of  diploma  which  are  issued  by 
the  Central  Board  and  suggested  an  amendment.  He  was  instructed  to  consult 
with  Dr.  Dunbar  and  to  make  such  alterations  as  are  necessary. 

The  Chairman  then  introduced  for  discussion  the  subject  of  rural  schools 
which  had  been  placed  on  the  order  paper  by  his  direction.  After  the  question 
had  been  considered  at  some  length  a  sub-committee  was  appointed  with 
instuctions  to  study  the  matter  and  to  devise  some  scheme  for  rendering  these 
schools  more  efficient    The  following  persons  are  members  of  the  sub-commit- 
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tee  :  Mr.  John  Whyte,  convener,  Principal  Peterson,  the  Honorable  S.  A.  Fisher, 
the  Honorable  H.  T.  Duffy,  Dr.  C.  L.  Cotton,  Mr.  W.  L.  Shurtleff,  and  the  Reve 
rend  E.  I.  Rexford. 

Mr.  Whyte  presented  the  report  of  the  sub-committee  on  the  distribution  of 
poor  municipality  grants.  It  was  resolved  that  the  report  be  adopted  aad  tki 
the  distribution  be  made  with  the  approval  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  according  to  the  list  submitted. 

The  question  of  disposing  of  diplomas  which  are  not  claimed  at  the  annual 
closing  exercises  of  McGill  Normal  School  was  referred  to  Dr.  Dunbar  for  consi- 
deration and  report. 

The  report  of  the  sub-committee  on  complaints  against  an  elementary  school 
inspector  was  submitted  and  was  adopted  in  the  following  form  : —  "  The  suIj- 
committeeof  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction 
appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  charges  recently  made  against  Mr.  R 
J.  Hewton,  one  of  the  school  inspectors,  on  carefully  reviewing  all  the  available 
evidence,  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  work  of  the  said  inspector  has  not  been  effi- 
ciently done  during  the  past  year  ;  and,  notwithstanding  the  inspector's  refer 
ences  to  the  condition  of  his  wife's  health,  feels  it  to  be  its  duty  to  recommend 
that  he  be  for  this  cause  reprimanded." 

The  report  of  the  sub-committee  on  the  method  of  determining  annual  grants 
to  academies  and  model  schools  was  read  by  Professor  Kneeland,  and  adopted 
The  report  reads  :   Your  sub-committee  propose. 

1.  That  basal  grants  to  academies  and  model  schools  be  made  as  at  present 

2.  That  equipment  grants  increased  in  amount  be  made  upon  the  loUowing 
basis  : — One  hundred  marks  shall  be  assigned  as  a  maximum  for  equipment, 
made  up  as  follows  : 

a.  Twenty  marks  for  suflBciency  of  staff. 
6.  Twenty  marks  for  buildings. 

c.  Twenty  marks  for  salaries  of  staff. 

d.  Twenty  marks  for  furniture  and  apparatus. 

e.  Ten  marks  for  grounds. 

/.  Ten  marks  for  specimens.  s 

3.  That  bonuses  and  rank  be  determined  upon  the  following  basis :  Oue 
hundred  marks  shall  be  the  maximum  possible  for  any  school,  made  up  a? 
follows  : 
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a.  Thirty  marks  for  percentage  of  grand  total  marks  actually  taken,  within 
the  maximum  now  fixed,  full  marks  being  assigned  to  the  highest  taken  by  any 
school. 

6.  Thirty  marks  for  true  percentage  of  the  possible  number  for  any  school, 
taking  the  maximum  now  fixed  for  each  grade,  and  the  whole  number  presented 
in  the  several  grades. 

c.  Fifteen  marks  for  the  [percentage  of  pupils  presented  of  the  total  number 
enrolled  in  the  several  gravies. 

d.  Fifteen  marks,  for  the  percentage  passed  of  those  presented. 

e.  Ten  marks  for  the  number  presented  in  gr^de  3  model  in  model  schools, 
and  grades  2  and  3  academy  and  academies,  taking  ten  or  over  in  grade  2,  and 
five  or  over  in  grade  3  academy  in  academies,  and  five  or  over  in  ^rade  3  mo Jel 
in  model  schools,  as  entitling  to  full  marks. 

The  sub-committee  on  the  purchase  of  dictionaries  reported  that,  after 
having  received  samples  and  tenders,  it  had  concluded  to  recommend  the  pur- 
chase of  805  copies  of  Ogilvie  and  Annandale's  Student's  English  Dictionary, 
new  edition  of  1901,  revised  and  enlarged,  in  half  Persian  binding,  from  Messrs. 
F.  E.  Grafton  &  Sons,  at  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  a  copy,  delivered  carriage 
paid  at  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  Quebec. 

This  recommendation  was  adopted,  and  the  sub-committee  was  continued 
with  instructions  to  expend  in  the  purchase  and  distribution  of  supplementary 
reatiers,  or  other  school  appliances,  for  such  schools  as  already  have  dictionaries, 
a  sum  proportional  to  that  expended  in  the  purchase  of  dictionaries. 

The  sub-committee  on  special  diplomas  reported  progress  and  was  continued. 

The  sub-committee  on  text  books  recommended  the  authorization  of  Ritchie's 
First  Steps  in  Greek,  and  the  recommendation  was  approved  by  the  Committee. 

Several  requests  were  made  by  authors  or  publishers  for  the  examination  of 
books  with  a  view  to  authoriz{*tion,  but  the  Conmittee  declined  to  ask  the  sub- 
committee to  report  on  such  book.«. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  J.  A.  Dresser,  complaining  of  the  inspection  of  superior 
schools,  was  read.    On  motion  of  Mr.  Walker,  seconded  by  Dr.  Robins,  the 
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matter  was  referred  to  a  sub-committee  consisting  of  Dr.  Dunbar,  Mr.  Shurtleff 
and  Mr  Maclaren,  with  instructions  to  consider  the  special  complaint,  as  well  as 
the  general  complaint  as  to  the  methods  followed  in  the  inspection  of  these 
schools. 

The  Chairman  read  a  digest  of  the  interim  report  of  the  Inspector  of  superior 
schools. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  write  to  the  school  boards  of  Saint  Andrews, 
Berthier  and  Aylmer,  and  to  instruct  the  Inspector  to  visit  Arundel  Model  School 
in  order  to  report  on  the  advisability  of  reducing  the  said  school  to  the  rank  of 
an  elementary  school. 

The  usual  sub-committee  for   preparing  for  the  June   examinations  was 
appointed,  Professor  Kneeland,  convener.

Application'  from  Gotild  model  school  and  Sawyerrille  model  school  for  ^ 
mission  to  continae  academy  work  were  read,  when  it  was  resolved  that  the  appli- 
cation of  SawyerrLle  and  Gould  be  granted,  provided  the  schools  be  equipped 
as  academies  in  regard  to  sta£u  under  regulation  $7,  ss  amended*

It  was  mored  by  Dr.  Peterson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Love«  and  resobred  r

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That  Mr.  Henry  F.  Armstrong  be  recomm  mended  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  Council  for  appointment  as  associate  professor  of  drawing  in  McGill  ^ormal 
School,  vice  Miss  N.  Green,  deceased,  at  a  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars  annually, 
to  be  taken  from  the  present  resources  of  the  Normal  School. 

Moved  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  DuflFy,  seconded  by  Dr.  Peterson. 

**  That  the  Normal  School  Committee  be  requested  at  once  to  confer  mth  tlie 
newly  appointed  professor  of  drawing  with  the  view  of  framing  a  carefully 
graded  scheme  for  the  teaching  of  drawing,  appropriate  to  the  first  six  years  of 
the  public  school  course,  and  to  report  to  this  Committee.  '* — Carried. 

A  sub-committee  consisting  of  the  Chairman  and  the  Teachers'  represen- 
tative ex-officio^  and  Reverend  E.  I.  Rexford,  the  Reverend  A.  T.  Love,  and  Mr. 
Masten,  was  appointed  to  arrange  for  the  distribution  of  the  superior  school 
grants. 

It  was  resolved  that  hereafter  the  marks  given  for  the  equipment  grant  bv 
the  Inspector  of  superior  schools  be  communicated  to  the  schools  concerned 
through  the  secretary-treasurers. 

Dr.  Shaw  read  the  following  digest  of  Dr.  Harper's  report : 

During  the  past  quarter  Dr.  Harper  has  inspected  eight  academies  and 
fourteen  model  schools,  besides  Stanstead  and  Dunham  Ladies'  Colleges.  The 
Manual  Training  classes  at  Waterloo,  Knowlton  and  Bedford  are  represented  as 
most  efficient  and  meeting  the  object  of  the  generous  founder  of  this  work.  The 
general  condition  of  these  superior  schools  is  satisfactory.  Attention,  howeTer, 
is  drawn  to  the  following  matters  requiring  consideration :  The  Granby  Academy 
should  improve  its  school  grounds.  The  Waterloo  academy  very  much  need? 
increased  accommodation  and  an  additional  teacher.  The  Inverness  academv 
is  still  discredited  by  small  salaries  and  by  the  objectionable  condition  of  the 
premises,  though  there  is  promise  of  improvement  of  the  latter.  The  Scotstown 
model  school  is  in  absolute  need  of  a  new  building. 

I  recommend  that  the  Secretary  write  the  boards  of  the  four  schools  named 
on  the  need  of  the  improvements  mentioned. 

The  Maple  Grove  school  should  not  be  admitted  to  the  list  of  model  schools, 
unless  the  June  examinations  justify  such  action. 

The  Beebe  Plain  school  is  reported  as  in  a  low  condition,  and  the  question 
of  its  return  to  the  list  should  be  carefully  considered  after  the  Juae  exami- 
nations. 

(Signed),  William  I.  Shaw. 
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An  opinion  of  Dr.  Dunbar  to  the  efiTeot  that  all  Normal  School  diplomas 
must  be  issued  by  the  Superintendent,  was  read. 

Dr.  Dunbar  was  asked  to  suggest  an  amendment  to  the  regulations  so  as  to 
harmonize  them  with  the  law  in  regard  to  this  matter. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  6.  J.  Walker,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Whyte,  that  section 
one  of  regulation  nine  of  the  Protestant  Commitee  be  replaced  by  the  following : — 

1.  **  To  visit  each  school  of  their  inspectorates  twice  every  year,  giving  two 
hours,  on  an  average,  to  the  inspection  of  each  school.'' 

After  discussion,  it  was  resolved  to  ask  the  inspectors  at  their  next  meeting 
to  give  reasons  for  or  against  the  continuance  of  the  institute  work  instead  of 
one  of  the  annual  visits  of  inspection. 

At  the  request  of  the  Secretary,  it  was  resolved  that  a  meeting  of  the 
Protestant  inspectors  be  held  again  during  the  holidays,  at  the  call  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Department,  and  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  $125,  be  placed  at  his  dis- 
posal to  defray  the  expenses. 

The  sub-committee  on  the  course  of  study  made  a  report,  and  submitted  a 
revised  course  of  study  for  model  schools  and  academies. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  have  copies  printed  for  distribution  after 
the  approval  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  which  he  was  authorized 
to  ask  for. 

John  Adams,  Esq.,  M.A.,  B.Sc,  Rector  of  the  Free  Church  Training  College, 
Glasgow,  and  Professor  H.  M.  Tory,  M.A.,  of  the  McGill  University,  Montreal, 
entered  the  room  and  remained  as  visitors,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  sub  committee  on  the  purchase  of  dictionaries,  etc.,  was 
presented  and  adopted.  It  recommended  (a)  the  purchase  of  about  1,000  sets 
of  the  Royal  Readers  at  twenty-five  cents  a  set,  the  same  to  be  supplied  to  all  the 
rural  Protestant  elementary  schools  of  the  Province,  (6)  the  purchase  of  about 
250  sets  of  the  Britannia  Readers  at  four  shillings  and  six  pence  a  set,  delivered 
carriage  paid  at  Quebec,  for  those  schools  which  already  have  dictionaries.  The 
sub-committee  was  continued  with  power,  along  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Committee,  to  expend  whatever  balance  may  remain  after  all  accounts  are  paid, 
and  to  make  arrangements  for  the  distribution  of  dictionaries  and  readers. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  H.  J.  Silver  and  Mr.  G.  J.  Walker,  it  was  resolvdd :  * 

That  the  Committee  suggest  that  the  idea  of  giving  supplementary  readers 
to  the  elementary  schools  of  the  Province  will  bo  materially  advanced  if  the 
Bchool  commissioners  of  the  various  municipalities  will  add  to  the  number

of  readers  supplied  by  the  Protestant  Committee,  so  as  to  make  it  possible  for 
the  readers  to  be  used  as  class  readers ;  that  the  Committee  recommend  sach 
purchase  by  the  commissioners,  and  that  the  Protestant  Committee  make  it 
possible  for  said  commissioners  to  purchase  the  books  at  reduced  rates. 

Various  applications  for  special  diplomas  were  received  and  granted. 

The  sub-committee  on  rural  schools  read  an  interim  report,  which  was 
received.  The  sub-committee  was  continued,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  confer  with  Professor  Robertson  in  regard  to  the  scheme  for  experimental 
centers  for  the  consolidation  of  rural  schools  and  for  the  encouragement  of 
nature  study,  and  to  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee. 

It  was  moved  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Duffy,  seconded  by  the  Honorable  Mr. 
Fisher,  and  resolved : 

That  this  Committee  has  learned  with  satisfaction  of  the  generous  offer  of 
Sir  W.  C.  Macdonald,  to  establish  experimental  consolidated  schools  in  one 
or  more  loealities,  the  details  of  the  arrangements  yet  to  be  developed.  This 
Committee  declares  that  it  is  willing  to  co-operate  with  Sir  W.  C.  Macdonald 
in  any  manner  deemed  expedient,  and  that  the  Chairman  of  the  sub-committee 
on  rural  schools  is  indicated!  as  the  medium  of  communication  with  Sir  William. 

Dr.  Dunbar  read  an  interim  report  concerning  the  complaints  against  the 
Inspector  of  superior  schools,  which  was  adopted.  It  was  resolved  that  the 
sub-committee  be  continued  with  instructions  to  proceed  with  a  special  and 
a  general  investigation  under  articles  596,  597  and.  598  R.  S.  Q.,  and  to  report  at 
the  next  meeting.  Mr.  W.  L.  Shurtleff  was  specially  empowered  to  take  evidence 
under  the  articles  just  cited. 

The  list  of  deputy  examiners  was  submitted  and  approved,  and  the  report  of 
the  sub-committee  to  prepare  for  the  June  examinations  was  read  and  adopted.

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This  gives  the  following  percentage  :  for  elementary  school  diplomas  81.4 
per  cent  were  admitted  and  18.6  per  cent  were  rejected  ;  for  model  school 
diplomas  85.6  per  cent  were  admitted  and  16.4  per  cent  were  rejected ;  for 
academy  diplomas  all  were  successful.  This  result  is  much  more  sptisfactory  than 
in  previous  years.

The  answers  to  examination  papers  on  the  various  subjets,  numbering  oYe: 
30,000  copies,  were  all  carefully  corrected  by  the  member?  of  the  board  in  the  four 
weeks  following  the  date  of  the  examinations,  and  the  secretary  was  able  l  • 
complete  the  entering  of  all  the  marks  soon  enough  to  allow  the  board  to  meet 
on  the  29th  and  3^th  of  July  for  the  determination  of  diplomas ;  on  the  r2tb  ^f 
August  following,  all  the  diplomas  were  prepared  and  sent  to  the  successful 
candidates,  and  those  who  failed  also  received  a  notice  informing  them  of  th : 
result  of  their  examination.  This  is  an  evident  proof,  I  think,  that  the  centn.1 
board  has,  again,  carried  through  their  extensive  work  with  all  possible  despatch 

I  annex  to  this  report  a  list  (1)  containing  the  names  of  the  candidates  wl 
were  successful  and  of  the  grade  of  diploma  awarded  to  them,  the  marks  tliey 
obtained  and  the  place  where  they  presented  themselves  to  undergo  the  exam! 
nation.

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I  have  pleasure  in  informing  you  that  the  receipts  for  the  year  1902.  have  been 
sufficient  to  coVer  expenses  and  to  give  to  each  of  the  membera  of  the  central 
board  of  Catholic  examiners  the  indemnity  of  $200.00  fixed  by  resolution  of  the 
Catholic  Committee.  This  satisfactory  result  is  due  to  the  amendments  made, 
last  year,  to  articles  31  and  66  of  the  school  regulations.
